We  have  the  glail  news  to-day  of  the 
■nrrender  by  Johnston  to  Gen.  Sherman 
— or  rather  Gran» — of  all  the  forces  of  the 
enemy  bit  ween  the  Chattaboocbie  and 
and  the  Roanoke — which  makes  a  clean 
sweep  of  e%ery  armed  rebel  on  the  whole 
Atlantic  slope  of  the  Sou'.hern  States. 

Indeed,  the  surrender  of  Johnaton 
leaves  no  armed  organization  of  rebels 
east  of  the  Mississippi,  except  the  lew 
thousand  who  recently  lied  from  Mobile, 
and  the  scattered  bands  in  the  Gulf  States 
—not  amounting  to  10,000  in  all— and 
our  forces  under  Wilson.  Smith,  and  oth- 
ers, are  prcsainfr  >o  hard  after  those  cx- 
ceptioas  thit  it  is  safri  to  say  la  a  week  or 
two  there  "nl  not  be  a  regiment  of  armed 
rebels  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

It  will  be  obsTved  tha'  Johnston  sur- 
renders this  time  on  the  same  terms  grant- 
ed by  the  General-in-Chief  to  Lee — under 
which  all  the  rebel  troops  lay  down  their 
arms,  and  retire  to  their  homes  under 
parole  not  to  tak-?  up  arms  ag-iinst  the 
United  States,  and  to  obey  the  laws  in 
force  where  they  may  reside. 

The  promptness  with  which  fJeneral 
Johnston  accepted  these  terms  on  the  ar- 
rival of  General  Grant  shows  very  clearly 
that  the  comprehensive  immunities  and 
political  privileges  granted  by  General 
Sherman  were  as  gratuitous  as  they  were 
fooli>b. 

General  Grant  left  Washington  on  the 
2l8t.  He  arrived  at  Sherman's  head- 
buarters  on  the  morning  of  the  -ilh,  when 
Johnston  was  immediately  notifi«*d  ot  the 
relusal  of  th*  Governmeul  to  ratify  the 
terms  agreed  upon  by  Sherman.  John- 
ston must  have  iiumediJitoly  replied  by 
signifying  bis  desire  to  surrender  on  the 
terms  granted  to  Lee,  for  on  two  days 
afterward  that  arrangement  was  con- 
summated, and  his  surrender  is  an- 
nounced by  General  Grant. 

It  was  $aid  that  Johnston  opened  his 
negotiations  wich  Sherman  by  proposing 
to  surrender  on  the  same  terms  as  Lee. 
At  any  rate  the  event  proves  his  willing- 
ness to  do  80.  Indeed  he  had  no  other 
choice.  Under  these  circumstances  we 
wait  with  great  curiosity  the  explanation 
which  Gen.  Sherman  may  see  fit  to  give 
of  bis  going  out  of  his  way  to  grant  these 
men  terms  which  they  did  not  dream 
originally  of  asking,  and  oppcsed  to  the 
entire  line  of  precedents  and  policy  estab- 
lished by  the  Government. 

But  now  that  the  consequences  of  Gen. 
Sherman's  fault  have  been  to  a  great  ex- 
tent repaired  by  the  energy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  Gen.  Grant,  we  sincerely 
hope  that  this  one  extraordinary  abera- 
tion  will  be  forgotten  in  the  resplendent 
lustre  of  his  past  services. 

The  reputation  of  Gen.  Sherman  is 
dear  to  every  lo\al  heart,  and  though  he 
has  by  an  unlucky  mishap  forfeited  the  con- 
fidence of  the  country  m  his  capacity  for 
civil  administration,  it  wdl  never  cease  to 
be  grateful  to  him  fir  his  iliustrious  serv- 
ices in  the  Held.

The  noisy  world  seems  hushed  into  a 
solemn  stdlnoss,  and  events  to 
move  with  muffled  tread,  as  the 
weeping  nation  bears  its  dead 
chief  from  the  ocean's  moaning  shores  to 
his  sacred  shine  in  the  green  heart  of  the 
great  west.  There  has  never  been  witness  ■ 
ed  in  historic  times  so  grandly  solemn  a 
spectacle  as  that  which  is  now  passing  like 
the  shadow  of  an  slowly  moving  eclipse 
across  the  disk  of  this  continent;  notbing 
so  pathetic  in  all  that  imagiuation  has 
devised  to  touch  the  sensibilities  as  that 
sublime  dead  march  of  a  whole  people 
following  the  remains  of  their  i;  reat  lead- 
er to  his  last  resting  place.  For  twelvg 
hundred  miles  from  Washington  to 
Spricgtield  it  is  one  vast  funeral  proces- 
sion of  weeping  cities,  towns  and  villages. 
In  Washington,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia, 
New  Vork,        Albany,        Syracuse, 

Rochesisr,  Buffalo,  Cleveland, 

and  the  intermediate  towns  and  stations, 
the  obsequies  have  been  so  imposing,  the 
demonstratioDS  of  popular  affection  so 
grand,  so  spontaneous,  so  pathetic,  that 
Europeans  in  thia  country  are  f.-ee  to 
say  that  the  like  was  never  witnessed  in 
the  ')ld  World,  and  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try, more  accustom  jd  to  imposing  mani- 
festations of  popuUr  e^iotion,  are  agreed 
tbit  notbing  in  American  history  has 
caded  out  such  vast  masses  of  people, 
or  suoh  intense  exhibitions  of  popular 
feeling,  as  the  transit  of  the  funeral  cor- 
tege of  Abraham  Lincoln,  through  the 
country.  The  great  cities  have  vied  with 
each  other  ia  their  efforts  to  do  honor  to 
the  illustrious  dead,  and  the  surround- 
ing country  poured  its  inhabitants  from 
far  and  near,  by  hundreds  of  thousands, 
to  pay  their  tribute  of  sorrow  and  re- 
spect to  his  remains. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  a  million  per- 
sons from  the  surrounding  country  were 
in  Pliiladelphia  on  the  day  of  the  fnne- 
ral  demoastratiots  in  that  city,  which 
were  on  a  scale  of  mournful  magniticence 
far  surpassing  anything  ever  seen  there 
before . 

It  was  the  same  in  New  York.  The 
colamns  of  the  New  York  papers  are 
filled  with  the  details  of  the  mighty 
pageant  with  which  that  city  rendered  its 
tardy  tribute  to  the  virtues  and  the  mem- 
ory of  the  honored  dead.  A  general 
outline  of  these  demonstrations  in  Wash- 
ington, Baltimore  and  New  York  was 
brought  by  telegraph.  They  have  been 
the  same  in  their  general  character  every- 
where. 

At  every  to  «n  and  station  on  the  route 
of  the  funeral  train  there  was  the  same 
•pontaneoua  outpouring  of  popular  sor- 
row, and  as  the  melancholy  cortege  poss- 
es from  the  East,  the  West  takes  up  the 
plaintive  dirge  of  the  national  lament, 
and  receives  back  her  martyred  son,  to 
fold  him  down  into  her  bosom's  void,  as 
the  mother  hides  the  picture  of  her  lost 
child,  to  cover  him  from  all  the  world's 
tonDoil,  with  the  soft  embrace  of  her  own 
green  prairie  tarf,  and  the  sweet  caresses 
ci  ber  own  prairie  flowers.

The 
writer  spealts  siffniticantly  of  the  "il  business, 
nnd  advises  youn^  Booth  to  attandon  it  now 
thi'.t  Riihmond  lias  been  given  up  and  Lcr 
ha-i  snrrendereiJ,  as  his  friends  bcSiove  it  will 
not  be  profitable.  A  postcript  signed  "Alice" 
is  appended,  giving  Booth  similar  advice. 

The  above  from  an  eastern  paper  seems 
to  connect  Junius  l>rutus  Booth  with  the 
j.'ntof  msassination,  and  it  li  well  known 
that  the  Government  is  acting  upo  >  that 
su-iipicion.  Orders  weie  ttlegraphed  all 
over  the  country  sometime  tiiice  for  his  ap- 
prihansion.  Col.  Averill  received  orders 
to  arrest  him  and  sand  him  to  Washington 
in  inns.  This  was  tho  same  Junius  Bru- 
tus who  was  .so  much  affected  at  Cincin- 
nati when  he  heard  the  news  that  he  im" 
mediately — ran  away— and  we  presume 
ha'!  not  since  been  beard  of.

of  the  seccssion-'its  were  wounded  The 
whole  party  then  surrendered. 

—  In  an  editorial  on  the  "vindication 
of  justice"  the  New  York  7imes  says: 
"Let  the  old  terms  of  amnesty  offi-red  by 
President  Linc^oin  remain.  So  far  as  rea- 
son allows,  and  expediency  prescribes 
let  them  be  enlarged  so  as  to  grant  life, 
liberty,  and  even  property,  without  politi- 
cal rights,  to  a  higher  grade  of  offenders 
— iilways  reserving  for  justice  every  man 
found  responsible  for  torturing  priscner,°, 
or  murdering  unarmed  Union  men.  Then 
let  the  law  against  treason  take  its  course.

The  murder  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  more  than 
fouryears  alter  his  inducticn  into  the  of- 
fice of  Presid-nt  of  the  United  States,  is 
not  the  fultillment  of  a  recent  intention, 
nor  is  the  guilt  of  it  confined  to  the  actual 
murderer  and  his  present  active  accom- 
plices. Soon  after  the  election  of  Mr. 
t..incotn,  a  plot  was  matured  for  his  as- 
sassination, which  was  vaugly  rumored  at 
the  time  of  its  intended  execution,  but 
whii'h  was  never  exposed  in  any  formal 
manner,  and  hence  never  obtained  gen- 
eral credence.  As  we  are  in  possession 
of  some  of  its  outlines,  and  the  means  by 
which  it  was  defeated,  the  mention  of  the 
ciri-umstances  may  now  be  rei-eived  with 
a  degree  of  interest  which  they  could  not 
heretofore  have  excited.  It  is  proper  to 
say  that  we  state  them  substantially  as 
they  were  reported  sometime  ago,  by  a 
gentleman  wbi)  was  chiefly  instrumental 
in  defeating  the  conspiracy.  His  com- 
munication was  made  in  the  course 
Ota  private  conversation,  and,  al- 
though without  an}'  injunction  of  se- 
crecy, yet,  as  ho  is  not  at  present  in  the 
city,  and  his  permission  therefore  cannot 
at  once  be  obtained  to  use  his  own  or 
other  names  in  this  publication,  we  make 
It  in  such  guarded  form  as  may  involve 
no  breach  of  presumed  confidence.  In 
the  month  of  January,  1861,  a  gentleman 
holding  a  position  in  this  ciiy,  which 
made  him  a  proper  agent  to  act  on  the 
information,  was  waited  upon  by  a  lady, 
who  stated  to  him  her  suspicions  or 
knowledge — whence  derived  we  are  not 
able  to  ^ay — of  the  plot  to  assassinate 
.Mr.  Lincoln  when  on  his  way  from  his 
homo  in  Illinois  to  Washington,  to  be  in- 
auguratt'd  as  President.  '1  he  active  par 
ties,  or  souie  of  them,  in  the  business, 
were  enderstood  to  be  in  Baltimore.  A\. 
all  events  the  gentleman  considered  that 
the  intelligence  had  sufficient  founda- 
tion to  ni.tke  It  Lis  duty  to  sati;)fy  himselt 
whether  Le  might  be  correct.  He  ac 
coidingly  imploycd a  detective  officer,  a 
man  who  had  in  his  profession  become 
notable  for  his  sagacity  and  success,  to 
go  to  Baltimore  ami  adopt  bis  own 
course  to  d.;tect  the  parties  to  and  plan 
of  the  conspiracy.  The  ollicer  went 
to  Baltimore,  and  opened  an  office 
as  some  sort  of  broker  or  agent,  un- 
der an  assumed  name,  of  course. 
Being  supplied  with  needful  foads,  he 
made  occasions  to  become  acquainted  with 
certain  classes  of  secessionists,  and  by 
degrees  was  on  free  and  easy  terms  witu 
them.  He  took  each  man  in  his  humor, 
dined  and  supped  with  some,  gambled 
with  others,  "treated"  and  seconded  dis- 
:;ipatious  in  more  ways  than  ne^d  be  ex- 
pressly stated,  until  he  had  secured 
enough  of  their  confidence  to  be  familiar 
with  the  particular  of  their  schemes. 
Meanwhile  it  had  been  ascertained  that  on 
the  line  of  the  Baltimore  Railroad  there 
were  men  engaged  in  military  drilling 
Several  other  detectives  were  employed 
by  the  chief  to  discover  the  purpose  of 
these  organizations ;  and,  disguised  as 
laborers  or  furui  hands,  they  gut  them- 
selves mustered  in.  One  of  the  military 
companies  proved  to  be  loyal  in  its  pur- 
pose ;  another,  under  pretense  of  being 
prepared  to.  guard  one  or  more  of  the 
bridges  north  ol  Baltimore,  was  designed 
for  rjuite  an  opposite  purpose.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  some  time  before  Mr. 
Lincoln  set  out  from  his  home  for  Wash- 
ington his  intended  route  thither  was  pub- 
lished. A  part  of  the  programme  was 
that  he  should  visit  Harrisburg  and 
Philadelphia.  We  believe  that  Mr.  Lin- 
coln was  not  advised  specially  of  any  per 
sonal  danger  until  he  was  about  to  go  to 
Harrisburg,  and  then,  at  the  instance  of 
the  gentleman  referred  to,  he  was 
urgerl  to  proceed  without 

delay      to      Wcshington.         He         re 
plied,  however,  that  be  had  promised  the 
people  of  Harrisburg  to  answer  their    in- 
vitation, and  he  would  do  s:.  if  it  cost  him 
his  life.     He  accordingly  visited   Harris- 
burg on  the  22d  of    February,  1861.     It 
was  intended  he   should  re?t  there  that 
evening'    But,  under  the  man.igement  of 
"the    gentleman,"    another   arrangement 
was  effected.     The  ni}.;ht  train  from  Phil- 
adelphia to   Baltimore  and    Washington 
departs  at    half- past  10   o'clock    in    the 
evening.     It  was  determined    that    Mr. 
Lincoln  -jhould  go  secretly  by   that  train 
on  the  evening  of  the  22d  ;  and  to  enable 
hiui  to  do  so,  a  special  train  was  provided 
to  bring  him  secretly  from  Harrisburg  to 
Philadelphia.     After  dark,  in  the  former 
city,  when  it  was  presumed  he  had  retired 
to  bis  hotel,    he    accordingly    took    this 
special  train,  and  came   to  Philadelphia. 
Meanwhile,  in  anticipation  of  his  coming, 
"the  gentlemen"  had  insured   the  deten- 
tion of    the  Philadelphia  and    Baltimore 
train,  under  the  pretense  that  a  parcel  of 
important  documents  for  the  departments 
in  Washington  must  be  dispatched  by  it, 
but  which  might  not  be  ready  until  after 
the  regular  ti  ne   for  the  starting  of  that 
train.     By  a  similar   representation,  the 
connecting  tr.iin  from  Baltimore  to  Wash- 
ington  was    also    detained.     Owing    to 
the    late     hour     at    which     the    special 
train        left        Harrisburg     with      Mr, 
Lincoln,     it     did     not,     as      was       an- 
ticipated, reach  this   city    until   after  the 
usual  Philadelphia  and    Baltimore  time. 
Mr.    Lincoln   was    accompanied    by   the 
officer  who  had  been  employed   in   Balti- 
more.    A  formidable  bundle  of  old  rail- 
road reports  had   been   made'    up    in  the 
office  of  the  Philadelphia  and    Baltimore 
co;u[  any,  which  the  officer,  duly  iii.struct- 
cil,  bad  charge  of.     On  the  arrival  ol  the 
Harrisburg  train,  Mr.  Lincoln  took  a  car 
riagc  in  waiting,  and  with  his   escort  was 
driren  to  the  depot  at   Broad  and  Prime 
streets.     The  officer  made  some  ostenta- 
tious bustle,  arriving  with   his  parcel  for 
which  the  train  was  detained,  and  passing 
through  the  depot  entered    the  cars,  Mr. 
Lincoln  in  his  company.     As  Mr.  Lincoln 
passed  through  the  gate,  the  man  attend- 
ing it  remarked  :     "  Old  fellow,    it's  well 
for  you  the  train    was    detained  to  night, 
or  you   wouldn't   have  gone  in  it."     No 
one  aboard  the  train  but  the  agent  of  the 
company  and   the  officer   knew   of   Mr. 
Lincoln's  being  in  it.     H  ^  was  conducted 
to  a  sleeping  car,  and  thus  was    kept  out 
of   the  way  of    observation.     To  guard 
against  any  possible   communication  by 
telegraph  at   this    time,   the    circuit   was 
broken,  to  be  united   when   it  would  be 
safe  to  do  so.     The  plan  of  the  conspira- 
tors was  to  break    or    burn    one  of    the 
bridges  north  of  Baltimore  at  the  time  of 
Mr.  Lincoln's  anticipated  approa-h  on  the 
following  day :     and,    in    the    confusion 
incident  to  the  stoppage  of    the    train, 
to  assassinate  him    in  the  cars.     Hence 
the    extra   precaution   above  mentioned, 
regarding   the   telegraph.      In   due  time 
the  train  with  Mr.  Lincoln  reached  Wash- 
ington, and  he  being  safe  there,  tho  offi- 
cer, .IS    previously  instructed,  sent  a  dis- 
patch to  "the  gentleman"  that   "the  par- 
cel of  documents   had   been  delivered." 
The  public,  and,  above  ell,  the  conspira- 
tors,  awoke  on  the  morning  of  the  24th 
to  be  astonished  with  the  intelligence  that 
Mr.  Lincoln  had  arrived  in  Washington. 
It  may   be    well   to    mention  here  that 
the  story  of  his  disguise  in  a   "Scotch 
cap "    and  cloak  was   untrue.     He  wore 
his  ordinary  travelling  cap,  and  was  ia  no 
sense  of  the  word  disguised. 

We  have  given  this  narrative  as  we  re- 
ceived it,  assured  that  in  no  essential  par- 


ticular ean  it  vary  from  the  circumstantial 
ace;ount  of  "the  geutlemen"  to  whose 
precautions,  we  believe,  may  be  proper- 
ly attributed  the  frustration  of  the  first 
plot  to  nssassasinate  Abraham  Lincoln. 
In  confirmation  of  the  view  that  this  plot 
was  within  the  knowlege  of  certain  emi- 
nent £ecessior.ists  in  WaAhington,  it  may 
be  stated  that  a  gentleman,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  "Peace  Convention"  then 
i:i  session,  heard  a  ^Southern  member 
exclaim,  wheu  Mr.  Lincoln's  arrival  in 
Washington  was  uiention(*d.  "My  God! 
how  did  he  get  hert^?"  The  surprise  was 
too  siguiticant  to  be  mistake. 1,  when  af- 
terwards remembered  and  associated  with 
other  circum.stances.

The  clergymen  of  this  city,  with  the 
exception  ol  the  Catholic,  (and  even  the 
Catholic  Bishop,  VVheelan,  thinks  the 
South  can  never  be  brought  back  into 
the  Union)  are  aliio.st  to  a  niau  seces- 
sionists. They,  unfortunately  lor  them- 
selves, are  not  quietly  so,  but  preach 
treason  every  Sabrath  from  their  pulpits. 
Having  been  required  by  Gov.  .Johnson 
to  step  up  to  tho  ullice  of  the  Secretary  ot 
State  and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance, they  obeyed  the  summons  so  far  as 
attending  the  olfice  was  concerned,  but 
no  further.  Tte  interview  was  interest- 
ing, and  bears  being  further  described, 
even  to  repetition. 

As  Governor  Johnson  entered  the 
room  he  shook  hands  faiuilliarly  with  two 
or  three  of  the  reverend  congregation. 
Others  did  not  tccni  inclined  to  shake 
Lands  wiiB  him  nor  he  with  them.

Rev,  Mr.  Sehon--I  speak  but  for  my- 
self, (Governor  ;  1  do  not  know  what  the 
other  gentlemen  wi.-h.  My  request  is 
that  I  may  have  a  few  days  to  consider 
the  subject  of  sig.ning  the  paper,  I  wi.sh 
to  ga'her  my  luinily  together  and  talk 
over  the  subject. 

Gov,  Johnson— How  long  a  time  will 
you  requit(!  ? 

Rev.  Mr.  .Schon — My  wife  is  at  some 
distance,  and  my  family  having  recei.tly 
labored  under  a  severe  domestic  affiiction, 
I  would,  if  you  have  no  objection.  Gov- 
ernor, have  fourteen  days  allowed  me  for 
the  purpose  of  [^aihi  ring  my  family  to- 
gether. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ford — That  is  not  to  be  un- 
derstood to  be  the  request  ol  all  of  us. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sehon — Oh,  no.  Governor. 
AVe  have  been  'onversmg  on  the  snbject, 
and  I  did  not  know  but  thut  it  would  be 
desirable  to  h  ive  a  mutual  consultation 
before  we  agaiii  met. 

Rev.  Mr.  Howell — I  did  not  so  under- 
stand the  brother. 

Rev.  .Mr.  Kendrick — Nor  I.  We  can 
come  as  well  singly  as  together. 

Rev.  JMr,  Saurie — I  did  not  so  under- 
stand the  pi'oposiiiuii. 

Rev.  Mr.  SeLou — It  was  a  bare  sug- 
gestion, and  the  object  might  have  bu«n 
misapprehended  by  thu  brethren. 

Guv.  Johnson — it  seems  to  me  that 
there  shuul  1  be  but  little  hesitation  among 
you,  gentlemen,  rib,»ut  this  matter.  All 
that  is  required  of  you  is  to  sign  the  oath 
of  allegiauce.  If  you  are  loyal  citizens 
you  can  have  no  reason  to  refuse  to  do  so. 
If  you  are  disloyal,  and  working  to  ob- 
struct the  operations  of  the  Government, 
it  is  my  duty,  as  the  representative  of'that 
Government  to  see  that  you  are  placed  in 
a  position  so  that  the  least  possible  barm 
can  result  from  joir  proceedings.  You 
certainly  cannct  reasonably  refuse  to  re- 
new your  allegiance  to  the  Government 
that  is  now  protecting  you  and  your  fami- 
lies and  property. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ediott —  A.3  a  non-combatant. 
Governor,  I  considered  that  under  the 
stipulations  of  the  surrender  of  this  city  I 
should  be  no  further  annoyed.  As  a  non- 
combatant,  I  do  noc  know  that  I  have 
committed  an  act,  since  the  Federals  oc- 
cupied the  city,  that  wjuld  require  me  to 
take  the  oa'li  required. 

Gov.  Johnson— I  believe,  Mr.  Elliott, 
you  have  two  brofh-rs  in  Ohio. 

Mr.  Elliott — Yes,  (iovernor,  I  have 
two  noble  brothers  there.  I  have  seen 
them  but  on  occasional  visits  for  thirty- 
lour  jears.  They  have  been  good  friends 
to  me.  They  did  nor  a<;ree  with  me  in 
the  course  I  pursued  in  regard  to  seces- 
sion. But  I  have  lived  in  Tennessee  so 
many  years  th<it  1  have  considered  the 
State  my  home,  and  am  willing  to  follow 
her  fortunes.  Tennessee  is  a  good  State, 
Gov.  Johnson — I  know  Tennessee  is 
a  good  State  ;  and  I  believe  the  best  way 
to  improve  herfortiines  is  to  remove  those 
from  her  borders  who  prove  disloyal  and 
traitors  to  her  interefcts,  as  they  are  trait- 
ors to  the  Governin  nt  th.;t  has  fostered 
and  protected  ih-m.  I  think,  Mr,  Elliott, 
a  visit  to  your  broihers  in  Ohio  will  prove 
of  service  to  you. 

Rev.  Mr.  Elliott — I  do  not  know  when- 
ever I  have  been  proven  disloyal.  I  am 
no  politician,  and  never  attended  but  one 
political  mett;M[^,  and  never  but  once 
perpetrated  a  political  joke. 

Gov,  Johnson — I\rhaps  not,  sir.  But 
by  your  inflamiiiatorv  remarks  and  c  -n- 
versation,  and  by  your  disloyal  behavior 
in  weaning  th"  young  under  your  charge 
from  their  allegiance  to  the  Government 
established  by  their  fathers,  you  have 
won  a  name  tint  wdl  never  be  placed  on 
the  roll  of  patriots,  A  visit  to  the  North, 
1  repeat,  may  be  of  benefit  to  you,  [Sen- 
sention.] 

Rev,  Mr,  Kendrick  (after  reading  the 
oath) — I  would  like  a  lew  days'  time  be- 
fore I  .sign  tbis  paper.  Governor. 

Governor  Johnson — How  long  do  you 
recjuire  ?         » 

R<?v.  Mr.  Kendrick — Just  as  you 
please.  Governor.  One,  two  or  three 
days,  or  a  week. 

Governor  Johnson— A  week  from  to- 
day?

"SiK— In  my  last  dispatch  of  the  12lh 
iust  ,T  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  De- 
partment th.it  General  Granger  and  my- 
self had  demanded  the  immfcdiate  and  un- 
conditional surrender  of  Mobde,  and  that 
it  would  undoubtedly  be  acceded  to,  as  the 
city  was  at  our  mercy  and  we  are  in  pos- 
session of  outside  forts.  Tlie  officers  de- 
tailed by  Gen.  Granger  and  myself  were 
met  by  the  Mayor  and  authorities,  near 
the  entrance  of  the  city,  and  the  demand 
tor  its  surrender  was  there  made.

1  he  Hag  of  the  United  States  was  then 
hoisted  on  the  City  Hall,  and  a  portion 
of  the  troop.i  immediately  advanced  to 
prevent  pillage.  A  provost  guard  being 
e.stabliShed,  the  works  around  the  citv, 
which  are  of  immense  extent  and  strength 
were  then  garrisoned.  The  navy  yard 
has  been  seized  in  behalf  of  the  navy,  but 
most  of  its  content."  had  been  destroyed, 
except  some  lumber  and  a  quantity  of 
sofc  coal,  Tlie  Octarora  and  three  river 
monitors  are  now  at  anihor  in  front  of 
the  city,  and  down  the  Tensas.  The  for- 
mer and  one  of  the  iron  clads  will  be  sent 
up  the  Tombigbee,  where  the  rebel  iron- 
clad Nashville  and  the  gunboat  Morgan 
have  Hcd.  The  Hunfsville  and  Tusca- 
loosa, two  powerful  rams,  were  sunken 
in  Spanish  river  before  the  evacuation. 
Our  naval  forces  are  now  busily  engaged 
in  blowing  up  and  removing  obstructions 
in  tho  main  ship  channel,  which  have 
proved  to  be  very  formidable  and  fjll  of 
torpedoes,  aliliougli  we  are  removing 
them  rapidly.

A  Plea  for  the  Settlers   on  the 
Frontier. 

Mr.  Edit  OB :  I  notice  under  the  above 
heading  a  Mr.  Montgomery  complaina  of 
the  location  of  the  frontier  military  poats 
He  claims  to  be  a  soldier,  and  leaves  us 
to  infer  that  he  has  been  on  the  frontier 
and  knoifs  of  what  he  speaks. 

The  writer  of  this  ariicle  begs  to  differ 
with  Mr.  Montgomery  in  regard  to  the 
value  of  these  pobt. 

I  don't  know  what  kind  of  stuff  the 
people  of  Madtlia  are  composed  of ;  but 
It  looks  silly  to  assert  that  a  chain  of 
posts  twvlvf  or  fifteen  miles  apart,  w«8t 
of  the  settleinenU,  is  no  protection  to  the 
settler. 

Mj  opinion  is  just  the  reverse  of  Mr. 
M.'s,  an  1  I  have  been  on  the  frontier  all 
the  time  since  1862,  till  last  fall,  and  am 
going  on  to  the  frontier  again  this  spring, 
and  1  am  fully  satisfied  with  the  disposi- 
tion which  Genera!  Sibley  has  made  of 
our  miitary  posts. 

Those  who  are  now  living  on  the  fron- 
tier are  in  a  very  different  situation  from 
what  the:.- were  three  years  ago.  Ever}- 
man,  unless  he  is  a  fool,  goes  with  pro- 
vision, in  part,  to  defend  himself,  and 
•tv.th  the  purpose  of  not  again  running  for 
a  Sioux  Indian. 

A  year  ago  last  summer  there  were  nine 
horses  stolen  Ly  Indians  on  the  frontier, 
between  Fort  Ridgely  and  Sauk  Center, 
and  of  the  rine  seven  were  recovered, 
and  all  the  Indims  known  to  have  been 
engaged  in  the  thefts  were  killed,  includ- 
ing Little  Crow. 

Such  a  result  secured  our  frontier  last 
season  from  any  such  annoyance,  and 
there  is  no  fear  in  the  future. 

An  Indian  may  here  and  there  get 
through  the  line  of  posts ;  but  results 
have  shown  that  he  stands  a  very  poor 
chance  of  getting  out  with  his  plunder. 

Indians  are  not  fools,  and  they  will  not 
go  far  in,  when  they  stand  so  poor  a 
chance  of  getting  out. 

the  present  location  of  posts  are  the 
best  ever  established,  and  I  hope  they 
will  be  continued  until  an  Indian  Peace 
shall  have  furnished  "indemnity  for  the 
past  and  security  for  the  future." 

This  line  of  posts,  together  with  per- 
manent post  at  Abercrombie  and  Wada- 
vronh,  should  be,  and  I  believe  is,  entire- 
ly satisfactorv-  to  the  frontier  men.

Quite  a  number  of 

RAILROADS 

begin  or  terminate  in  the  city  of  Sacra- 
mento—nearly  all  of  them  intended  to 
lAoilitate  travel  between  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  oceans. 

The  Sacramento  Valley  Railroad,  ex- 
tends 22  miles  N.  E.  to  Fclsom  and  there 
connect.^  with  the 

Placerville  and  Sacrament^  Valley 
road,  extending  east  to  Placerville.  a 
distance  of  38  miles  (not  yet  completed) 
and  also  with  the 

California  Central  Railroad,  running 
a  little  west  of  north  20  miles  to  Lincoln. 
It  also  connects  at  Folsoni  with  tho 

Saaamento,  Placer  and  Nevada  Rail- 
road, extending  30  miles  north  to  Au- 
burn. 

The  Central  Pacijic  RailroiJ,  starts 
from  Sacramento  and  runs  directly  north- 
east through  Auburn  and  Dutch  Flat,  in 
order  to  connect  with  the  western  termi- 
nus of 

The  I'nion  Pacijic  Railroad,  near  the 
north  end  of  Lake  Bigler  on  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains.  It  is  completed 
about  40  miles,  is  in  active  operation?, 
and  i.s  daily  increasing  in  length.  It  will 
be  140  miles  long  when  completed. 

The  Wester7i  Pacific  Railroad,  will  run 
(when  built)  from  Sacramento  via  Stock- 
ton  to  San  Jose,  a  distance  of  121  miles, 
and  there  connect  with  the 

San  Fraruisco  and  San  Jose  Railroad, 
which  is  already  coippleted  (50  miles)  to 
San  Francisco. 

The  \V.  P.  R.  is  under  contract  to  be 
completed  by  or  before  August,  1867. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  however  rap- 
idly tie  entcrprisiug  wen  of  the  East 
may  push  forward  their  roads  for  tin?  Pa- 
cific, —the  men  of  California  will  greet 
them  wi:h  welcome  smile  and  iron  gra'^p 
on  the  higth  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas. 

It  is  firmly  believed  here,  that  there 
will  be  complete  railroad  communication 
between  New  York  and  San  Francisco  by 
or  before  1875.  As  we  have  engaged  an 
excurson  ticket  for  the  opening,— we  shall 
be  there  to  see. 

Riding  in  our  carriage  from  Sacramento 
to  Folsora,  twenty-two  miles,  we  pass 
over  a  beautiful  farming  country,  almost 
as  level  as  a  brickyard.  Our  course  is 
uo  the  south  oast  bank  of  American  river, 
ihe  waters  of  which  are  as  muddy  as  any 
roadside  puddle,  (continually  stirred  up 
bv  hogs),  by  the  washings  of   thousands 

of  hard  working  miners miles  further 

up  the  river. 

A  feature  of  this  road,  and  one  that 
must  be  pecular  to  California,  forwe  have 
never  seen  it  elsewhere,  either  in  this 
country  or  Europe,  is  a  shady  inducement 
for  travelers  to  stop  for  refreshments, 
i  In  front  of  each  of  the  principal  hotels 
and  drinking  saloons  on  the  road,  is  a 
high  shed  some  thirty  feet  in  length  by 
about  twenty  feet  in  width.  The  roof  is 
covered  with  boards  or  brush  and  is  sup- 
ported by  strong  pine  or  cedar  posts.^ 
In  the  scorching,  dusty  dry  season, 
when  the  thermometer  is  raging  from 
ninety  to  one  hundred  degrees  in  the 
shade,  and  your  horses  are  painfully  suf- 
focating with  thirst  and  alkali  dust,  these 
shady  refreshing  bowers  are  hard  to  pass, 
so  long  as  a  dime  is  lefl  in  the  pocke% 
and  the  stomach  can  endure  another  cigar 
or  a  lime  lemonade. 

lOL.SOM 

has  a  population  of  about  1,500 
whites,  and  300  Chiuesc  With  all  the 
benefits  of  railroad  promises  it  is  all  the 
wites  can  do  to  retain  tu  .\  present  popu- 
lation, The  Chinese,  however,  are  grad- 
ually increasing  in  numbers  and  wealth. 
Their  expenses  of  living  are  so  ii^ht  that 
they  will  amass  fortunes  where  white  men 
will  starve  to  death. 

For  about  fifty  dollars  they  will  build  a 
house  to  hold  a  dozen  of  them  ;  and  then 
on  rice,  with  an  occasional  fat  pig  or 
chicken,  they  will  feed  themselves  at  an 
expense  of  about  fifteen  cents  each  per 
day.  Their  houses  are  but  little  better 
than  hovels,  and  they  are  in  their  mode 
of  living,  extremely  filthy.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that 
villagers  give  their  advent  but  a  sorry 
welcome.  And  yet  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
full  two-thirds  ot  ttie  hotel  cooks  in  the 
State  are  Chinese.  But  few  of  them  can 
speak  English.  They  cannot  enunciate 
our  /*.  They  invariably  sound  it  as  I. 
rhey  are  great  imitators  in  everything. 

Whatever  they  see  done,  they  can  do. 
and  the  following  incident  illustrates  that 
they  sometimes  think  for  themselves  : 

A  few  days  ago  one  of  them,  after  a 
long  time  patiently  enduting  the  abuse  of 
a  quarrelsome  Jew,  lost  his  temper,  and 
thus  gave  vent  to  his  loathing  contempt : 
"You  bad  man  !  Velly  bad  man  !  Bah  ! 
No  good  !  Book  say  you  all  bad  !  You 
kill  Amelicann  man's  God.  Bah — go 
way !" 

Who  can  say  after  this,  that  the  Chi- 
nese know  nothing  of  the  crucifiction  of 
Christ  by  the  .Tews  ? 

The  mines  in  this  vicinity,  are  mostly 
place)-,  and  are  mostly  exhausted.  This 
accounts  for  the  influx  of  the  almond-eyed 
celestiils,  as  they  only  take  up  claims 
that  have  been  abandoned  as  worthless  by 
the  whites. 

We  now  drive  20  miles  north,  to  Lin- 
coln, in  Placer  County.  This  little  vil- 
lage has  a  population  of  about  200,  is  sit- 
uated on  the  eastern  confines  of  the  Sac- 
ramento valley,  where  it  is  as  barren  as  a 
gravel  bed.  It  is  liamed  after — not  the 
worthy  President,  but  one  of  the  residents 
of  the  village. 

The  California  Central  Railroad  gave 
birth  to  the  town,  but  it  is  now  fast  de- 
clining. The  rasidents  have  at  last  dis- 
covered that  a  depot  will  not  support  a 
city  where  there  is  no  mining,  no  water- 
powar,  no  manufacture,  and  no  agricul- 
ture. 

We  now  dnve  28  miles  northwesterly  |  currence. 
to  Manysvilik — which^ts  50  miles  di- 
rectly north  from  Sacramento.  This  drive 
takes  us  through  what  is  nnquestionably 
the  finest  agricultural  portion  of  the  State. 
The  farms  or  ranches,  as  they  are  termed, 
are  generally  large  and  well  cultivated. 

Just  before  enteiing  Marysville,  we 
cross  the  Yuba  river,  where  in  early  time* 
was  Mid  to  be  a  beaver  dam.    At  any 


rate  the  place  hu  aliritys  beeiflnowo  by 
the  name  of  "Yuba  Dam ;"  but  many 
straoge  expressions  ar0  here  teen  on  the 
faces  of  travelers  when  ioqaring  the  name 
of  the  place. 

A  few  years  ago,  a  vrhite-haired.  very 
pious  old  minister  came  tbrowgb  this  »ec« 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  findiiv  bw  ^WJ* 
ward  son,  who  was  reported  to  be  beresi- 
boutb  in  the  company  ot  men  more  fa- 
mous for  their  skill  in  gtming.  tlian 
mining. 

Riding  leisurely  alone  on  his  l&ty  old 
Dobbin,  the  old  man  was  suddenly  areas- 
ed  from  his  reverie  by  a  demand  from  the 
gate-keeper  for  two  bits  for  toll. 

Settling  the  demand,  be  instantly  re- 
lapsed in  bis  sad  meditations  and  coo- 
tinned  his  course  for  a  few  rode,  and  then 
suddenly  half  turned  round  in  his  saddle 
and  shouted 

"Stranger,  what  is  the  >»me  of  this 
place  ?" 

"  Ynha  DamV"  was  the  blunt  reply  of 
the  toll-gatherer,— who  at  the  time  wa» 
afQicted  with  rather  a  severe  hoarsness. 

•  Very  uncivil  fellow"  said  the  old  min- 
ister to  himself  as  he  continued  his  way. 
"Very  uncivil  to  reply  to  a  gentleman  in 
that  manner  !  But  here  coiaee  a  young 
lady.  She  at  least  will  give  me  a  civil 
answer.  Young  Miss  can  yon  give  me 
the  name  of  this  place  7"^ 

Thinking  that  perhaps  the  white  haired 
old  man  was  i-wtially  deaf,    the  yoimg 
lady  replied  in  a  shrill  clear  voice. 
"r«6aDamr' 

Quickly  stricking  Dobbin  a  sharp  blow 
across  the  haunches,  and  forcing  the  poor 
old  beast  into  a  canter.— the  worthy  man 
exclaimed  with  a  groan^— 

"What  hav$  I  done  to  meet  such  treat- 
ment ?  Do  I  look  like  a  thief,  a  rowdy  P 
Ah  !  here  comes  a  little  three  year  old  boy. 
Now  I  shall  get  a  civil  answer.  My  good 
little  fellow,  here's  a  quarter  of  a  dollar 
for  you  !  Now  tell  me  the  name  of  this 
place,  and  you  shall  have  a  fine  peach  in 
the  bargain !" 

Pocketing  the  money,  the  yellow  hair- 
ed, cross-eyed  little  fellow,   lisped  out — 
"ThirV 

* '  What  is  the  name  of  this  place  ?" 
"  Yuba  Dam,  thir." 
The  old  man  dropped  the  reins,  raised 
his  hands  over  his  bead,  and  in  tones  of 
heartfelt  anguish  exclaimed — 

"  Heaven  aid  me  to  find  my  son,  and 
then  help  us  out  of  this  God-forsaken 
country,  where  old  men,  young  ladies 
and  even  lisping  infants  swear  at  stran- 
gers as  they  pass." 

For  the  next  five  miles,  poor  old  Dob- 
bid  made  the  "fastest  time  on  record." 
and  his  worthy  old  rider  no  doubt  won- 
ders to  this  day  what  the  name  of  the 
place  was,  where  the  people  all  swore  at 
him. 

Marysville  has  a  population  of  7,000, 
It  is  the  seat  of  Yuba  County,  and  is  lo- 
cated at  the  junction  of  Tuba  and  Feather 
rivers.  The  land  is  rich,  level  and  low, 
and  subject  to  inundating  floods.  It  is  a 
city  of  great  beauty  wealth,  and  enter- 
prize.  Its  debt  IS  less  than  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  while  its  taxable  pro- 
perty is  about  three  million ! 

The  city  abounds  in  large  and  magnifi- 
cent stores,  hotel),  mechanic  shops,  steam 
flouring  milU  and  palatial  residences. 

This  is  the  third  city  of  the  Sute.  in 
size,  wealth  and  business.  It  has  the 
combined  advantages  of  a  rich,  agricnl- 
tural  district;  placer  and  quartz  gold 
mines,  copper  mines  ;  and  extensive  man- 
facture  of  rosin  and  turpentine  from  the 
immense  pine  forests  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county. 

Ihe  California  Northern  Railroad  ex- 
tends from  this  city  north  88  miles  to 
Oroville,  the  seat  of  BuUe  Co. 

This  road  is  in  good  condition,  and  is 
doing  a  fine  business.  It  is  bat  the  com- 
mencement of  a  throoith  road  to  Port- 
land, Oregon,  distance  650  miles. 

The  Fan  Francisco  and  Marysville 
Railroad,  is  graded  but  not  yet  in  opera- 
tion. Its  length  is  68  miles.  It  extends 
from  this  city  south  to  Vallejo,  (pronoun- 
ced VaUa-yo),  at  the  upper  end  of  San 
Pablo  (St.  Paul)  Bay  only  about  30  miles 
from  San  Francisco,  which  would  then  be 
reached  by  large  Bay  Steamers. 

Of  our  general  trip  through  Yuba  and 
Butte  counties,  to  be  commenced  to-mor- 
row, we  will  speak  in  our  next.

The  Attempt  to    take  the  Life 
•f  Clen.  Jackson.

ciated  with  the  deplorable  tragedy  which 
has  plunged  the  nation  in  sorrow,  a  brief 
statement  is  due  the  public— especially  to 
those  with  whom  I  am  personally  ac- 
quainted. 

Entertainii>g  the  highest  respect  and 
reverence  for  President  Lincoln,  I  long 
ago  placed  the  State  box  in  my  theatre 
in  \Va»hmgton  at  his  command  whenever 
he  might  see  fit  to  attend  the  exhibitions  ; 
and  of  this  privilege  he  has  occasionally 
availed  himself.  Un  Tuesday,  April  11, 
imperious  filial  duty  constrained  roe  to  go 
to  Richmond,  and  I  bad,  and  could  have 
no  connection,  either  in  general  or  detail, 
with  what  transpired  in  Washington  from 
that  time  forward. 

John  Wilkes  Booth,  the  assassin,  was 
not  a  memtier  of  my  company,  and  had 
no  engagement  with  me  for  over  a  year. 
As  any  actor  who  had  attained  some 
prominence  in  his  profession,  and  who  not 
suspected  of  evil  intent  would  have  had. 
he  had  the  entree  of  my  theatre ;  and  of 
this  privilege  he  availe^  himself  to  perpe- 
trate the  infamous  crime  which  no  one 
less  suspected,  with  which  no  one  bad  less 
sympathy,  which  no  one  would  have  done 
more  to  prevent,  which  no  one  more 
deeply  deplores  than  I ;  yet  that  it  should 
have  taken  place  in  a  building  under  my 
control  will  always  add  poignancy  to  the 
regret  which  I  leel  in  common  with  my 
countrymen. 

I  have  been  surprised  and  pained  to 
learn  that  since  this  event  some  persons, 
to  whom  my  unwavering  loyalty  mcut  be 
well  known,  have  yet  sought  to  place  an 
unjust  constructio  I  upon  the  fact  that  a 
rebel  band  had  played  at  my  theater  in 
Baltimore.     That  band   came  to   me   in 
Baltimore  accredited   as   prisoners   who 
had  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  had 
performed  at  the  War  I^paitment  and 
at  Grover's  theater  in  Washington.     Be- 
fore receiving  them  I  conferred  with  the 
military    authorities,   and    engaged    the 
band  with  their  knowledge  and  lull  con- 
They  were  instructed  to  pUy, 
and  did  plav,  the  national  airs,  and  plar- 
ed  no  Southern  air  or  tune  which  could 
be  construed  as  expressive  of    Southern 
sentiments  or  sympathies,  except  *  Dixie,' 
which  our  now  lamented  President  had 
just  proclaimed  a   *  captured  tune.'    It 
was  designed  but  as  a  spectacle  of  captive 
mtuicians  presenting   a    'cttmed  tune,' 
and  as  a  gratiScatioo  qi  lofal  dtizeos, 
With  such  I  have  always  acted,  and  to 
such  this  brief  explanation,  made  at  the 


Now  that  an  assassin  has  deprived  the 
nation  of  its  Chief  Magistrate,  the  follow- 
ing account  of  an  attempt  upon  the  life  of 
Gen.  Jackson  during  his  second  term, 
will  be  fouHd  interesting.  We  extract  it 
from  the  first  volume  of  Col.  Benton's 
Thirty  Years'  Review : 

"  On  Friday,  the  30th  day  of  January, 
1835,  the  President,  with  some  members 
of  his  Cabinet,  attended  the  funeral  cere- 
monies of  Warren  R.  Davis,  Esq.,  in  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives — of 
which  Mr.  Davis  had  been  a  member  from 
the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

The  procession  had  moved  out  with 
the  body,  and  its  front  had  reached  the 
foot  of  the  broad  steps  of  the  eastern 
portico,  when  the  President  with  Air. 
Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  Mr.  Mahlon  Dickerson,  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  were  issuing  from  the  door  of 
the  great  rotunda — which  opens  upon  the 
portico.  At  that  instant  a  person  step- 
ped from  the  crowd  into  the  little  open 
space  in  front  of  the  President,  leveled  a 

I>istol  at  him  at  a  distance  of  about  eight 
eet  and  attempted  to  fire.     It  was  a  per- 
cussion lock,  and  the  cap  exploded,  with- 
out firing  the  powder  in  the  barrel.     The 
explosion   of   the  cap   was  so  loud   that 
many  thought  the  pistol    had    fired.     1 
heard  it  at  the  foot  of  the  steps,  far  from 
the  plaoe,  and  a  great  crowd   between. 
Instantly  the  person  dropped  the  pistol 
which  had  missed  fire,  took  another  which 
he  had  already  cocken  in  the  left  hand  con- 
cealed by  a  cloak — leveled  it — and  pull- 
ed the  (rigger.     It  was  also  a  percussion 
lock  and  the  cap  exploded,  without  firing 
the  powder  in  the  barrel.     The  president 
instantly  rushed   upon  him  with   his    up- 
lifted cane:     the  man  shrunk  back.     Mr. 
Woodbury  aimed  a  blow   at  him  ;  Lieut. 
Gedney  of  the  Navy  knocked  him  down  ; 
he  was  secured  by  th^  bystanders,    who 
delivered  him  to  the  officers  of  justice  lor 
judicial  examination.     The   examination 
took  place  before  the  chief  justice    of  the 
distric-,  Mr.  Cranch;    by    whom  he    was 
committed  in  default  of  bail.     His    name 
was  ascertained  to  be  Richard  Lawrence, 
an  Englishman  by  birth,    and    a    house- 
painter  by   trade,  at    present  out  of  em- 
ployinent,  melancholy  and  irascible.  Ihe 
pistols  were  examined   and  found    to   be 
well  loaded,  and  fired  afterwards  without 
fail,  carrying  their  bullets  true,  and  driv- 
ing them' through   inch   boards  at  thirty 
feet  distance ;  nor  could   any  reason   be 
found  for  the  two  failures  at  the  door   of 
the  rotunda.     On    his    examination  the 
prisoner  seemed  to  be  at  his    ease,    as    if 
unconscious   of   having    done    anything 
wrong — refusing    to     cross-examine  the 
witnes.<)e9  who  testified  against  him,  or  to 
give    any    explanation   of  his   conduct. 
The  i<lea  of  an    unsound  mind   strongly 
imnri^88|ng  itself    upon    pi^bljc   opinion, 
the  marshal  of  the  district  invited  two   of 
the  n)OHt  respectable    physicians    of  the 
city,  (Pr.  Caussin  and  Dr.  Thomas  Sew- 
ell,)    to    visit    him    and    examine    into 
his  mental  condition.     They  did  so   and 
the  following  is    the   report    which    they 
made  upon  the  case :" 

[We  omit  the  report  of  the  physicians, 
which  is  to  the  effect  that  Lawrenoe  was 
of  a  morbid,  melancholy  disposition, 
who  had  been  induced  to  believe  that  the 
financial  condition  of  the  country  was  ow- 
ing to  Gen.  Jackson's  veto  of  the  bank 
act  and  his  war  on  the  currenfy,  that  if 
he  was  once  out  of  the  way,  no  matter 
who  might  be  his  successor,  business 
would  improve  and  money  become  plen- 

"It  is  clearly  to  be  seen  from  this  medi- 
cal examination  of  the  man,  that  this  at- 
tempted assassination  of  the  President 
was  one  of  these  cases  of  which  history 
presents  many  instances — a  diseased  mind 
acted  upon  by  a  general  outcry  against  a 
public  man.  Lawrence  was  in  the  par- 
ticular copditio|}  to  be  acted  upon  by 
what  he  heard  against  Geq.  Jackson  ; — a 
workman  out  of  employment — needy— idle 
— mentally  morbid,  and  with  reason 
enough  to  argue  regularly  from  false  pr^* 
mises.  He  heard  the  President  accused 
ot  breaking  up  the  labor  of  the  country  ! 
and  believed  it — of  making  money 
scarce!  and  he  believed  it — of  producing 
the  dutress !  and  he  believed  it— of  being 
an  obstacle  to  all  relief  I  and  he  believed 
it !  And  comng  to  a  regular  conclusion 
of  all  these  beliefs,  he  attempted  to  do 
what  he  believed  the  state  of  things  requir- 
ed him  to  do— tnke  the  life  of  the  man 
whom  he  believed  to  be  the  cause  of  his 
own  and  the  general  calamity — and  the 
sole  obstacle  to  his  own  and  the  general 
happiness.  Hallucination  of  mind  was 
evident ;  and  the  wretched  victim  of  a 
terrible  delusion  was  afterward  trested  as 
insane  and  never  brought  to  trial.  But 
the  circumstances  mape  a  deep  impres- 
sion upon  the  public  feeling  and  irresist- 
ibly carried  many  minds  to  the  belief  in  a 
superintending  Providence,  manifested  in 
the  extraordinary  case  of  two  pistols—so 
well  loaded,  so  coolly  handled,  and  which 
afterward  fired  with  such  readiness,  force 
and  precision — missing  fire,  each  in  its 
sum,  when  leveled  at  a  distaace  of  eight 
feet  from  the  President's  heart.

He  may  not  have  looked  for  it  from  the 
hand  of  an  assassin,  but  he  felt  sure  that 
his  life  would  end  with  the  war  long  age. 
He  told  me  "that  ht:  was  certain  be 
should  not  outlast  ths  rebellion."  It 
was  in  last  July.  As  you  will  remember, 
there  was  dissention  then  among  the 
Republican  leaders.  Many  of  his  best 
friends  had  deserted  him,  and  were  talk- 
ing of  an  opposition  c  invention  to  nomi- 
nate another  candidate ;  and  universal 
gloom  was  among  the  pe  pie. 

The  North  was  tired  of  the  war,    aad 
supposed  an  honorable  peace    attainable. 
Mr.  Lincoln  knew  it  was  not — t;hat   any 
peace  at  that  time  would    be    only    dis- 
union.    Speaking  of  it,  he  said  :  "I  have 
faith  in  the  people.     They  will  not   con- 
sent to  disunion.     The  dsnger   is,    they 
are  misled.     Let  them    know    the    truth 
and  the  country    is    sefe."     He    looked 
haggard  and  careworn,     and    further  on 
in  the  interview  I  remarked  on    his   ap- 
pearance, "You  are  wearing  yourself  out 
with-work."    "I    can't   work    less,"  he 
answered;    'but   it    Lsn^t     that — work 
never  troubled  me.     Things  look   badly, 
and  I  can*t   avo'd   anxiety.    Perionolly 
I  care  nothing  about  a  re-election,  but  if 
our  divisions  defeat  us,   I    fear    for    the 
country."     When  I  suggested  that    right 
must    eventually    triumph — that  I    have 
never  dispaired  of  the    result,    he    said  : 
"Neither  have  I,  but  I  may  never  live  to 
see  it.     I  feel  a  presentiment  that  I    shall 
not  outlast  the    rebellion.     When  it    is 
over  my  work  is  done."

Arrest  of  a  Suspected  IVan  by 
the  Canadian  Authorities. 

From  the  Toronto  Leader,  April  21. 

Those  on  tlie  alert  for  the  airest  of  the 
murderer  of  Abraham  Lincoln  have  al- 
ready carried  their  proceedings  in  o 
Canada.  On  Wednesday  a  man  answer- 
ing very  much  to  the  description  of  Booth 
was  noticed  in  Detroit  and  at  once 
"spotted"  by  the  detectives.  They 
watched  him  crossing  the  river  over  to 
Sarni.^,  and  then  "dogged'  him  as  far  as 
St.  Mary's,  where  they  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  notorious  Booth  was 
then  in  their  presence.  So,  without  much 
ceremony,  they  pronounced  him  their 
prisoner  for  the  assassination  of  the  Pres- 
ident. The  man  prole.ssed  the  greatest 
surprise  at  such  conduct,  but  took  it  all 
very  'good  humcredly.  The  necessary 
doiuments  were  applied  for  to  the  Cana- 
dian authorities  and  were  procured. 
There  certainly  was  a  strong  likeness  to 
Booth,  and  the  e.xaniination  was  entered 
into  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  with 
the  great  hope  that  the  bold  Washington 
murderer  had  been  secured.  However, 
they  were  net  allowed  to  flatter  them- 
selves very  long  in  that  respect,  for  the 
suspected  person,  after  indulging  the 
avidity  of  the  authorities  for  a  little  while, 
proved  himself  to  be  another  party  alto- 
gether. So  the  Detroit  detectives  had  to 
return  alone.  Tbe  mistaken  man  w.-ii  paid 
his  extra  expenses  caused  by  tbe  deten- 
tion, and  allowed  to  proceed  on  his  way 
to  Toronto  yesterday  morning.  The  alTair 
caused  a  short  excitement  for  St.  Mary's, 
and  at  the  station  the  poor,  unfortunate 
fellow  was  considerably  bothered  with 
curious  people  gazing  and  pointing  at 
him,  and  telling  of  his  adventure.  In  tbe 
ears,  while  coming  to  the  city,  he  re- 
ceived like  attention,  and  no  doubt  felt 
anything  l>ul  toroplimeiited.at  being  taken 
fur  the  murderer  Booth.  It  is  quite 
}>robable  maty  such  cases  will  occur. 


slipped  as  he  was  stepping  upon  tbe  plat- 
form, and  who  would  at  once  have  fal- 
len beneath  the  wheels  had  not  Mr.  Ed- 
win Booth's  arms  sustained  him. 

The  gentleman  remarked  that  he  had  had 
a  narrow  escape  of  his  life,  and  was  thaiik- 
ful  to  his  preserver.  It  was  Robert  Lin- 
coln, the  son  of  that  great,  good  man 
who  now  lies  dead  before  our  blistering 
eyes,  and  whose  name  we  cannot  mention 
without  choking. 

In  some  way  the  incident  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  L':eut.  Gen,  Grant,  who 
at  once  wrote  a  civil  letter  to  Mr.  Edwin 
Booth,  and  said  if  he  cuuld  serve  him  at 
any  time  he  would  be  glad  to  do  so.  Mr. 
Booth  replied  playfully  that  wlien  he 
(Grant)  was  in  Richmond,  he  would  like 
to  play  for  him  there.  It  is  a  trifle,  but 
it  is  just  to  remember  trifles  when  a 
man  so  stricken  and  overburdened  with 
woe,  as  is  Mr.  Edwin  Booth,  is  epoken 
of.

Consid-rable  has  been  said  about 
Booih':!,  the  assassin,  habit  of  getting  ex- 
cited or  so  carried  away  by  the  character 
he  was  impersonating  upon  the  stage  as 
to  make  a  real  instead  of  a  mock  attack 
upon  his  adversary  in  the  play.  The  New 
York  Herald  speaks  of  one  instance  in 
I  bat  city,  in  his  performance  of  Richard 
tbe  Third,  whf  re  roused  to  intense  e.xcite- 
inent,  he  attacked  Mr.  E.  L.  Tilton,  the 
Richmond  of  tbe  occasion,  so  violently  as 
to  knock  him  into  the  orchestra,  nearly 
breaking  his  arm. 

At  the  commencement  of  his  last  en- 
gagement in  Boston,  which,  by  the  by, 
was  At  ihK  Museum,  and  not  the 
Howard  Atheneuro,  as  stated  by  the  daily 
papers,  this  '*e.xcitemeat'^  was  spoken  ot 
among  the  stock  company  of  rehearsal, 
and  subsequently  Uooth  admitted  he 
bad  "cut"  men  in  some  of  his  stage-com- 
bats. Upon  this  the  leading  actor  at  the 
Museum  who  was  to  perform  Richmond, 
Renaud,  &c.,  in  supporting  Booth,  speak- 
ing to  him  on  the  subject,  said  : — 

"Mr.  Booth,  it  may  be  as  well  that  we 
understand  each  other  before  commenc- 
inp  the  performanae.  There  is  no  neces- 
sity of  an  actor's  being  hurt  in  a  stage 
combat  j  and  mark  my  words,  if  you  cut 
my  fingers  or  even  scratch  my  person 
with  your  sword,  defend  yourself  in  ear- 
nest, for  from  that  moment  the  combat 
will  be  a  real  one." 

We  may  add,  in  conclusion,  that  tbe 
Boston  professional  who  is  a  quiet,  gen- 
tlemanly man,  but  who  baa  no  idea  of  be- 
ing "cut,"  to  illustrate  another  perform- 
er's "eccentricity,"  received  not  the  sligh- 
test injury  or  even  inconvenience  in  his 
stage  combats  with  Booth,  who  probably 
thought  it  not  wise  to  exhibit  any  of  hiis 
"excitement"  during  that  engagement. 

President  L.incoln's  Funeral  in 
Canada. 

From  the  N.  T.  Tiibuoe. 

It  83,  we  believe,  tbe  common  belief  of 
all  the  European  residents  in  the  United 
States,  that  no  country  of  Europe  has  ev- 
er witnessed  anything  approaching  the 
exhibition  of  mourning  throughout  the 
United  Staffs  on  the  occasion  of  the 
death  of  President  Lincoln.  The  funeral 
services  in  British  America  are  not  less 
remarkable.  There  is  probably  no  pre- 
cedent in  the  world's  history  of  a  whole 
country  paying  such  tribute  of  honor  to 
the  memory  of  the  head  of  a  foreign  na- 
tion. In  almost  every  town  in  Canada 
the  places  of  business  were  closed  on 
Wednesday  from  12  to  2  ;  the  churches 
were  thronged  for  the  celebration  of  the 
funeral  rites,  public  buildings  and  private 
bouses  were  largely  draped  in  mourning, 
and  all  voices  united  in  the  manifestation 
of  grief  at  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  of  horror  at  the  work  of  the 
assassin.  Previously,  the  town  councils 
with  a  very  creditable  unanimity  had  pass- 
ed resolutions  of  sympathy  with  the  fami- 
ly of  the  murdered  President  and  with  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  We  have 
had,  in  the  course  of  this  war,  to  register 
many  acts  of  unkiadness  toward  the  Unit- 
ed States  on  the  part  of  a  consideraMe 
portion  of  the  press  and  the  people  of  the 
British  colonies.  It  is  gratifying  to  ac- 
knowledge tbi9  expression  of  sympathy 
on  tbe  part  of  our  neighbors  in  our  great 
national  aillictloii.

Sympathy  in  the  British  Prov- 
inces. 

Correspondence  of  the  N.  V.  Tribune, 

St.  Johns,  N.B.,  April  18,  1865.— 
The  feeling  of  sympathy  by  the  people  of 
this  Bfitish  Province  with  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  upon  their  late  melan- 
cholly  national  bereavement,  is  intense 
and  universal,  and  has  called  forth  a  va- 
riety of  exhibitions  which  demonstrate 
the  sincerity  of  it. 

On  Tuesday  last,  whe  i  the  telegrams 
announced  that  the  obsequies  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  wouldbe  performed  through- 
out the  Union  on  the  ^following  day,  an 
earnest  desire  was  expressed  on  all  sides 
that  St.  John  should  becomingly  noti  ce 
the  event.  In  consequence  ot  a  requisi- 
tion signed  by  a  large  number  of  tbe  most 
influential  merchants,  his  worship  the 
Mayor  issued  a  proclamation,  which  was 
carried  out  most  ftiliy,  in  the  following 
manner : 

At  11  o'clock  A.  M.  on  Wednesday,  all 
tbe  public  oflicers  and  all  the  stores  and 
offices  of  mercantile  and  professional  life 
were  closed,  the  public  schools  dismissed, 
the  blinds  of  hundreds  of  leading  citizens' 
residence  were  lowered,  all  libor  was 
suspended,  and  from  all  the  public  build- 
ings, and  from  every  available  place,  and 
on  the  shipping  in  the  harbor,  and  on  the 
oflices  of  foreign  consuls,  &c.,  lUgs  were 
displayed  at  half-mast,  while  the  city  gong 
tolled  from  li'  noon  until  1  o'clock  p.  M. 
The  entire  demonstration  lasted  from  11 
A.  M.  until  2  p.  M.,  wa.s  most  decoriously 
performed,  and  was  only  a  faint  indica- 
tion of  the  public  sorro  w  for  the  untime- 
ly death  ot  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  great 
and  the  good.  No  language  can  de- 
tcribe  the  air  of  solemn  sadness  which 
pervaded  the  city,  nor  can  it  estimate  the 
spontaneous  sympathy  of  all  the  people, 
irrespective  of  creed  or  opinions  on  polit- 
ical subjects  ;  lor  the  citizens  of  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

Abraham  Lincoln,  bv  many  thousands 
here — loval  subjects  of  (Jreat  Britain — 
was  beloved  and  admired  during  his  offi- 
cial life,  and  is  now  deplored  and  honored 
in  his  martyr  death.  With  them,  bis 
name  will  be  associated  wich  those  of  the 
Presidents  of  the  earlier  years  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  United  States.  It  is  well  that 
the  Union  bows  in  anguish  over  his  oier, 
for  whatever  may  have  been  his  faults  or 
short  comings — "take  him  for  all  in  all, 
she  ne'er  may  look  upon  his  like  again."

Thk  Asfs.ts.si.x  Skkx. — A  Sergeant  in 
a  Pennsylvania  regiment  states  that  when 
standing  in  the  lobby  of  Ford's  Theatre, 
on  the  night  when  Mr.  Lincoln  was  assas- 
sinated, be  overheard  Booth  and  another 
person  talkiug  about  the  President.  He 
could  not  distinguish  their  words,  but 
their  manner  was  such  as  to  excite  suspi- 
cion, and  be  got  his  revolver  in  readintiss 
to  shoot  them  if  they  should  attempt  any- 
thing. They  passed  out  of  his  sight, how- 
ever, and  he  bad  almost  forgotten  tbe  in- 
cident when  the  terrible  tragedy  occurred.

S.  K.  I'utnam,  N  B  H^'woo  *  .I^hn 
Xicols  T.  «.  Cia-phel'.  W.  J.  S  :...b, 
W.  U.  Carver,  David  Pay.  Henry  Uogere 
and  D.  D  Mornll. 

Mr.  Taylors  address  discussed  sever- 
al important  matters.  He  spoke  of  our 
coiiditun  inrtlation  to  markets,  and  the 
difficulties  which  attend  the  shipment  oi 
producia  to  tbe  seaboard  owing  to  the 
throng  of  business  upon  the  lines  of  tranh- 
portaiion.  Ultimately  he  thought  that 
the  Mississippi,  which  has  been  blockad- 
ded,  will  be  our  great  outlet  The  States 
adjacent  to  its  mouth  are  still  in  a  cha- 
otic condition,  but  he  believed  the  time 
would  come  when  the  trade  of  the  Gulf 
States  wou.d  be  of  mere  importance 
to  us  than  our  present  eastern  connections. 
In  view  of  ibis  the  speaker  considered 
it  of  vital  importance  that  the  navigation 
of  the  Mississippi  should  be  permanently 
improved,  so  that  there  may  be  constant- 
ly five  or  six  feet  of  water  from  St.  Paul 
to  its  mouth.  The  slight  experiments 
last  summer  showed  such  an  improvement 
to  be  feasible,  and  with  the  return  of 
place  which  now  seemes  n:  ar  at  hand, 
tbe  question  of  inrBrr.al  improve- 
ment wdl  be  again  taken  up  and  this  Board 
should  call  upon  CViigresj  for  this  grea 
work.  A  memorii.1  settin^{  forth  what  is^ 
necessary  and  what  csn  unquestionably 
be  done,  will  nndoubtedly  receive  atten- 
tion at  Washington 

Tbe  future  of  Sc  Paul  was  a  question 
which  he  said  should  be  considered,  Wher 
ever  radroad  lines  centre  and  there  is  a 
trans  shipment  to  the  seaboard,  there 
will  spring  up  a  great  city,  and  he  ar- 
gued that  with  this  improvement  St.  Paul 
might  become  the  great  outlet  for  direct 
shipment  to  tbe  coast. 

Theq  lestion  of  international  commerce 
was  discussed,  and  tbe  position  of  Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  wai  cited 
aa  forming  a  line  between  Canada  and  the 
British  Possessions  north  of  us.

ciowded  on  Sunday  morning  to  its  full 
capacity,  and  hundred  i  were  turned  away 
from  the  doors.  Half  an  hour  befoie  the 
jervices  commenced  all  the  seats  were 
filled,  and  large  numbers  corwded  the 
aisles  and  entrances,  and  persons  even 
sat  upon  the  preacher'd  platform  and 
stood  outside  looking  in  at  the  windows. 
After  prayer,  tbe  singing  ot  hymns,  and 
the  reading  of  the  DOth  hsalm,  Mr. 
Beecher  took  as  his  text  the  first  five 
verses  of  the  last  chspter  of  Deuteron 
omy,  and  commenced  his  history  of 
Moses,  after  leading  his  people  many 
weary  years  through  the  wilderness,  ob- 
taining only  a  vision  and  i;ot  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  promised  land,  and  dying,  and 
that  of  the  late  President  passing  through 
toil,  sorrow  and  war,  to  come  near  lo 
the  promised  land  of  peace,  into  which 
he  might  not  pass  ovr. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  say  that  two 
suca  orbs  of  joy,  and  sorrow  never  before 
can^e  together,    as    we  had  witnes.sed  in 
one  week.     The  joy  of  the  nation  came 
upon  us  su'Ideidy,    with   such  a  surge  as 
no  words  could  describe.     Men  laughed, 
embraced   each  other,    fang  and  prayeil, 
and  many  could  only  weep  gladness.     lu 
one  hour  joy  had  no  pulse.     The  sorrow 
w  18  so  terrible  that  it  Munned  sensibility. 
Tbe  first  leeling   was  the  least,  and  men 
wanted  to   get  strength  to   feid.     Oiher 
griefs  belong  always  to  some  oiu  in  chief, 
but  Ibis    belonged  to   all.     Men  walkeil 
lor  days   as   though  a  corpse  lay  in  their 
house.     The  city  forgot  to  rour.     Never 
aid   so   Hiaiiv    hearts    in    so  brief  a  time 
touch  two  such    boundless  feelings.     It 
was  tbe  uttermost   of  joy   atid  the  utter- 
most of  sorrow — noon  and  midnight  with- 
out a   space   between.     Wc   should  not 
mourn,  however,    be.^auss   the  departure 
of  the  President   was  so  sudden.     When 
one  is  prepared  to  die,  the  suddenness  of 
death  is  a  blessing.     They  that  are  taken 
awake  and   watching  a.*  the  bridegroom 
dressed  for  the  wcdking,  and  not   those 
that  die  in  pain    and  stupor,  are  blessed. 
Neither  should  we   mourn  the  manner  of 
his  death. 

The  soldier  prays  that  he  may    die  by 
tbe  shot  of  the  er  emy  in  the  hour  of   vic- 
tory, and  it  is   meet   that   he  should   be 
joined  in  a  common  experience  in    death 
to  the  brave  men  to   whom  he   has  been 
joined  in  all  his  .•* ympath\  and  life.     '1  his 
blow  was    but    the    expiring    rebellion 
Epitomized  in  this  foul  act    we    find  the 
whole  nature  and  disposition  of   slavery. 
It  is  fit  that  its  expiring  blow  should    be 
such  as  to  take  away  from  men   the   last 
forbearance,  the   labt  pity,   and    fire    the 
soul  with  invincible   determination   that 
the  breeding  system  of  such  mischiefs  and 
monsters  sh^ll  be  forever  and  utterly  de- 
stroyed.    We  needed  not  that  he  bhould 
pot  on  paper  that  he  believed  in  slavery, 
who  with  treason,  with  murder,  with  cru- 
elty infernal,  hovered  around    that    ma- 
jestic man  to  destroy    his    life.     He    was 
himself  the    long  life    sting    with    which 
Slavery  strnck  at  Liberty,  and  he  carried 
the  poison  that  belonged'  to  slavery ;  and 
as  long  as  thii  nation    lasts  it    will   never 
be  forgotten  that  we  have  had    oi.e   inar- 
tyr  Pi esident— never,    never   while  time 
lasts,  while  Heaven  lasts,  while  hell  rocks 
and  groans,    will    it    be    forgotten   that 
slavery  by  is  minions  slew  him,    and   in 
slaying  him  made  manifest  its  whole   ta- 
ture  aud  tendency. 

This  blow  was  aimed  at  the  life  of  tbe 
Government.  Some  murders  there  have 
been  that  admitted  shades  of  palliation, 
but  not  such  a  one  as  this— without  pro- 
vocation, without  resson,  without  tempta- 
tion, sprung  from  the  fury  of  a  heart 
cankered  to  all  that  is  pare  and  just  by 
slavery.  The  blow  has  tailed  of  its  oh- 
icct.  The  Government  stands  more  solid 
todav  than  any  pyramid  ol  Egypt.  Men 
love  liberty  and  hate  slavery  to-day  more 
than  ever  befor.;.  How  naturally,  hiw 
easily  the  Government  pas.sed  into  the 
hands  of  the  new  President,  and  I  avow 
my  belief,  said  the  speaker,  that  be  will 
be  found  a  man  true  lo  every  instinct  of 
liberty,  true  to  the  whole  trust  that  is 
imposed  in  him  vigilant  of  the  Con.stitu- 
tion,  careful  ol  the  laws,  wise  for  liberty, 
in  that  he  himself  for  his  lifelong  has 
known  what  it  is  to  suffer  from  the  stings 
of  slavery,  and  to  prize  liberty  from  the 
bitter  tx'priences  of  his  own  life.  Even 
he  that  sleeps  has  hy  this  event  been 
clothed  with  new  infiuence.  Ills  simple 
and  weighty  words  will  be  gather ed  like 
these  of  Washington,  and  iiuotcd  by 
those  who,  were  he  alive,  would  refuse  lo 
listen. 

Men  will  receive  a  new  access  to  patri- 
otism. I  swear  you  on  the  altar  of  his 
memory  to  be  more  taithful  to  that  coun- 
try for'which  he  has  perished.  They  will, 
as  they  follow  the  hearse,  swear  a  new 
hatred  lo  that,  slavery  against  which  he 
warred,  and  which  in  vanquishig  him  has 
made  him  a  martyr  and  a  conqueror.  1 
swear  you  by  the  memory  of  this  martyr 
to  hate  slavery  with  an  unabatable  hatred 
and  to  pursue  it.  They  will  admire  the 
firmness  and  decision  of  this  man  in  jus- 
tice, his  inflexible  conscience  for  the 
right,  his  gentleness  and  moderation  ol 
spirit,  which  not  all  the  hate  of  party 
could  change  to  bitterness.  And  I  swear 
you  to  his  justice  and  to  bis  moderation 
and  to  his  mercy.  How  can  1  speak  to 
that  twilight  million  to  whom  his  name 
was  as  the  name  of  an  angel  of  God,  and 
whom  God  sent  before  them  to  lead  them 
out  of  the  house  of  bondage.  <)  Thou 
Sheph/rd  of  Israel,  who  didst  comfort 
Thy  people  of  old,  to  Thy  care  we  com- 
mit these  helpless  and  long  wronged  and 
grieved.  And  now  the  martyr  is  moving 
in  triumphal  procession  mightier  than  one 
alive.  The  nation  rises  up  at  every  stage 
of  his  coming ;  cities  and  States  are  as 
pali-bearers,  and  the  cannon  beats  the 
hours  in  solemn  progression,  dead,  dead, 
dead,  yet  he  speaketh. 

Is  Washington  dead?  Is  Hampden 
dead?  Is  David  dead?  Is  any  man, 
that  ever  was  fit  to  live,  dead  ?  Disen- 
thralled from  the  flesh  and  risen  to  the 
unobstructed  sphere  where  passion  never 
comes,  he  begins  his  illimitable  work. 
His  life  now  is  grafted  upon  the  infinite, 
and  will  be  fruitful  as  no  earthly  life  can 
be.  Pass  on  Four  years  ago,  ob  !  Illi- 
nois, we  took  from  your  midst  an  untried 
man  from  among  the  people.  Behold, 
we  return  him  to  you  a  mighty  conqueior, 
not  thine  any  more,  but  the  nation's — not 
ours,  but  the  world's.  Give  him  place, 
oh  ye  prairiet!  in  the  midst  of  the  great 
continent  bis  dust  shall  rest  a  sacred 
treasure  to  myriads  who  shall  pilgrim  to 
that  shrine  to  kindle  anew  their  zeal  and 
patriotism.  Ye  winds  that  move  over 
tbe  mighty  space  of  the  West,  chant  his 
rt quiem  !  \  e  people,  behold  the  martyr 
whose  blood,  as  so  many  articulate  words, 
pleads  for  fidelity,  for  law,  for  liberty  !

Whi'e  stopping  at  the  McHenry,  in 
Meadeville,  on  the  4th  of  June  last,  Booth 
wrote  on  a  pane  of  glass  with  his  dia- 
mond ring,,  the  following  inscription: 
"Abe  Lincoln  departed  this  life  Aug.  13, 
1864.  by  the  efir«ct  of  poison."  Booth's 
name  was  written  on  tbe  hotel  register  in 
tbe  same  handwriting.  Several  of  bis 
friends,  at  different  times,  occupied  the 
same  r(>om.  A  complete  registry  has 
been  keept  of  all  names  of  occupants  of 
that  room  since  Jane  last. 


News  of  tho  Fre!>i(]ent'8  Assassi- 
nation. 


The  Richmond  Whig  has  tbe  following : 

From  gentlemen  of  intelligence  who 
have  reached  this  city  on  foot  from  Dan- 
ville, we  have  interesting  particulars  of 
events  that  occurred  there  after  tbe  sur- 
render ol  Lee's  aruiy. 

When  this  event  became  known  in  tbe 
town  and  surrounding  country  a  crowd  of 
citizens  of  all  clashes,  agea  and  colors, 
and  a  large  number  of  soldiers,  collected 
around  the  buldings  in  which  were  col 
lected  large  quautities  of  commissary 
stores,  and  alter  a  short  deliberation 
made  a  general  rush  upon  tbe  establish' 
ments. 

The  parlies  in  charge  of  the  stores  at 
first  attempted  to  resist  the  nio'i,  but 
were  (juickly  forced  to  desist  ai;d  seek 
their  own  safety  in  flight.  The  mobtc.^t- 
tcred  throughout  every  portio.i  of  the 
building,  and  each  person  plundered  a<^- 
cording  to  hjs  or  her  liiiicy.  In  one  of 
tha  buildings  ii  appear.s  there  was  a  huge 
quanliiy  oi  amuiuiiition,  gun()owdcr  in 
kegs,  and  peix'uision  capj.  The  soldiers 
and  country  piioplu  swarmed  riround  this 
powder,  eager  tj  bccure  it  for  fowling 
j  urposcs.  Wiiile  tluy  were  thus  employ- 
ed, 1  y  iomc  means  fire  coinmuniciii  d  to 
tbe  powder,  and  in  an  instant  tlit^  liuilding 
and  its  content,  incladiijg  ov«t  fifty  per- 
^Olls,  were  blown  to  atom.^.  This  horri- 
ble tragedy  for  a  time  put  a  check  upon 
the  pliiiidcriiig,  which,  however,  soon 
comtiienccd,  but;  with  a  somewhat  more 
circumspection. 

Ex-Governor  "Extra  Billy  Smith" 
was  in  Danvillt-  wb.n  our  informant  left. 
He  had  been  vaporing  a  good  deal  about 
ids  determination  never  to  surrender, 
saying  that  sooner  than  !  ucciimb  he  would 
turn  buthwhacl:i  r.  guerrilla,  or  something 
of  that  forf.  Notwithstanding  this,  our 
inform.int  learned  just  before  leaving, 
that  "  Extra  Billy  "  had  sent  a  llag  of 
truce  to  (}cn.  Meade,  the  object  of  which 
had  not  transpirr<l.  We  may  mention  in 
this  connection  a  report  whi-h  his  ob- 
tained oinulalioii  bcic,  that  the  citizens 
of  Lynchburg  cither  reque^led  or  com- 
pelled the  exGovtmor  to  leave  the 
town. 

On  the  2181  in;.t.,  a  public  meeting  was 
held  in  Cbaricsloii  on  the  subject  ot  the 
as«as^sin.ation  of  Preside  lit  Lincoln.  The 
meetiii"  w;;8  additsstd  by  Kx-(iovtrnor 
Aiken,  aud  appropriate  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

A  meeting  was  also  held  at  Port  Royal, 
which  was  addietsed  by  General  Little- 
field.

TheJ  General  says 
theslavc.-i  arc  nominally{free.  Masters  can 
no  longer  dtpend  on  their  libor.  He 
points  out  the  evils  th-.it  must  arise  from 
the  present  hall  h!ave  tind  and  h:ilf  free 
condition  of  the  Sta'e,  and  cliiims  that 
the  passage  of  the  amendment  would  quiet 
the  minds  of  the  rej^rocs,  cause  them  to 
remiin  at  homn  and  till  tbe  soil,  now  so 
much  in  need  of  lli»  i;-  labor.  More  than 
twenty  thonsaiul  ni-jst  valuable  slaves 
have  already  gosio  in'o  the  a:my  from  the 
State  of  Kciitu-kv.  She  must,  chojse 
cither  to  have  her  slave  population  ab- 
worbed  and  freed  by  tbe  army  or  to  save 
her  labor  to  tln^  soil  by  granting  uncon- 
ditional Ireetloiu  to  slaves  at  home. 

The  Gove.i.or  replies,  concurring  in 
the  o.  iiiijn  that  slavi  ry  can  no  longer  be 
retained  in  KeiiMcky;  that  labor  must 
be  re-organized  on  a  firm  ba.si.-s ;  ai.d  says 
war  has  extermitiated  slavery  and  revo- 
lutionized tlie  j);iblic  mind  ill  regard  to 
it.  blavcry  being  ended  in  the  rebellious 
States,  the  (ioveri;or  thinks  it.  .should  be 
ended  in  Kentucky  l>y  the  most  direct 
and  speedy  means,  and  regards  the  pas- 
sage of  the  constitutional  amendment  as 
tbe  most  pra.tical  method.  He  thinks 
its  adoption  may  save  the  State  Irom  a 
dearth  of  induMtiy,  and  from  su.-ipension 
of  production ;  iind  calls  to  mint!  the 
patriot iiiu  of  Kenliickians,  saying  that 
they  were  always  lor  Union  with  or  with- 
out slavery.

Nkav  YoiiK,  Apiil  'iG. — A  letter  from 
Raleigh  gives  an  account  of  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  town.  As  soon  as  onr  forces 
commenced  moving,  the  ribel.s  commen- 
ced evacuating.  Wheeler's  cavalry  re- 
mained in  possession  until  Kilpatrick  ap- 
proached. One  cf  wheeler's  men,  who 
remained  to  get  a  shot  at  our  men.  was 
taken  and  tihnr,  one  milrt  from  Kaleigh. 
Gen.  Kilpatrick  was  met  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  city,  who  do.«ired  to  siirrfinder  it, 
and  asked  protection  for  the  people  and 
property.  Protecficn  was  granted,  and 
the  occupation  was  inatle  without  oppo- 
sition. The  flag  of  the  5tli  Ohio  was  the 
one  hoisted  from  the  State  House.  Guards 
were  stationed  to  prevent  pdlaging.  The 
offices  of  the  Confederate  a.nd  Conservative 
were  deatrojed  by  a  mob  of  soldiers,  but 
the  Siamiard  and  Progress  were  not  dis- 
turbed. I 

The  rebels  burned  the  Central  railroad 
station  belore  leaving,  to  prevent  a  large 
quantity  of  corn  failing  into  our  hands.  In 
the  city  there  was  very  little  injured. 

Nothing  was  known  in  the  army  con- 
cerning the  terms  ot  thearmiitice  between 
Sherman  and  Johnston,  but  it  was  gent- 
rally  understood  that  the  war  ended.  i3e- 
fore  leaving  Raleigh  Hardee  remarked, 
that  if  Lee  had  surrendered,  and  he  had 
no  doubt  ol  it,  any  lurther  slaughter  of 
men  in  battle  was  murder.  He  was  be- 
lieved to  have  expressed  Johnston's  opin- 
ion on  this  point. 

A  meeting  was  held  a  few  days  since, 
at  the  Capitol,  by  the  officers  of  the  old 
Army  of  the  Tennessee,  to  arrange  a  time 
to  organize  a  brotherhood,  that  sbalhneet 
in  one  year,  at  St.  I^ouis.  The  14th  of 
April  is  the  day  cho^en,  and  Ger.s.  Logan 
and  Blair  are  to  be  the  leading  spirits.

■>EACE. 
"Surrender"'  is  the  rebfl  order  of  to- 
day. Sauve  gui  pent  is  the  watch  word 
of  the  heroes  of  the  last  ditch.  By  the 
terms  of  the  surrender  of  I.ee  and  .Tohn- 
8ton,  all  the  rebel  troops  in  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
and  Florida,  have  laid  down  their  arms. 
'Ihe  guerrilla  bands  umler  Mosby  in 
Virginia  and  Morgan's  freebooters 
in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  have 
followed  the  example.  Dick  Taylor, 
whose  command  appears  to  embrace  all 
the  country  between  the  t  hattahoochie 
and  the  Mississippi,  is  already  treating 
for  surrender  on  the  same  terms.  The 
Trans-Mi^Jsissippi  rebels  are  a  little  more 
ctfish,  but  when  Canby  and  Smith  turn 
their  attention  to  that  quarter  this  coon 
also  will  come  down. 

The  war  is  now  ended.  Even  Jeff. 
Davis  has  given  up  the  whole  concern, 
and  his  only  care  new  is  to  seek  safety 
for  himself  and  hij  stolen  gold  in  a  dis- 
graoeful  Hight. 

Grant  has  returned  to  Washington 
with  the  frtsh  laurels  won  in  the  field 
where  Sherman  had  failed,  and  is  taking 
measures  to  semi  400,<Xmi  of  our  war- 
acarred  veterans  to  their  homes,  leaving, 
perhaps,  U>0,(HM  for  garrison  duty  in  the 
South,  and  to  put  down  guerrillas.

R.w.EHiii.  N.  C.  April  10,  186.'>.—

.lohnston  and  Breckinridge  in  person.

At  this  memorable  i-onference,  your 
correspondejit  with  the  cavalry,  had  the 
peculiar  fortune  to  be  present,  and  as 
he  was  the  only  correspondent  present, 
his  must  be  the  only  direct  testimony  as 
to  the  incidents  of  the  meeting. 

During  the  day  (Friday,  April  14,)  a

W.  T.  Sherman,  was  forwarded  to 
Raleigh  by  Brevet  Major  General  Kil- 
patrick,  whose  headquarters  were  then 
upon  the  Chapel  Hill  road,  twent/  miles 
distant  from  the  capital.

You 
had  better  defer  the  meeting  till  \2  o'clock 
lu.  Also  say  to  General  Hampton  that  |I 
should  be  pleased  to  see  Generals  Hardee 
and  Bragg.  t.  w.  shkkman. 

The  place  of  conference  was  "a  con- 
venient house  half  way  between  the  picket 
lines,"  and  (ieiieral  Johnston  and  Lieu- 
tenant (Jeneral  Hampton--  neither  Har- 
dee nor  Bragg  being  present  —were  found 
at  the  house  of  one  James  Bennett,  some 
three  and  a  half  miles  Irom  Durham.  Of 
General  .Johnston's  staff,  but  one  officer 
was  present,  a  son  of  Wade  Hempton. 
Of  Hampton's  stall  were  present  a  Major, 
Chief  of  Artillery,  Major  McClellan.  and 
Captain  Loundes,  Assistant  Adjutant 
General.

KNOWN. 

Sherman  informed  Johnson  of  the 
assassination  of  the  President,  who  ex- 
pressed great  and  sincere  regret,  ac- 
knowledging that  nothing  just  at  this  junc- 
ture, coiiid  bave  happened  so  deplorable. 
Sherman  told  bim  to  notify  bis  army  of 
the  event,  at  the  same  timtr  publicly  dis- 
claiming any  sympathy  whatever  with  the 
deed,  or  he  could  not  answer,  if  the 
contrary  was  suspected,  for  the  forbear- 
ance ot  bis  own  command. 

Upon  bis  return  to  Raleigh,  the  same 
evening,  Sherman  published  Secretary 
Stanton's  dispa'cb,  informing  bim  of  the 
most  awAil  tragedy  in  the  nation's  annals 
together  with  tlie  following  order,  which, 
with  the  Secretary's  letter,  appeared  in 
the  Raleigh  papers — Standard  and  Proy- 
r«*s— and  were  brought  out  by  the  train 
in  the  morning :

Together  with  the  dispatch  informing 
him  of  the  murder  of  the  President,  Gen- 
eral Sherman  received  another  accom- 
panying from  the  secratary  of  War,  <iuite 
as  startling,  that  the  deed  was  planned 
in  Paris  by  a  conspiracy,  thus  to  cut  off 
every  prominent  member  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  tbji^  (certain  of  the  conspir- 
ators had  already  set  out  from  New- 
York  to  his  army,  and  "are  doubtless 
even  now  in  your  midst.  I  beseech  you 
to  beware,  and  head  that  warning  which 
the  President  neglected." 

This  letter  contained  |a  description  of 
one  of  the  conspirators  ;  it  is  to  be  hoped 
sufficiently  accurate  to  identify  him. 
Detectives  are  on  the  track.

A  private  note  from  Col.  Marshall, 
dated  twenty  two  miles  north  of  Blakely, 
Alabama,  on  April  l.!>th,  says  that  Smith's 
command,  the  IGth  Corps,  left  Blakely  on 
the  13th  for  Montgomery,  Alabama.  All 
was  well  in  our  Minnesota  regiments. 

An  extract  from  a  Philadelphia  paper 
epeaks  of  Montgomery  as  captured  on 
the  11th  inst.  by  Smith.  This  is.  ol 
course,  an  error.  It  was  captured  about 
that  time  by  Wilson's  cavalry,  which 
f  wept  the  whole  country  from  Selma  to 
Macon.  Smith  was  pursuing  the  rebel 
forces  which  bad  just  evacuated  Mobile 
and  fallen  back  on  Montgomery,  with 
their  three  gunboats.  He  has  probably 
rea.-be  1  Montgomery  before  this.  His 
inovemen's  thence  will  probably  be  gov- 
erned by  those  of  the  enemy,  who  will 
unquestionably  take  au  early  opportu- 
nity to  surrender,  if  they  do  not  disperse 
without  that  formality. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Dick  Taylor  is 
about  to  imitate  the  example  of  Lee  and 
Johnston,  and  surrender  the  forces  under 
hii  command,  which,  we  take  it,  includes 
«il  those  now  east  of  the  Mississippi;  and 
ao  Smith's  occupation  will  be  gone.

Wade  Hampt or.  and  his  son,  of  John- 
ston's start',  reclined  upon  an  old  work- 
bench in  the  yard,  the  other  rebel  oHicers 
about  them.

I  can  not  wonder  at  the  bitterness  dis- 
played by   Hampton  in   reply  to  Kilpat- 
patrick's  kindly  intended  advances.    Sla- 
very was    his    nurse,    from   whose  black 
drugs  he  has|imbibed   the  poison  to  adul- 
terate   a    generous    and   noble    nature. 
Alls,  that   such   spirits  have  been  taught 
to  call  evil  good,  and  good,  evil.     It  was 
his  own  crime^that  recoiled  upon  him,  in 
the  devastation  of  his  own  home.     What 
can  be    done   with  such  ':*      The  occasion 
was  a  conference  upon  the  tubject  of  the 
surrender  of  his  army — his  cause  having 
already    been   rendered  hopeless  by  fate, 
and   the  unavoidable  submission  ol  Lee. 
"Yet,"   said  he    to  KHpatrick,  had  I  the 
writing  of  the    terms  of  agreement,  tliey 
should    never    be    written,     and" — (here 
there  was  a  chance  of  interruption,  which 
continued   long   enough  for  him  to  have 
lost  the  thread  of  bis  remark,  had  he  not 
clutched  it  just  before  its  close,)  "I  never 
could   briug  myself  to    live  again  with  a 
people  that  have  waged    war  as  you  have 
done."     Our  fiery  cavalryman  restrained 
himself  to  a  simple  allusion  to  the  burn- 
ing  of   Cbauibersburg,    adding   tha:  the 
ruthless  pillaging,  and  occasional  darker 
outrages,  were    the  unavoidable  incidents 
of  every   invasian ;    that  the  predatory 
bitterness    of    Sherman's  expedition  was 
retaliatory.

THE    FIRST    CONKEKENCK    ENDED. 

About  24  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the 
chiefs  issued  from  the  house  together. 
General  Johnston,  venerable  with  inter- 
mingled gray,  in  close  cropped  hair  and 
beard  lifted  his  hat  continually  to  the 
officers  in  blue,  who  admired  his  military 
bearing,  coat  buttoned  closely  to  the  chin. 
For  my  part,  I  thought  our  own  chieftan, 
ugly  as  be  is  called,  a  far  better  looking 
man.  taller,  younger,  and  more  com- 
manding. At  the  word,  "  to  horse,"  the 
parties  separated,  and  the  day's  confer- 
ence was  ended. 

"  What  was  the  result  ?"  each  inquired 
o(  the  other,  returning;  for oothing could 
ba  |j;atiKred  frpm  tbe  secret  face  of  Sber- 


Confederacy.  General  Sherman  was  re- 
ceived with  that  grace  which  belongs  to 
our  brave  young  cavalryman,  Kilpatrick, 
who  again '  conducted  tbe  distinguished 
General  to  his  Hag-draped  ({uarters — the 
house  of  Dr.  Blackwell—  the  flags,  rebel 
captures  surrendered  to  Kilpatrick  at 
Raleigh.  While  the  chief  rested  and  bis 
horse  was  being  saddlrd.  the  band  of  the 
.3d  Kentucky  loaded  tbe  breeze  with  those 
strains  that,  like  Tennyson's  voice  by  '.be 
cedar  tree,  seem  ever  to  chant  only  of 
martial  death  and  honor  that  cannot  die. 
An  escort  of  two  hundred  men,  picked 
fi  ora  the  8lh  Indiana,  carried  sabers  in 
two  ranks,  facing  between  headquarters 
and  the  railroad.  Behind  them,  and  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  track,  thronging 
the  fences,  climbing  every  lookout,  press- 
ed the  gay  and  dishing  cavalrymen,  to 
view  tha  scene,  and  catch  u  rire  glimpse 
of  the  grim  Sherman,  delighted  to  wit- 
ness his  marks  of  regard  toward  their 
own  favorite  lea  ler,  the  bold  young  raiiler 
whose  signal  enterprise  was  now  reaping 
just  reward,  thus  made  host  of  the  cere- 
monies of  truce,  toward  the  hastening 
on  of  which,  his  own  vigor  had  not  failed 
to  contribute.  The  word  is  given  to 
mount,  and  the  General  seats  him- 
self upon  a  milk  -  white  charger  with- 
out belt,  saber  or  pistol— an  old,  low- 
crowned,  round-topped,  faded  black  felt 
hat,  clapped  close  upon  his  bead— for  all 
the  world  (except  lor  bis  coat,  which  lay 
back  in  the  breeze  in  very  irregular 
abandon  of  its  button),  as  if  setting  out 
once  more  "on  circuit"  from  his  law  office 
at  Leavenworth  to  patch  up  some  exceed- 
ingly aggravated  divorce  case.  Kilpatrick 
rode  beside  him  upon  a  mettled  brown 
stped,  himself  belted,  sashed,  and  sabered, 
the  bandsomedt  figure  on  the  field.  "Pre- 
sent sabers"  was  the  order  to  tl,e  escort  as 
the  General  passed  through  with  uncover- 
ed bead,  find  aoon  the  whole  pprty  are  up- 
on the  road. 

As  this  meeting  proved  memorable 
enough  for  history,  a  list  of  tbe  principal 
individuals  present  would  not  be  without 
interest.

Telegraph- 
er, Major  General  Kilpatrick,  and  tbe 
following  meipbers  of  his  staff;  Major 
Kstes,  Assistant  Adjutanii  General ;  Ma- 
jor Helm,  Chief  Surgeon ;  Major  Dunbar, 
(Quartermaster ;  Lieutenant  Colonel  God- 
frey, A.  D  C. ;  Captain  Brink,  Inspector 
General ;  Lieutenant  Lew'a.  Chief  of  Or- 
dnance ;  Lieutenant  Mc^ee,  A.  A.  C.  S. ; 
Lieutenant  Messenger,  Signal  Ofllcer, 
and  Lieutenant  Fuller,  A.  D.  C. 

Captain  Day,  Provost  Marshal,  was  absent 
attending  to  a  department  expanded  daily  by 
arrivals  of  Lee's  men  and  deserters  from  the 
army  in  our  front.  Capttin  Hayes  was  also 
absent.  Besides  were  present  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Jordan,  with  his  Assistant  Adiutant  Geu- 
eral.  Captain  Ward,  commandant  of  Kil- 
patrick's  1st  brigade,  from  which  were  chosen 
•Ijp  escort,  and  Col.  Jones,  commanding  the 
regiment,  the  8th  Indiana,  part  of  which  com- 
posed the  escort.  Co!.  Jones  has  won  a  repu- 
tation for  determined  and  sWlUfi+l  fighting, 
which,  together  witji  his  iQOka,  formidable  in 
spltfl  of  Ijis  reckless  attire,  made  him  a  njark- 
ed  man  for  the  pobels,  who  inquired  the  name 
of  "  yonder  lighting  man,"  and  by  General 
Sherman,  who,  on  our  ride  back,  called  bim 
to  hiy  side  and  held  him  in  a  few  minutes'  gal- 
loping conversation. 

Arrived  at  tlte  house  (James  Bennett's),  a 
plain  one-storied  frame,  with  api)arently  but 
one  room,  that  in  which  the   conference  was 
held— the    out-house   or    kitchen    detached, 
after  the  North  Carolina  style,  and  built  ol 
logs.    These  premises,  which,  however,  hum- 
ble, this  remarkable    truce    conference    has 
made  illustrious,  were  chosen  by  Capt.  Hayes, 
Aid-de-Camp  to  Gen.  Kilpatrick.    Our  party 
were  received  bv  M^or  McClellan,  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  to    Wade  Hampton,  who 
"  did  not  see  lit  ^so  his  |statT  ofBcer  informed 
the  curious,  with  characteristic  impreumtnt), 
to »)«  present  to-day,"  and  soon  General  John- 
ston rode  up  with  two    of  his   suff,    Major 
Johnson,  Chief  Engineer,  and    Wade  Hamp- 
ton (son    of  the    Lieutenant    General)    and 
aficompanied  by    Colonel    Davis,   command- 
ing the  escort  ohosen  from  his  regiment,  one 
Qf  Butler's    old    brigade,    now    Logan's,    in 
Law's  division ;  by  the  way,  not  only  a  brave 
ufQcer,  by  like  Colonel  Wartng,  who  led  the 
escort  the  day  l>efore,  a  gentleman  of  frank, 
mein  and  genial   temperament.    Hampton's 
Colonels,  m  \e^at  those   I  \^W9  seen,  seem 
to  lack  the  bitterpess  §nd    vengeful  venom 
of  the  Oeaeral.    Geijeral  Sherman  and  Gen- 
eral   Johnston   again   entered    tbe  eventfiil 
house  together.    Soon  John  C.  Breckinndge 
himself  entered,  the  rebel  Secretary  of  War, 
bis  haui^hty   form  still   unbent,  but  looking 
older    from   care— a   UU,    commanding   fig- 
ure—and as  his  large,  cold  gray  eyes  look- 
ed out  from  the  poruls  of   his   lofty    fore- 
head, meeting,  ax  if  with  the  nerved  stemoss 
of  defiance,  the  hundred  questioning  glances, 
i  thought  of  Moloch,  proud  fallen  angel— at 
last  cast  down  by    superior   power,  but  yet, 
though  scathed,  undaunted.    Apparently  the 
conereuce  was  entirely    l)etween    him  and 
Sherman,  Johnston  sluing  apart  by  no  means 
a  curious  listener,  but  rather  occupied   with 
the  spectacle  outside,  his  eyes  resting  with  in- 
terest upon  the  groups  of  officers  gathered 
here  and  there  at  the  corners  of  the  oat-bonse, 
and  recumbent  upon  the  greatsward  between. 
Very  soon  Sherman  st«ppe4  to  the  door  and 


called  for  his  saddle-liags.  Now,  thought  we. 
that  means  paper  and  proposition-documents 
and  dialectation,  and  all  is  goim?  right;  for  If 
Johnston  will  stop  to  delit>erate,  our  old 
Tycoon  is  not  only  an  "inrinciblc"  General, 
but  a  consumate  statesman,  educated  in  lx>th 
arts,  dipped  in  the  Styx  all  over,  and  defies 
the  devil  himself  to  cope  with  him  in  war  or 
diplomacy.  Soon  Johns  on  disengaged  him- 
self entirely  from  the  proceedings  within,  and 
stepping  into  the  yard,  addressed  with  a  kind 
expression  a  co.iiriion  soldier,  and  entertain- 
ed both  the  man  and  himselt  with  the  inspec- 
tion of  a  Spencer  carbine.  This  little  act  spoke 
volumes.  It  was  the  act  ot  a  brave  and  no- 
ble heart,  lately  misguided,  now  chastened 
byage,  defeat  and  conviction,  willing  to  be  a 
child  again,  ask  pardon  of  God,  and  submit 
himself  repentant,  but  serene,  to  the  judg- 
ment of  an  injured  but  generous  country. 
Poor  old  man !  of  so  much  l>etter  metal  than 
the  vile  hands  that  made  thee  their  tool,  go 
the  way. 

DONTUMACY  of  the  HAMPTONS. 

But  Hampton  "did  not  see  fit  to  be  present 
to-day."  His  son  was  there,  however,  and 
how  sorry  I  was  to  lind  his  frank  face,  so  much 
more  genial  than  his  father's  covering  the 
same  frantic  principles  of  iiavage,  Scotch-Hi- 
liind  inveteracy,  and  bloodthirsty,  clannish 
bate,  that  ceases  only  in  death,  whoso  hope  is 
despair,  and  whose  grave  is  blood.  "1  went 
into  this  war,"  said  be,  with  the  quiet  smiling 
earnestness  of  long  settled  resolve,  "for  inde- 
pendence, and  I  expected  to  keep  on  fighting 
till  1  succeeded  or  was  killed."  I  expect  now 
to  fight  till  I  am  killed  "  In  answer  to  a  ques- 
tion— "No,  I  would  not  try  to  induce  myaien 
to  follow  a  hopeless  cause  to  their  own  rum . 
Those  may  go  home  who  will,  and  those  only 
remain  who  wish  to  stay,  feelbug  cs  I  do.  I 
expect  most  of  the  cavalry  and  much  of  the 
Infantry  to  join  us.  We  are  not  yet  prepared 
to  think  of  our  cause  as  entirely  hopeless. 
We  do  not  yet  despair  ui  interven- 
tion. You  will  invade  Mexico,  to  de- 
pose Maximilian,  we  will  support  him.  Von 
may  l)e  sure  we  will  help  him  if  you  oppose 
bim.  and  then  Napoleon  will' take  our  part 
against  you,  and  we  may  yet  by  this  means 
achieve  our  independence.  At  any  rate  we 
shall  continue  to  fight  you  even  without  hope. 
It  has  now  become  a  personal  matter.  Of 
property  I  think  nothing,  bat  my  home  has 
been  violated,  and  some  of  my  kindred  tiave 
fallen,  and  I  feel  twund  by  ties  most  sacred 
to  me,  to  continue  to  the  bitter  end.  I  am  a 
Scotchman,  and  have  that  national  trait 
which  inspires  mdividuals  to  hold  fast  their 
identity."  (I  modify  his  language  a  httle  to 
give  its  8ul)stance.)  "Why,"  he  was  asked, 
feeling  so  uncongenial  as  you  do,  do  you  not 
emigrate,  and  enjoy  that  sense  of  indepen- 
dence and  identity  abroad  which  you  cannot, 
with  the  spirit  you  profess,  hope  to  enjoy  at 
home  ?"  "That'wouldn't  do ;  I  want  to  (stay 
and  fight." 

A  Southern  John  Brown  with  a  vengeance, 
as  I  expect  he  discovered  Ixith  interest  and 
intelligence  in  constitutional  discussion.  He 
declared  candidly  that  in  his  opinion  the  doc- 
trine of  secession  had  proved  absurd  and  sui- 
cidal. There  could  be  no  stability  with  such 
a  policy.  But  he  seemed  to  consider  it  as  in 
some  way  a  consenuence  instead  of  a  contra- 
diction of  popular  government,  which  he  de- 
clared to  Ije  es.sentially  "fickle."  He  seemed 
particularly  interested  by  the  assurance  that 
even  the  radical  party  of  the  North,  now  that 
the  war  drew  to  a  dose,  were  inclined  to  len- 
iency, and  asked  ineto  rl^ad  him  Henry  Ward 
lleecher's  sermon  on  this  point,  published  in 
the  Kaleigh  Standard,  of  Monday.  He  also 
expressed  deep  regret  at  the  death  of  Mr. 
Lincoln,  whom  he  seemed  to  appreciate  as  the 
l>est  friend  to  the  South  the  North  had.  In 
fine,  despite  his  falts- faults  of  education  and 
association,  I  could  not  but  esteem  and  admire 
his  manly  cliaracter  and  chivalric  gentleness, 
and  my  heart  yearned  lor  him  still  more  bit- 
terly, cursing  the  peculiar  institutions  who.se 
poisoned  atmospherealone  has  corruptetl  such 
a  noble  nature.  Let  us  hasten  to  rescue  the 
coming  generation  of  a  noble  race  from  bane- 
ful influences. 

PK.VTERNIZATIOX  OF  THK  TROOl'S. 

The  first  day  of  conference,  two  long  lines 
of  the  privates  from  each  army  could  be  seen 
converging  across  the  field  in  rear  to  a  little 
log  hut,  distant  al>out  a  hundred  yards,  where 
they  stole  to  enjoy  their  own  truce  meeting. 
That  they  were  glad  to  come  together  this 
spectacle  left  no  doubt.  But  tho  second  day 
the  reljel  escort  were  kept  l)y  their  oflllcers 
aloof  at  a  l)arrlcade,  two  hundred  yards  l)e- 
yond,  upon  the  rond.  If  this  was  to  prevent 
intercourse,  it  failed  lor  our  Iwys,  in  nuiu- 
l>ers,  straggled  down  the  road,  and  insisted 
upon  unreserved  conimuuicalion  over  the 
barricade  rails.  One  bright  lad  came  up  as 
orderly  to  Colonel  Davis.  Although  he  had 
only  been  in  tlie  service  two  months,  he  was 
already  tired,  and  longed  for  the  war  to  be 
over,  though  ho  had  volunteered  and  declared 
himself  determined  to  fight  to  the  dcath,nnless 
General  Johnson,-  whom  he  admired  and 
loved,  should  surrender.  He  was  but  seven- 
teen years  old  -,  regretted  the  schools  had  been 
broken  up  by  the  war;  wanted  to  resume  his 
luMons ,  wanted  to  get  to  work  agaiu,  and  de- 
clared all  he  asked  was  twenty  acres  of 
ground  to  earn  his  living.  He  had  a  jack- 
knife  lor  which,  perhaps,  an  army  sutler 
would  charge  $1  '50  in  greenbacks.  He  said 
be  had  given  ^\<yd  confederate  scrip  for  it.

Arriving  at  Washington  with  the  fore- 
going commucations,  the  substance  of 
which  he  telegraphed  to  the  Commercial, 
be  karned,  for  tbe  first  time,  tbe  charac- 
ter of  tbe  peace  treaty  he  had  so  highly 
extolled,  and  thereupon  telegraphed  that 
tbe  terms  would  be  as  promptly  rejected 
by  the  army  as  they  had  been  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson  and  the  Government.  Re- 
ferring to  it  subsequently  he  says : . 

We  l)elieve,  however,  that  while  they  would 
be  unwilling  to  accept  such  terms,  they  would 
l>e  far  more  unwilling  to  ascribe  to  him  any 
such  motive  as,  we  are  sorry  to  see,  many  of 
the  papers  of  the  States  are  doing.  We  know 
full  well  the  confidence  they  repose  in  him, 
and  we  know  too  that  they  will  not  lo.>e  all 
confidence  in  him,  or  respect  for  him,  l>ecause 
as  a  diplomat  he  has  made  a  failure.  We  ad- 
mit that  the  facts  of  the  case,  ai  they  are  now 
understood,  tend  to  enshroud  his  whole 
course  in  a  painful  mystery,  and  yet  we  are 
inclined  to  be  more  charitable  than  some  oth- 
ers are  disposed  to  be,  and  for  the  present  to 
believe  that,  as  he  has  done  so  much  for  the 
cause  in  the  past,  and  always  shown  disinter- 
ested motives,  there  is  some  explanation  yet 
to  be  made  for  his  l)enefit.

A  di.fpatcb,  April  19th,  says,  an  officer 
from  Dick  Taylor's  staff  had  arrived  at 
Canby's  headquarters  to  make  terms  for 
the  surrender  of  Taylor's  coinman  !. 

The  Houston,  Texas,  Telegraph  pub- 
lishes the  details  of  aconference  between 
(iren.  Stoughton,  tbe  rebel  General  land 
I^ew.  Wallace,  in  which  the  latter  guar- 
antees, in  case  of  the  surrender  of  the 
rebel  forces  in  Texas,  protection  to  slave 
property,  a  vindication  of  the  Mouroe 
do<Hrine,  and  the  establishment  of  a  pro- 
tectorate over  Mexico.  A  letter  from  the 
rebel  Major  General  Walker,  however, 
shows  that  the  terms  offered  were  that 
they  must  lay  down  their  arms,  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance,  and  accept  such  terms 
of  amnesty,  pardon  or  exile,  as  the  Unit- 
ted  States  Government  should  grant.

Regenerated  peace !  Blissful  news !  Davis, 
who  wa:s  in  person  at  Greensboro,  but  doubt- 
less afraid  to  attend  the  conference,  had  com- 
mi.s.>-ioned  Breckinridge  to  surrender  to  Sher- 
man, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President, 
the  entire  State  and  military  claims  of  the 
rebellion— the  whole  so-called  Southern  Con- 
federacy, all  deuils  to  be  left  to  the  laws  and 
the  civil  courts.

SLAVERY  IN  KENTUCKY. 


Oov.  Branil<>tt<>*s  letter  lu  Fa- 
vor ot    Emaudpalion. 


Br«Tet  Brig.  Gen.  J.  S.  Brlsbin,  Louisville  Ky. : 

Fkankkort,  Ky.,  April  •2'2.—Oeneral- 
Your  communication  of  the  20th  inst.,  did 
cot  reach  me  until  the  evening  of  the  *2l8t. 

I  concur  with  you  in  the  opinion  that  a 
prosperous  and  healthy  system  of  regu- 
lated labor  cannot  b^  regained  in  Ken- 
tucky except  upon  a  free  basia.  The  re- 
sult of  rebellion  has  been  t)  withdraw 
from  aiave  labor  ftU  protection,  and  to  de 
gtroy  tlie  power  to  protect  it.  The  effect 
of  rebellion  has  been  to  revolutionize  the 
popular  judgment  upon  the  subject  of  sla- 
very, and  dx  upon  it  the  inexorable  de- 
cree of  "extermination."  Were  all  the 
legitimate  powers  ol  the  government  now 
exerted  to  foster  into  vigor,  instead  of  to 
destroy,  it  may  well  be  questioned  whether 
ftia  would  sucked  in  building  it  up; 
-whether  rightlully  or  wrongfully  is  need- 
less now  to  inquire.  Slavery  i:i  regarded 
by  the  masses  as  the  fruitful  source  of  all 
our  woes,  and  a-)  inimical  to  our  future 
peace  and  unity.  This  revolution  can 
not  go  backwards.  As  men  ol  prudance 
and  patriotism,  we  raurit  accept  the  logic 
of  events  and  recognize  existing  facts. 
That  slavery  must  end,  I  accept  as  one  of 
the  facts  ordained  by  this  revolution. 
That  it  should  end  as  speedily  as  possible, 
is  corollary  which  a  practical  wisdom  and 
prudent  common  sense  must  deduce  from 
the  demonstration  of  our  experiences 
Our  whole  labor  system  is  broken  up  and 
utterly  dtmorlized.  Slavery  has  become 
an  incubus  upon  our  energies  ;  a  burden 
to  our  advancement,  and  a  negative  to  our 
prosperity.  '  Ther«  is  no  hope  of  improve- 
ment  under  the  present  regime,  nor  the 
slightest  prospftt  of  growing  better  until 
the  revolutiou  has  bet-n  fully  accomplish- 
ed in  universal  emancipation.  I'he  transi- 
tion period  froiu  slave  to  free  labor  inust 
ever  be  embarrassing  to  industry  and  .de- 
leterious to  prosperity.  It  is,  therefore, 
in  my  judgment,  the  requirement  of  wis- 
dom and  ol  a  prudent  regard  to  our  best 
interests  and  highest  prosperity,  as  well 
as  the  mandatt;  ol  an  exalted  patriotism, 
that  we  shouM  conform  as  readily  and 
speedily  as  practi<ahle.  to  this  decree  of 
the  revolution  —foreordained  by  rebellion 
— and  now  sealed  with  the  unalterable 
judginent  of  the-  American  people.  The 
scbelium  which  I  deduct  from  the  logic  of 
events  is,  that  the  proposed  amendment 
to  the  constitution  is  Ihe  most  direct, 
practical,  and  legitimate  mode  now  left  to 
us,  to  escape  the  present  and  impending 
evils  of  an  interregnum  in  labor,  a  dearth 
in  industry,  and  a  suspension  of  produc- 
tion. 

In  ftc<  epting  these  facta  and  thus  act 
mg  upon  Lheiu,  we  havt*  ti  give  up  what 
was  to  us  valued  at  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars, and  to  overcome  the  educated  hab- 
its and  prejudices  fostered  by  our  coun- 
try. No  easy  task  thu  !  But  Kentuck- 
lans  have  ever  been  equal  to  the  occa- 
sion, and  will  not  now  fall  below  the 
measure  of  their  lame,  nor  shrink  from 
making  those  sacrifices  which  the  peace 
and  unity  of  the  government  demands  of 
their  patriotism,  and  thus  seal  forever  the 
lofty  (iestiiiyol  this  loved  commonwealth. 

This  <ontribulion  of  our  life-trained 
habits  and  prejudices,  and  surrender  to 
the    public    peat-e    of    many    millions  of 

firoperty — in  excess  of  what  any  other 
oyal  State  has  contributed  during  our 
■^f  >^glt:  to  maintain  our  national  life- 
will  give  Kentucky  on  the  historic  page 
a  just  precedence  in  the  ranks  of  the  loyal 
and  patriotic  States.  The  emancipation 
of  slaves  costs  our  Northern  brethren  no 
sacrifice  of  interest,  no  immolation  ol 
habits,  no  conquest  of  prejudices,  no 
disturbaui.e  of  scK-ial  relations,  no  break- 
ing up  of  economical  relations,  no  incon- 
venience or  loss  whatever.  They  can 
easily  make  ihe  sacrifice,  for  they  ex- 
pend nothing.  But  to  us  it  is  the  loss  ol 
many  millions  ol  dollars,  the  surrender 
of  the  trained  habits  and  prejudices  of  a 
life,  and  incurs  the  perils,  inconveniences 
and  losses  which  ever  result  from  the 
sudden  breaking  up  of  long  and  peace- 
fully established  social  and  economical 
relations  and  interests.  We  have  been 
much  abused  because  we  could  not  see 
that  the  existence  of  our  government  de- 
pended upon  either  the  continuance  or 
discontiuance  of  slavery.  Yet  we  have 
attested  our  devotion  to  the  government 
of  the  Union  by  furnishing  more  than  our 
due  proportion  of  soldiers  to  defend  and 
maintain  it. 

With  us  in  Kentucky  the  negro  has 
never  l)een  a  curse  nor  an  object  of  strife 
The  preservation  of  the  union  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  government  has  been 
and  is  the  mainspring  of  our  action,  the 
substance  of  our  loyal  hope,  and  the  sup 
port  of  our  patrotism.  The  others  were 
unwilling  to  have  the  union  without  slave- 
ry, we  have  ever  been  for  the  union  with 
or  without  slavery,  and  for  maintaining 
the  government  over  an  unbroken  union, 
cost  what  it  might.  This  has  been  our 
loyal  purpose  throughout  this  struggle. 
Instead  of  abuse  from  those  who  make  no 
sacrifices,  we  deserve  respect  and  con- 
fidence for  what  we  have  done  and  for 
what  we  have  borne.  Those  who  direct 
the  power  of  our  government  should  bear 
in  mind  that  their  mission  is  Lot  to  de- 
stroy slavery— for  that  is  an  accomplished 
f*ct — but  to  preserve  and  restore  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  union.  The  band  should 
be  f»entle  and  assisting  which  is  laid  up- 
on the  habits  and  prejudices  of  a  loyal 
people — not  heavy  and  coercive.  Our 
prejudices  may  be  detached  with  a  gentle 
hand  without  pain  or  injury  ;  but  if  torn 
asunde  rwith  a  rude  hand  it  will  lacerate 
the  popular  mind  and  pain  the  public 
heart,  without  benetitiug  freedom. 

For  the  sake  of  peaceful  uxd  kindly  re- 
lations of  our  country,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  our  brethren  ot  the  northern  sUtes 
may  more  generally  understand  and  bet- 
ter appreciate  these  facts.  I  am  of  those 
whose  uulalteriug  faith  is  "that  all  things 
work  together  for  good"  to  those  who 
love  our  country,  and  who  dare  maintain 
our  government  at  any  peril  and  at  evei  y 
sacrilice.  But  those  who  demand  most 
are  not  those  who  usually  make  the  read- 
lest  sacrifices  for  their  country's  good.

The  following  is  a  text  of  the  letter 
from  (ien.  Cass  read  on  the  occasion  of 
the  funeral    ceremonies    in    Detroit    on 

i'lieaday  last: 

"Dktroit,  Aprd  24.  Ub:>.—Dear  Sir: 
1  have  riK.-eived,  and  thank  you  for  your 
note,  inviting  me,  on  behalf  of  the  gen- 
eral committee,  to  participate  in  the  sol- 
emnities of  to  morrow,  tho  offering  of 
Ihe  citizens  of  Detroit  to  the  memory  of 
the  lamented  chief  magistrate  who  has 
been  stricken  down  by  the  hand  ol  a 
wreU'heil  assassin.  1  wish  I  could  be 
with  you  upon  this  sad  occasion.  But  1 
cannot.  The  infirm  sUte  of  my  health, 
which  has  confined  me  to  the  house  for 
some  months,  will  not  permit  me  to  take 
part  in  the  duties  of  the  day.  But  in 
the  numerous  assemblage,  which  the  im- 
pressive ceremonies  will  call  together, 
there  will  not  be  one  who  will  mourn  more 
sincerely  than  I  do  the  deplorable,  event 
which  has  spread  sorrow  and  indignation 
through  our  whole  country.  He  whom 
the  nation  loved  and  laments  was  called 
to  his  high  station  at  a  most  portentous 
crisis,  at  the  the  commencement  of  a  do- 
mestic war,  almost  without  a 
parallel  in  human  history  in 
I  be  sacrifices  and  exertions 

it  re<iuired,  and  in  the  appalling  circum- 
stances that  marked  its  progress.  The 
nature  of  the  contest,  an  attempt  to 
break  up  the  happiest  government  ever 
enjoyed  by  man,  gave  rise  to  many  new 
and  difficult  questions  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  added  strength  to  the  pas- 
sions which  war  usually  calls  into  actioti. 
The  departed  patriot  entered  upon  his 
new  field  of  duty  with  an  unwavering 
confidence  in  the  justice  of  his  cause  and 
its  final  triumphant  issue,  and- his  confi- 
dence accompanied  him  during  all  the 
trials  to  which  he  was  exposed,  inaugu- 
rated the  policy  be  felt  called  on  to  adopt. 
And,  as  in  the  progress  of  events,  he  be- 
came better  appreciated  by  his  country- 
men. Though  differences  of  opinion  as 
to  the  measures  ,.to  be  adopted  were  in- 
separable from  such  a  contest,  involving 
many  issues  of  weal  and  woe.  still  his  no- 
ble qualities  inspired  general  confidence 
and  commanded  general  respect,  and  his 
successful  administration  will  be  evidence, 
in  all  time  to  come,  of  his  own  truth  and 
of  the  wisdom  of  his  measures. 

"As  his  first  period  of  service  ap- 
proached its  termination,  the  prolonged 
struggle  gave  unerring  indication  that 
right  and  justice  were  prevailing,  and 
that  the  measures  for  the  suppression  of 
the  rebellion  were  doing  the  work  of  sub- 
jugation. And  then  came  decisive  victo- 
ries to  hasten  and  announce  the  result, 
and  throughout  the  land,  the  public  exul- 
tation everywhere  gave  proof  of  the 
feelings  of  the  people.  But  these  mani- 
festaiioiis  of  joy  were  suddenly  converted 
into  universal  lamentitions,for  the  chosen 
leader,  who  had  conducted  our  country 
in  the  perilous  struggle  it  had  encoun- 
tered, bad  been  taken  Irora  us  under  the 
atrocious  circumstances  that  added  poig- 
nancy to  the  national  afHi<;tion.  Rarely 
have  nations  exhibited  such  ^manifesta- 
tions  of  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  a  ruler,  as 
are  now  displayed  by  the  American  peo- 
ple, and  rarely  have  rulers  deserved 
them  in  life  or  in  death." 

"He  has  Ix-en  taken  from  us.  The  dis- 
pensations of  the  Almighty  are  often  in- 
scrutable, though  always  wiss  and  just. 
It  becomes  us  to  bow  ourselves  to  his 
decree.  May  we  huuibiv  hope  He  will 
hereafter  protect  our  beloved  country 
from  all  danger  and  will  raise  up  wise  and 
honest  men  for  her  service,  and  may 
their  heaits  be  turned  to  follow  the  bright 
example  of  him  whose  loss  we  mourn.

The  engrossing  theme  with  us,  to-day, 
is,  Sherman's  surrender  to  Johnston. 
The  tone  of  feelie^  in  regard  to  Sherman 
has  undergone  a  decided  change  nince 
yesterday,  and  generally  ihose  who  were 
heretofore  inclined  to  take  a  charitable 
view  of  his  conduct,  are  now  taking  fast 
hold  of  the  belief  that  the  madness  of  the 
General  has  in  it  those  methodical  ele- 
ments dis'^overable  in  the  ambition  of  as- 
piriitg  politicians,  and  found  in  the  Crom- 
well s<'hool.  Hints  heretofore  given  out 
now  assume  the  form  of  positive  asser- 
tions that  there  are  proofs,  before  deem- 
ed unworthy  of  notice,  but  now  signifi- 
cant in  the  light  of  recent  events,  and  es- 
pecially of  the  Sherman-Johnson  memo- 
randa, which  go  to  show  that  Sherman 
expected  politii-al  preferment  and  power- 
ful position  as  the  reward  of  his  diplo- 
matic surrender  to  Johnston.  In 
discussing  the  probability  of  Sher- 
man's insanity,  a  gentleman,  re- 
cently our  Minister  to  a  foreign  court, 
was  this  morning  asked  his  opinion.  He 
replied  :  "My  opinion  is  that  Sherman's 
brain  is  seriously  affected.  He  has  White 
flouse  on  the  brain."  Among  the  many 
things  brought  to  notice  in  this  connec- 
tion, and  a  matter  that  has  attracted  much 
attention  to-day  in  the  departments  and 
among  leading  men,  is  a  letter  published 
in  the  London  Times  ol  April  5,  from  its 
Richmond  correspondent.  Ihe  letter  is 
dated  March  4,  the  dav  of  Mr.  Lincoln's 
inauguration.  In  this  letter  there  is 
found  much  of  significance  when  taken  in 
connection  with  recent  events.  Among 
other  things  the  writer  says  Gen.  Bragg 
informed  him  in  1161,  just  before  the  war 
commenced,  that  war  was  at  hand  he — 
Sherman — educated  as  a  soldier,  could 
not  remain  in  the  South  without  taking  to 
arms,  and  he  did  not  see  his  war  to  fight- 
ing against  his  own  kinsmen  in  Ohio. 
"But  come  what  may,"  be  added,  "no 
human  consideration  will  ever  induce  me 
to  take  up  arms  against  the  South.  The 
South  has,  I  know,  many  grievances, 
and  I  shall  go  to  Ohio  with  a  view  of  in- 
structing my  countryiren  about  them. 
Gen.  Sherman  had  just  resigned  bis  po- 
sition as  President  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Military  Academy,  for  the  purpose  of 
going  North.  The  letter  has  in  it  sever- 
al passages  equally  strong,  showing  that 
Sherman's  heart  and  sympathy  were  with 
the  South.  The  writer  whose  confident 
intercou^e  with  the  leading  rebels  gives 
importance  to  what  he  states  as  the  reflex 
of  their  opinions  an(f  judgment,  says: 
"If  in  the  amalgamation  which  seems 
now  approaching,  Gen.  Sherman  once 
gets  the  South  down,  it  mar  be  confi 
dently  {predicted  that  his  politics  will  be 
more  in  harmony  with  those  of  General 
Lee  than  those  of  President  Lincoln. 
Mr.  Lincoln  has  found  him  hitherto  a 
very  valuable  friend.  It  is  pos.<<ible  that 
before  the  end  comes  Pi  esident  Johnson 
will  find  him  a  still  more  dangerous 
enemy."

Puii.ADBLPHiA,  April  27.— AJttout  nine 
o'clock  this  morning,  Mr.  Edward  Ingei^ 
soil    who    delivered   a   strong   secession 
speech  a  few   days    since   in    New  York, 
was  waited  upon  by  a  committee  of    citi- 
zens on  alighting  from  the  railroad   train 
at  Ninth  and  Green  streets,  and  was  re- 
quested  to    apologize   for    the    speech. 
'I'his  Mr.  Ingersoll   refused  to   do,  and 
drew  a  revolver  from  his  pocket,  but  was 
unable  to  tire  it  before  he  was  knocked 
down  and  veiry  badly  cut  and  beaten   by 
the  crowd.     He  was   arrested  and   held 
to  bail  in  the  sum  ot  $2,000  on  the  charge 
of  assault  and  twttery   aiui  carrying  con- 
cealed deadly  weapons.     A  committee  of 
citizens  have  since  waited  oo  the  Mayor 
to  have  the   bail   incieased    to   $10,000. 
Mr.  IngersoU  is   regarded  as  one  of   the 
chiefs  of  the  disloyal   party  in  this  city. 
The  arrest  of  Mr.  IngersoU   has   caiued 
considerable  excittment.     A  large  crowd 
has  collected  around   the  Spring  Garden 
Police  Station,   where  he  is  confined,  and 
threats  are   freely   made   to    lynch  him. 
Mr.  IngersoU's  friends   are   endeavoring 
t  J  take  out  a  writ  of  hibeat  corpus,  but, 
so  far,  have  not  succeeded  in  finding  the 
Alderman  by  whom  he  was  committed. 

PniLAPKLfuiA,  April  27xh. — The 
Bulletin  furnishes  the  following  partic- 
ulars of  the  IngersoU  difficulty,  which  has 
produced  a  considerable  sensation  in  this 
city  :  when  the  train  reached  North  and 
Green  streets,  a  partf  of  sen  got  round 
the  front  of  the  car  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  Mr.  IngersoU  a  parting  salute  of 
groans.  The  obnoxious  individual  how- 
ever passed  out  of  the  back  door  and  got 
upon  Wallace  street,  The  crowd  foUo«- 
ed  him.  At  Eightth  street  Mr.  IngersoU 
turned  about  and  faced  the  party.  Cap- 
tain J.  H.  Withiogtoo,  Jr.,  of  the  198th 
regiment  Pennsylvania  volunteers,  then 
stepped  forward  and  said  :  "IngersoU 
I'm  a  soldier,  and  have  risked  my  Hie  for 
my  country.  I  think  you  owe  an  apology 
to  the  country  for  your  ipeecb,  and  par- 
ticularly to  Uie  soldiers."  IngersoU  re- 
plied, "Go  to  heU."  The  Captain  then 
raised  his  oane  to  strike  Mr.  IncenoU, 
but  the  blow  was  warded  off  bj  Mt .  In* 
gersoU  with  his  cane.  The  two  then 
crossed  canes  for  ft  f^w  seconds.  Mr. 
IngersoU  received  a  cut  on  the  left  side  of 
his  face,  and  broke  his  cane  upon  the  arm 
of  Capt  Withington.  Mr.  IngersoU 
then  drew  back  about  ten  paces,  took 
from  bis  pocket  a  revolver  and  cocked  it. 
Some  of  the  crowd  scattered  at  this  war- 
like movement  of  IngersoU,  when  he  was 
immediately  seized  liy  a  police  officer. 
It  was  as  much  as  the  police  oftcer  could 
do  to  keep  the  people  Irom  laying  violent 
hands  upon  his  person.  Th^  prisoner 
was  finally  landed  at  the  police  station, 
followed  by  an  excited  crowd,  which  aug- 
mented at  every  square. 

Alderman  Massey  was  sent  for,  and 
Mr.  Ingarsoll  was  given  .a  hearing  at  the 
station  house.  Capt.  Withington  gave 
his  testimony,  which  was  to  the  same  ef- 
fert  as  that  given  above.  Officer  Jones 
testifies  that  he  arrested  the  man  with  a 
revolver  in  bis  hand  and  it  was  cocked. 
Here  IngersoU  remarked,  defiantly  and 
offensively,  "Yes,  and  you  all  run  like 
a  pack  of  sheep  when  I  drew  it."  "You 
are  a  liar,"  said  one,  and  the  crowd  made 
another  rush  for  IngersoU,  and  the  po- 
lice with  great  difficulty  succeeded  in 
keeping  them  back.  Capt.  Withington 
remarked,  "I  have  been  on  the  battle 
field  where  the  bullets  flew  thick  and  fast, 
and  I  have  seen  too  many  of  them  to  be 
scared  by  a  revolver."  Alderman  Mas- 
sey held  Mr.  IngersoU  in  $2,000  bonds. 
IngersoU  appealed  to  several  persons  to 
go  bail  for  him,  but  all  refused. 

Hakxisbubu,  April  27.— Wm,  Young, 
who  was  arrested  week  before  last  by  the 
provost  guard  for  making  obscene  re- 
marks on  the  death  of  President  |yin- 
coln,  was  this  afternoon  escorted  through 
the  principal  streets  ot  the  city  by  a 
s<|uad  of  the  N'eleran  Reserve  Drum 
Corps,  who  played  the  'Rogue's  March." 
The  prisoner  was  elevated  upon  a  board 
upon  which  was  painted  words  descrip- 
tive of  his  offense.  The  novel  affair  cre- 
ated considerable  of  a  sensation.

similar  malady  t  >  the  epidemic  Cerebro- 
spinal Meningitis,  congestive,  or  spotted 
lever,  which  has  prevaued  in  several  dis- 
tricts of  the  United  States  of  America,  a 
little  prior  to  and  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  civil  war,  and  which  has 
caused  much  mischief  among  the  Federal 
troops. 

REPORT  OF  THE  KNQUSU  MINISTKB — TBS 

DISEASE  SAID  TO  BB  I/BCRBASINO. 
From  the  London  Dally  News. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  telegram, 
dated  Saturday  morning,  three  o'clock, 
received  from  Her  Majesty's  Embassador 
at  St.  Petersburg : 

"Another  physician  baa  confirmed  my 
previous  reprots  on  the  fever  here ;  dilat- 
ed pupils  are  a  symptom  of  recurrent 
fever,  but  typhus  is  the  more  general  dis- 
ease. I  bt  lieve  there  have  been  no  cases 
wi-b  hubos  or  carbuncles.  Tbearmyand 
navy  are  healthy.  Four  or  five  physicians 
have  died.  The  Ismailow  Barrack  was 
converted  into  an  hospital.  On  March  15 
of  last  year  there  was  in  hospital  2,744 
patients,  and  on  March  15  this  year  3,812. 
The  mortality  from  all  causes  rose  one 
day  to  1 18,  but  has  generally  been  about 
70  or  80  deaths  daily. 

"Previous  dispatch  put  normal  mortality 
too  low  ;  it  is  at  this  season  about  forty 
deaths  daily.  I  expect  immediately  au- 
thentic statistic:,  and  will  report  when  I 
receive  \\\nu.  The  disease  is  decreasing, 
and  theie  are  vacant  beds  in  hospitals. 

"The  American  epidemic  is  a  form  of 
continued  fever,  as  rapid  in  its  course  and 
as  fatal  in  its  consequences  as  the  epi- 
demic on  the  Vistula ;  but  it  has  not  be- 
come general,  and  the  outbreaks  seem  to 
have  been  almost  entirely  dependent  up- 
on local  conditions  of  population.

A  Curious  Souvenir  of  the  War 
Jeff.  Davis'  Coffee  Set. 

From  the  Blchmond  Whig.  April  irtb. 

We  examined  on  Saturday,  the  mechan- 
ism of  one  of  those  curious  (souvenirs'  of 
the  war,  that,  like  their  recipients,  "can 
not  escape  history."  We  allude  to  a 
fancy  coffee  and  tea  set,  we  do  not  know 
which,  which  formerly  graced  the  mansion 
of  President  Jefferson  Davis,  but  which 
was  disposed  of  at  auction,  with  silver- 
ware &c.,  by  Afessrs.  Hell,  Ellctt  &  Co  " 
Pearl  street,  a  few  days  before  the  evac- 
uation, when  Mr.  Davis  concluded  to 
"decline  houskeeping"  and  make  a  tour 
for  his  health.  The  coffee  and  tea  set  in 
question  is  a  perfect  miniature  or  fac- 
aimilie  of  a  railroad  locomativo,  with  ten- 
der  attached. 

The  locomotive  boiler  receives  the  cof- 
fee or  tea,  makes  and  discharges  it 
through  a  spiggot,  a  steam  whistle  indica- 
ting when  tea  and  coffee  is  ready.  The 
boiler  of  the  locomotive  is  of  porcelain, 
and  the  figure  of  the  fireman,  of  the  same 
material,  appears  on  the  locomotive, 
vigorously  riging  the  liell,  which,  we 
suppose,  me^ns  the  breakfast,  dinner  or 
supper  bell.  The  tender,  which  is  an  ad- 
mixture of  brass  and  other  metal,  carries 
the  sugar  in  an  elegant  sugar  caisson, 
with  goblet  for  cognac  and  stunning 
small  cut  glasses.  The  sides  of  the 
tender  are  embellished  with  racks  for 
cigars.  The  most  curious  contrivance 
of  all  is  a  secret  music  box,  located 
somewhere  in  the  tender,  which,  being 
set,  plays  eight  popular  airs,  sufficient  in 
length  to  entertain  a  supper,  dinner,  or 
breakfast  table.  It  got  obstreperous  on 
Saturday  and  refused  to  play  "Dixie." 

The  whole  establishment,  engine  and 
tender,  rests  on  two  beautifully  enameled 
waiters.  As  we  have  said  before,  the 
article  was  disposed  of  at  auction,  and 
puriihastid  by  an  Jtalian,  A-  Barratti,who, 
several  days  ago,  disposed  of  the  same  to 
Colonel  Friedman,  of^  Philadelphia,  a  gen- 
tleman well  known  in  and  out  of  the  army. 
Col.  Friedman  purchased  the  souvenir 
with  a  view  of  presenting  the  same  to 
President  Lincoln  ;  and  to  save  the  pub- 
lic the  trouble  of  an  effort  of  inspecting 
the  mechanism  we  have  described,  we 
mey  m  well  state  that  the  rare  article  is 
on  its  wi|y  to  Wubington  and  the  White 
House. 

It  may  not  l>e  inappropriate  to  mention 
that  upon  the  side  of  the  locomotive,  in 
miniature,  is  emblazoned  "  President 
Jefferson  Davis,"  showing  that  the  testi- 
monial, locomotive  and  tender,  were  built 
expressly  for  his  use  or  pleasure.  Upon 
t  e  front,  just  above  where  the  "uow- 
catcher"  ought  to  be,  appears  the  Con- 
federate national  banner  and  battle  Hag, 
entwined  with  the  national  ensign  of 
France.  Wonder  if  the  whole  affair 
wasn't  a  present  from  "  Little  Nap,"  as 
a  testimonial  of  his  "sincere  regard  and 
friendship,"  and  as  an  offset  to  bis  enter- 
tainment of  the  kitchen  waiters,  Slidell 
and  Mason,  who  were  entertained  at  the 
back  entry?  However,  the  locomotive 
and  tender  are  off  the  track,  and  all 
aboard  are  reported  either  killed,  wound- 
ed or  prisoners. 


Capture  of  ITIontsouiery. 

From  the  Philadelphia  North  American. 

Advices  received  at  Savannah  convey 
to  us  the  intelligence  that  the  city  of  Mont- 

fromery,  Alabama,  was  catnpred  by  our 
orces  on  the  11th.  We  had  previously 
received  a  report  to  this  effect,  and  we 
have  now  a  confirmation  and  the  details. 
Gen.  A.  J.  Smith,  who  has  done  so  many 
other  great  things,  took  Montgomery. 
After  the  fall  of  Mobile,  Canby  sent 
Smith  his  veteran  corps  to  Montgomery, 
and  the  rebels  at  the  latter  place  hearing 
that  he  was  coming,  removed  the  rebel 
stores  to  Columbus,  Georgia,  and  subse- 

^uently  retreated  thither  themselves. 
Vox  troops,  however,  got  to  the  city  the 
same  day  that  the  rebels  left.  Smith,  no 
doubt,  soon  after  followed  the  enemy  to 
Columbus,  which  is  a  very  important 
place,  and  its  capture  has  already  been  re- 
ported by  telegraph. 

The  career  of  General  Smith  and  his 
corps  during  the  last  two  years  is  certain- 
ly toe  moat  singular  in  the  history  of  the 
war.  They  have  been  in  Missouri,  Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  and  are  now, 
we  presume,  in  Georgia.  They  have 
been  everywhere  victorious.  They  drove 
back  Kirby  Smith's  forces  from  Alorgan- 
zia.  defeated  Marmaduke  in  Arkansas 
and  drove  him  away  from  the  Mississippi 
river,  which  he  was  blockading,  helped 
Rosecrans  in  Missouri  against  Price,  de- 
feated Forrest  in  Mississsippi,  participat- 
ed in  Thomss'  great  campaign  in  Tennes- 
see, and  Canby'a  against  Mobile,  and 
now  have  taken  Montgamery  and  Colum- 
bus. This  wonderful  corps  is  a  perfect 
terror  to  the  rebels  wherever  it  goes.

The  following  dispatch  has  juat  been 
received  from  l>clow : 

"New  Madkid,  April  28.— The  steamer 
Sultana  exploded  her  boilers,  burned  and 
sunk  ten  miles  below  Memphis  at  three  o'clock 
yesterday  morning.  The  boat  and  cdrco  are 
a  toul  loss.  She  bad  on  board  two  thousand 
exchanged  Union  soldiers  from  A'icksbnrp, 
and  about  one  thousand  civilians,  including 
twelve  ladies  and  children,  only  ten  ot  whom 
known  to  be  saved.  Eighteen  of  the  deck 
crew  and  nine  of  *lio  cabiircfew  were  saved. 
It  is  thought  that  Ironi  five  to  seven  hundred 
will  include  the  full  number  saved  oi  the 
whole  boat-load,  many  of  whom  are  l»adly 
scalded.  George  Cavton,  pilot.  Wm.  Rob- 
prty,  mate;— Clements,  engineer,  were  the 
only  officers  known  to  be  «av«d.  The  latter 
is  dangerously  scalded." 

At  four  o'clock  this  morning  the  river  in 
front  of  Memphis  was  covered  with  soldiers 
struggling  for  lite,  manv  badly  scalded.  Boats 
immediately  went  to  their  rescue,  and  are  still 
engaged  picking  them  up.  Gcu.  Washbume 
Immediately  organized  a  V)oard  of  oflicers  to 
investigate  the  matter.  They  are  at  work  do'- 
ing  so.    No  further  particulars  received.

«k7e"rooV,"andrir'an'lnstant  realized  the  hor 
roro*.  the  fact  that  the  iK.iler  had  exploded, 
killing  and  scalding  many;  that    the   pilot- 
house and  at  least  one-third  of  the  cabin  root

myseli  ot  mv  dress,  except  my  pants  aiid  vest, 
and  rushed  io  the  rear  of  the  boat,  which  was 
lathe  channel,  and  much  nearer  the  Tennessee 
than    the    Arkansas    side.

I  determined  to  try  the  Arkansas  sho™. 
whicii  was  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  dis 
taut.     I  passed  over  several  liodies  ot  dead 
men  killed  aud  trauii^ed  in   the  mad  rush 
whicli  muat  have  occurred  some  time  prior 
to  my  advent  on  that  part  of  the  boat.    1 
found  the  same  sea  of  heads  on  this  side,  but 
founil  that  the  dames  had  driven  them   Irom 
the  vicinltv  of  the  wheel  house.    Prior  to  my 
leap  I  saw  several  husbands  1  asten  life  pre 
servers  to  their  wives  and  children  and  throw 
them  overboard  into  the  struggling  mass  be. 
low     1  struck  out  for  the  Arkansas  shosre, 
and   reached  a  log  lodged  in  fifteen  feet  of 
water  among  overriowed  coltonwood  land*, 
at  ten  minutes  to  4  o'clock  by  my  watch, 
which  had   not  ceased  to  rnn.    A.fter  four 
hours    of  exposure  I  was    rescued    by  the 
steamer  Silver  Spray.    The  »«at  contained 
1  115  souls.    The  density    with  which   they 
were  packed  had  awakened  my  curiosity,  and 
I  looked  over  with  the  clerk,  his  books  and 
certificates  before  retiring.    This  number  in- 
cluded eighty-five  hands    employed  on  the 
boat.    There  were  some  fen»ales,   besides  a 
few  children.    The  bulk    of  the  passeBgers 
were  returned  prisoners  from  Andersonville, 
which  place  they  lett  on  the  17th  ol'  last  Feb- 
ruary.   Among  them   were   the  remnant  at 
that  point  of  prisoners  captured  at  Chicka- 
mauga  and  Gettysburg.    They  numlxired  al- 
together 1,966  men  and  36  oiticers.    A  large 
number  of  horses  were  on  the  boat,  which 
providentially  fell  unresisting  victims  to  Rie 
riames.    Had  they   broken  loose  the  fate  ot 
the  swimmers  would  have  beeu  determined. 
As  near  as  can  be  ascertained  without  other 
dauthan  observation,  between  two  and  three 
hundred  reached  the    bank,  while  an    eciual 
number  floated  down  the  stream  on  doors  and 
fimiture.    A  dense  mass  estimated  at  about 
600.  took  refuge  on  the  bow  of  the  boat,  while 
tbe'fiames  were  driven  aft  by  the   wind.    A 
few    moments   afterwards  the    wheel-house, 
loosened  bv   concussion  and  ilauies,  fell  off 
outward  and  the  boat  turned  stem  up  stream, 
reversing  the  flames.    The  largest  part  ot  the 
number  then  must  have  perished,  as  they  had 
go  material  at  hand  to  throw  over  to  sustain 
themselves  except  a  few  bales  of  hay  which 
were  immediately  seized  on  the  turning  ol  the 
boat.    Gang  planks  were    thrown  overboard 
but  sank  at  once  under  their  living  Ireigbt  and 
rose  too  far  out  to  reach.    A  yawl  lx>al  was 
landed  bottom  up  from  tlie  hurricane    deek 
upon  the  heads  of  those  l)elow  and   afforded 
support  for  a  few  in   that  condition.    Ihe 
whole  time  before  the    boat   was    an    entire 
sheet  of  Hame  could  not  Iwvc  exceeded  twen- 
tv  minutes.    1  was  not  more  than    onc-thlrd 
o'f  the  distance  to  shore  when  1  observed  the 
fact.    The  prisoners  represented  nearly  every 
State  in  the  Union,  even  Texas,    and  the  ca- 
lamity will  be  as  widely  felt  as  a  battle    of  no 
inconsiderable  proportion."

From  the  Evening  Post. 

In  addition  to  what  ia  stated  in  my  note 
publi&hi^d  in  your  issue  of  Tuesday,  of 
the  circumstance  attending  Mr.  Lincoln's 
recital  to  me  of  the  poem  entitled.  "Ob 
why  should  the  spirit  of  mortal  be 
proud  ?"  I  should  have  mentioned  the 
lollowing  incident,  but  writing  hastily  at 
the  table  of  a  friend  I  could  not  recall  the 
exact  lines  I  wished  to  ijuote.  After  we 
had  dilbussed  for  a  brief  time  the  merit 
of  the  poem  referred  to  above.  Mr.  Lin- 
coln said :  *  'There  are  some  ijuaint, 
(jueer  verses,  written,  I  think  by  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes,  called  'The  Last  Leaf, 
one  of  which  is  to  me  inexpressibly 
touching."  He  then  repeated  also  from 
memory,  the  poem.  The  verse  he  re- 
ferred to  occurs  in  about  the  middle  of 
the  poem,  and  is  this : 

"The  mossy  marbles  res! 
On  the  lii>8  which  he  has  pressed 

In  tlieir  bloom. 
And  the  names  he  loved  to  hear 
Have  been  carved  for  many  a  year 
On  the  tomb." 

As  he  finished  this  verse,  he  said  in  his 
emphatic  way  :  "  For  pure  pathos,  in  my 
judgment,  tliere  is  nothing  finer  than 
those  six  lines  in  the  English  language  !" 

A  late  number  of  the  Tribune  (this  was 
the  last  ot  March,  1S64)  contained  a  full 
account  of  an  elaborate  conspiracy,  ma- 
tured in  Uichmoiul,  either  to  assassinate 
or  abduct  the  person  of  the  President. 
Five  hundred  or  thousand  men  were  said 
to  be  sworn  to  accompl'sh  the  deed.  Sev- 
eral days  subse<iueDt  to  its  publication,  I 
asked  Mr.  Lincoln  if  he  had  seen  the 
statement,  lie  said  he  had  not,  nor  even 
heard  of  it. 

I  then,  at   his   reijuest,  gave   him    the 
details.     We  were    walking   together   at 
the  time,  and  I  remember   distinctly   the 
conversation.     Alter  I  had  concluded  he 
smiled  incredulously,  and  said:  "Well, 
even  if  true,  I  do  not  see  what  the  rebels 
would  gain  by  either   killing   or   getting 
possession  of  me,  I  am  but  a    single  in- 
dividual,   and   it    would   not   help   their 
cause  or  make  the  least   difference  in  the 
progress  of  the  war.     FiVery  thing  would 
^o  right  on  just  the  same.     Soon  after   I 
was  nominated  at  Chicago,"  he  continu- 
ed, "I  began  to  receive  letters  threaten- 
ing my  life.     The  first  one  or   two  made 
me  a  little   uncomfortable,  but  I  came  at 
length  to  look  for  a  regular  instalment  of 
this  kind    of    correspondence    in    every 
week's  mail,   fnd   up  to  inauguration   1 
was  in  constant  receipt  of  such   letters, 
and  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  even  to  re- 
ceive them  now — but  they  have  ceaaed  to 
give  me  any  apprehension."  I  expressed 
some  surprise  at  this,   but   he  replied  in 
his    peculiar  way:     "There  is   nothing 
like  getting  used  to  things?"     Alas,  that 
the  nation  should  to-day  be  sitting  under 
the  shadow  of   the  great  crime — the  con- 
summation of   those  very  threats — which 
he  had  come  to  guard  so  lightly.

(tances  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  candor  and  gen- 
eroBtty,  which  were  publicly  reported 
during  hi«  lift;,  and  will  be  treasured  with 
deeper  interest  .since  his  death,  one  was 
mentioned  by  (lenrral  Patterson  in  bin  re- 
cently publiabed  narrative  oi  the  campaign 
in  the  Shenandoah  in  18CL  It  waa  stat- 
ed, indeed,  for  bis  own  defense,  but  it 
was  e(}m«lly  (Teditable  to  Mr.  Lincoln  as 
to  himself ;  but  1  have  seen  no  iiicntioii  ot 
it  in  atiy  of  our  daily  papers,  and  therefore 
have  taken  the  trouble  to  copy  it  for  your 
columns.  Incidentally,  also,  it  is  crediti- 
able  to  (rencral  Cameron  and  the  Hon. 
Thomas  A.  Scutt,  and  it  onghtto  be  grati- 
fying to  all  parties  to  have  justice  done  to 
each  of  theseprominent  individaals.  Gen. 
P.  had  sou<;ht  and  obtained  an  interview 
with  the  two  geutlciucn  last  named,  in  or- 
der to  have  an  investigation  of  the  causes 
of  his  failofo  in  his  campaign,  the  result 
of  which  effort  he  thus  states.  Both  ad- 
mitted that  they  now  viewed  the  caae  in  a 
very  ditrerent  light  from  their  previom 
under.<<tanding  of  it. 

"Attlie  clos  '  of  the  interview.  General 
Cameron  said  he  would  like  the  President 
to  see  the  orders  and  correspondence,  to 
which  I  replied  that  I  desired  this  exceed- 
ingly. Mr.  Scott  offered  to  see  the  Pres- 
ident at  once.  H'.i  did  so.  The  Presi- 
dent I'xed  that  evening.  1  called  at  the 
hour  named,  wa^  most  kindly  received, 
and  read  the  jiapers,  to  which  the  Presi- 
dent attentively  listened.  When  I  had 
finishetl  the  President  said,  in  substance, 
"General,  1  have  never  found  fault  with 
you  nor  censured  you ;  I  liave  never  been 
able  to  see  that  you  could  have  done  any- 
thing else  than  you  did  do.  You  obeytd 
ordiTs,  and  1  am  satisfied  with  your  con- 
duct." This  was  said  with  a  manner  so 
frank,  candid  and  manly  as  to  secure  my 
respect,  confidence  and  good  will.  I  ex- 
pressed my  gratification  with  and  sincere 
thanks  lor  bis  lairues.s  towards  me,  and 
his  courtesy  in  heating  my  case,  giving 
me  some  five  hoars  of  his  time.  I  said 
that  so  far  as  he  and  the  War  Department 
were  concerned  I  was  satisfied,  but  that  I 
must  have  a  trial  by  my  peers,  to  have  a 
public  approval,  and  to  stop  the  abuse 
daily  lavished  upon  mc.  The  President 
replied  that  he  would  cheerfully  accede  to 
any  practical  measures  to  do  me  justice, 
but  that  I  need  not  expect  to  escape  abuse 
as  long  as  I  was  of  any  importance  or 
value  to  the  community,  adding  that  he 
received  infinitely  more  abuse  than  I  did, 
but  that  be  had  ceased  to  regard  it,  and  I 
must  learn  to  do  the  same."

Mv  £sTB£M£0  Friend  :  I  have  never 
forgotten,  probably  never  shall  forget, 
the  very  impressive  occasion  when  your- 
Helf  and  friendd  visited  me  on  a  Sabbath 
forenoon  two  years  ago.  Nor  had  your 
kind  letter,  written  near  a  year  later, 
ever  been  forgotten.  In  all  it  has  been 
your  purpose  to  strengthen  my  reliance 
on  God.  I  am  much  indebted  to  the 
good  Christian  peopl>i  of  the  conntry  for 
their  constant  prayers  and  consolation, 
and  to  none  of  them  more  than  to  your- 
self. 

The  purposes  of  the  Almighty  are  per- 
fect and  must  prevail,  though  we  erring 
mortals  may  fail  accurately  to  perceive 
them  in  advance.  We  hoped  for  a  hap- 
py termination  to  this  terrible  war  before 
this,  but  God  knows  best,  and  has  ruled 
otherwise.  We  shall  yet  acknowledge 
his  wisdom  and  pur  own  errors  therein; 
meanwhile  we  must  work  earnestly  in  the 
best  light  He  gives  us,  trusting  that  so 
working  conduces  to  the  great  ends  which 
He  ordains.  Surely  He  intends  some 
great  good  to  follow  the  mighty  convul- 
sion which  no  mortal  could  make  and  no 
mortal  could  stay. 

Your  people — the  Friends— have  had 
and  are  having  very  great  trials  on  prin- 
ciples and  faith  opposed  to  both  war  and 
oppression. 

rbey  can  only  practically  oppose  op- 
pression by  war.  In  this  hard  dilemma 
some  have  chosen  one  horn  and  some  an- 
other. For  those  appealing  to  me  oo  cou- 
bcientiouD  grounds  I  have  done  and  shall 
do  the  best  I  could  and  can  under  the 
oath  to  the  law.  That  you  believe  this  1 
do  not  doubt,  and  believing  it,  I  shall 
still  receive  for  our  country  and  myself 
your  earnest  prayers  to  our  Father  in 
Heaven.

njorrow,  (Thufsday)  at  lOA  a.m.,  at  the 
Jackson  street  church.     A  considerable 
number  of   delegates— clerical  and  lay — 
Irom  Ihis  State,  and  several  from   Chica- 
go and  elsewhere,  outside  the  State,  havi 
already  arrived,  and  miiry   more  are  ex- 
pected, to  participate  in  the  proceedings. 
The  object  of  the  Convention   ha3   al- 
rendy  been  generally;  stated   in  our  col- 
umns.    It Jr^lc  initial    organization,    in 
tbi»  StaK".  ol  the    noblest    and  grandest 
sibtme  of    practical    benevolence   which 
Las  been  undertaken,  even    in  this    phil- 
anthropic age.     It  i.^  nothing  leas  than  to 
tit  th«!    four    mil'iona    of  negroes    whom 
slavery  has  degraded  and  ^mbruted,   for 
the  novel  duties  and  high   rcsponsibilitiaa 
of  the  state  of  freedom,  into  which,  as  by 
a    miracle  ot   Divine  interposition,   they 
have  been  so  suddenly  thrown.     It   is  to 
educate  the  ignorant, to  succor  the  needy, 
to  train  the  idle  in  industrious  habits,  and 
the  vicious»  in  virtuous    ways.     It    is  to 
guide  thl^  feeble  steps    ol  these    helpless 
chiMren  of  the    nation,    newly    born    to 
civilization,  till  they  shall  have   actjuired 
strength  to  stand  alone 

'JLe  project  is  certainly  one  of  jTodig- 
ious  magnitude.  It  opens  a  field  of  mis- 
sionary enterprise  which  will  absorb  in 
practical  etVort  all  the  sentimental  philan- 
thropy with  which  our  northern  churches 
have  been  running  over,  and  it  promises 
returns  on  the  investment  far  more 
profitable  than  BoorioboolaGha,  "Afric's 
golden  strand,"  "Greenland's  icy  monn- 
tains"  and  other  remote  fields  of  mis- 
sionary speculation.  But  i;  is  not  phil- 
anthrophy  alone  which  urges  to  this 
great  task,  r.itriotism  has  quite  as  much 
concern  in  the  matter.  In  some  way  or 
other  the  people  ol  this  nation  have  got 
to  bring  this  great  mass  of  freed  slaves  up 
to  the  requirements  of  free  society,  or 
bv  sutl'ering  them  to  sink  into  barbar 
ism  pay  the  penalty  of  their 
neglect  in  social  and  political 
evils.  The  ignorance,  the  helplessness 
the  brutality,  to  which  Slavery  has  de- 
graded these  four  million  blacks  will 
take  their  full  measure  ol  revenge  upon 
the  nation,  unless  ample  redress  is  made 
lor  the  wrong  done  them.  The  great 
social  and  moral  laws  which  have  been 
violated  in  their  enslavement  are  only 
half  vindicated  in  their  emancipation, 
and  only  half  the  penaltj  is  paid  for  that 
great  crime  if  we  stop  with  emancipa- 
tion to  let  them,  tink  under  the  heavy 
burden  of  barbarism  which  Slavery  has 
entailed  upon  them. 

We  are  inclined  to  think  that  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  freedmen  to  the  full    status  ot 
freemen  is  a  task  beyond  the  capacity   of 
philanthropic   associations— that  this  is  a 
result  which  belongs  rather  to  those  grand 
educative  processes  and  agencies    which 
inhere  ih  the   siructure   ol  free   societies 
rightly  constituted,  and   which  we    hope 
will    be      embraced       in    the      political 
reconstruction  of  the  Southern    States ; 
that,  in  other  words,  the    education    and 
industrial  development  of  the  freedmen  is 
to  be  secured  by   Cioverniental   method.-, 
more   than  by     eleemosynary    agencies. 
Free   schools   must    educate  the  negro. 
Free  labor  must  train  him  in  habits  of  in- 
dustry.    The   rest  must  be  left  to  social 
laws.  He  must  work  or  perish.     But  the 
organized  benevolence  ol  individuals  may 
initiate    the    work    whioh   the    organized 
self-interest   of  the   State  must   consum- 
mate, an-l  philanthrophy  may  supplement 
iha  deUcieQcics  of  legislation  ;  and  wiihall 
that  the  highest  political  wisdom   can   ac- 
complish   for  the    regeneration    of     the 
L!.i.ks    there    will  still    be    more    than 
euuugh  left  for  christian  charily  to  do. 

We  tiust  that  the  convention  to  be  held 
to-»iiorrow  will  be  generally  attended  by 
all  our  citizens  who  feel  an  interest  in 
this  important  subject.  The  proceedings 
promise  to  be  deeply  interesting,  as  they 
could  hardly  fail  to  be  in  such  an  assem- 
blage of  talent  and  eloquence  as  will  be 
collected  on  the  occasion. 
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la     PRAtnE 

It  seems  to  us  t  Uat  those  few  persons  who 
complain  ol  the  severe  censures  bestowed 
by  the  public  press,  almost  without  e.x- 
ception,  upon  Gen.  Sherman's  recent 
diplomatic  fiasro  in  North  Carolina,  are 
bound  at  least  to  suggest  some  reason- 
sble  apology  lor  his  course. 

To  defend  it  on  the  simple  ground  that 
it  is   inexplicable,    is    to  confess  that  it  is 
indefensible.     If  no  excuse  can  be  imag- 
ined   it    is    rcasonaVif    to    presume    that 
noae  exists.    The  simple  fact  is  that  Gen. 
3herman  was  guilty,  in  the  first  place,  of 
gross    military  insubordination  in  the  as- 
sumption    of  authority    to  make  a   po- 
litical treaty    with     the     rebel   officials, 
which  had  been  expressly  denied  to  him. 
He  not    ouly   assumed  powers  above  the 
General  -  in  -.Chief,  above  the  President, 
and  above   Congress,   but  be    assumed 
them  in  contravention  of  the  express  in- 
unctions of  his  superiors.     And  not  only 
this,    but   having    assumed   the    treaty- 
making  authority,   in  defiance  of  orders 
and  of  la*w,    he  exercised  this  usurped 
authority  in  direct  contravention  ol  pub- 
lic policy  and  of  principles  proclaimed  in 
every  law  of  Congress  and  every  Execu- 
tive proclamation  lor  the  guidance  of  all 
the  military   and   civil    servants   of    the 
Government. 

How  there  is  just  one  and  only  one 
way  to  treat  a  proceeding  of  this  sort, 
and  that  is  with  unqualified  condemna- 
tion. Any  attempt  to  belittle  the  fault 
or  to  make  light  of  it  as  a  mere  trivial 
error  of  judgment,  to  mitigate  a  just 
severity  of  censure  in  deference  to  the 
personal  eminence  or  past  services  of  the 
man,  is  to  sap  the  bases  of  public  mor- 
ality and  to  sink  the  public  conscience  in 
a  servile  and  debasing  adulation  of  a 
name. 

A  public  wrong  is  never  so  dangerous 
ta  when  it  comes  gilded  with  the  glittering 
prestige  of  a  great  reputation,  and  in  a 
republic   like    ours    no    wrong-doing    is 


fraught  with  suob  peril  to  our  institutions 
as  unauthorized  assumptions  of  military 
power  to  dictate  civil  policies.  "That 
way  danger  lies."  The  moment  that  mil- 
itary renown  is  understood  to  secure  im- 
munity lor  public  offences,  we  are  on  the 
high  road  to  a  mditary  despotism.  But 
it  is  one  thing  to  hold  Gen.  Sherman  to  a 
rigid  accountability  for  recent  wrong- 
doing, and  quite  anotbor  to  forget  all  his 
claims  upon  the  admiration  and  gratitude 
of  his  countrymen  for  past  services.  For 
the  same  reason  that  we  would  not  under- 
rate the  greatness  of  his  fault,  we  would 
not  forget  hfs  signal  merits.  When  the 
great  Miltiadcs  who  won  for  Athens 
the  imperishable  glory  of  Marathon 
abused  the  confidence  of  hi.H  tounfry 
by  the  disastrous  folly  ol  Paros,  ln^  was 
justly  fined  for  his  delinquency  by  the 
people  he  had  saved,  who  sang  his 
praises  even  while  they  punished  him.  It 
ii  not  that  we  love  Sherman  les.s,  but 
that  we  love  the  Republic  more,  that  we 
would  take  nothing  from  the  just  rebuke 
which  his  unfortunate  aberration  deservas. 
We  need  something  of  that  discriminating 
and  even-handed  Komai)  justice  which 
ran  through  the  speech  of  Brutus  : 

As  C:vsar  loved  me,  1  weep  for  him ;  as  ke 
was  fortunate,  I  rejoice  at  it;  as  lie  was  val- 
iant, I  honor  hiui :  as  lie  was  anil)itious,  I 
slew  him. 

Let  ua  be  just  and  fear  not ;  and  while 
awarding  to  Sherman  the  full  measure  of 
pi.ii^e  that  belongs  to  his  splendid  milita- 
ry achievements,  let  us  not  scruple  also 
to  mete  out  upon  him  the  full  measure  ol 
bliUie  which  is  due  to  (ho  diplomatic 
blunder  by  which  he  attempted  to  sacri- 
I'lce  the  very  principles  to  whose  triumph 
be  had  so  largely  contributed. 

To  blast  his  splendid  name  with  retro- 
spective, or  prospective  condemnation, 
for  one  error,  is  neither  generous  nor 
just  to  him.  To  exempt  that  error  from 
condemnation,  because  it  stands  out,  a 
solitary  blot  on  the  lustrous  disk  of  his 
fair  fame,  is  neither  justice  nor  fidelity  to 
the  nation.  He  has  been  sufficiently  re- 
buked.    Xow  let  him  be  forgiven.

But  for  the  absorbing  interest   of    the 
great  events  which  have  fasteni'd  all  eyes 
upon  (irant  and  Richmond,    and    Wash- 
ington and    the    canonized    remains   of 
Abraham     Lincoln,    the   country    would 
have  been  thrilled  by  the  splendid  achieve- 
ments of  Wilsou's  cavalry  through   Ala. 
bama  and  Georgia,  and  the  heroic  labors 
of  Canby  and  his  generals  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  Mobile       Of   the  latter  we  have 
published  pretty  full  accounts  ;  of  the  form- 
er we  have  had    but   meager   summaries. 
The  expedition  of  Wilson  is  the  greatest 
cavalry  raid  of  the  war,   sweeping   like  a 
besom  of  destruction  through  the  heart  ol 
the  Gull  States.     We  first   hear  of  Wil- 
son at  .Selma,  Alabama,  where  he  attack- 
ed and  almost    annihilated    the   famous 
cavalry  of   Forrest,    and   destroyed   the 
arsenals  and   manufactories  at  that  place. 
Then      the      main       body      of       our 
forces        moving       eastward       captur- 
ed     Montgomery,       the       first     capital 
of     Secessia.    on   the    day   after    Rich- 
mond, its  next  and   last    metropolis    fell 
into  our  hands.     Then  still    moving    on, 
they  captured    West    Point,    Columbus, 
Macon,  scattering  the  militia  on  all  hands, 
bi^eaking  up  the  last  rebel    railroad,    de- 
stroying machine  shops,  material  of  war, 
and  military  stores,    in    vast    quantities. 
It  was  at  Macon   that    Wilson   captured 
Gen.  Gustavus    W.  Smith    and    Howell 
Cobb,  and  it  was    here    bis    movements 
were  arrested  by  order  of  Gen.  Sherman, 
at  the  earnest  solicitation    of  Johnston, 
who  said  :  "Stop  him,  for  God's  sake ;  he 
is  raiding  through  that  country  and   tear- 
ing every  thing  to  the    very    devil."     We 
have  had    no    detailed    report    of  these 
operations,  but  the  Chattanooga    Gazette 
is  lull  of  interesting  extracts  from  Atlan- 
ta rebel  papers,  which   record   the  rebel 
account    of    the    matter.     The    Atlanta 
Register  of  the  i'Oth  ult.,  says  : 

We  have  information  from  West  Point,  and 
along  the  line  of  the  road,  up  to  4  o'clock  last 
evening. 

At  West  Point  the  Yankees  captured  the  fort, 
after  a  (jeteriuincd  struggle  in  its  defense,  by 
the  gallant  party  who  occupied  it.  General 
TyUr  and  etght  of  his  comrades  were  killed; 
the  remainder,  one  hrndred  andfony-two,  icere 
captured  and  carried  off.  The  garrison  would 
have  t>een  able  tu  holu  their  position,  bad  not 
their  leader  fallen.  After  his  full,  there  being 
no  one  left  to  command,  the  garrison  was 
thrown  into  confusion,  and  the  consequence 
was  its  surrender,  ttne  hnndred  and  fifty-two 
of  the  Yankees  were  left  dead  m  front  of  Ihe 
fort.  The  number  ot  wounded  is  not  a-scer- 
tained;  of  course  it  must  have  been  consider- 
able. 

The  Yankees  burned  both  bridges  at  West 
Point,  the  depot  and  all  the  rolling  stock  of 
the  Montgomery  road. 

The  water  tanks  this  side  of  West  Point 
were  destroyed. 

At  Lagrange  they  burned  the  depot,  jail  and 
court  house.  No  private  houses  were  de- 
stroyed as  far  as  heard  from. 

One  span  of  the  bridge  eight  miles  this  side 
of  Lagrange,  was  destroyed.  That  damage 
can  be  repaired  in  a  couple  of  days. 

The  railroad  track  has  not  been  injured  in 
the  least,  nor  has  the  telegraph  wire  l)ecn  cut. 
I  hat  reveals  the  fact  that  the  enemy  were  in 
some  haste  in  the  execution  of  the  work  of 
destruction. 

A  train  came  in  fjom  Griffin  last  night.  At 
the  time  of  leaving,  the  enemy  were  reported 
to  t>e  within  two  miles  of  the  city.  The  Mayor 
and  Council  had  gone  ont  to  meet  them  to 
surrender  the  city. 

TIIK    CAPTI'RK   OF    COLUMUl'-S. 

'  From  a  gentleman  who  left  the  vicinity  of 
Columbusi  we  gather  the  following  informa- 
tion from  that  place : 

The  attack  upon  the  city  commenced  a  few 
hours  before  nightfall,  and  every  inch  of  the 
grouud  was  contested  most  vigorously ;  but 
by  the  force  of  overwhelming  numbers,  the 
Yankees  were  enabled  to  break  through  our 
lines  and  occupy  the  city.  It  is  is  reported 
that  ouj  iorces,  numbering  about  7,009,  were 
captured  and  paroled.  It  is  suid  that  our 
brave  men  fought  desperately  in  defense  of 
their  position,  and,  though  they  were  at  last 
compelled  to  surrender,  it  was  not  until  they 
had  covered  themselves  with  glory. 

We  have  not  yet  learned  who  was  in  com- 
mand at  Columbus. 

Macon  is  undoubtedly  the  objective  potnt 
which  the  enemy  is  endeavoring  to  reach. 
We  are  informed  that  ample  preparations 
have  l)een  made  for  a  vigorous  defense ;  and 
if  the  enemy  have  been  compelled  to  fight 
hard  for  Columbus  and  West  Point,  they  will 
have  to  tight  trebly  hard  for  this  place.  \Ve 
have  no  means  of  khowing  the  number  of  our 
forces  at  this  place  but  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that  there  are  enough  to  bring  many  a 
toeman  to  the  dust,  if  not  save  the  city  en- 
tirely irom  their  occupancy.  It  is  most  im- 
portant that  this  place  should  be  defended, 
and  we  believe  our  leaders  will  do  it  even  to 
the  last  extremity. 


the  detachments  of  reserve  cavalry  order- 
ed by  Gen. Sibley, would  be  kept  in  motion 
north  and  south  of  the  Minnesota  river, 
as  an  additional  guard  to  the  frontier 
against  the  approaches  of  hostile  Sioux. 
Dispatches  have  also  been  received 
from  Fort  Wadsworth,  dated  2l8t  ult. 
The  Indians  who  surrendered  were  on 
their  way  from  the  camp  on  the  James 
River,  to  the  location  selected  for  them 
temporarily,  four  or  five  miles  from  the 
post,  where  they  will  be  under  military 
surveillance.  Reports  from  Devil's  Lake 
confirm  previous  statements  of  the  defi- 
ant attitudes  of  the  hostile  bands.

uk.nkkai.  okukr  no.  77. 
War  Dkpartmknt,  Adj't  Gknkral's 
Okkick,   W^ashington,   April  28,  1865. — 
For  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  military 
establishment,  it  is  ordered — 

1.  That  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective 
Bureaus  of  their  Departments  proceed 
immediately  to  reduce  the  expenses  of 
their  respective  Departmerts  to  what  is 
absolutely  necessary  in  view  of  the  im- 
mediate reduction  of  the  forces  in  the 
field  and  in  garrison,  and  the  speedy 
termination  of  hostilities,  and  that  they 
severally  report  statements  of  the  reduc- 
tions they  deem  practicable. 

2.  That  the  Quartermaster  General 
discharge  all  ocean  transports  not  re- 
quired to  bring  home  troops  from  remote 
departments. 

All  river  and  inland  transportion  will 
be  discharged  except  that  required  lor 
the  necessary  supplies  to  troops  in  the 
field.  Purchases  of  horses,  mules,  wag- 
ons and  land  transportion  will  be  stopped ; 
also  purchases  u(  lorage,  except  wlutt  is 
required  for  immediate  consumption. 
All  purchases  of  railroad  construction 
and  transportion  will  also  be  stopped. 

3d.  That  the  Commissary  General  of 
Subsistence  discontinue  the  purchase  of 
supplies  in  his  department  except  of  such 
as  may,  with  what  is  on  hand,  be  re- 
quired for  the  forces  in  the  field  to  the 
first  of  June  next. 

3.  That  the  Chief  of  Orlnance  stop 
all  purchases  of  arms  and  ammunitio  n 
and  materials  therefor,  and  reduce  the 
manufacture  of  arms  and  ordnance  stores 
in  government  arsenals  ai  rapidly  as 
can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  service. 

5.  That  the  Chief  of  Engineers  stop  all 
work  in  all  field  fortifications  and  other 
works,  except  those  for  which  specific 
appropriations  have  been  made  by  com- 
manders for  completion,  or  that  may  be 
required  for  the  proper  protection  of 
works  in  progress. 

6th.  That  all  soldiers  in  hospital  who 
require  no  further  medical  treatment,  be 
honorably  discharged  from  the  service, 
wi'h  immediate  payment.  All  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  have  been  priso- 
ners of  war,  and  are  now  on  furlough  or 
in  parole  camps,  and  all  recruits  <  in  ren- 
dezvous except  those  for  the  regular 
army,  will  likewise  be  honorably  dis- 
charged. Officers  whose  duty  it  is  under 
the  regulations  of  the  service  to  make 
out  rolls  and  other  papers  connected  with 
the  discharge,  except  those  for  the  regu- 
lar army  will  likewise  be  honorably  dis- 
charged. The  otficers  whose  duty  it  is, 
under  the  regulations  ol  the  service,  to 
make  out  rolls  and  other  final  papers  con- 
nected with  the  discharge  and  payment 
of  soldiers,  are  directed  to  make  them 
out  without  delay,  s j  that  this  order  may 
be  carried  into  effect  immediately. 

7th.  The  Adjutant  General  ol  the  army 
will  cause  immediate  return  to  be  made 
by  all  commanders  m  field,  garrisons,  de- 
tachments, and  posts  of  their  respective 
forces,  with  the  view  tu  their  immediate 
reduction. 

8th.  Quartermasters,  Engineers  and 
Provost  Marshal  General's  Departments 
wdl  reduce  the  number  of  clerks  and  em- 
ployees to  that  absolutely  required  ftr 
closing  the  business  of  their  respective 
departments,  and  will,  without  delay,  re- 
port to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  number 
required  of  each  class  or  grade.  The 
Surgeon  General  will  make  similar  reduc- 
tions of  surgeons,  nurses  and  attendants 
in  his  bureau. 

9.  Chiefs  of  respective  bureaus  will  im- 
mediately cause  proper  returns  to  be 
made  out  of  the  public  property  in  their 
charge,  and  the  statement  of  property  in 
each  that  may  be  sold  upon  advertisement 
and  publication,  without  prejudice  to  the 
service. 

10.  Commanders  of  prisons  will  have 
rolls  made  out  of  the  names,  residence, 
time  and  place  of  capture,  and  occupation 
of  all  prisoners  of  war  who  shall  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  to 
the  end  that  such  as  are  disposed  to  be- 
come good  and  loyal  citizeas  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  who  are  proper  objects  of 
executive  clemency,  be  released  upon 
terms  that  the  President  shall  deem  fit  and 
consistent  with  public  s-ity.

The  men  about  the  town  took 
no 'active  part  in  the  fiendish  demonstra- 
tion, but  looked  on  approvingly,  while 
their  mothers,  wifes  and  sisters  danced 
and  howled  around  the  effigy,  sacrdig- 
iously  thanked  (rod.  and  congratulating 
each  other  that  the  country  would  now 
be  free.  The  man  are  very  much  alarm- 
ed about  it,  and  have  sent  in  word  to  Mr. 
Greene  thst  they  are  willing  to  take  the 
oath.  Had  it  not  been  for  Mr.  Greeae's 
interference,  the  -own  would  have  been 
burned  by  the  excited  citizens  of  Shelby- 
ville.

THE  MOST  SUBLIME  AND  SOLEMN 
FUNERU  IN  HISTORY. 


AffectingScenesofPopularNlourning 
En  Route  to  Chicago.

A  liKNERAL  RKVIKW. 

Yesterday  a  vast  population,  all  but  a 
moiety  of  whom  had  been  disposed  _io 
«-riticiae  the  policy  and  acts  ol  the  Admin- 
istration of  the  (lovernment,  were  brought 
together  in  one  sentiment  of  accord.to  do 
honor  to  the  uiemory  of  the  Martyr  Preis- 
ent.  In  the  morniDg.as  indeed  had  been  the 
case  through  the  uight.  lines  of  people, 
anAiou.-*  to  take  a  last  look  of  all  that  was 
mortal  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  stretched 
for  many  blocks,  from  the  eastern  and 
from  the   western  entrance    to   the  City 

Hall.  ,      , 

The  lines  lenglhened  as  the  day  wore 
on.  until  about  half  an  hour  before  noon, 
when  the  cotlin  was  closed.  Meanwhile 
extensive  preparations  were  everywhere 
in  progress  to  participate  in  I  he  proces- 
sion. But  the  people,  never  were  seen 
in  such  mighty  crowds  before.  If  there 
were  tens  and  hundreds  ol  thousands  the 
day  before,  now  there  were  swarining 
myriads.  Not  only  did  all  New  York 
turn  out  to  do  honor  to  one  whose  loss 
seemedj  to  each  like  that  of  a  personal 
friend,  and  that  friend  the  head  of  the 
family,  but  the  adjacent  cities  of  Brooklyn. 
Jersey  City  and  others  in  the  vicinity, 
poured  their  population  into  the  metropolis 
and  not  only  this,  but  the  sympathetic 
chord  of  the  nation's  heart  is  qui vt ring 
from  the  recent  event  with  vibrations  so 
strong  and  deep  that  from  afar— from 
the  remotest  towns  ot  this  State,  Penii- 
sylvania  and  New  England,  and  the  prai- 
ries of  the  West — have  come  vast  tides 
of  pilgrims  to  gather  round  the  sacred 
form,  which  though  inanimate  still  speak- 
eth.  The  immensity  of  the  crowds,  that 
filled  the  thoroughfares  as  rivers  in  flood 
their  banks,  was  the  tbeme  of  every 
tongue.  Every  street-roof,  fretwork, 
Ump-post,  >teps  of  bouses,  no  matter 
what  the  station  of  advantage,  was  crowd- 
ed like  a  Day  of  Judgment,  as  we  see  it 
in  pictures,  with  men,  with  women,  with 
children,  all  bendin;;  the  light  of  their 
sorrowing  eyes  upon  that  coffin  which 
contained  their  murdered  President.  This 
it  was  that  not  only  these  mighty  crowds, 
-t)ut  the  hearts  of  the  American  people  far 
and  wide,  were  weaving  themselves 
about  as  a  centre. 

ijuch  solemnity  and  depth  of  feeling, 
so  quief ,  so  grave,  was  never  witnessed 
before  in  the  metropolis.  There  were  all 
nationalities — the  American,  with  habitu- 
al thoughtfulness  in  his  expressin ;  the 
Celt,  with  more  ardent  and  imaginatrve 
temperament ;  the  Teuton,  always  loyal 
and  liberty  loving ;  the  native  of  France, 
whose  watchword  is  honor,  or,  if  a  Demo- 
crat, "Libe'ty,  Eqaa  ity,  Fratemiry ;" 
the  countrj'men  of  Garibaldi  and  of  Kos- 
ciuskio,  and  those  of  Kossuth ;  the  long- 
suffering  African,  whose  hand  is  never 
turned  to  smite  the  smiter,  and  than 
whom  the  Emancipator  of  their  race  has 
no  more  sincere  mourner ;  and  so  on 
through  the  list. 

This  great  grief,  this  common,  univer- 
sal woe,  has  taken  down  all  barriers  of 
sect  and  party.  Archbishop  McClosky, 
the  chiefest  dignitary  of  the  Catholic 
church  in  this  country,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
P.  Thompson,  D.  •).,  a  bright  and  shin- 
ing light  among  the  Calvinists,  walked 
side  by  side  in  the  procession,  and  the 
Archbishop  was  to  prononnce  a  benedic- 
tion upon  the  assembly  which  with  un- 
covered heads  had  reverently  joined  with 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng  in  prayer  to  the  Fath- 
er ot  All  Mercies.  And  we  might  go  on 
with  no  less  striking  illustrations  to  the 
same  effect. 

We  need  not  draw  tie  moral  of  the 
event.  It  will  be  apparent  to  everyone. 
Aside  from  the  quickenini,'  it  gives  to  that 
chiefe't  christian  grace  and  virtue— char- 
ity, of  which  the  subject  of  our  sorrow 
was  so  illustrious  an  examplxr — theyoung 
will  remember  it,  and  it  will  intensify 
their  loyalty  and  their  respect  for  supreme 
authority.  Have  any  who  marched  in 
that  august  procession  been  untrue  to 
tbeir  country  in  speech  or  deed  ?  No- 
where, not^even  in  the  bosom  of  tbeir 
own  family,  should  tbeir  manhood  allow 
them  to  relapse  into  xny  feeling  or  utter- 
ance tainted  with  disloyalty. 

FE.\TURE9  OF  THE  PROCESSION'. 

The  great  characteristics  of  the  proces- 
sion and  of  the  demonstration  throughout 
were  its  immensity  and  quiet  solemnity. 
The  long  lines  of  military,  stretching  for 
miles,  aud  countless  banners  furled  and 
draped — the  societies  of  all  kinds — the 
Irish,  with  their  endless  iteration  of  green 
sashes  and  broad  ensigns  all  deep'y 
shrouded  in  crape  —  the  German 
Turners  whose  movement  in  marching 
elicited  much  commendation — the  perfect 
army  of  Freemasons,  with  each  a  sprig  of 
evergreen — the  Union  League,  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  Insiyance  Companies, 
Underwriters,  the  Reverend  Clergy — and 
t>ther  grave  and  dignified  bodies — in  short 
the  millitary,  civil,  industrial,  political 
and  religious  organizations  were  ail  hand- 
somely represt  nted. 

THE    COLORED    MEN. 

From  the  Evening  Post. 

We  have  said  that  the  procession  every 
where  moved  in  silence ;  but  there  was 
one  significant  exception.  The  part  of 
the  line  which  contained  the  two  or  three 
hundred  representatives  of  the  colored 
citizens  was  almost  everywhere  greeted, 
from  both  sides  of  the  street  and  from 
the  windows,  with  the  most  irrepressible 
cheering  and  waving  of  handkerchiefs. 
T)  e  populace,  witb  no  apparent  dissent, 
8pnniaiieou!)ly  recognized  the  meanness 
and  cruelty  of  the  prejudice  which 
would  shut  these  poor  descendants  of 
Africans  from  the  equalizing  sorrows  of 
the  bier,  and  gave  them  a  hearty  welcome. 
In  all  that  long  line  ot  mourners  none  bad 
a  better  title  to  be  therefthan  the  negroes, 
whose  enslaved  brothers  Mr.  Lincoln  has 
emancipated,    and  whose     emancipated 


were  responsible  for  the  insult.

THE  RKMalNS  OS  TIKW  AT  CITY  HALL. 

The  arrangement  was  such  that  every 
person  had   a  close    aud  full  view  of  the. 
face      The  face  was  pale,   sunken   and 
haggard.      Death  had  set  its  seal  there 
most  unmisUkably,  and   the  embalmer  s 
art  had  been  powerless  to  conceal  ii    me 
old  features,   seen  all  these  weary  days 
of  the    nation's   anguish  in  the  wmdow.-. 
and   upcm  the  streets   all  over  the  city  ; 
the  old   features,  representing  the  locus 
of  all   this  nation's  love    and    gratitude 
since  peace    dawned    upon   a    restored 
Union   and  a   firmly  established  nation ; 
the  old   homelv,    benign   features  si  •id 
out,  and  were    still  recogni/able,   but  it 
was  not  the  genial  face  ot  the  living  man, 
Abraham  Lincoln  ;  and  those  who  saw  it 
yesterday  for  the  first  time  can  gain  but  a 
poor  idea   of  the    kindly  and  intelligent 
countenance   as    it    was    then  illumed  by 
vitality.     The  eyes   are  sunken,  the  lace 
sallow  and  somewhat  discolored,  the  lips 
so  tightly  compressed  that  they  seem  but 
a  straight,   sharp   line.      There  was  no 
evidence  visible    of   the  method  of  his 
death.     The  beard,   which  commenced  at 
the  lower  part  of  the  chin,    is  about  two 
inches  in  length,  aud  the  hair  is  brushed 
back  from  the    forehead.     The    body   is 
Clothed    in   a  full  suit  of  black ;  a  black 
silk  cravat  encircles  the  neck,  over  which 
turns  a  narrow  collar. 

But  Major  General  Hunter,  who  came 
on  with  the  body  from  Washington,  took 
a  position  at  the  right  of  the  head  of  the 
coffin,  thus  s  anding  at  the  head  of  the 
stairs  outside  the  cataf.ilco.  For  three 
hours  lie  stood  there,  apparently  without 
fatigue,  stern,  stalwart,  and,  except 
when  the  occasion  called  for  some  move 
ment.  erect  and  immovable  as  a  statute. 
He  wore  his  military  coat,  with  brass-but- 
tons and  shoulder-'star.-.  a  yellow  sash 
over  his  breast,  and  his  sword,  which  he 
held,  in  its  sheath,  just  in  front  of  th.' 
bead  of  the  coffin.  This  was  necessary, 
from  the  eagerjdesire  of  many  women 
who  passed  to  touch  the  face  of  the  dead 
President,  and  even  to  kiss  it.  General 
Hunter  was  compelled  a  number  of  times 
to  present  his  sheathed  sword  as  a  barrier 
to  such  unusual  and  extravagant  expres- 
sions of  affection.  General  Hunter  has  a 
stem-looking  face,  and  wears  simply  a 
moustache. 

There  was  necessity  for  speed,  for  a 
great  crowd  waited  outsiile,  and  so  the 
policemen  stationed  all  along  the  liue, 
hurried  them  on  swiftly.  As  they  came 
up  stairs  their  eyes  took  in  the  catafalco  ; 
as  they  stepped  upon  the  platform  at  the 
head  ot'  the  stairs,  they  saw  the  flowers 
that  covered  the  body  of  the  coffin  ;  then 
suddenly,  as  the  one  before  passed  c  n, 
the  face  of  the  dt  ad  Pr.ssdent  caiiie  full 
and  close  in  view,  startling  from  its  sal 
lowness,  those  so  accustomed  to  see  thte 
lifelike  portraits  prevalent  throughout 
the  city  ;  they  took  one  long  eager  gaze, 
still  moving,  for  no  time  could  be  allowed 
to  any  to  stop,  and  then  pussed  down  the 
stairs.  There  was  no  time  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  emotion,  yet.  ther  was  noticed 
in  each  some  peculiar  evidence  of  it,  in 
some  sudden  start,  in  some  women  a  sud- 
den biting  o»  the  lip ;  but  there  was  prief 
upon  every  face  and  many  women  when 
they  went  down  stairs  gave  way  to  tears. 
Old  women  frecfuently  put  out  their  hands 
to  touch  the  brow  of  the  deaJ  ;  several 
bent  over  as  with  a  sudden  impulse  to 
kiss  the  pale,  sunken  face,  and  being 
prevented  cried :  "  Let  me  kiss  him  !'' 
and  would  not  pass  on,  and  being  im- 
pelled on  by  the  strong,  though  gentle 
hands  of  the  policemen,  gave  way  and 
wept  down  stairs.  One  woman  came 
back  three  times,  determined  to  kiss  the 
dead  President, and  was  barely  prevented. 

EN  ROTTTE  FROM  >'BW  YORK  TO   CHICAGO. 

The  special  correspondent  of  the  N.  Y. 
Tribune  after  refermg  to  the  New  Y'ork 
pageant  as  the  grandest  ever  witnessed  on 
this  continent  speaks  of  the  journey 
through  New  York  state  as  a  very  carni. 
val  of  tears. 

Where  there  was  not  a  habitation  in 
sight,  hundreds  would  be  gathered  on  the 
green  banks  by  the  way,  and  hushed  and 
uncovered  as  the  National  funeral  car 
passed  by.  Or  a  solitary  family  had  come 
down  to  the  road  side,  had  planted  there 
a  draped  flag,  and  as  we  passed  the  little 
ones  would  be  held  high  in  the  parent 
arms,  perhaps  themselves  waving  tiny 
flags.  Three  and  four  score  years  hence, 
when  these  infants  bend  with  the  weight  of 
vears,  they  will -still  remember  Lincoln's 
funeral,  as  now  here  and  there  an  octo- 
genarian will  toll  you  that  when  a  chUd 
he  saw  Washington. 

At  one  place  a  hundred  school  girls, 
dressed  ail  in  white,  had  come  down  to 
the  roadside.  At  another  the  track  was 
arched  high  over  the  cars  with  tablet 
flags  and  drapery,  and  the  inscription 
"The  Nation  mourns  a  Nation's  loss." 
At  a  third  a  young  lady  representing  the 
Goddes  of  Liberty,  or,  perhaps  the  Gen- 
ius of  America,  ^nelt  upon  a  dais,  in 
sorrowing  attitude,  one  hand  grasping 
the  flag  whose  folds,  clad  in  transparent 
black,  fell  by  her  side,  while  the  other 
rested  upon  and  held  fast  to  a  floral  an- 
chor. Before  her.  on  the  same  dasi,  was 
a  small  monument,  deeply  and  darkly 
clad,  inscribed  simply  *•  Abraham  Lin- 
coln." We  saw  the  figure  with  but  a 
glance,  but  that  photographed  i-  in  our 
memories.  At  West  Point  the  train  hal- 
ted, and  we  found  the  cadets — boys  who 
may  be  famous  fifty  years  in  the  future — 
drawn  up  in  line,  while  half-minute  guns 
were  fired  and  the  bands  plaved  mourn- 
fully. 

After  dark,  torches  at  each  station 
lighted  up  the  scene  for  the  throngs  that 
stood  by,  and  bonfires  blazed  from  the 
jetting  rock3,'ardund  which  wcregrooped 
weird  figures  peering  down  upon  us  as 
we  whirled  through  the  night. 

At  Albany  the  lying  in  state  and  the 
prosession  was  marked  by  all  the  dem- 
onstrations which  had  signalized  the 
same  in  the  great  Cities, 

Special  trains  had  brought  thousands 
from  towns  not  on  the  route  to  swell  the 
population  of  the  city.  The  remains 
were  looked  upan  by  thousands,  and 
thousands  more  had  not  the  opportunity. 
The  houses  were  decorated  with  fitting 
emblems  and  fitting  mottoes.  The  pro- 
cession was  beautifully  ordered  and  very 
impressive. 

At  Schenectady,  Utica,  Syracuse.  Ro- 
chester, as  always  before,  there  was  a 
still  multitude  with  uncovered  heads.  In- 
dustry ceased  its  whir  alon>T  the  route. 
Busini-Bs  stood  still  in  the  draped  stores 
and  offices.  The  plow  stood  idle  in  the 
furrow.  A  funeral  in  each  house  in  Cen- 
tral New  York  could  hardly  have  added 
to  the  solemnity  of  the  day. 

At  every  town  the  tolling  of  bells,  and 
the  firing  of  minute  guns  announced  the 
progress  of  the  funeral  trains.  At  Buf 
falo  the  remains  again  lay  in  state — abou^ 
60,000  people  passed  through  the  hall 
briefly  glancing  at  the  features  of  the 
dead. 

The  most  intense  yet  orderly  anxiety 
was  manifested  by  the  great  crowd  to  get 
one  look  at  the  corpse.  Men,  women 
and  children  were  constantly  expressing 
their  wishes  to  this  effect.  Could,  they 
only  get  one  look,  they  thought  they 
would  be  satisfied  for  a  hk  time,  and  to 


draped.      Music   here,    as   in   all   other 
places,  poured  forth  iU  chastening  melo- 

At  Dunkirk  festooM  ol  evergreens 
decorated  the  depot.  Thirty-six  young 
ladies,  representing  the  S  atee  of  the 
Union,  dressed  in  white  wiJi  a  broad 
black  scarf  over  the  shoulder  and  holdiog 
a  national  flag,  was  the  principal  feature. 

At  Cleveland  and  Columbus  the  re- 
mains were  received  with  effecting  popu- 
larldemonstrations  and  elaborate  pageant- 
ry of  woe. 

The  train  reached  Chicago  op  the  Ist 
and  to-day  the  dead  body  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  reaches  his  old  home  and  his  last 
resting  place  in  Springfield.  Requiescat  in 
pace.

BOOTH'S  DEATH. 


Additional  Particulars  of  tbe 
Event. 


Washington,  April  27.— The  4tbe'li- 
tion  of  tbe  Star  has  the  following  addition- 
al details  of  the  capture  of  Harrold  and 
tbe  killing  of  Booth.  A  detachment  of 
the  IGth  New  York  cavalry,  under  the 
command  oi  Lieut. Dougherty,  numbering 
twenty -eight  men,  and  accompanied  by 
two  of  Col.  Baker's  detective  force,  which 
went  down  the  river  on  Monday,  and  ob- 
tained the  first  news  of  Booth  at  Port 
Koyal,  Tuesday  evening,  from  an  old 
man,  who  stated  that  four  men,  in  com- 
pany with  arebercaptain,had  crossed  the 
Rappahannock  but  a  short  time  previous, 
going  in  tbe  direction  of  Bowling  Green. 
He  added  tbe  Captain  would  probably 
be  found  in  that  place,  as  he  was  courting 
a  lady  there.  On  rushing  into  Bowling 
Green  the  Captain  was  found  at  tbe  hotel 
and  taken  into  custody.  From  him  it 
was  ascertained  that  Booth  and  Harrold's 
whereabouts  were  at  John  and  William 
Garrett's,  three  miles  back  towards  Port 
Royal,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
road  passed  over  by  our  cavalry. 

In  the  meantime  it  appears  that  Booth 
and  Harrold  applied  to  Garrett  for  horses 
to  ride  to  Louisa  C.  H.  The  latter,  fear- 
ing tbe  horses  wonid  not  be  returned,  re- 
fused to  hire  them,  notwithstanding  large 
sums  were  offered.  1  beae  circumstances 
together  with  the  recriminations  of  Booth 
and  Harrold,  each  charging  tbe  other 
with  the  responsibility  ot  tbeir  difficulties, 
had  'aroused  the  suspicions  of  the  Gar- 
rett brothers,  who  urged  Booth  and  Har- 
rold to  leave  lest  they  (Garretts)  should 
get  into  trouble  with  our  cavalry.  This 
Booth  refused  to  do  without  the  horses, 
and  the  two  men  retired  to  the  barn,  the 
door  of  which,  after  they  entered,  Gar- 
rett locked,  and  remained  himself  on 
gurrd  in  the  neighboring  com  crib,  as  he 
alleges,  to  prevent  his  horses  irom  being 
taken  and  ridden  ofiT  in  the  night  by 
Booth  and  Harrold.  Upon^the  approach 
of  our  cavalry  from  Bowling  Green,  about 
three  o'clock  on  W«dn<>Hday  a.  m.,  Gar- 
rett came  out  of  Ifel  corn  crib  to  meet 
them,  and,  in  anssvr  to  their  mqniries, 
directed  them  to  the  barn. 

Booth  was  at  once  summoned  to  sur- 
render, but  refused.  Harrold  expressed 
willingness  to  give  himself  up,  but  was 
prevented  by  Booth  for  some  time,  but 
finally  surrendered,  leaving  Booth  in  tbe 
bam.'  The  latter  then  assuming  a  defi- 
ant air.  called  out  to  know  the  command- 
ing officer,  and  proposed  to  him  that  his 
men  should  be  drawn  up  at  fifty  yards 
distant,  when  he  would  come  out  and 
fight  them.  After  the  bam  had  been 
burning  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  and 
when  the  roof  was  about  falling  in.  Booth, 
who  had  been  standing  with  a  revolver 
ill  one  hand  and  a  carbine  resting  on  tbe 
door,  made  a  demonstration  as  though  to 
break  through  tbe  guard.  To  prevent 
this  Sergeant  Corbet  fired,  intending  to 
hit  Booth  so  as  to  cripple  him.  The  ball, 
hDwever,  struck  a  little  too  high,  and  en- 
tered his  neck,  resulting  fatally. 

Booth  had  in  his  possession  the  short, 
heavy  bowie  knife  with  which  he  struck 
Major  Rathbone,  a  Spencer  carbine,  a 
seven  shooter,  of  Massachusetts  manu- 
facture, three  revolvers  and  a  pocket 
pistol.  He  wore,  besides  his  suit  of  gray, 
ordinary  cloth,  a  cap,  heavy,  high-topped 
cavalry  boot  on  his  right  foot,  with  top 
turned  down,  and  a  (government  shoe  on 
tbe  left  foot.  No  clue  could  be  obtained 
of  the  other  two  men.  Taking  tbe  two 
Garretts  into  custody,  tbe  command  im- 
mediately set  out  for  Washington,  after 
releasing  the  Captain. 

Lieut.  Dougherty  who  commanded  the 
squad  entered  the  service  with  tbe  71st 
New  York  militia.  Sergeant  Corbett, 
who  shot  Booth,  was  baptised  in  Boston 
about  seven  years  ago,  at  which  time  he 
assumed  the  name  of  Boston  Corbett. 
To-day  he  has  been  greatly  lionized,  and 
on  tbe  street  was  repeatedly  surrounded 
by  citizens,  who  occasionally  manifested 
their  appreciation  by  loud  cheers. 

Tbe  (xarretta  are  dressed  in  rebel  grey, 
having  belonged  to  Lee^s  armv,  and  just 
returned  home  on  parole.  They  profess 
to  have  been  entirely  ignorant  oi  the  char- 
acter of  Booth  and  Harrold,  and  mani- 
fest great  uneasiness  concerning  their 
connection  with  tbe  affair. 

Booth  and  Harrold  narrowly  escaped 
on  this  side  of  the  Potomac.  Marshal 
Murray  and  a  posse  of  New  Yorkfdetect- 
ives,  traced  them  to  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  Swan  Point,  but  the  Marshal 
being  unacquainted  with  tbe  country  and 
without  a  guide  during  tbe  darkness  of 
the  night,  took  the  wrong  road,  and  be- 
fore he  could  regain  the  trail  Booth  and 
Harrold  succeeded  in  crossing  the  river 
to  Virginia. 

The  report  that  Booth  attempted  to 
shoot  himself  while  in  the  barn  is  incor- 
rect. He,  however,  in  his  parley  with 
his  besiegers  indicated  that  be  would  not 
be  taken  alive*  His  manner  throughout 
was  that  of  hardened  desperation,  know- 
ing his  doom  was  sealed  and  preferring  to 
meet  it  there  in  that  shape  to  the  more 
ignominious  death  awaiting  him  it  cap 
tured.  He  appeared  to  pay  little  atten- 
tion to  the  fire  raging  about  him  tutil  the 
roof  began  to  fall,  when  he  made  a  move- 
ment indicating  his  purpose  to  make  a 
desperate  attempt  to  cut  his  way  out. 
Perhaps  he  really  hoped  to  succeed  amid 
the  smoke  and  confusion.  It  was  this 
movement  on  bis  part  which  seems  to 
have  caused  Corbett's  fatal  shot. 

Harrold,  before  leaving  the  bam,  laid 

down  his  pistol,  which  was  immediately 

picked  up  by  Booth, who  had  it  in  his  hand 

at  tbe  time  be  was  shot. 

Boston  Corbett,  who  killed  Booth,  ii  a 


t 


man  of  deep  religious  feeling,  who  has,  at 
prayer  meetings,  lately  prayed  fervently 
that  the  assassin  of  the  late  President 
might  be  brought  to  justice.  It  is  said 
also,  thit  in  pulling  the  trigger  on  Booth, 
he  sent  up,  audibly,  a  petition  for  the 
soul  of  tbe  criminal.  The  pistol  used  by 
Corbett  was  a  regular  large  sized  cavalry 
pistol.  He  was  ofTered  $1,000  this  morn- 
ing, for  the  pistol,  with  the  five  imdia- 
charged  loads. 

Another  account  says : 

Booth  was  shot  about  4  o'clock  in  tbe 
morning  and  died  about  7  o'clock.  Booth 
had  upon  his  person  some  bills  of  ex- 
change, but  only  $17o  in  treasury  notes. 
It  appears  that  Booth  and  Harrold  left 
Washington  together  on  the  night  of  the 
murder  of  President  Lincoln  and  passed 
through  Leonardtown,  Md.,  concealing 
themselves  in  the  vicinity  until  an  oppor- 
tunity was  offered  them  to  cross  the  river 
at  Swan  Point,  which  they  did  as  above 
stated. 

The  man  who  hired  Booth,  and_his  ac- 
complice the  boat  on  which  he  crossed 
the  liver,  was  captured  we  understand, 
but  afterward  made  his  escape.  Harrold 
has  been  lodged  in  a  8e<;ure  i)lace. 

Bowling  Green,  near  which  place  Booth 
was  killed,  is  a  post  village,  and  the  cap- 
ital of  Caroline  county,  Virginia,  on  tbe 
road  from  Richmond  to  Fredericksburg, 
forty- five  miles  north  of  the  former  place. 
Port  Royal  is  a  post  village  in  Caroline 
county,  Virginia,  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Rappahannock  river,  twenty-two  miles 
below  Fredericksburg. 

Nkw  York,  April  27. — Tbe  Post  says 
a  private  dispatch,  from  an  official  source, 
received  yesterday  afternoon  at  four 
o'clock,  reported  Booth  bad  broken  his 
leg  and  that  tbe  surgeon  who  attended  him 
was  Dr.  Mudd,  of  Charles  county,  Mary- 
land, who  had  been  arrested.  Thus  a 
clue  to  Booth's  whereabouts  was  obtained. 
Harrold  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  ac- 
complice of  the  man  who  attacked  Secre- 
tary Seward.  He  was  formerly  a  clerk  in 
a  drug  store  in  Wasbingt  jn.  He  is  un- 
married and  about  twenty-two  years  of 
age. 

Later  information  states  that  Booth  had 
his  leg  self  by  l>r.  Mudd,  at  three  o'clock, 
Sunday  morning,  IGtb.  The  doctor  fur- 
nished Booth  a  pair  of  crutches.  When 
the  doctor  was  arrested  he  had  one  of 
Booth's  boots  in  bis  possession. 

THK  M,\N  WHO  8110T  Hi>OTH. 

Sergeant  Corbett.  the  soldier  who  shot 
Booth,  belongs  to  company  L,  IGth  N.)YJ 
cavalry.  He  was  born  in  London,  Eng- 
land, in  1832,  and  catue  to  this  country 
at  seven  years  of  age.  He  has  lived  in 
Troy,  New  York,  where  he  learned  his 
trade  as  a  finisher,  and  subsequently 
worked  in  Albany,  Boston,  Richmond 
and  New  York,  enlisting  in  the  latter 
city.  Corbett  is  a  regular  Cromwellian, 
and  a  devout  Christian.  About  seven 
years  ago  he  became  coaverted  and 
joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  Boston.  Never  having  been  baptized, 
he  says  he  was  at  loss  what  name  to 
adopt  and  he  therefore  made  it  a  subject 
of  pi  aver,  when  he  believed  himselt  in- 
structed to  take  the  name  of  Boston,  the 
place  of  his  conversion.  He  was  ac- 
cordingly baptized,  upon  joining  tbe 
church,  Boston,  and  bis  name  stands 
upon  the  muster  roll  as  Boston  Corbett. 
His  religious  faith  in'  the  present  age 
would  almost  be  called  fanaticism.  On 
Friday  night  be  visited  McKendry  Chap- 
el and  prayed  with  great  earnestness  that 
God.would  not  lay  innocent  blood  to  our 
charge  but  bring  the  guilty  to  punish- 
ment. He  feels  assured  Booth  was  de- 
livered into  his  hands  in  answer  to  his 
prayers.  He  appears  to  be  a  very  intelli- 
gent young  man,  and,  aside  from  a  mod- 
est reserve,  converses  with  much  intelli- 
gence and  interest. 

Last  June  a  detachment  of  the  16th 
was  sent  to  the  vicinity  of  Culpepper, 
where  they  were  hemmed  in  by  Kershaw's 
brigade,  and  all  compelled  to  surrender, 
excej>t  Corbett.  who  stood  out  manfully 
and  fired  his  revolver  and  twelve  shots 
from  his  breach-loading  rifle  at  his  assail- 
ants before  surrendering,  which  he  did 
afler  firing  his  last  round  of  ammunition. 

He  was  taken  to  Lynchburg  and  thence 
to  Andersonville,  where  he  experienced 
the  same  treatment  as  others  have  so 
numerously  testified  to.  Out  of  fourteen 
members  of  bis  company,  fellow-captives, 
but  ono  beaidp  himself  returned.  On 
one  occasion  be  made  his  escape,  but 
was  tracked  by  blood-hounds  and  returned 
to  captivity.  When  exchanged  he  was 
but  a  skeleton,  but  now  appears  to  have 
gained  his  regular  weight  and  health. 

UKUT.    DOUGHERTY. 

Lieut.  Dougherty,  who  commanded  the 
party  who  captured  Booth  and  Harrold, 
was  formerly  of  Boston,  Mass.  He  is  a 
gallant  officer,  full  of  energy  and  pluck, 
in  the  first  Bull  Run  battle  he  belonged 
to  the  71st  infantry.  He  subsequently 
participated  in  many  of  the  battles  of  the 
war,  all  of  which  he  was  remarkable  for 
his  courageous  conduct.  He  was,  some- 
time ago,  extolled  by  tbe  press  for  his 
gallantry  in  conducting  a  reconnoissance 
at  the  head  of  a  detachment  of  the  16th 
New  York  cavalry,  in  which  he  run  into 
and  cut  his  way  through  a  division  of 
rebel  cavalry  near  Culpepper  Court- 
House,  Va 

The  foltowing  is  from  the  extra  Repub- 
lican :  One  of  tbe  detectives  stood  in  the 
barn  where  he  was  found,  an  hour  and  a 
half,  parleying  with  Booth  to  induce  him 
to  surrender.  All  tbe  time  the  assassin 
sat  with  a  knife  pointed  at  his  heart  in 
one  hand,  and  a  revolver  with  tbe  muzzle 
directed  against  his  bead  in  the  other 
hand,  and  swearing  that  he  would  never 
be  taken  alive,  that  he  would  blow  bis 
own  brains  out  if  they    approached   him. 

It  is  stated  that  Booth's  horse  fell  with 
him  on  the  morning  of  the  loth  instant,  at 
aboyt  the  very  time  the  President  died. 
He  broke  bis  leg  below  the  knee.  Harrold 
assisted  Booth  in  reaching  the  house  of 
Dr.  Mott  at  Bryan,  on  the  road  to  Patuxet 
river.  He  was  known  to  be  all  right  on 
the  secesh  question,  lie  dressed  the 
wound  after  cutting  the  boot  from  Booth's 
leg,  and  directed  Booth  to  the  swamp, 
where  he  secreted  himself  till  Sunday 
night  last,  when  he  and  Harrold  reached 
Port  Tobac»-o,  crossed  the  Potomac  river 
in  a  canoe,  in  hopes  of  reaching  a  guerilla 
party  near  Port  Royal.  I)r.  Mott  was 
arrested,  some  days  ago,  and  the  boot 
taken  from  Booth's  leg  was  found  in  bis 
house.     Both  are  now  in  this  city. 

Upon  the  person  of  Booth  was  found 
rolls  of  exchange  on  a  bank  in  Canada, 
dated  in  October  last,  at  the  time  Booth 
was  there,  showing  that  the  assassination 
was  planned  by  tbe  rebels  in  Canada. 
Booth  said  to  Lieutenant  Dougherty, 
"Youhave  spoiled  my  Mexican  business,'^ 
evidently  referring  to  his  plans  of  escape 
to  Mexico.

Mr.  McCormick  reported  $710  paid 
daring  the  month  of  April  for  the  relief 
of  soldiers*  families. 

REPAIRS. 

E.  O.  Patridge,  foreman  of  the  Minne- 
haha Fire  Company,  presented  a  petition 
asking  an  appropriation  of  $125  to  re- 
pair damage  done  to  the  engine  house 
by  tire  in  1860.  A  resolution  appropri- 
ating Ihe  amount  was  oflered  by  Aid. 
IJeauinont,  and  both  the  petition  and  res- 
olution were  referred  to  the  Committee 
ou  Buildings  with  power  to  .ict. 

CED.il:    STREET. 

A  protest  from  a  number  ^f  citizens 
was  presented  against  allowing  Cedar 
street  to  be  gouged  to  pieces  for  the  pur- 
pose of  quarrying  stone.  The  protest 
was  referred  to  t!ie  AUlcrmeu  of  the  .Sec- 
ond Ward . 

TllK    WH.\KK    BOAT.  ? 

The  Levee  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Mr.  Constans, 
asking  for  the  removal  of  the  wharf  boat, 
reported  in  favor  of  removing  the  boat 
down  one  length,  leaving  the  upper  end 
lying  upon  a  line  with  the  west  side  of 
Jackson  street,  and  the  small  boat  fifty 
feet  above  its  present  location.  After 
considerable  discussion  the  report  was 
adopted 

Later  in  the  evening  a  resoljtion  was 
adopted  instructing  the  Levee  Committee 
tj  ascertain  what  amount  of  wharfage 
should  be  collected  for  the  wharf  boat, 
and  also  to  icquire  info  the  expeJiei'.cy  of 
having  such    an    institutionat    the  levee. 

ORDISANCKS    P.k^S.SF.D. 

An  ordinance  was  introduced  and 
passed  obangirg  the  annual  license  of 
butchers  from  $10  to  $200. 

An  ordinance  was  passed  compelling 
ileal>-rs  in  "vegetables,  green  fruit,  green 
corn,  or  any  species  of  green  groceries," 
not  imported  from  other  States,  to  pay 
$50  for  a  license. 

An  ordinanre  was  also  passed  amenda- 
tory of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the 
impounding  of  horses,  mules,  goats,  sheep, 
cattle,  gee sc.  poultry,  or  other  animals 
running  at  large.  The  ordinance  as 
amended  excepts  cows  from  the  list  of 
animals  to  be  impounded,  and  fixes  the 
amount  to  be  paid  per  hsad^  bv  owners 
who  wish  to  recover  geese  or  poultry,  at 
forty  cents,  and  ior  all  other  animals,  6f 
ly  cents,  besides  the  expenses  which  may 
have  been  incurred  in  keeping  said  ani- 
mals. 

MARKEf   REGULATIONS, 

A  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the 
Market  Master  to  sell  the   stalls  at  auc 
tion  after  advertising  them  for  ten  days, 
but  no  stall  is  to  be  sold  for  less  th,in  fifty 
dollars. 

The  price  of  vegetable  stalls  was  fixed 
at  fifteen  cents  per  day  and  ten  cents  per 
day  for  wagons.  These  places  are  to  be 
rented  to  farmers  only. 

SUNDAY   ON    THE    LEVBE. 

Aid.  Slicbter  offered  a  resolution  in- 
strutting  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enforce 
the  ordinance  prcLibitirg  the  receiving 
and  disch&rgli\g  of  freight  on  Sunday. 
Passed.

The  progress  towards  spring  has  been  very 
slow  during  the  month.    Cold  nights  and  a 
fall  of  snow  as  late  as  the  21st,  have  kept  vege- 
tation backward.    The  grass,  notwithstanding 
the  abundant  rains,  is  barely  green,  and  only 
the    earlier   shrubs  huve  burst   their  buds. 
The  character  of  the  season  resembles  that  of 
last  year,  save  in  one  very  Important  respect, 
the  amount  of  moisture  which   was  precipi- 
tated.   This  was  unprecedentcdiy   large,  ex- 
ceeding that  of   any  April  since  18o8,  while 
the  total  amount  for  the  year  is  more  than  2^ 
inches  in  excess  of  that  of  a  similar  period 
for  eight  years,  aud  yet,  notwithstanding  the 
large  amount  of  water  which  has  reached  the 
ground  since  January  1st,  the  effect  upon  the 
Mississippi  is  comparatively  small.    Its  navi- 
gation is  at  a  fair  stage,  but  falling.    It  may 
be  safely  said  that  a  fall  of  four  inches  per 
month  is  necessary  to  keep  it  at  its  present 
depth.    We  are  hardly  likely  to  be  favored 
with  such  an  amount,  and  must  therefore  pre- 
pare for  some  of  the  inconveniences  which 
have  befallen  us  during  the  two  last  years- 
A  violent  gale,  accompanied  with  snow  and 
lasting  a:i  day,  was  one  of  the  events  of  the 
month.

Her  boilers  bore  this  pressure  ami  but  for  a 
few  small  cracks  the  spectitor  would  have 
scarcely  known,  save  by  her  motion, that  steam 
was  up  at  all. 

We  were  happy  to  make  the  acquaintance  o 
the  whole-souled  officers  ot  the  bonny  Sarah 
Ann.  Capt  P.  Garlic  Is  a  gentleman  who  knows 
and  can  rerogni/e  every  grain  of  sand  in  the 
Mississippi.  After  graduating  at  Oxford, 
England,  he  took  a  course  at  Heidelburg  and 
also  at  Cork,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  direct 
the  movements  of  the  deck  liand<,  in  .in  in- 
telligible tongue.  He  knows  more  and  is  the 
liest  Captain,  on  the  western  or  any  other 
waters.  I.  Garlic  and  L.  Garlic,  son.s  of  old 
Garlic,  act  as  second  and  third  assistant  Cap- 
thins.  They  arc  also  the  best  Captains 'in 
America. 

In  the  office  wc  found  our  whole-souled 
friend  and  model  clerk,  J.  Hosaphat.  He  has 
no  .superior  among  civilized  nations,  and  his 
equal  dosn't  float  on  a  sbing'e  anywhere.  The 
second  Clerk  is  L.  Shanks,  third  Clerk  P. 
Brick  and  fourth  L.  Out.  All  of  these  subor- 
dinate clerks  are  the  most  accomplished, 
finely  cultivated,  high  toned  gentlemen  who 
float.

Her  fragile  form  qui»er»  in  the  cool 
night  air,  but  having  taken  for  her  motto 
"  the  path  of  duty  is  the  path  to  glor>',"  she 
remains  invincible.  That  boqnets  ot  fresh 
blown  roses  and  the  mellifluous  honey  of 
tender  care  may  constantly  snrround  her  is 
our  most  ardent  wish. 

We  were  unable  to  make  the  acquaintance 
of  the  other  chambermaids  but  we  received 
and  cherish  their  photographs  and  shall  en- 
deaver  to  find  them  the  next  time  the  bonny 
Sarah  Ann  is  in  port. 

In  the  person  of  waiter  to  the  masterly  and 
and   accomplished     young   gentleman    who 
scours  the  knives  and  stabs  toads  when  the 
lx>at  lies  up  to  the  liank,  we  found  a  perfec^ 
Adonis.    The  matchless  elegance  of  that  form, 
the  glowing  countenance,  the  hands  of  trans- 
parent whiteness  calls  to  mind  the  beautiful 
'anguage  of  Webstcrs  dictionary,  which  says, 
-'Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us 
We  can  make  our  lives  sublime. 
And  departing  leave  behind  us. 
Foot  prints  on  the  sands  of  time." 

The  engineers  arc  the  jolliest  and  best  gen^ 
tlemen   on   land  or  water.    They  know  &W\ 
about  their  biz  and  arc  a  perfect  miracle  on 
squirting  steam.

ident, and  "for  again  humbling  ourselves  be- 
fore Almighty  God.  in  order  that  the  »)ere«ve- 
ment  m.iy  be  sanctified  to  the  nation,"  now, 

Theulfouk.  I.STKPUEX  MILLER,  Gov- 
ernor ot  the  State  of  Minnesota,  do  hereby 
earnestly  request  the  people  of  Minnesota  to 
observe  the  -laid  1st  day  of  June  next  in  the 
manner  recommended  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  ;  "  by  assembling  in  their  res- 
pective places  of  worship,  there  to  unite  in 
solemn  service  to  Almighty  God  in  memory 
of  the  good  man  who  has  been  removed,  so 
that  all  shall  be  la'cupied  at  the  same  time  in 
contemplation  of  his  virtues,  and  sorrow  for 
his  sudden  and  violent  end;"  and  I  also  sug- 
gest that  all  business  and  labor  be  suspended 
on  that  day  ,80  that  it  c-.in  be  obsen'ed  solemnly 
and  devoutly  by  all  gi.>od  citizens  in  the  usual 
manner  of  fasting  and  prayer  to  Almighty 
God,  to  the  end  that  he  may  remove  bis

Sibley  under 
date  of  Fort  \VaJswortb,  -6th  ult.,  stating 
that  tlve  scouts  sent  to  Devil's  i>ake  have 
returned.  They  re(>ort  tiiirty  two  lodges 
ofSisse'ons  on  tbo  down  to  aurrendeij 
Five  lodges  at  Chiefs  Blu3^  on  the  Jamea 
were  intending  to  corae  in  to  surrender, 
but  teo  lodges  of  hostile  Indians  bad  ai- 
rived  there  and  would  probably  prevent 
tbetr  doing  so. 

The  scouts  report  a  large  number  oi 
histile  Indians  on  the  Missouri  colteau. 
Oae  or  two  hands  of  Yanktoanais  an- 
nounce their  intention  to  shoot  any  In- 
dians who  attempt  to  surrender.  They 
also  threaten  to  occupy  themselves  dur- 
ing the  summer  by  visiting.  Fort  Wads- 
worth  and  the  camps  of  friendly  Sisaetons 
declaring  that  they  will  kill  Indiata  and 
whitea  alike. 

Three  oi  White  Lodge's  sans  with  thir- 
teen  others  are  on  the  war  path,  and  sup- 
posed  to  be  near  Fort  Wads  worth.  Three 
of  them  were  seen  near  the  head  of  the 
Cotteau,  about  twenty  five  miles  from  the 
Fort,  a  few  days  before  the  letter  wat 
written. 

From  information  which  Major  Prose 
has  received  he  thinks  several  parties  will 
endeavor  to  pas<  down  to  the  settlements 
during  the  season .  Ample  meas urea  have 
been  taken  to  prevent  them  from  reauh 
ing  the  settlements. 

Scouts  report  two  white  men  killed  by 
Indians  at  Fort  Ric<'.  Two  lodges  of 
Mde-wa-kan-tons  have  been  captured  at 
Long  Lake. 

A  dispatch  of  the  -'.'ith  says  two  horses 
belonging  to  Red  Iron's  band  had  been 
9tol>'n  by  the  hostile  Indians,  four  miles 
from  the  Fort.

Memphis  papers  of  the  28th,,  give  further 
details  of  the  Sultana  disaster.  Of  those  on 
(ward  786  have  l>een  found  alive.  The  lost  are 
placed  at  about  l,.5O0.  It  is  thought  a  num- 
ber will  yet  be  found  to  have  escaped  death. 
A  soldier  t>elonging  to  the  28th  Indiana  In- 
fantry, brought  a  woman  and  diild  ashore, 
alihuugh  he  had  one  leg  badly  scalded,  and 
was  otherwise  crippled. 

The  Bulletin  says  tliere  are  all  sorts  of  wild 
rumors  as  to  the  origin  of  the  explosion. 
Some  suppose  there  was  carelessness  and  in- 
competency or  malicious  intent  somewhere  but 
there  is  no' ground  whatever  for  such  reports. 
The  officers  ot  the  Sultana  seemed  to  have 
been  faithful,  competent  men.  That  there 
was  too  large  a  numljer  of  passengers  onboard 
is  true ;  but  the  t>oat  was  strong,  and  the  en 
gine  had  recently  passed  inspection.  A  com- 
petent man  who  was  on  board  says  the  boat 
did  not  leak  a  particle,  and  that  the  officers 
did  their  duty  most  faithfully,  lx>th  l>efore  and 
at  the  time  of  the  disaster. 

Every  attention  possible  is  being  shown  to 
the  sutferers  at  the  several  hospitals.  The 
conduct  of  the  hospital  doctors  in  the  emer- 
gency is  praised  by  everybody. 

At  Adams  Hospital  one  of  the  passengers  of 
the  Sultana  had  his  leg  amputated. 

It  is  said  that  among  the  sufferers  by  the 
accident  was  a  Chicago  banker  who  lost  his 
trunk  and  several  thousand  dollars,  and  most 
of  his  wearing  apparel.  He  liorrowed  some 
scantv  raiment  and  applied  for  board  at  a  third 
rate  hotel,  but  was  told  that  he  couldn't  board 
a  person  who  had  no  tMtggage  and  looked  as 
he  did.    He  is  now  at  the  Wursham  House. 

One  of  the  {rescued  states  that  the  soldiers 
on  l>oard  were  from  every  State  in  the  Union. 
Many  of  thein  had  l>eeu  two  or  three  yean  in 
the  Southern  prisons,  where,  from  February 
'24th,  18(i4,  to  March  '26,  l)t&5,  there  were  13, 
•OiH  deaths  from  ill-usage  and  starvation. 

A  Mrs.  Hoge,  a  p.Hssenger,  was  found  dead, 
but  holding  fast  to  the  limb  of  a  tree  that  drop- 
ped to  the  water. 

The  Ohio  and  Indiana  boys  comprised  about 
two-ttiirds  of  the  whole  number  of  soldiers  on 
the  vessel. 

One  soldier  who  was  on  l>oard  attempted  to 
save  the  lives  of  two  little  girls,  seven  and 
nine  years  of  age.  He  bad  a  plank  and  thus 
was  able  to  su.->tain  himself  and  the  children 
until  they  floated  nearly  opposite  the  foot  of 
Jefferson  street,  when  a  rope  was  thrown  to 
him  from  the  Bostona.  Iu  attempting  to 
catch  the  rope  the  children  slipped  from  his 
exhausted  arms.  The  brave  heart  that  had 
struggled  so  manfully  thought  no  more  of 
seizing  the  rope,  but  made  desperate  and  vain 
efforts,  hy  diving,  to  recoverthe  children  that 
were  hurried  out  of  reach  by  the  swltt  and 
treacherous  current.  When  the  soldier  found 
that  his  efforts  were  in  vain,  he  was  too  much 
exhausted  to  make  further  efforts  to  save  hiiu- 
self,  and  was  sinking  without  a  struggle  when 
the  boat  that  had  been  sent  out  picked  him  up. 

One  woman,  vvbo  bad  a  child  in  her  arms, 
got  hold  of  a  br)ard  and  floated  five  or  six 
miles.  She  was  rescued  opposite  Beal  street; 
but  the  infant  was  dead. 

One  woman,  whose  husband  was  an  officer 
on  tha  gunboat,  was  on  tx>ard  with  her  siste*, 
her  husband  and  child.  She  was  rescued, 
bat  was  left  alone  in  the  world,  as  her  bus- 
band,  child  and  sister  were  lost.  The  officers 
and  crew  of  the  gunboat  Essex  made  up  a 
thousand  dollars  for  the  poor  woman.  None 
of  the  passengers  on  the  Suluna  saved  their 
baggage  or  anything  except  what  was  on 
their  persons, 

Overton  Hospital  received  atxiut  fifty  pa- 
tients from  the  ill-fated  steamer,  the  greater 
part  of  them  suffering  from  serious  scalds  and 
burns.  One  man  had  his  bead,  face  and 
IxKly  almost  denuded  of  the  cuticle  from 
steam.  Another  was  sulfiering  from  concus- 
sion of  the  brain  as  well  as  being  badly  scald- 
ed and  burned.  Many  were  badly  contused, 
and  a  few  were  cut  and  lacerated  from  being 
hit  with  fragments  of  the  wreck.  All  were 
more  or  lets  injured  from  their  long  immer- 
sion in  eold  water,  and  were  only  saved  by 
the  prompt  and  Judicious  medical  attention 
given  them. 

The  greater  part  of  the  men  had  received 
kindly  attentionii  fVom  the  agents  of  the  Sani- 
tary Commission  before  their  admission  into 
hospital.  All  cases  were  interesting.  The 
men  had  each  his  experience  as  a  prisoner  to 
relate,  and  his  own  version  of  the  disaster. 
Two  men,  who  belong  to  the  first  wood-yard 
afjove  the  city,  and  whose  names  aie  R.  K. 
Hill  and  William  Boardman,  had  a  small  twat. 
and  reaching  the  scene  of  the  disaster  b«fore 
the  Bostona.  they  did  most  excaUent  service 
in  rescuing  the  unfortunates.}  iThey  were  un- 
tiring in  their  exertions  and  saved  liiany  lives. 

The  explosion  was  not  heard  on  board  the 
Bostona,  and  when  that  steaiper  rounded  the 
point  the  first  intimation  of  the  disaster  was 
the  discovery  of  the  Suluna  on  fire.  Capt. 
J.  T.  Watson  at  on..'  appreciated  the  terrible 
state  of  affairs.  Re..<'hing  the  wretched  peo- 
ple who  were  struggling  in  the  water,  he  and 
all  on  lx>ard  the  Bostona  used  their  utmost  en- 
deavors to  rescue  the  unfortunates.  They 
threw  overboard  wooden  staging,  bales  of 
bar,  and  everything  that  might  save  lives. 
The  Bostona  was  placed  in  some  peril  by  the 
efforts  of  her  galiiiot  officers  to  reach  those 
who  were  drowning.  The  yawl  was  used  to 
pick  up  many  of  those  who  were  in  danger.  In 
some  cases  three  and  four  persons  were  res- 
cued from  bales  of  hay,  to  which  they  clung. 
Some  floated  a  long  way  on  t>oxes,  shutt.rs 
and  boards,  before  they  "were  picked  up. 

In  several  cases  the  unfortunates  were  found 
chilled  to  death,  but  floating  in  the  water  with 
pieces  of  wood  under  their  arms. 

Three  men  were  taken  t'roni  trees  to  which 
they  swam,  and  upon  which  they  had  climbed. 
Several  men  were  found  stiff,  cold  and  dead 
on  planks.  Their  long  imprisonment  had  so 
weakened  them  that  the  shock  of  this  terrible 
occurrence  and  their  immersion  for  hours  in 
the  cold  water  proved  fatal, 

The  Bostona  saved  over  two  hundred  lives. 

The  picket  boat  Pocahontas  picked  np  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  a  number  of 
whom  died  after  they  were  taken  out  of  the 
water.  The  lx>dy  of  a  woman  in  her  night 
dress  was  picked  up  by  the  yawl  and  placed 
in  the  picket  boat. 

A  man  who  works  at  the  woodyard  above 
the  citv  was  in  the  skiff,  with  two  men,  one 
man  who  hndl)een  rescued,  but  with  both  legs 
broken  below  the  knee,  the  other  one  had  on- 
ly one  arm.  They  found  a  girl  seven  years  of 
age  struggling  in  the  water.  She  had  on  a  life 
preserver,  but  it  was  on  so  low  that  her  head 
was  thrown  downward.  Three  men  in  a  skiff 
attempted  to  seize  her,  and  in  doing  so  in 
their  condition,  came  near  upsetting  the  f>oat, 
and  missed  the  girl,  who  sank  at  once  and  was 
seen  no  more.  This  girl  had  on  a  fine  night 
dress  and  high  heeled  gaiters. 

A  sergeant  in  some  Michigan  regiment,  in.- 
mediately  after  the  explosion,  stripped  off  bis 
clothes  and  jumped  in  to  swim  ashore.  Three 
miles  below  be  reached  a  tree,  and  being  well 
nigh  exhausted  he  stopped  and  managed  to 
climb  the  tree,  and  perched  himself  securely 
on  the  branch  and  swayed  to  and  fro  with  his 
weight.  It  was  9  or  10  o'clock  in  the  morning 
when  he  was  taken  on  bv  the  yawl  from  the 
steamer  Pocahonus,  When  found  he  was 
whisking  his  body  vigorously  with  brush  to 
keep  off  the  mosquitoes  and  buffalo  gnats,wbo 
had  covered  him  with  bloody  punctures.  Un- 
der these  most  discouraging  circumstances, 
he,  in  allusion  to  his  own  sufferings  and  the 
size  of  his  insect  tormentors,  sung  out  as  the 
boat  approached  to  rescue  hiro  :  "Bully,  boys ; 
here's  your  mules,  I  couldn't  have  stood  it 
five  minutes  longer.  Lord,  ain't  the  mosqui- 
toes big," 

One  dead  man,  picked  up  by  the  ferry  boat, 
was  so  horribly  scalded  that  not  the  size  of  a 
half  dollar  of  skin  was  left  on  his  whole 
body.

New  York,  May  3. 
The  Tribune's  Washington  special  says 
one  ef  the  most  protracted,  and  impor- 
tant Cabinet  sessions  held  since  JIdr. 
Johnson's  accession  to  the  Presidency, 
was  held  at  the  Treasury  to-day.  The 
subject  of  discussion  was  the  Free  Trade 
questions  as  regards  the  South.  It  is  un- 
derstood the  whole  system  of  giving  cot- 
ton permits  and  trade  permits  to  a  cer- 
tain class  of  favorites  was  thoroughly 
ventilated  and  denounced.  There  was^• 
a  decided  preponderance  in  favor  of  open- 
ing trade  in  all  parts  of  the  South  now 
subject  to  the  Union  authorities. 

It  is  believed  as  the  result  of  this  pro- 
tracted sitting  that  every  facility  will  be 
extended  by  the  Government  tor  all  prop- 
er commercial  transactions,  and  as  a 
consequence  of  this  faith,  cotton  permits 
are  at  a  heavy  decline  in  this  market  to- 
night. 

The  address  delivered  to  the  Presi- 
dent by  the  delegation  of  the  vanons 
Swiss  residents,  contains  the  hope  that 
the  glorious  successes  of  the  Union  will 
be  favorable  to  the  preservation  of  all 
sister  Republics  on  the  American  conti- 
nent. To  the  great  astonishment  and 
indignation  of  the  delegation  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  Sute,  to  whom  a  copjr  of 
the  address  was  communicated,  previous 
to  its  delivery,  struck  out,  as  being  ir- 
revalent,  the  above  mentioned  paragraph. 
The  Timea^  Washington  special  says 
t'.e  preparation  of  the  conspiracy  cases 
for  trial  has  devolved  upon  Col.  H.  L. 
Burnett,  who  conducted  the  treason 
cases  at  Indianapolis.  His  ability  de- 
veloped in  those  cases,  commended  him 
to  the  Government.  He  is  now  sifting 
the  mass  of  testimony  in  possession  of  the 
Government. 

The  prisoners  are  closely  guarded,  and 
among  the  precautions  adopted  to  pre- 
vent them  from  committing  suicide,  is  the 
padding  of  the  head  of  each  thickly  with 
cotton  so  they  cannot  butt  their  brains 
out.  This  was  suggested  by  the  attempt 
made  by  Pa>  ue  a  few  days  since. 

It  appears  that  Benj.  G.  Harris,  mem- 
ber of  Congress  from  Maryland,  was  ar 
rested  for  persuading  paroled  prisoners 
from  Lee's  army  to  violate  their  parole, 
and  go  back  and  join  the  rebels  in  arms. 
A  number  of  these  prisoners  testify  posi- 
tively to  his  giving  them  money  for  this 
purpose,  and  unless  be  breaks  down  this 
testimony,  he  will  certainly  be  convicted. 
The  punishment  is  death. 

The  World  has  a  lengthy  and  graphic 
description  of  the  plot  against  the  nation, 
which  contains  the  following  points. 

Booth  was  the  original  projector  of  the 
crime,  seconded  by  parties  in  Canada, 
and  was  furnished  witn  a  murderous  ac- 
complice in  Payne,  from  that  section. 
Mrs.  Surralt  was  the  mother  of  Thencie. 
Booth  found  another  bloody  accomplice  in 
Atzerot. 

The  route  for  the  escape  was  planned 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  act  Atzerot  was 
the  man  who  hid  the  room  over  Vice 
President  Johnson.  He  ran  away  so 
hastily  that  he  left  all  his  arms,  and  \uLg- 
age  also  a  coat  belonging  to  Booth. 
~hen  Booth  escaped  Harrold  went  ^ith 
him.  They  reached  Surratt'a  at  midnight 
and  stopped  at  Lloyd's  Hotel,  and  got  a 
bottle  ot  whiskey.  Booth  remaining  on 
his  horse.  Harrold  went  up  stairs  and 
got  a  carbine.  Lloyd  offered  another,  but 
Harrold  said  Booth  had  broken  bis  left 
leg,  and  could  not  carry  it.  As  they  rode 
off  Booth  called  out  to  Llojd : 

"We  have  murdered  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  Sute." 

They  reached  Dr.  Mudd's  house  before 
sunrise,  and  Booth  tiad  bis  broken  leg  set. 
An  old  fashioned  wooden  band  box  had 
to  be  split  up  for  splinters. 

Dr.  Mudd  says  be  did  not  know  who 
they  were,  though  Booth's  boot  left  at  the 
Doctor's  bouse  had  his  name  in  it. 

The  following  accomplices  are  under 
arrest  except  Surratt  and  Captain  Jett ; 
Spangler,  the  stage  carpenter  at  Ford's 
Theatre,  of  Baltimore,  who  claims  to 
have  backed  out  of  the  plot.  Capt.  Jett 
who  took  Booth  behind  nim  on  his  horse. 
Atzerot  assigned  to  kill  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent; Mrs.  Surratt  the  mistress  of  the 
conspiracy  ;  McLaughlin,  friend  and  con- 
federate of  Booth ;  Dr.  Mudd,  who  set 
Booth's  leg ;  Lloyd,  who  entertained  the 
assassins  and  gave  them  a  carbine ;  Sam 
Coxer,who  concealed  and  fed  Booth ;  Har- 
rold captured  with  Booth ;  Surratt  who 
shared  thes  ecret  of  the  meditated  crime  ; 
Payne,  who  attempted  the  life  of  Sec'y 
Seward;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  of  New 
Port,  believed  to  have  assisted  them; 
Wilson,  of  New  Port,  thought  cognizant 
of  the  crime  ,did  not  assist  justice 

New  York.  May  3d. 
The  Tribune's  special  says,  Payne,  the 
assassin  of  Secretary  Seward  and  family, 
has  made  a  confession  of  his  guilt.  He 
said  it  was  useless  for  him  to  withhold  it 
longer.  He  had  been  fully  identified  by 
six  persons,  and  the  Government  bad 
other  evidences  in  its  possession  that  he 
was  the  party  assigned  to  that  terrible 
crime.

Hon.  G.  B.  Harris,  Representative 
from  the  Fifth  District  of  Maryland,  was 
yesterday  arraigned  for  trial  before  a 
General  Court  Martial  in  this  city.

Nkw  York,  May  3. 

The  PoaVi  Washington  correspondent 
says  Mr.  Seward  is  so  well  that  be  is  ex- 
pected to  take  bis  place  in  the  Cabinet 
meetings,  in  a  few  days.  The  newspa- 
per accounts  of  the  attempt  to  assassin- 
ate were  generally  incorrect.  Payne, 
the  assassin,  only  had  an  opportunity  to 
strike  one  blow  at  Mr.  Sewanl,  who  was 
at  that  moment  sitting  up  in  bed.  The 
knife  struck  the  swelling  over  the  frac- 
tured jaw  and  did  not  touch  the  throat. 
At  that  instant  Robinson,  the  nurse, 
clutched  Payne  from  behind,  and  did  not 
for  a  moment  let  go  bis  hold,  though 
stabbed  four  times.  Mr.  Seward  rolled 
off  upon  the  floor,  feigning  death.  To 
Mr.  Robinson  he  owes  his  life. 

This  heroic  soldier  is  in  hospital  here, 
and  is  doing  well,  though  very  bad- 
ley  wounded.  Mr.  Seward  now  dictates 
the  foregoing  dispatches  to  Mr.  Hunter.

The  said  Hams  than 
and  th>re  well  knowing  said  Chapman 
Reed  to  soldiers  be  of  said  army  and  treat- 
ing them  and  offering  to  give  them  money 
as  such  and  at  the  same  time  advising  and 
inciting  them  to  continue  in  said  army  to 
to  make  war  against  the  United  States 
and  emphatically  declaring  his  sympathy 
with  the  enemy,  and  his  opposition  to  the 
support  of  United  States  in  its  efforts  to 
subdue  the  rebellion.  This  is  at  or  near 
Leonardstown,  St.  Marys  Co.,  Md.,  on 
or  about  April  26tb  1865. 

Sergeant  Wm.  Chapman  and  Private 
Wm.  Reed,  Co  K,  2-2d Virginia  Infantry, 
Confederate  Army,  were  examined  and 
cross-examined  yesterday  before  the 
court.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  court 
to-day — the  preceedings  which  are  as 
follows — were  brought  forward  :  Two 
paroled  rebel  prisoners  were  examined 
and  testified  that  Harris  had,  at  liis  res 
idence,  given  them  money  and  advised 
them  not  to  regard  their  parole,  and  to 
continue  their  hostilities  to  the  govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Harris  objected  to  their  testimony 
on  the  ground  that  they  were  guilty  of 
treason,  and  therefore  beiirg  the  enemies 
of  the  country,  could  not  testify  against 
a  citizen. 

The  Ju  Ige  Advocate  then  proposed  to 
prove  by  the  neighbors  of  Mr.  Harris 
that  he,  himself,  was  disloyal,  and  with 
the  witnesses,  an  enemy  of  the  United 
States,  and  consequently  not  pririleged 
to  make  exception  to  tbeir  testimony. 

The  Court  then  took  a  recess  to  delibe- 
rate upon  the  poiift.  and  the  doors  were 
closed  until  11 :46,  and  upon  re-opening 
them  the  Court  adjourned  until  to-mor- 
row.

The  Memphis  BtUUtin  [of  Sunday  Uut] 
learns  that  probably  on  the  23d  negotia- 
tions were  progressing  a  few  miles  below 
Red  River,  between  Col.  Sprague,  Chief 
of  Staff  of  Maj.

The  rebel  gun- 
boats Morgan  and  Nashville  there  are 
almost  deserted  by  officers  and  men, 

SIkmphis  April  30. 

The  Bulletin  this  marnii\^  says.  It  is 
reported  that  the  rebel  Gen.  Dick  Taylor 
sent  Gen.  Hodge  to  notify  Gen.  Dana  of 
the  surrender  oi  Johnston  to  Sherman. 
and  told  him  of  the  terms  of  surrender. 
Gen.  Dana  immediately  gave  full  cre- 
dence to  Dick  Taylor's  statements.  An 
armistice  was  made  with  Hodge,  the 
terms  of  which  provide  for  an  entire 
cessation  of  hostilities,  but  reserve  the 
right  to  punish  guerrillas.

The  Berald't  Mobile  dispatch  of  the 
19th,  says:  An  officer  on  Gen.  Dick 
Taylor's  staff  arrived  just  now  with  a 
flag  of  truce  at  Gen  Camby's  Head- 
quarters to  make  terms  tor  the  surrender 
of  himself  and  the  men  under  his  com- 
mand.

JOHMSTON'S  SURRrNOER.

His  Soldierly  and  Patriotic  Con- 
duct. 


Wasbinoton,  April  29,— Generals 
Grant.  Sherman  and  Meigs  arrived  here 
to-day  from  North  Carolina.  From  a 
gentleman  who  was  present  during  the 
negotiations  between  Sherman  and  John- 
ston, which  ended  in  the  surrender  of  the 
latter,  the  following  report  is    obtained: 

"As  soon  as  Grant  reached  the  front  he 
caused  a  dispatch  to  be  sent  to  Johnston, 
informing  him  that  the  armistice  entered 
into  between  General  Sherman  and  him- 
self would  bo  terminated  in  forty-eight 
hours  from  the  time  when  the  notification 
passed  the  pickets.  Later  in  the  day 
General  Sherman  telegraphed  to  Johnston 
that  he  could  surrender  on  the  same 
terms  that  was  granced  to  Lee.  On  the 
next  day  Johnston  telegraphed  a  request 
to  General  t>h>Tni.in  that  a  copy  of  the 
terms  proposed  on  the  18th  should  be 
forwarded  to  him  ;  also  asking  for  a  fur- 
ther armistice.  Sherman  telegraphed  on 
the  25th  that  he  would  meet  him  (Johns 
ton)  the  next  day  at  12  o'clock,  noon. 

Gen.  Sherman  repaired  to  the  rendez- 
vous at  the  hour,  but  John&ton,  whose 
train  had  broken  down,  was  somewhat 
delayed.  The  surrend^^r  then  took  place 
aubstaniially  on  the  same  terms  as  those 
accorded  by  Gen.  Grant  to  Lee.  Each 
officer  and  man  id  to  take  an  uidependent 
obligation. 

Ttie  force  surrendered  number  about 
25,000  or  30.(XiO. 

Gen.  Grant  is  reported  to  have  said 
that  when  he  informed  Geo.  Sherman  of 
the  disapproval  of  the  terms  he  had  for- 
warded to  Washington,  the  latter  frank- 
ly admit  :ed  that  he  had  maile  a  mistake 
in  not  having  put  in  writing  that  slavery 
was  dead,  but  that  was  the  understanding 
between  them.  As  to  permitting  the 
rebel  legislatures  to  as:iemble  he  agreed 
to  that  because  he  had  juat  learned  that 
the  Virginia  legislature  was  permitted  to 
assemble  by  authority  of  the  President, 
and  in  the  absence  of  official  instrnctions 
he  interpreted  the    Presideul's   tlesire  to 


on  the  same    terms    accorded    to    Lee. 
Johnston  replied  on  the  25th,  asking  an 
interview    for     modifying   the   previous 
agreement  surrendering  his  army.     Sher- 
man declined  to  discuss    the    subject   on 
the  basis  of  the  old  agreement,  butnamed 
the  time  and  place  when  he  would   meet 
him.     Johnston  accepted.     They  accord- 
ingly met  near  Dunham's    station,    about 
27  miles  from  Raleigh,  on  the  2Gth.  Sher- 
man arrived  in  time,  but  owing  to  an   ac- 
cident to  the  train  on  which  Johnston  was 
coming  from  Goldsboro,  his    arrival   was 
delayed  several  hours.     He  finally  made 
his  appearance,  looking  much  worse   for 
the  last  two  weeks'  anxiety    and  trouble, 
but  was  outspoken  and  frank  in   arrang- 
ing the  agreement  for    his    capitulation. 
A  few  minutes'  conversation   settled   the 
preliminaries  and    terms.       These   were 
soonrductd  to  writing  and  signed,   and 
are  the  same  as  those  extended   to   Lee. 
although  probably  not  expressed  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  language.     The  negotia- 
tions were  conducted  in  Gen.    Sherman's 
name,  and  Johnston  had  no  ictimation  ol 
the    Lieutenant    General's    presence   at 
llaleigh  until  the  final  terms    of  capitula- 
tion were  feigned,    when    Grant   quietly 
put  his  approval  on  the  back  of  them. 

"  Daring  the  interview  between  Gens 
Sherman  and  Johnston,  the  latter  uni- 
formly declared  that  the  war  was  over ; 
that  to  continue  it  a  moment  longer  would 
not  only  be  wrong,  but  criminal ;  and 
that  when  the  southern  people  learned 
that  his  army  and  Lee's  had  surrendered 
there  would  be  none  to  counsel  a  longer 
eontinuance  of  the  contest.  He  stated 
openly  that  his  troops  should  fight  no 
longer.  If  he  could  not  obtain  reason- 
able and  satisfactory  terms,  he  would 
disband  and  send  them  boaie. 

'*  The  armies  were  nearly  sixty  miles 
apart  at  the  lime  the  capitulation-'  were 
signed.  Gen.  Sherman  had  moved  part 
of  his  army  far  beyond  Raleigh  before 
the  truce  was  agreed  upon.  After  the 
signing  of  the  famous  memoranda,  this 
was  drawn  back  to  the  latter  city,  except 
Kilpatrick's  cavalry,  which  picketed  a 
line  of  country  about  25  miles  beyond 
Raleigh.  Johnston's  troops  were  well 
back  towards  Greensboro.  The  railroad 
between  the  two  armies  was  in  running 
ordar  all  the  time,  and  the  opposing  gen- 
erals proceeded  by  rail  to  a  point  nearly 
cijually  distant,  where  thiir  interviews 
were  held.  The  telegraph  was  also  in 
working  order  through  Johnston's  army 
to  Selma,  filacon,  Montgomery,  and 
other  southern  cities.  Sherman's  first 
news  of  Wilson's  successes  at  these  pla- 
ces was  received  over  the  wires  running 
through  the  heart  of  the  rebel  army. 
Johnston  even  went  so  l.tr  as  to  facilitate 
the  transmission  of  news  to  and  from 
(ien.  Wilson,  and  begged  Gen.  Sherman 


be  retained  for  the  pieservalion  of  order 
and  to  avoid  maintaining  a  military  force 
in  these  States,  as  well  as  to  do  away 
with  the  irritation  likely  to  grow  out  of 
military  government. 

As  to  the  amnesty  it  was  only  to  cover 
officers    and   soltiier-i.       When  h  s  atten- 
tion was   called  to  the    wording  ofit.be 
replied  with  much  spirit,    "that  does  not 
express  the  understanding  between  us." 
fbe  HerahV.*  Wa!>hington  special  says  : 
"Gen.  (-irant  ha:-  returned  in  most  excel- 
lent spirits.     He   expresses  much  gratifi- 
cation at  the  prompt  execution  ol  the  or- 
ders of  the  Government   in  reference  to 
the  agreement   between  (iens.    Sherman 
and  Johnston.     Shariuan  met  the  Lieut. 
Gen.  twenty  miles   from   the   front.     He 
read  the  order  of  disapproval  with   com- 
mendable good  grace,  there  being  no  hesi- 
tation, murmuring,  nor  any  expression  of 
dissatisfaction  at  the  disapproval   of  the 
terms  entered  into  between    him    and  the 
rebel  General ;  that  without  any  delay    or 
argument  in  defense  of  the  course   previ- 
ously pursued.  General  Sherman    and  his 
Generals,  with  true  soldierly  spirit,  set  to 
work  with  alacrity  to  carry  out  the  views 
of  the    Government,    communicated    by 
General  Grant.     Within    five    minutes  a 
dispatch  wa.s  sent  to  Johnston    terminat- 
ing the  armistice   upon  the  receipt  of  the 
D::tification  by  the  rebel  pickets,  and  or- 
ders were  given  for  oar  troops  in  the  rear 
to  move  up  to  the  point.     In  a  few  hours 
(jeneral  Frank  Blair  with  his  corps  was  in 
motion.     General  Sherman  had  informed 
Johnston  that  the   government  would  not 
sanction  the  terms  proposed,   and  that  he 
should    immediately    resume   hostilities. 
Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  notice 
Johnston  sent  back  a  flag  of  truce  asking 
an  interview    with  Sherman    to    arrange 
other    terms    of    surrender,    which    was 
promptly  made    upon    the    basis  of    the 
terms  given  to  Geo.  Lee. 

The  World's  special  says  Johnston  has 
pledged  himself  to  exercise  his  authority 
and  vigilance  to  prevent  guerrilla,   bush 
whacking,    and     all     other     marauding 
parties . 

The  Sunday  Chronicle  to-day  has  the 
following  very  important  intelligence : 
"The  lieutenant  general  reached  VVash- 
ington  yesterday  morning.  He  left  the 
front  of  the  army  before  Raleigh  on  the 
26th  iost.,  after  complying  with  the  di- 
rections of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  countermanding  the  negotiations 
between  Gens.  Sherman  and  Johnston. 
We  are  gratified  to  announce  that  Gen. 
Grant  is  in  the  best  of  spirits,  and  reports 
that  the  orders  of  government  were  obey- 
ed with  alacrity  by  Gen.  Sherman,  and 
immediately  carried  into  effect  under  his 
direction  by  his  corps  commanders.  There 
waa  not  the  slightest  whisper  of  insubor- 
dination in  any  quarter.  The  spirit  with 
which  the  orders  of  Gen.  Grant  were  re- 
caived  and  obeyed  by  (jlen.  Sherman 
proved  him  to  be,  as  he  has  always  shown 
himself  to  be ,  a  true  soldier,  and  reflects 
the  highest  credit  upon  his  well  tried 
patriotism. 

One  of  the  beneficient  and  desirable  re- 
sults of  the  surrender  of  Johnston  is  the 
trMonable  aasurance  of  that  commander 
tbat  he  will  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance 
and  authority  to  repress  and  punish  all 
bushwhacking  or  guerrilla  warfare  ;  and 
from  what  we  have  heard,  a  similar  course 
will  be  pursued  by  Gen.  Lee,  late  comman- 
der of  the  army  of  northtrr;  |Vijginia. 

Another  tact  may  be  stated  in  this  con- 
nection :     That  officers  of  the  rebel  army 
now  frankly  adaiit  that   the   continuance 
of  this  war  on   their    part  would  not  only 
be  a  military  impossibility,  bjt  would  be 
inflicting  the  greatest  injustice  and  misery 
upon  the  southern   people.     The   condi- 
tion of  the  rebel  army  was  such  that,  when 
the  ultimatum  of    the    government    was 
made  known  by  Gen.   Grant's    orders  to 
Joe  Johnston  and  his  associates,  it  was 
yielded  to  at    once,    thus    showing    that 
it  would  have  been  wholly  impossible  for 
them  to  maintain  the  conflict,  had  not  the 
negotiation  taken  place  between  Sherman 
and  Johnston.     So  much  have  the  south 
em  people   been  reduced,    wasted,   and 
conscripted  by  the  policy  of  Jeff.    Davis 
that  thousands  of  them  are  on  the  eve  of 
starvation;  but  rhe   government  against 
which  they  have  been  arrayed  has  proved 
to  be  in  this,  as  on    the  occasion  of    the 
former  surrender,  their  constant  almoner 
and  benefactor. 

New  York,  April  29.— A  Washington 
correspondent  says  :  "  It  is  not  gener- 
ally believed  that  Johnston  or  any  other 
of  the  leading  rebels  expected  the  federal 
government  to  accede  ;  to  their  proposi- 
tions, unless  greatly  modified.  One  evi- 
dence is,  that  prominent  civilians  who 
accompanied  the  army  or  were  in  its  im- 
mediate vicinity  at  the  conference,  sud- 
denly disappeared  soon  alter.  Another 
is,  that,  on  learning  that  our  government 
had  refused  to  entertain  such  overtures, 
•lobnston  needed  no  further  time  for  re- 
flection or  for  conference  with  military 
authorities.  • 

"At  6  o'clock,  on  the  morning  of  the 
25th,  Gen.  Sherman  notified  Johnston 
that  his  terms  were  not  accepted,  and 
that  the  truce  would  end  in  forty-eight 
hours.  Later  in  the  day  he  sent  another 
flag  deoMUiding  the  surrender  of  his  army

"The  terms  of  Gen.  Sherman's  original 
ineaiorandum,it  is  reported,  have  had  the 
approval   of  his  army  commanders,  and 
many  able  and  intluential  officers,   liens. 
Blair  and  Logan  were  among  the  number 
who  dissented,  and  are   repotted  to  have 
done   all    in    their    power  to  prevent  the 
conditions    of  these   proposals.       At  the 
time  the  armistice   was    agreed  to  Sher- 
man had  ju3t  received  information  of  the 
general   satisfaction    tbat    the    terms    of 
Lee's  surrender  had  afforded  the  North. 
He  believed  tbat  a  greater  spirit  of  mag- 
nanimity  prevailed   than    at   any  farmer 
period.     He  had  a  copy  of  the  Richmond 
Whiy  in  which    was  the   proclamation  of 
Gen.  Weitzel  convening  the  rebel  legisla 
ture  of   Virginia.     Everything  conspired 
to  make  him  extremely  lenient." 

The  same  correspondent  says  :  "From 
certain  indications  it  is  probable  that 
Jeff.  Davis  will  continue  his  flight  south- 
ward, and  endeavor  to  reach  Cuba  in 
some  small  vessel  or  fishing  boat,  from  a 
point  on  the  Florida  coast.  Rumor 
places  a  heavy  sum  to  bis  bank  account 
in  Havana.

JOHN  WILKES  BOOTH. 


lutereslinif  Sketch  [  of  the  L.if« 
of  lh«  Assassin. 
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PARENT .\GB  .\ND  PARENTS  OF  BOOTH. 

The  elder  Booth   in  every  land   was  a 
sojourner,  as  all  his  fathers  were.  Of  He- 
brew descent,  and  by  a  line  of  actors,  he 
united  in  himself  that  strong  Jewish  phys- 
iognomyjwhich  injts  nobler  phases,  makes 
all    that  is  dark    and    beautiful,  and  the 
combined  vagrancy  of  all  men  of    genius 
and  all  men  of  the  stage.     Fitful,  power- 
ful, passionate,  his  life    was  a  succession 
of  vices  and  triumphe .     He  mastered  the 
intricate  characters  ol  dramatic  literature 
by  intuition  rather  than  study,    and   pro- 
duced them  with  a  vigor   and    vividness 
which  passed  the  depicting   of    real   life. 
The  stage  on  which  he  raved    and    fought 
became  as  historic  as  the  actual    decks  of 
battle-ships,  and  his    small   and  brawny 
figure  comes  down  to  us  in  those  parox- 
isms of  delirious  art  like  that  of   Harold, 
or  Hichard,  or  Prince  Rupert.     He  drank 
to  excess,   was  profligate  but  not  gener- 
ous, required  but  not  reliable,  and  licen- 
tious to  the  bounds  of  cruelty.     He  threw 
off  the  wife  of  his  bos  'm  to  lly  from  Eng- 
land with  a    flower-girl,  and   settling  in 
Baltimore,  dwelt  wiih  his   younger  com- 
panion, and  brought   up  many   children, 
while  his  first-possessed  went   down  to  a 
drunken  and  broken-hearted  death.     He 
himself  wandering  westward,  died  on  the 
way,  errant    and.  feverish,    even    ia  the 
closing  moments.     His  widow,  too   con- 
scious of  her  predecessor's   wrongs,  and 
often  taunted  with  them,  lived  apart,  fru- 
gal and  discreet,    and    brought    her    six 
children  up  to  honorable  maturity.   These 
were    Junius    brutus.     Edwin    Forrest, 
(though  he  drops  the    Forebt  for  profes- 
sionel  reasons)  John  Wilkes,  Joseph  and 
the  girls.     All  of  the  boys  are    known  to 
more  or  less  of  fame  ;  none  of  them  in  Lis 
art  has  reached  the  renown  of  the  father ; 
but  one  has  sent  his  name  as   far   as    that 
of  the  great    playwright  to    whom    they 
were      pupils :       wherever     Shakspeare 
is    quoted,    John    Wi'ker     Booth      will 
be  named,  and  infamously,  like  that   Hu- 
bert ^i  "King  John,"  who    would    have 
murdered  the  gentle  Prince  Arthur. 

MOTHER,  BKOTUEKS  AND  SISTBR8  OF 
BOOTH. 

It  may  not  be  a  digression  here  to  ask 
what  has  become  of  the  children  of  the 
weird  genius  I  have  sketched  above. 
Mrs  Bjoth,  against  whom  calumny  has 
no  word  to  say,  now  resides  with  her 
daughters  in  Nineteenth  street.  New 
York.  John  S.  Clarke  dwells  in  princely 
style  in  Philadelphia,  with  the  daughter 
whom  he   married ;    he   is   the   business 

riartner  of  Edwin  Booth,  and  they  are 
ikely  to  become  as  powerful  managers 
a-i  they  have  been  successful  "stars.  ' 
Edwin  Booth,  who  is  said  to  have  the 
most  perfect  physical  head  in  America, 
and  whom  the  ladies  call  the  beau  ideal 
ol  the  melancholy  Dane,  dwells  also  on 
Nineteenth  street.  He  has  acquired  for- 
tune, and  is,  without  doubt,  a  frankly 
loyal  gentleman.  He  could  not  well  be 
otherwise  from  his  membership  in  the 
Century  Club,  where  literature  and  loy- 
alty are  never  dissolved.  Correct  and 
pleasing  without  being  powerful  or  bril- 
liant, he  has  led  a  plain  and  appreciated 
career,  and  latterly,  to  his  hjnor.  has 
been  awakening  among  dramatic  authors 
some  emulation  by  offering  handsome 
compensations  for  original  plays. ^anius 
Brutus  Booth,  the  oldest  of  tftm  all, 
most  resembles  in  feature  his  wild  and 
wayward  father ;  he  is  not  as  good  an 
actor  as  was  Wilkes,  and  kept  in  the 
\\  est,    tbat    border    civilization   of    the 


drama;  ^  now  lia2on  a  serious  charge 
of     complicity,    io'^  Capitol    Hill    iail. 
Joseph  Booth  tried  the  stage  as  a  uOHiy 
actor,  and  promptly   failed.     Tha  best 
part  he  ever  bad  to  play  was  "Orson"  in 
the  "  Iron  Chest,"  and   his   discomfitaie 
was  signal;  then  be    studied  medicine, 
but  grew  discouraged,  and  is  new  in  Cal- 
ifornia in  an  office  of  some  sort.     A  son  i 
of  Booth  by  JiiB  fisiiSvtafe  became  a  first- 
class  lawyer  in  Boston.     He  never  rec- 
ognized the  rest  o^Jtb^Juj^x*.   Wilkea 
Booth,  the   third  son,  was  soot  dead  on 
Wednesday    for    attempting    to    escape 
from  the  consetiuefaces  of  murder.  Sach 
are  the  people  to  whom  one  of  the  great- 
est actors  of  our  time  |[tf*e  \x\s  mme  and 
lineaments.     But   I  havo  Anticipated  the 
story  : 

CHILDHOOD    AND    BOVHOOD     OK     WILKES 
BOOTH. 

Although  her  family  was  large,   it  was 
not  so  hard   sailing    with    Mrs.   Rosalie 
Booth  as  may  be  inferred.  Her  husband's 
gains  had  been  variably  great,   and  they 
owned  a  farm  of  some   value  near  Balti- 
more.    The  boys  had  plain  but  not  suffi- 
cient schooling,  though  by  the  time  John 
Wilkes  grew  up  Edwin  and  Junius  were 
making  some  litle  money  and  helping  the 
family.     So  Wilkes  was  sent  to  a  better 
school  than  they,    where  be  made   some 
eventful  acquaintances.    One  of  these  won 
his  sdmiration  as  much  in  the  playground 
as  in  subsequent  hfe  upon  the  field  of  bat- 
tle ;  this  was  Fitzhugh    Lee,    son   of  the 
great  rebel  chieftain.     I  have  not  heard 
that  Lee    ever    had    any  friendship    for 
young  Wilkes,  but  his  post  and  name  were 
enough  to  excite  a  less  ardent  imagination 
—the  son  of  a  soldier  already  great,  and 
a  descendant    of    Washington.     Wilkes 
Booth  has  often  spoken  of  the  memory  of 
the  young  man,  envied  his    success,  and, 
perhaps,  boaated  of  more  intimacy  than 
he  ever  had.     The    exemplars  of  young 
Wilkes,  it  was  soon  seen,  were  anything 
but  literary.     He  hated  school   and  pent- 
up  life,  and  loved  the  open  air.     He  tiaed 
to  stroll  off  to  fish,    though  that  sort  of 
amusenent  was  too  sedentary  for  bis  na- 
ture, but  went  on  fowling  jannta  with  en- 
thusiasm.    In  these  latter  he  manifested 
that  fine  nerve,  and  certain   eye,   which 
was  the  talk  of  all  his  associates  ;    but  his 
greatest  love  was  the  stable.     He  learned 
to  ride  with   his  first  pair   of  boots,  and 
hung  around  the  grooms  to  beg  permission 
to  take  the  nags  to    water.     He  grew  in 
the  later  life  to  be  both  an  indurated  and 
a  graceful  horseman.     Toward  his  mother 
and  sister  he  was  affectionate  without  be- 
ing obedient.     Of    all  the  sons,    Wilkes 
was  the  most  headstrong  in-doors,  and  the 
most  contented  away   from   home.     He 
had  a  fitful  gentleness  which  won  him  for- 
giveness, and  of  one  of  his  sisters  he  was 
particularly  fond,  but  none  had  influence 
over  him.     He  was    seldom  contentious, 
but  obstinately  bent,  and  what  be  willed, 
he  did  in  silence,  seeming  to  diacitTd  sym- 
pathy or  confidenc  •.     As  a  boy  he   was 
never  bright,  except  in  a  boy's  sense ;  tbat 
is,  he  could  run  and  leap  well,  fight  when 
challenged,  and  generally  fell  in  with  the 
sentiment  of  the   crowd.     He  therefore 
made  many  companions,   and    his  early 
days  all  passed    between  Baltimore  city 
and  the  adjacent  farm. 

I  have  heard  it  said  as  the  only  evi- 
dence of  Booth's  ferocity  in  those  early 
times  that  he  was  always  shooting  cats, 
and  killed  ofi  almost  the  entire  breed  in 
hi^  own  neighborhood.  But  on  oae  oc- 
caaion  he  ran  away  from  both  school  and 
home,  and  once  made  the  trip  of  the 
Chespeake  to  the  oyster  fisharies  without 
advising  anybody  of  his   faaoily. 

BOOTH  BICOMB3  AN  ACTOK. 

^Vhile  yet  very  young,  Wilkes  Booth 
became  an  habitue  at  the  theatre.  His 
traditions  and  tastes  were  all  in  that  di- 
rection His  blood  was  of  the  stage,  like 
that  of  the  Keans,  the  Kimbles,  and  the 
Wallacks.  He  would  not  commence  at 
the  bottom  of  the  ladder  and  climb  from 
round  to  round,  nor  take  part  in  more 
than  a  few  Thespian  efforts.  One  night, 
however  a  young  actor,  who  was  to  have 
a  benefit  and  wished  to  fill  the  bonse,  re- 
solved for  the  better  purpose  to  give 
Wilkes  a  chance.  He  anaennced  that  a 
son  of  the  great  Booth  of  tradition,  would 
enact  the  part  of  Richmond,  and  the  an- 
nouncement was  enough.  Before  a  crowd- 
ed place.  Booth  played  so  badly  that  he 
was  hissed.  Still  holding  to  his  gossa- 
mer hopes  and  high  conceit,  Wilkes  in- 
duced John  S.  Clarke,  who  was  then  ad- 
dressing his  sister,  to  obtain  him  a  po- 
sition in  the  company  of  the  Arch  Street 
Theatre  at  Philadelphia. 

BOOTH  IN    "I'TILITY  BUSINE.S.S." 

For  eight  dollars  a  week,  Wilkes  Booth,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-two,  contracted  with  Wil- 
liam Wheatley  to  play  in  any  piece  or  part  for 
which  he  might  be  cast,  and  to  appear  every 
day  at  rebel  sal.  He  had  to  play  the  Courier  in 
Sheridan  Knowles's  "Wife'  on  bis  first  ni^rht, 
with  tive  or  ten  little  speeches  to  make ;  bat 
such  was  his  nervousness  tbat  be  blundered 
continually,  and  quite  balked  the  piece. 
Soon  after  he  nndertook  the  pare  of  one  of 
the  Venetian  comrades  in  tlugo's  "Lncretla 
Borgia,"  and  was  to  have  said  in  bis  turn : — 
"Madame,  I  am  Petrucio  Pandolfo ;"  instead 
of  which  he  exclaimed : 

"Madame,  I  am  Pondolfk)  Pet—,  Pedolfio 

Pat—.  Pantucio  Ped— ;  damn  it !  what  am  I  ?" 

The  audience  roared,  and    Booth,  though 

fall  of  chagrin,  was  compelled  to  laagb  with 

them. 

The  very  next  night  he  was  to  play  Daw- 
son, an  important  part  in  Moore's  tragedy  of 
"The  Gamester."  He  had  boaght  a  new  dress 
to  wear  on  this  night,  and  made  abundant 
preparation  to  do  him.sctf  honor.  He  there- 
fore invited  a  lady  whom  be  knew  to  visit  the 
theatre  and  witness  his  triumph.  Bat  at  the 
instant  of  hi!)  appearance  on  the  sta((e,  the  au- 
dience, remembering  the  Petrucio  Pandolfo 
of  the  previous  night,  burst  into  laughter, 
hisses  and  mock  applause,  fo  tbat  he  was 
struck  dumb,  and  stood  rigid,  with  nothing 
whatever  to  say.  Mr.  John  Dolman,  to  whose 
Stukely  he  played,  was  compelled,  therefore, 
to  strike  Daw*on  entirely  out  of  the  piece. 

These  occurrences  nettled  Booth,  who  pro- 
tested that  be  studied  faithfally,  bat  tbat  his 
want  of  confidence  ruined  him.  Mr.  Freder- 
icks, the  stage  manager,  made  eonstant  com- 
plaints of  Booth,  who,  by  the  way,  did  not 
play  under  his  fall  name,  but  as  Mr.  J 
Wilkes — and  he  l>ore  the  general  reputation  of 
having  no  ,Tomiiie8,  and  t>eiag  a  careless  fel- 
low. He  associated  freely  with  such  subor- 
dmate  actors  as  be  liked;  bat  being,  throagb 
Clarke,  then  a  rising  favorite,  of  t>etter  con- 
nections, might,  had  he  chosen,  advanced 
himself  socially,  if  not  artistically.  Clarke 
was  to  have  a  t>enefit  one  evening,  and  to  en- 
act, among  other  things,  a  mock  Hichard  III, 
to  which  he  allowed  Wilkes  Booth  to  play  a 
real  Hichmond.  On  this  occasion,  for  the  first 
time,  Bo.iih  showed  some  energy,  and  obtain- 
eil  some  applause.  But,  in  general,  he  was 
stiiinhling  and  worthless.  I,  myself,  remcm 
>ier,  on  three  consecntive  nights,  hearing  him 
trip  up  and  receive  suppressed  hisses.  He 
lacked  enterprise ;  other  young  actors,  instead 
of  waiting  to  \x  given  better  parts,  committed 
them  to  memory,  in  the  hope  tbat  their  real 
interpreter  might  not  come  to  hand.  Among 
these  I  recall  John  McCuUough,  who  after- 
wards became  quite  a  celebrated  actor.  He 
was  getting  if  1  correctly  remember,  oaly  six 
dollars  a  week,  while  Booth  obtained  eight. 
Yet  Wilkes  Booth  seemed  too  alow  or  Indif- 
ferent to  get  on  the  weather  side  of  such 
chances.  He  still  hel  I  the  part  of  third  walk- 
ing gentleman,  ar>d  ihe  third  is  always  the 
first  to  be  walkci  otf  in  case  of  strait,  aa  was 
Wilkes  Rojiu.  He  did  not  survive  forty 
week"  engagement,  nor  make  above  three 
hundred  dollars  in  all  time.  The  Kellers  ar- 
rived ;  they  cut  down  the  company,  and  they 
dispensed  With  Wilkes  Booth.  He  is  remem- 
bered in  Philadelphia  by  his  failure  as  in  the 
world  by  his  crime. 

nOOTH    AT   RICHMOND. 

About  this  time  a  manager  named  Kunkle 
gave  Booth  a  salary  of  twenty  dollars  a  week 
to  go  to  the  Richmond  theatre.  There  he 
played  a  high  order  of  parts,  and  played  them 
t>ctter,  winning  applauses  from  the  easy  pro 
vincial  cities,  and  taking,  as  everywhere,  the 
ladies  by  storm.  I  have  never  wondered  why 
many  actors  were  strongly  predisposed  to- 
ward the  South.  There,  their  social  status  is 
nine  times  as  big  as  with  us.  The  hospitable, 
lounging,  buzzing  character  of  the  Southerner 
is  entirely  consonant  with  the  cosmopolitan- 
ism of  the  stage,  and  that  easy  "hang- 
up-your-hat-ativeness,"  which  is  the  rule  and 
demand  in  Tbespianstiip.  We  place  actors 
ouuide  of  society,  and  execrate  them  because 
they  are  there.  Tha  South  took  them  into 
affable  fellowship,  and  wasnotmiaed  by  it, 
but  beloved  by  the  fratemltr.  Booth  playad 
two  seasons  in  Richmond  left  in  sottie

Tkaatre  for  tbe  -scene   of 
oapany  withwlil^  he  had 
Sffiliatcd    tor  some  time.    From  h||  bonncc- 
tlon  with  the  uulitia  on  this  occasion  he  was 
wont  to  trace  fealty  to  Virginia.    He  was  a 
non-commissioned  officer,  and  remamed   at 
Charlestown  till  utter  the  e.xccntion,  visiting 
the  oldpikeman  in  jail,  aad  bis  coiSpanywas 
selected  to  form  guard  around    the  scatfoid 
when  John  Brown  went,  white-headed,  to  his 
account.    There  may  be  in  this  a  consolation 
tor  the  canonizersof  the  first  arm-beafer  be- 
tween ttettecUons,  that  one  whose  unit  svell- 
ed  the  host  to  crush  out  that  brave   old  life, 
took  from  the  scene  inspiration  enough  to  slay 
a  merciful  President  In  his  unsuspecting    lei- 
sure.   Booth  never  referred  to  John  Brown's 
death  iu  bravado;   possibly  at    that   gallows 
began  some  such  terrible  purpose  as  he  after- 
ward consummated. 

BOOTH  GOES  OUT  A8  A  .STAR. 


BOOTH  AT  THS  iOU»  BBOWS  K^lbu    i.) 

When  thetlohn  Brown  raid occornd,  Beotti 


It  was  close  upon  the  beginning  of  the  war 
when  Booth  resolved  to  transform  bim.<;elf 
from  a  stock  actor  to  a  "swr."  As  many  will 
read  this  who  do  not  understiind  such  distinc- 
tions, let  me  preface  it  by  explaining  that  a 
"star"  is  an  actor  who  belongs  to  no  theater, 
but  travels  from  each  to  all.  playing  a  few 
weeks  at  a  time,  and  sustained  in  bis  chief 
character  by  the  regular  or  stock  actors.  A 
stock  actor  >«  a  good  actor,  and  a  poor  fool.  A 
star  is  an  iidvertisemont  in  tights,  who  grows 
rich  and  corrupts  the  public  laste.  Booth  was 
a  star,  and  being  so,  had  an  agent."  The  agent 
is  the  trumpeter  who  goes  on  l)cforc,  writing 
the  impartial  notices  which  you  see  In  the  ed- 
itorial columns  of  country  papers  and  count- 
ing noses  at  the  theater  door.  Booth's  agent 
was  one  Mathcw  Canning,  an  exploded  Phila- 
delphia lawver,  who  took  to  managing  by 
passing  the  "bar;  and  J.  Wilkes  no  louger.  but 
our  country's  rising  tragedian,  J.  Wilkes 
Booth,  opened  in  Montguiuery,  Alabama,  in 
bis  tathers  consecrated  piirt  of  Richard  III. 
ft  was  very  dillerent  work  between  receiving 
eight  dollars  a  week  and  getting  half  the  grass 
proceeds  ot  every  performance.  Booth  kept 
northward  when  his  engagement  was  done, 
playing  in  many  cities  such  parts  as  Bom  o, 
the  Cortican  Brothtrt,  and  Raphael  in  the 
"Marble  Heart ;"  in  all  of  these  ho  gained  ap- 
plause, and  his  .journey  eastward,  ending  in 
ea.'itern  cities  like  I^vidence,  Portland,  and 
Boston  was  a  long  success,  in  parts  deserved 
In  Boston  he  received  especial  commednation 
for  bis  enactment  of  Richard. 

I  have  looked  over  this  play,  bis  best  and 
favorite,  to  see  how  closely  the  career  ot  tbe 
crookback  be  so  often  delineated  resembles 
his  own. 

By  these  starring  engagements.  Booth  made 
incredible  sums.  His  cash  book,  for  one 
single  season ,  showed  earnings  deposited  in 
bank  of  twenty-two  thousand  odd  dollars.  In 
New  York  he  did  not  get  a  hearing,  except  a 
benefit  or  two,  where  he  played  parts  not  of 
his  own  selection.  In  Philadelphia  his  earlier 
failure  predisposed  the  people  to  discard  him, 
and  they  did.  Bat  be  had  made  enough,  and 
resolved  to  invest  bis  winnings.  The  oil  fever 
bad  just  begun ;  be  hired  an  agent,  sent  him 
to  the  western  districts  and  gave  him  discre- 
tionary power:  his  investments  all  turned  out 
profitable. 

BOOTH     A.S  A  MAN  OV  Br9INKS3. 

Booth  died,  as  far  as  understood,  without 
debts.  Tbe  dav  before  the  murder  he  paid 
an  old  friend  u  hundred  dollars  which  he  had 
borrowed  two  days  previously.  He  banked 
at  Jay  Cooke's,  in  Washington,  generally; 
but  turned  most  of  his  funds  into  stock  and 
other  matters.  He  gave  eighty  dollars  eight 
months  ago,  for  a  part  investment  with  others 
in  a  piece  of  western  oil  land.  The  certificate 
for  this  land  he  gave  to  his  sister.  Just  before 
be  died  bis  ngent  informed  biiu  that  the  ihare 
was  worth  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Booth 
kept  his  accounts  latterly  with  great  regular- 
ity, and  was  as  lavish  as' ever,  but  took  note 
of  all  expenditures  however  irregular.  He 
was  oue  of  those  men  whom  tbe  possession 
of  money  seems  to  have  energized ;  bis  Hfe, 
so  purposeless  long  before,  grew  by  good  for- 
tune to  a  strict  computation  with  the  world. 
Yet  what  availed  so  sudden  reformation,  and 
of  what  use  was  the  gaining  of  wealth  to 
throw  one's  life  so  soon  away,  and  leap  from 
competence  to  hunted  infamy  ' 

booth's    KE.VIALF.  INTRIQl'ES. 

i^The  beauty  of  this  man  and  his  easy  confi- 
dentiality, hot  familiar,  bat  marked  by  a 
mind  and  even  dignity,  made  many  woman 
impassioned  of  him.  He  was  licentious  as 
men,  and  particularly  as  actors  go,  but  not  a 
seducer,  so  far  as  I  can  learn.  1  have  traced 
one  case  in  Philadelphia  where  a  young  girl 
who  had  seen  him  on  the  stage  became  en- 
amored of  him.  She  sent  him  boquet^,  notes, 
photographs,  and  all  tlie  accessories  of  an  in- 
trigue. Booth,  to  whom  snch  things  were 
common,  yielded  to  the  girls  importuni  ies  at 
last  and  gave  her  an  interview.  He  was  sur- 
prised to  find  that  so  bold  a  correspondent 
was  so  young,  so  fresh  and  beautiful.  He 
lold  her,  therefore,  in  pity,  the  consequences 
of  pursuing  him ;  that  he  entertained  no  af- 
fection for  her,  though  a  sufficient  desire,  and 
he  was  a  man  of  the  world  to  whom  all  women 
grew  fulsome  in  their  turn. 

•'(Jo  home,"  he  said,  "and  beware  of  actors. 
They  are  to  l>e  seen,  not  to  be  known." 

The  girl,  jet  more  infatuated,  persisted. 
Booth,  who  had  no  real  virtue  except  by  scin- 
tillations, became  to  her  what  he  had  prom- 
ised, and  one  more  soul  went  to  the  isles  of 
Cyprus. 

In  Montgomery,  if  I  do  not  mistake.  Booth 
met  the  woman  from  whom  he  received  a  stab 
which  he  carried  all  the  resi  of  bis  da^'S-  She 
was  an  actress  and  be  visited  her.  "rhey  as- 
sumed a  relation  creditable  only  in  La  Bo- 
heme,  and  were  as  tender  as  love  without  es- 
teem can  ever  be.  But,  after  due  time.  Booth 
.  wearied  of  her,  and  offered  to  say  "good-bye' 
She  refused— he  treated  her  coldly ;  she  plead- 
ed— he  passed  he»  by. 

Then,  with  a  jeaJous  woman's  frenzy  she 
drew  a  knife  upon  him  and  stabbed  him  in 
the  neck,  with  the  intent  to  kill  blm.  Being 
muscular  be  quickly  disarmed  her,  though  he 
atterwards  suffered  from  the  wound  poig- 
nantly. 

Does  it  not  bring  ablush  to  our  faces,  that  a 

food,  great  man,  like  he  who  has  died — our 
'resident — should  have  met  his  fate  from  oae 
so  inured  to  a  life  of.  ribaldry?  Yet,  only 
such  an  one  could  have  been  found  to  murder 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Tbe  women  persecuted  Booth  more  than  hp 
followed  them.  He  was  waylaid  by  married 
women  In  every  provincial  town  or  city  where 
he  played.  His  lace  was  so  youthful,  yet  so 
manly,  and  his  movements  so  graceful  and 
excellent,  that  other  than  tbe  coarse  and  er- 
rant placed  themselves  in  his  way.  After  his 
celebrated  Boston  engagt-ment,  women  of  all 
ages  and  degrees  pressed  in  crowds  before  the 
Tremont  House  to  see  him  depart.  Their  mo- 
dvea  were  various,  but  whether  curiosity  or 
worse,  exhibiting  plainly  tbe  deep  influence 
which  Booth  had  upon  the  sex.  He  could  be 
anywhere  easy  and  gentlemanly,  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  wonder  that  with  the  entry  which 
be  had  to  many  well-stocked  homes,  he  did 
not  make  hospitality  mourn  and  friendship 
find  in  bis  visit  shame  and  ruiu.  I  have  not 
space  to  go  into  the  millionth  citalogoe  of 
B  >oth's  intrignes,  even  If  ihisjonmal  permitted 
further  elucidation  of  so  banned  a  subject. 
Moat  of  his  adherents  of  this  class  were,  like 
Heine's  Polish  virgins,  and  he  was  very  popu- 
lar with  those  dramatic  ladies — iew  I  hope 
and  know,  in  their  profession — to  whom 
divorce  courts  are  supertiuous.  His  last  per- 
manent acquintance  was  one  Ella  Turner,  of 
Richmond,  who  loved  bim  with  all  the  im- 
petuosity of  that  love  which  does  not  think, 
and  strove  to  die  at  the  tidings  of  his  crime 
and  tilght.  Happy  that  even  such  a  woman 
did  not  d<e  associated  with  John  Wilkes  Booth. 
Such  devotion  to  any  other  murderer  would 
have  earned  some  poet's  tear.  But  the  daisies 
will  not  grow  a  whole  rod  from  hi*  grave. 

Of  what  avail,  mar  we  ask,  on  the  impossi- 
ble supposition  that  Booth's  crime  could  have 
been  considered  heroic,  was  it  that  such  a 
record  should  have  dared  to  die  for  fame  r 
Victory  would  have  been  ashamed  of  its  cham- 
pion, as  England  of  Nelson,  and  Friince  of 
Mirat)eau. 

I  may  add  to  this  record  that  he  had  not 
been  in  Philadelphia  a  year,  on  first  sitting 
out  in  life,  before  getting  into  a  transaction  of 
the  kind  specified.  For  an  affair  at  his  board- 
ing be  was  compelled  to  pay  a  considerable 
sum  of  money,  audit  fortunately  occurred 
just  as  he  was  to  quit  the  city.  He  bad  many 
quarrels  and  narrow  escapes  through  his  li- 
centiousness, a  husband  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.. 
once  following  him  all  the  way  to  Cleveland 
to  avenge  a  domestic  insult. 

booth's  FACK.  gait  AND  DRKSS. 

None  of  the  printed  pictures  tbat  I  have 
seen  do  justice  to  Booth  Some  of  the  cartel 
dt  visit*  get  him  very  nearly.  He  bad  one  of 
tbe  finest  vital  heads  I  have  ever  seen.  In 
fact,  be  was  one  of  the  best  exponents  of 
vital  beauty  I  have  ever  met.  By  this  I  refer 
to  physical  beauty  in  tbe  Medician  sense — 
health,  shapeliness,  power  in  beautiful  poise, 
and  seemingly  more  powerful  in  repose  than 
in  energy.  His  hands  and  feet  were  sizable, 
not  small,  and  his  legs  were  stout  and  mus 
cular,  but  inclined  to  bow,  like  his  father's. 
From  tbe  waist  upward  he  was  a  perfect  man, 
his  chest  l>eing  full  and  broad,  his  shoulders 
gently  sloping,  and  his  arms  as  white  as  ala- 
baster but  bard  as  marble.  Over  these,  upon 
a  neck  which  was  its  proper  column,  rose  the 
cornice  of  a  fine  Doric  face,  spare  at  the  jaws. 
and  not  anywhere  over-ripe,  bnt  seamed  with 
a  nose  of  Roman  model,  the  only  relic  of  his 
half  Jewish  parentage,  which  gave  decision 
to  the  thoughtfully  stem  sweep  of  two  direct, 
dark  eyes,  meaning  to  woman  snare,  and  to 
man  a  search  warrant,  while  the  lofty  square 
forehead  and  square  brow?,  were  crowned 
with  a  weight  of  curling  jetty  hair,  like  a 
rich  Corinthian  capital.  His  profile  waseagle- 
isb,  and  afar  his  countenance  was  haughty. 
He  seemed  throat  full  of  introspections,  am- 
bitious self  examinings,  eye-strides  into  the 
future,  as  if  it  withheld  him  something  to 
which  he  had  a  right.  I  have  since  wondered 
whether  this  moody  demeanor  did  not  come 
of  a  guilty  spirit;  but  all  the  Booths  look  so. 


address  wa« winning  u  a  girl's,  riaing  in  «0kct 
not  from  wlitt  lie  said,  but  from  bow  ho.jaid 
it.  It  was  maguetie,  and  1  can  dcs(.Till»  it. 
therefore,  by  its  etl'ccts  alone.  1  seemed  when 
be  had  spoken  to  lean  towards  this  man.  His 
attitude  spoke  to  me;  with  as  easy  familiarity 
as  I  ever  observed  he  drew  near  and  convers- 
ed. The  talk  was  on  so  trite  things  that  it 
did  not  lie  a  second  in  the  head,  but  when  I 
Itft  him  it  was  with  the  feeling  that  a  most 
agreeable  fellow  had  passed  by. 

The  next  time  the  name  of  Wilkes  Booth 
rccaixeu  to  me  was  like  the  pistol  shot  he  had 
tired.  The  right  hand  I  had  ohaken  murder- 
ed the  father  of  the  country. 

Booth  was  not  graceful  with  his  teet,  al- 
though his  ordinary  walk  was  pleasant 
enough.  But  his  arms  were  put  to  artistic 
uses ;  not  the  baser  ones  like  boxing,  but  all 
sorts  of  fencing,  manual  practice,  and  the 
handling  of  weapons. 

In  his  dress,  he  was  neat  without  being 
particular.  Almost  any  clothes  could  fit  bim  ; 
he  had  nothing  of  tbe  exquisite  about  him ;  his 
neck-ties  and  all  such  matters  were  good 
without  being  gaudv.  Nature  had  done  much 
for  him.  In  this  beautiful  paiacc  an  outlaw 
had  bullded  bis  fire,  and  slept,  and  plotted 
and  dreamed.

CHAU.VCTKKOP    BOOTH's  ACTING. 

As  an  actor,  BuoUi  was  too  energetic  to  be 
correct;  his  cimcepiion  of  Richard  was  vivid 
and  original,  his  fa.ber's  rendering  of  the 
last  hi^tbnn  any  liwly  we  have  had.  His 
combat  scene  was  terrific.  The  statement  that 
bis  voice  had  failed  has  no  valid  foundation  ; 
it  was  as  good  whe.i  he  challenged  tbe  caval- 
rymen to  coml)at;as  in  the  be.st  of  his  Thespian 
successes.  In  aliacting  that  required  delicate 
cbaracieriration,  refined  conception  or  care- 
fulness.

That  night  that  horrible  crime  thrilled  the 
land.  A  period  ot  crippled  flight  succeeded. 
Booth  passed  the  nights  iu  perilous  route  or 
broken  sleep,  and  in  the  end  went  down  like 
a  bravo,  but  in  the  eyes  of  all  who  read  his 
history,  couiinaiiding  no  respest  for  his  valor, 
charity  for  his  motive,  or  sympathy  for  his 
sn.

From  the  Red  Hirer  Nor'- Wester. 

[\Ve  have  been  favored  with  a  coinmu- 
nication  in  Euglish  Irom  a  Sioux,  or 
rather  Sioux  haU-breed,  Campbell,  the 
Blacksuiitb,  well  enough  known  here. 
It  was  with  considerable  difficulty  that 
we  succeeded  in  making  it  intelligible, 
and  we  now  present  it  to  oar  readers, 
luearly  promising  that  tbe  inlormation 
was  conveyed  directly  from  tbe  Sioux 
camp  to  Campbell,  who  regards  it  as  a 
correct  expression  of  the  ideas  of  those 
Indians,  We  append  the  letter. — Eds, 
X.'W.] 
ToourDew  CampbeU,  .the  Blacksmith: 

"We  want  to  know  what  the  Americans 
inter  d  to  do  ?  We  sent  three  men  to  a 
Fort  of  the  Missouri  to  learn  whether  the 
Americans  would  make  a  treaty,  or  what 
they  intended  doing.  But  our  people 
have  not  come  back,  nor  have  we  learned 
what  became  of  them  !  Aj^ain,  we  sent 
otf  two  other  messengers  to  Fort  Aber- 
crombie: but  there  is  no  word  from 
these  either. 

"There  are  fourteen  hundred  tenis  of 
us  between  Devil's  Lake  and  the  Mis- 
Houri  alone,  and  in  .April  next  we  expect

— A  camp  for  rebel  prisoners  has  been 
established  at  Newport  News.  It  if 
guarded  by  colored  troops,  who  rigidly 
bold  to  their  orders.  A  dead  line  has 
been  established,  which  must  not  be  over« 
stepped.  The  penalty  of  violating  this 
order  is  death ;  and  on  Thursday  night 
last  week  one  unfortunate  prisoner  was 
mortally  wounded  by  being  shot  by  $ 
sentry  while  endeavoring  to  stop  him 
from  crosEing  the  line.  However,  as 
much  liberty  as  is  consistent  with  duty  if 
allowed  these  prisoners ;  and,  as  their 
encampment  is  located  on  the  banks  of 
tbe  James  river,  they  have  every  oppor- 
tunity for  cleanliness,  and  a  large  number 
of  tents  shelter  them  from  cold  and  in- 
clement weather.

A  letter  Irom  Rome  to 
Times,  dated  tbe  4th  iost., 
lowing : 

"J he  College  of  Cardinals  here  13  di- 
vided into  three  parties-  the  men    of  ex- 
treme opinions,  who  support  the   present 
policy  of  the  Pope  ;  the    [..iberals,   whose 
opinions,  it  must  be  confessed    are  less 
definite ;  and  those  easy   persons    who,  tl 
they  can  be  called  a  party,  do  not  occupy 
themselves  with  State   matters,   and  are 
ever  ready  to   side    with    the    majority. 
As  regards  the  departure  of  the  Pope,  a 
({uestion  which  is  freely  agitated,  the   ex- 
treme of  the   college   approve   the  step, 
fearing  a  reconciliation  with   the   Italian 
Government,  while  the   Liberals,  on   the 
contrary,  oppose  it.     It  is  only  last  w»ok 
that  one  of  this  party,  whose    name  I  ab- 
stain,    of     course,     from    giving,    said, 
"Even   were   the     Piedmontese     in  the 
Courts  of  the  \'at'can,  his  Holiness  ought 
not  to  leave.     That  the   Pope   is   himself 
disposed  to  do  so,    there  can,    I    think, 
be  little  doubt.     That  he  has   long   con- 
templated the  probability  of  such  a  step 
is  evident  from  an  observation  of  his  Ho- 
liness which  I  (juoted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  winter  and  on  the  authenticity  of  which 
you  may  rely :     "If  I  am   compelled  to 
leave,  I  will  not  do  so   as    formerly,  in  a 
carriage,  but  on  f>.)\  with  my  breviary 
under  my  arm."     -Nor,"    say  those  who 
know  him  well,  "would  the  Pope's  depar- 
ture be  the  result  of  fear ;  he  is   ready  to 
meet  martyrdom ;   but   he    is  highly  im- 
aginative, and  has  an  idea  that  by   mov- 
ing from  place  to   place   he  would  serve 
the  interests  of  tbe  Church,  and  win  many 
members  to  the    fold.     As  to   the   place 
which  bia  Holiness  may  choose  for  a  re- 
fuge,''   says    the  same    informant,  "the 
Pope  is  disposed  to  accept  the  hospitality 
ol  any  Catholic   country   where   his   in- 
dependence would  be  crippled   and   his 
presence  would  create  strife  and  jealooty 
nor  would  he  make  any   fixed   residence, 
always  recognizing  Rome   as   the  seat  of 
the  chair  of  St.  Peter.     England  or  even 
Turkey  would  be  preferable.     The  bare 
mention  of  the  last  country  may    excite  a 
smile,  but  not  m^ny  weeks  have  passed 
since  one  of  the  most  zealous  and  exagger- 
ated counsellors  of    the  Pope  observed, 
"Why,  where  could  he  go?    He  would 
be  better  received    and  treated  by  the 
Turks  than  by  his   own  people."     The 
outburst  may  have   been   suggested  by  a 
fact  which  occurred  shortly  before  the  re- 
ceipt ol  letters  by  his  Holiness  from  the 
Sultan,  and  by  Cardinal   Antonelli  from 
the  Grand  Vizier,    "lull,"  said  Cardinal

profound  devotion  and  respect."  I  relate 
the  anecdote,  not,  of  course,  under  the 
impression  that  his  Holiness  is  at  all  dis- 
posed to  set  up  his  tent  in  the  land  of

TERRIBBLETRABEDY! 

Daring  Bobbery  and  Proba- 
ble Murder. 


Two      Vilians      As«niilt      and 

Nearly  IVIurder  a  ^Inn  la 

His  Bed  Room. 


$900  and  a  diold  Watch  Stolen. 

Escape  of  the  Perpetrators  of  the 
Crime. 


One  of  the  boldest  crimes  ever  com- 
mitted in  this  city  occuiTed  between  ten 
and  eleven  o'clock  last  evening,  consisting 
of  a  murderous  assault  upon  and  robbery 
of  Napoleon  Heitz,  one  of  our  old  citizenp. 
The  circumstances  as  near  as  we  could 
ascertain  them  in  the  excitement  of  the 
occasion  are  as  follows  .- 

Mr.  Heitz,  being  a  widower,  occupied 
an  up  stairs  room  in  a  frame  building  on 
the  upper  end  of  Tnird  Street  (nearly  of  • 
p'osite  the  old  American)  the  lower 
story  of  which  has  until  recently  been 
ussed  by  J.  £.  I^lisson  as  a  tin  shop.  A 
few  minntes  pa^t  ten  last  evening  Mr. 
Heitz  left  tne  Massasoit  Saloon,  almost 
opposite  the  building  which  he  occupied, 
and  proceeded  to  hij  room,  which  was  in 
the  second  story,  fronting  the  street. 
Within  five  minutes  after  he  left  the  saloon 
Patrick  Moran,  the  policeman  on  that 
beat  was  startled  by  the  cry  of  murder 
issuing  from  Mr.  Ueitz's  room.  The 
street  door  leading  to  the  stairway  was 
found  to  be  locked,  anck  on  bursting  it 
open  the  policeman  states  that  be  was 
met  by  two  men  coming  down  the  stairs. 
One  of  them  endeavored  to  stab  him  in 
the  breast  with  a  knife,  but  his  star  re- 
ceived the  force  of  the  blow,  which  was 
■o  hard  as  to  break  it  from  the  pin  which 
held  it  to  his  coat.  They  then  knocked 
him  down,  ran  out  upon  the  street  and 
escaped. 

Proceeding  to  Mr.  Heilz's  bed  [room, 
he  was  found  lying  on  the  floor  weltering 
in  his  blood.  He  was  carried  to  the  old 
Napoleon  saloon,  a  lew  feet  distant,  and 
Dr.  Rosenk  summoned  to  dresa  his 
wounds.  The  Doctor  found,  upon  ex- 
aminatin,  that  be  had  received  three  ter- 
rible cuts  with  a  knife  upon  the  top  of  his 
head,  each  one  having  evidently  struck 
the  skull  violently,  bnt  not  with  sufficient 
force  to  break  it.  He  also  received  three 
heavy  blows,  apparently  with  a  slung 
ahot,  upon  the  forehead,  and  a  severe  eut 
with  a  knife  over  the  left  eye.  No  one  of 
the  wounds  is  necessarily  fatal,  but  all 
combined,  inflicted  upon  a  man  seventy- 
one  years  of  age,  renders  his  situation 
critical  and  his  recovery  extremely  doubt- 
ful. He  was  partially  conscious  after  being 
carried  to  the  saloon  and  stated  that  he  had 
been  robbed  of  $900  in  money  and  a  watch, 

wbioh  was  a  gold  one.  He  was  suffi- 
ciently conscious  to  make  his  suffer- 
ing intense  and  for  some  time  he  writhed 
in;  agony.  Towards  midnight  be  was, 
nndw  the  influence  of  medical  treatment, 
becoming  easier. 

The  moon  was  shining  brightly  at  the 
time,  and  the  early  hour  of  the  evening 
and  public  place  rendered  the  outrage  a 
most  daring  one.  People  were  constant- 
ly paaaing,  and  two  saloons  within  a 
lew  feet  of  the  building,  were  open  and 
customers  were  within.  Statements  con 
c«ming  the  character  of  the  men,  com- 
mitting the  deed  are  conflicting.  The 
policemsn  thinks  they  wen;  both  soldierp, 
but  a  lame  man  who  stood  in  the  middle 
of  the  street,  when  tbey  tau  away  thinks 
one  was  in  citizens  dresa  and  the  other  in 
soldiers  clothes. 

It  leema  probable  that  th«  vulaina  were 
concealed  in  Mr.  Heitz's  room,  and  as 
the  struggle  was  near  the  door,  attacked 
him  as  he  entered,  expecting  to  silence 
him  with  a  blow  and  then  proceed  to  rob 
him.  Mr.  Heitz  kept  the  street  entrance 
locked,  and  entered  by  a  back  door  and 
stairway,  fastening  the  door  after  him. 
These  doors  were  all  found  fastened  a^ 
usual,  which  gives  strength  to  the  suppo- 
•ition  that  they  were  already  concealed 
m  the  building.  A  yoang  man  sleeps  in 
the  room  back  of  adjoining  Mr.  Heitz's, 
but  at  present  there  are  no  others  occu- 
panta.  The  bed  in  the  back  room  had 
the  appearance  of  having  been  occupied, 
but  whether  the  young  man  had  retired 
when  the  assault  took  place  we  could  not 
learn  last  evening. 

Mr.  Heitz  formerly  owned  and  occu- 
pied the  Napoleon  Saloon,  where  he  now 
hes,  and  having  sold  that  some  time 
since,  was  quite  Hush  with  money,  which 
he  took  no  pains  to  conceal.  In  fact  he 
seemed  to  pride  himself  upon  its  exhibi- 
tion, and  this  impmdence  undoubtedly 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  ruffians  who 
determined  and  evidently  intended  to 
murder  and  rob  him.  He  earned  his 
money  in  his  breast  pocket,  so  that  its 
abstraction  waa  but  the  work  of  a  mo- 
ment. 

Chief  Turnbull  and  Capt.  Heck,  and 
others  of  the  police  force,  were  on  the 
spot  toon  after  the  occurrence,  and  a 
search  waa  instituted,  which  we  trust  may 
prove  successful  in  unearthing  the  despe- 
radoes. 

So  daring  an  outrage  waa,  evidently, 
not  planned  or  executed  by  noTkes,  and 
it  leads  ns  to  fear  that  the  desperate  vil- 


laina  who  operated  in  Dubuque,  and  other 
western  towns  during  the  winter,  are 
paying  ui  a  visit.  Let  our  citizens  pre- 
pare to  give  them  so  warm  a  reception 
that  they  will  be  glad    to   beat   a  hasty 

retreat.

A  BKnss.— There  is  a  certain  female 
in  this  cityt*»ho  has  a  periodic,  spasmodic 
and  regularly  perpetual  method  of  getting 
into  a  muss.  Wc  always  know  when  she 
is  in  trouble,  as  she  first  calls  upon  us  to 
re<iuest  the  suppression  of  her  name,  and 
then  proceeds  to  prosecute  or  stand  her 
trial,  as  the  case  may  be.  As  the  first 
tidings  of  the  row  comes  from  one  of  the 
principals  we  always  know  that  the  re- 
port is  reliable,  and  we  take  this  method 
ofretur.  ing  our  acknowledgements  for 
being  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  mvesti- 
gating  the  circumstances  and  ascertain- 
ing whether  there  is  any  foundation  for 
the  fuss. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  female  in 
question,  for  this  item,  as  but  fur  her  in- 
formation we  should  not  have  learned,  in 
time  for  to-day's  issue,  that  she  was  to 
appear  in  the  Police  Court  this  morning, 
as  Prosecutrix.  She  notified  us  that 
there  had  been  a  rumpus,  but  didn't  want 
anything  said  about  it.  Of  course  we 
couMn't  refuse,  but  felt  in  duty  bound  to 
learn  more  particulars,  and  then  ascer- 
tained that  the  warrant  hadn't  been  is- 
sued for  the  defendant  in  question,  but 
would  be,  and  the  case  would  probably 
come  on  this  mornip|f.

TiiK  pier  marks  indicate  S  feet  9  inches 
in  the  channel.  A  strong  wind  was  blowing 
and  a  portion  of  the  day  it  aeemed  probable 
that  it  would  rain,  bot  later  in  the  day  the 
weather  changed  to  fair. 

The  Julia  came  down  from  Mankato, 
with  1,544  .sacks  of  wheat,  the  greater  por- 
tion ef  it  being  from  that  town.  The  dithcul- 
ty  of  navigatton  on  that  river  is  so  great  that 
Julia  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  trade. 
Mankato  intended  to  present  Capt.  Reany 
a  flag  upon  bis  next  trip,  but  that  trip  is  now 
indefinitely  postponed.  From  preiient  indi- 
cations it  seems  probable  that  the  Julia  will, 
before  long,  run  fVom  this  point  connecting 
with  the  larger  packets  of  the  Northwestern 
Line,  at  some  point  below.  She  is  going  to 
Dubuque,  and  for  the  present  will  not  be  as- 
signed to  duty. 

The  Otter,  was  the  second  and  last 
arrival  from  the  Minnesota.  The  Hudson 
and  Grey  are  both  at  the  rapids  endeavoring 
to  lighten  over.  The  Hudson  haa  two  bulk 
barges,  and  she  is  compelled  to  sack  her 
wheat  run  below  the  rapids  and  empty  it  into 
one  of  the  bulk  barnes.  When  she  will  arrive 
isan.undetermined  question. 

The  War  aagle,    oaving  broken   a 
shaft  on  the  last  trip  down,  the  large  stem 
wheeler  Diamond  Jo,  took  her  trip  np,    The 
Diamond  Jo  was  built  at,  Prairie  dn  Cbein  last 
summer,  being  finished  in  time  to  run  a  month 
last  fall,  and  this  is  her  first  vUit  to  St.  Paul. 
She  is  165  feet  long,  33feet  beam,and  five  feet 
hold.    The  draws  light,  twenty  inches  and 
can  carry  five  hundred  tons.    Her   speed  is 
markable,  and  she  is  said  to  be  the  fastest  boat 
on   the     upper     Mississippi.    Her   name  is 
derived  from  her|builder,  Joe  Reynolds.    He 
has  for  many  years  been  a  heavy  wheat  deal- 
er,   and  his  marks  on    sacks   consisted  of  a 
diamond  with  the  word  Jo  written  in  it.    Re- 
taining this  mark  so  long  be,  gradually,  was 
called  Diamond  Jo,  and  is  known  by  no  other 
name.    It  was  the  original  intention  to  name 
this  boat  Chicago,  and  the  table  ware,  bedding 
&c.,were  marked  with   that  name.    At  the 
last  moment,  yielding  to  the  solicitations  of 
friends,  Mr.  Reynolds    changed  it  to  bis  own 
nick-na<iie  and  hence  it  bears  upon  its  pilot 
house  the  mark,  so  well  known  among  wheat 
dealers.    Diamond  Jo.    Mr.  Reynolds  built 
the  boat  for  his  own  use  and  she  is  construct- 
ed much  more  elegantly  even,  than  most  of 
the  side-wheel  packets.     Subsequently  she 
was  sold  to  the  Northwestern   line  and  has 
been  tied  np  at  Dubuque  this  Spring  biding 
the  low  water  season  to  come  forth  in  all  her 
glory.  The  accideat  to  the  War  Eagle  brough* 
her  out  in  charge  of  the  Eagle's  officers  and 
crew.

The  Stetr  of  this  evening  contains  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  particulars  of  the  pursuit 
and  capture  of  Bcoth : 

•'  There  no  longer  remains  any  doubt  that 
Booth  fractured  his  leg  when  he  sprang  from 
the  President's  box  upon  the  stage.  It  l)eing 
one  of  the  small  bones,  it  is  not  prolwblc  that 
he  discovered  the  extent  of  the  injury  until 
the  next  day.  On  the  nijjlit  ol  the  assassin- 
ation the  confederates  of  Uootli  were  actively 
engaged  in  measures  to  divert  puisuit  from 
the  right  direction,  and  a  nuinl)er  of  horses 
were  turned  loose,  with  no  nthcr  object  than 
to  convey  the  idea  that  the  assassins  were  still 
in  the  city.  The  report  of  Booth's  Itein^  seen 
in  Pennsylvani:i  was  ulw)  sUirtcd  In  bis 
friends. 

"The  first  reliable  information  concerning 
Booth  as  obtained  Saturday  inoniiiig,  at  Tur- 
rell's  tavern,  about  10  iniles  from  the  city,  on 
the  road  to  Bryantown.  The  military  first 
called  at  this  place,  but  failed  to  obtain  any 
definite  statement,  till  the  detectives  came  up. 
The  tavern  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Siirratt,  and 
leased  to  an  old  man  who  keeps  it.  Upon  close 
examination  he  stated  that  Mrs.  Surratt  had 
uccu  there  on  Friilay  afternoon,  ami  left  word 
that  two  men  would' arrive  during  the  night, 
who  were  to  be  generously  provided  for.  .^he 
also  directed  that  two  carbines,  su8pen4ed  ''V 
a  string  between  the  plastering  of  a  partition 
should  be  given  them.  Both  Booth  and  Har- 
rold  arrived  as  expected  and  remained  until 
suuic  time  t>aturdtuy  forenoon,  but  on  leaving 
Booth  declined  to  take  a  carbine,  stating  tbdt 
he  was  too  lame  to  carry  it.  Uarrold,  how 
eicr,  took  one,  and  the  two  set  out  lor  the 
lower  counties.  Upon  reaching  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Bryantown,  near  Port  Tobacco, 
Booth's  leg  bcciinie  too  painful  to  proceed  fur- 
ther. The  services  of  Dr.  Mudd,  of  that  vicini- 
ty, were  brought  into  rei|uisition.  Alter  the 
Iraciurc  had  been  dr:;seed  and  Booth  hadlelt, 
the  detectives  arrested  Mudd,  who  denied  all 
charges  of  knowing  the  character  of  the  pati- 
ent, Booth.  The  boot  was  cut  olfftom  Booth's 
foot,  the  inflammaiion  rendering  it  impossible 
to  draw  it.  It  was  found,  and  on  it  was  writ- 
ten with  ink,  "J.  Wilkes,"  the  word  "Booth" 
evidently  having  been  scratched  off  with  n 
knife.  Why  any  portion  of  the  name  was  left 
is  a  mystery,  unless  a  sudden  alarm  hurried 
oil' the  party  before  the  completion  of  the 
erasure. 

The  next  place  Booth  and  Harrold  were 
heard  from  was  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Cox.  The 
latter,  vpon  being  questioned,  denied  having 
seen  any  snch  parties,  but  said  that  three  pa- 
roled rebel  soldiers  applied  there  for  accom- 
modations, and  bad  Ijcen  sent  away.  Cox's 
servant's  however,  all  asserted  that  the  two 
men  had  stayed  there  over  nisht;  that  their 
master  had  entertained  them  in  a  most  hos- 
pitable manner.  And  upon  their  departure 
the  next  morning,  gave  each  a  quantity  of 
whiskey. 

The  detectives  next  came  upon  the  fugi- 
tives near  Sachir  Swamp,  in  Charles  county, 
'there  they  found  a  dilapidated  shanty,  occu 
pied  by  an  old  colored  woman,  who  stated 
that  on  that  morning  two  men,  one  oi  them 
with  a  crutch,  had  come  out  of  the  woods  and 
asked  for  something  to  eat,  olfering  to  pay 
any  sum  for  it.  She  being  afraid,  told  them 
she  had  nothing ;  that  there  was  no  white 
people  around  there,  and  that  they  could  get 
nothing  to  eat  in  that  vicinity.  The  lame 
man  had  then  inquired  the  direction  to  the 
Great  .Swamp,  which  she  pave,  and  the  two 
went  off.  The  shanty  stands  in  a  small  clear- 
ing, surrounded  on  ail  sides  by  dense  pine 
woods,  with  the  exception  of  one  side  bound- 
ed by  swamp.  The  8th  Illinois  c.ivalry  and  a 
regimeni  of  colored  troops  were  immediately 
sent  throagh  the  swamp  in  every  direction, 
searching  e^•ery  thicket,  l)Ut  without  finding 
any  trace  of  the  assassins,  they  having  evi 
dently  secreted  themselves  in  the  pine  woods 
and  made  their  escape. 

While  the  swamp  was  being  searched  on 
Sunday  afternoon.  Booth  and  Harrold  crossed 
the  Potomac  .it  Swan  Point,  a  short  distance 
below  Mathews'  Point,  and  passed  through 
Port  Royal  eii  route  to  Louisa  C.  II.,  where 
they  were  captured  as  previously  described. 
In  their  stay  at  Garrett's  place  facts  have  come 
to  light  which  show  conclusively  that  Booth 
and  his  accomplices  had.  Ijefore  carrying  their 
plans  into  execution,  decided  upon  the  roads 

lo  be  taken  in  iiiultiug  llioir  escape.     Maps  are 

understood  to  have  belonged  to  these  parties, 
with  distinct  marks  of  the  routes  laid  out  t)y 
them.  Booth  and  Harrold  were  to  escape  to 
rebeldom  and  seek  JelF.  Davis'  protection,  who 
was  finally  to  as&ist  them  in  leaving  the 
country. 

Harrold,  in  conversation  with  an  acquaiut 
ance  of  bis,  who  resides  in  Maryland,  some 
time  previous  to  the  murder  ot'  President 
Lincoln,  made  a  remark  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  no  extradition  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain.  A  remark  that  exerted  no 
special  attention  at  the  time,  but  in  the  light 
of  sutisequent  events,  it  would  appear  that 
Booth  and  himself  conli-mplated  taking  shel- 
ter somewhere  in  the  Spanish  dominions 

•' Surpri.sc  has  been  expressed  that  Booth 
selected  such  a  shallow  blab-mouth  as  Har- 
rold as  the  nearest  accomplice  in  so  terrible  a 
plot.  This  mystery  may,  wc  think,  be  ex- 
plained in  this  way  :  Harrold,  a  young  man 
of  id.e,  vagabond  habits,  was  a  good  shot,  a 
capital  footman,  spending  must  of  his  time 
in  gunning  and  fishing  excursions  in  the  low- 
er counties  of  Maryland,  acquiring  in  this 
way  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the.  country, 
and  especially  its  by-paths,  forests,  swamps 
and  creeks,  'sought  only  by  the  hunter  and 
fisherman.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion 
this  knowledge  made  his  services  valuable  in 
the  capacity  of  a  gnide  for  blockade  runners, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  has  been  act- 
ively engaged  in  that  business  throughout. 
Doubtle«s  he  was  recommended  to  Booth  as 
a  suitable  guide  in  his  wanderings,  and  that 
the  acquaintance  )>etween  them  was  tounded 
in  that  way.  But  for  the  injury  received  by 
Booth  in  jumping  to  the  stage,  by  which  he 
was  crippled,  it  is  possible  that  the  well- 
arranged  plan  oi  escape  might  have  succeeded. 
But  the  outraged  rtag  of  our  country,  trampled 
upon  by  Booth  in  his  exit  from  the  box,  would 
seem  to  have  been  endowed  with  powers  ot 
volition,  seizing  him  by  the  spur  and  causing 
hifn  to  fall,  crippled  on  the  stage,  whereby 
his  flight  was  interrupted,  and  his  few  days 
of  Cam-like  existence  made  d.<ys  of  agony 
intense.  It  is  l)elieved  that  had'  he  not  been 
immediately  captured,  death  would  have  en- 
sued from  the  mortification  of  his  broken  leg, 
uncared  for,  as  it  necessarily  was,  and  in  con- 
stant use.  Traces  at  points  of  his  route  indi- 
cate that  he  attempted  to  obliterate  the  tell- 
tale marks  of  his  crutch  in  the  earth,  whereby 
his  route  might  be  traced,  and  that  he  hoppeil 
on  one  leg  .<it  other  p>oints,  not  using  the 
crutch,  to  the  same  end. 

Washinoton,  April  30  — It  is  published 
here  that  Mrs.  Surratt,  wife  of  one  ot  the  con- 
spirators, who  resided  here,  was  mainly  in- 
Btramental  in  facilitating  the  escape  of  Booth, 
by  supplying  him  with  arms  as  he  passed 
through  the  lower  counties  of  Maryland.  At 
a  country  tavern  which  she  owned,  ten  miles 
from  the  city,  she  concealed  some  carbines 
for  Booth  and  Harrold,  but  a  few  days  before 
the  assassination.  The  latter  took  one  of 
them  as  he  passed  through  the  place,  but 
was  too  badly  injured  to  add  to  his  load  of  fire 
arms.

The  following  letter,  sent  to  us  by  Mr. 
Slocum  of  the  Mank*to  Fnion,  came  in 
Wednesday  night's  mail  in  time  for  yes- 
terday's Pbksss,  but  by  somebody's  over- 
sight  was    not   obuined   from  the    Post 

office : 

M.vNKATO,  May  2d  186.i. 

A  messenger  arrived  in  town  this  p.  m. 
with  the  startling  news  that  A.  J.  Jewett,  and 
his  entire  family  consisting  of  his  wife  son. 
and  aged  father  and  mother,  were  murdered 
hy  Indians  this  morning. 

Mr.  Jewett  lives  un  the  east  side  of  the  Blue 
Earth  Kiver,  nenr  the  Rapids.  Mr.  Uur^ten.s 
iiaard  firing  in  that  vicinity  earlr  this  moru- 
inx.  >>ut  thuugbt  it  nothing  out  ot  the  way. 
Aft«r  breakfast,  he  went  over  to  borrow  Mr. 
Jewett 's  wagou.  and  found  him  and  his 
daughter  dead  in  the  garden,  and  the  rest  of 
the  family  dead,  in  the  house,  lying  un  the 
Hoor, 

Six  Indians  were  seen  in  the  vicinity  of 
Shelbyville  yesterday,  and  it  is  conjectured 
that  tber  are  the  ones  that  committed  this 
wholesale  murder. 

A  parts' of  our  citizens,  fully  armed,  have 
started  in  pursuit  of  the  red  devils. 

In  briet— the  particulars  are,  that  Mr.  Jew- 
ett's  family  were  at  breakfast  this  morning, 
about  six  o'clock,  when  six  Indians  entered 
the  room.  Mr.  Jewett  ran  ont  of  one  door 
into  the  garden,  and  his  wife  out  of  another 
Mr.  Jewett  was  struck  in  the  head  with  an 
axe,  and  instantly  killed;  bis  witc  was  shot; 
and  his  taiber  and  mother  in  the  house,  were 
also  shot.  The  old  gentleman,  at  last  ac- 
cbnnts  was  living,  but  is  supposed  to  be  dead 
now.  His  little  boy,  also  shot,  is  still  living, 
and  with  good  I'are  will  recover.  Charles 
Tyler,  the  hired  man,  working  near  by,  was 
also  killed.  The  Indians  stole  two  hordes  and 
lett. 

LiTKS. — One  of  the  scouting  party  has  just 
airiTcd.  bringing  with  him  a  half-breed  Sioux, 
wkoB  h«  arrested  near  Jones' Ford.  Unable 
to  give  an  account  of  himself,  he  brought  him 
in  a  ^soner.  Ue  claims  to  be  a  son  of  old 
B«U«J,  a  full  blooded  Frenchman,  but  it  is 
•trongly  saspicioned  that  he  belongs  to  the 
Indian  party.  He  has  been  placed  in  jail  by 
Col.  Smith,  to  await  future  developments.  He 
is  a  hard  looking  character.  He  gave  several 
accounts  of  himself,  claiming  to  have  served 
uinler  Capt.  Olin,  in  the  Second  Minnesota, 
auA  then  in  the  Tbird.  Finally,  being  hard 
pressed,  he  confessed  privately  to  Pol  .Smith 
that  his  name  was  John  Campbell. 

Maj.  Evans,  of  Garden  City,  returned  from 
Washington  this  a.  u.,  and  is  tboroughly 
aroused  and  at  work.  Old  Mrs.Jewett  was  his 
sister,  and  the  young  Jewett  his  nephew. 

There  is  great  excitement  here  and  in  the 
valley. 

A  number  ot  families  have  left  their  homes, 
and  come  to  Mankato.  Tomorrow  anather 
party  starts  out.

Adjutant  Genoral  Malmros : 

I  have  received  three  messenger*  from  Gar- 
den City  from  which  we  are  assured  of  the 
murder  of  Mr.  Jewett's  family,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jewett,  mother,  child,  a  boy  16  years  old  and 
the  father  mortally  wounded.  Mr.  Jewett 
lived  about  three  miles  F.ast  of  Garden  City 
and  twelve  miles  from  this  place.  They  were 
killed  a)>out  six  o'clock  this  morning;  there 
were  six  Indians. 

.\B  soon  as  informed  the  minute  men  were 
in  the  saddle,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  overtake 
the  murderer^.  .Ml  that  can  be  done  will  be 
to  overtake  them.  How  many  men  have  t)een 
murdered  at  this  time  I  cannot  -say.  I  shall 
leave  as  soon  as  possible  with  a  small  force. 

Three  Indians  were  seen  yesterday  near 
Vernon.    Pursuit  Wus  immediately  made. 

They  got  the  horse  stolen  but  the  severe 
snow  storm  made  it  impossible  to  follow  af- 
ter the  horse  was    turned  out  by  the  Indians.

The  following  letter  from  Henry  Bel- 
land,  one  of  Gen.  Sibley's  scouts,  indi- 
cates formidable  preparations  for  preda- 
tory incursioiu  of  the  Sioux  upon  our 
northern  settlements.  It  was  one  of 
these  bands  of  assassins  that  committed 
the  horrible  massacre  above  recorded. 
The  half-breed,  John  Campbell,  who  was 
captured  near  Jewett's,  is  shown  by  the 
following  to  have  been  with  a  war  party 
of  Sioux.  He  was  one  of  the  most  no- 
torious ringleaders  of  the  Sioux  massa- 
cre of  1862.  He  is  a  son  ot  Scott  Camp- 
bell, a  Government  Interpreter,  who 
used  to  own  a  part  of  the  plat  of  St. 
Paul,  in  1*47  : 

Camp  Wood  Lake,  April  29,  IS&i. 
Brig.  Gen.  H.  H.  i>lbley: 

I  uke  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  to  in- 
form you  of  the  reports  here.  The  half-breeds 
that  have  been  on  a  hunt  on  the  Coteau  at  the 
Lake  of  the  Two  Woods,  have  just  come  in 
and  report  as  tollows : 

While  there,  a  war  party  of  ten  came  to 
them  on  the  23d  ult.,  and  would  have  mur- 
dered them  all  if  there  had  not  been  some  re- 
lations among  them .  With  this  hunting  par- 
ty was  Scott  Campbell,  and  he  was  first  re- 
cognized by  his  brother  John,  being  with  the 
war  party.  The  hunters  were  ordered  off  by 
the  war  party,  telling  them  that  they  would 
be  visited  by  other  war  parties  in  a  few  days, 
and  it  would  not  be  safe  for  them ;  so  they 
started  in  on  the  21th,  and  on  their  way  down 
they  came  across  another  war  party  of  six, 
and  spoke  with  them,  and  this  party  said  that 
there  were  six  war  parties  altogether,  on  the 
way  down.  They  also  said  that  they  were 
furnished  with  ammunition  by  the  F.nglish, 
and  told  to  make  war  on  the  whites,  and  they 
wera  to  kill  all  Indians  found  down  here.  It 
is  also  reported  that  Black  Legs  would  be 
down  in  a  few  days  with  a  party  of  forty.  He 
wants  to  avenge  his  brother's  death,  who  was 
killed  on  the  Cottonwood,  last  summer.  Don- 
can  Kennedy  left  on  the  24th  inst . ,  to  go  acros 
the  Cotteau.  Fears  are  enteruined  for  his 
safety.  Your  humble  servant.

The  three  quarter  blood  .Sioux  csplured 
vesteiday  by  one  of  our  scouts,  was  hung  this 
afternoon  at  6  o'clock.  The  clothes  found  up- 
on him  when  taken,  have  been  iJentitied  us 
belonging  to  the  murdered  family-  This  so 
cxaspemted  tho  people  that  they  determined 
to  hang  him,  and  so  organized  a  "peoples 
rourt,"  and  placed  him  on  trial.  The  party 
brought  in  a  verdict  of  guilty,  but  rcccom- 
mended  that  he  be  tried  by  the  District  Court 
on  the  16th  mst.  The  exasperated  multitude 
would  not  listen  to  this,  and  cries  of  "hang 
him'"  "hang  him  •"  rang  upon  the  air.  A 
tirece  contest  ensued  between  those  in  favor  of 
anew  tnal,  and  those  who  were  determined  to 
inflict  sumnary  punishment.  The  latter  was 
the  stionge.st  party,  and  rushed  the  prisoner 
rapidly  to  the  place  of  execution,  where  a 
rope  had  been  thrown  over  the  limb  of  a 
tree.  A  wagon  was  driven  undcrueath,  the 
Indian  put  in  it,  and  the  rope  placed  around 
his  neck.  In  the  excitement  his  bands  were 
not  tied,  and  as  the  wagon  was  driven  out 
from  under  him,  he  caught  hold  of  the  rope 
and  supported  himself,  at  the  same  time 
calling  for  a  priest.  His  pants  slipped  otl", 
leaving  him  hanging  with  nothing  on  but  a 
shirt.  The  wajron  was  immediately  backed 
under  him,  and  the  Catholic  priest  hail  a  few 
moments'  conversation  with  the  prisoner  and 
performed  tlie  last  rites  for  the  dying.  His 
hands  were  then  tied,  pants  fastened  on,  the 
wagon  again  driven  out.  and  Mr.  Sioux 
launched  into  eternity.  In  the  fall,  whiili 
was  only  about  a  lo«.«t,  his  neck  was  not  bro- 
ken, and  he  choked  to  death,  struggling  vio- 
lently for  a  few  moments. 

None  of  our  people  doubt  that  Ibis  Sioux 
was  guilty  of  the  murders  committed, 
but  many  of  them  regret  this  hasty  action,  in 
taking  the  law  into  their  own  bauds.  They 
were  all  in  favor  of  hanging,  but  deemed  it 
right  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  jury. 
Our  citizens  were  fearful  that  if  the  matter 
was  delayed.  Gen.  Sibley  woald  get  hold  of 
the  red- skin,  and  he  would  then  get  clear,  and 
escape  the  punishment  he  so  richly  deserved. 
The  hitherto  lenient  policy  of  Gen.  Sibley,  in 
disponing  of  Indian  prisoners,  and  in  protect- 
ing the  frontier,  ha.s  led  our  people  to  distru.st 
his  anxiety  and  desire  to  protect  ns  and  punish 
Indians.  Under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
in  which  we  are  placed,  a  great  allowance 
must  be  made  for  the  disgraceful  proceeilings 
of  to-day. 

This  Indian  confes-scd  that  there  were  nine 
bands  of  Indians,  numbering  in  all  about  100 
on  their  way  to  Mankato,  with  the  intention 
of  attacking  it.  There  are  large  numbers  of 
Indians,  supiwsed  to  l)e  in  the  woods  back  of 
here.  A  compaay  of  militia  was  organized 
to  day,  and  a  line  of  pickets  Is  now  stationed 
around  the  town,  andall  the  way  to  St.  Peter. 
Some  men  from  Garden  City,  slept  on  the  trail 
ot  a  Itand  la.st  night,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Agency.    A  large  party  are'  in  pursuit  to-day. 

Pickets  are  stationed  from  Shelbyville  to 
Garden  City,  and  from  there  down  this  way 

The  bodies  of  the  Jewett  family  will  be  bur- 
ied to-morrow.    They  are  horribly    mangled. 

The  Dakota  Presbvtery  is  in  session  here, 
and  Missionary  Williamson  preached  a  ser- 
mon last  night,  in  which  he  sympathised  with 
the  Indians.  This  so  exasperated  our  people, 
that  this  morning  a  large  crowd  assembled  in 
the  streets,  and  appointed  a  committee  to  wait 
upon  him  and  notify  him  to  leave  town.  The 
oommittee  did  their  duty  well,  and  he  has

•fefferson  Davis,  late  of  Richmond,  Vir 
ginia,  and  Jacob  Thompson,  Clement 
Clay,  Beverly  Tucker,  George  N.  San- 
ders, N.  C.  Clearj*,  and  other  rebels  and 
traitors  against  tho  Government  of  the 
United  States,  harbored  in  Canada,  Now,

Montgomery  »urrendered 
without  an  assault.  We  destroyed  two 
rolling  mills  and  founderies,  two  maga- 
zines, one  locomotive  sixty-three  cars, 
five  steamboats  captured  on  the  riv«;r  near 
Wetumpka,  and  water  works.  The  reb- 
els burned  85,000  bales  of  cot'on  before 
evacuating.  Columbus,  Georgia,  85 
miles  distant  was  taken  by  assault  by 
Gen.  Upton,  alter  dark  on  the  ICih. 
Twelve  bundreil  prisoners  were  captured, 
5;J  guns,  large  cotton  factories  100,(.X)0 
bales  of  CQttoa,  and  immense  quantities 
of  ordnance,  (juartermasters,  and  com- 
missary stores,  a  large  arsenal,  a  pistol 
fai-tory,  an  accoutrement  factory,  a  naval 
foundery,  a  rolling  mill  and  founder}', 
an  arsenal  and  foundry,  13  locomotives, 
over  2IX)  cars,  depots,  machine  shops,  &c. 
were  captured  and  destroyed.  A  gun- 
boat mounting  six  seven-inch  rilled  guns 
now(called  Jackson,  butthenameof  wbiih 
has  been  recently  changeil,  was  captured. 
Here  a  detour  to  West  Point  was  made 
by  Lefjrange's  brigade,  which  attacked 
the  works  and  carried  them  by  storm, 
capturing  the  garrison,  350  in  number, 
and  four  guns,  and  killed  the  rebel  (ien 
eral  Tyler  in  command.  Fifteen  locomo- 
tives were  destroyed,  also  200  cars  and 
two  large  factories  in  the  vicinity.  We 
destroyed  a  large  quantity  of  Quarter- 
master and  Commissary  stores  at  Griffin, 
and  railroad  bridges  on  the  Selma  and 
Montgomery  railroad. 

We  captured  along  the  road  five  guns. 
Macon  wus  taken  without  opposition.  It 
has  not  been  necessary  as  yet  to  destroy 
any  property.  We  captured  four  guer- 
rdlas.  Also,  Howell  Cobb,  Gustaviis  W. 
Smith,  formerly  street  in.^pector  of  New 
York  city,  Robertson,  Mercer  and  Mc 
Call.  The  captures  are  32  guns  in  posi- 
tion, in  field,  and  by  assault,  and  200 
guns  in  arsenals  and  in  store,  with  im- 
mense amounts  of  ordnance,  quartermas- 
ter and  commissory  stores,  and  cotton 
and  machinery,  railroad  stock  and  other 
matters — various  and  numerous. 

New  York,  May  4. 

In  the  assault  on  Selma,  Brig  General 
Eli  Long,  of  tbe  Second  Division,  had 
command  of  the  right,  and  Brevet  Maj 
General  Emory  Upton  of  the  left  Tbe 
preliminary  assauh  by  the  escort  was  un- 
successful. Tbe  2d  division  charged  over 
the  works  in  splendid  style,  carrying  ev- 
erything before  them. 

The  enemy's  force  was  from  C.OOO  to 
7,000,  mostly  militia,  and  our  assaaltiog 
force  was  only  1,250. 

Gen  Long  was  wounded,  and  has  ar- 
rived here  en  route  for  the  North. 


Our  losses  were  250,  and  the  enemj 
officially  state  their  loss  to  have  been  be- 
tween four  and  five  hundred. 

Our  whole  loss  in  all  the  expedition 
was  only  .350. 

S  A  total  of  481  miles  was  marched  in 
twenty  days,  averaging  over  twenty  miles 
per  day  during  the  time.

The  State-house  continued  to  be  vsitod,  at 
11  u'cluck  last  night  the  ladies  of  the  ladies 
aid  society,  laid  upon  the  cotlln  a  beautiful 
crown  of  evergreens  studded  with  pure  (low- 
ers. Other*imiIar  tokens  have  l»een  con- 
tributed. 

To-day  at  noon  eleven  guns  were  fired  and 
alterwards  single  guns  were  tired  at  intervals 
of  ten  minutes. 

About  noon  the  remains  were  brought  from 
the  State  House,  and  placed  In  the  hearse 
which  was  brought  tVom  St.  Louis,  and  was 
used  in  the  funeral  of  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Ben- 
ton, Gen.  Lyon  and  Gen  Gamble. 

The  hearse  was  surmounted  by  a  magnifi- 
cent crown  of  flowers,  meanwhile  a  choir  of 
hnndreds  of  voices  accompanied  by  a  brass 
band,  sung  the  hymn  of  "Children  of  the 
heavenly  King,  Let  us  Journey  as  we  sing." 
tFrom  thepotlco  of  the  Capitol  the  funeral 
procession  was  under  the  inmedlateldirectlon 
of  Maj  Gen.  Hooker,  Marshal  in  Chief  Brig. 
Gen.  Cook  and  Statf  and  Gen.  Uakes  and 
Stair. 

The  military  and  the  firemen  made  a  fine 
appearance. 

The  guard  of  honor  consisted  of  Generals 
Barnard,  Rear  Admiral  Davis  McCollum, 
Uamscy,iCaldwell,  Thomas,  Howe.Tow usend, 
and  F.aken  and  Capt.  Field  U.  S.  Navy,  and 
Maj.  Field,  U.  S.  Marine  Corps. 

Tlje  relatives  and  family  friends  of  the  de- 
ceased were  in  carriages  Including  Judge 
Davis  of  the  Supreme  Court,  officiating 
clergvnien  and  Bishop  Simpson,  Dr.  Ourley, 
and  others. 

The  Governors  of  six  or  seven  States  were 
in  the  procession.  Members  oj  Congress  with 
their  officers  and  the  State  Munkipal  authori- 
ties of  Illinois,  and  delegations  Irom  adjoining 
states. 

The  long  lines  of  these  civilians  were  closed 
by  Free  Masons,  Odd  Fellows  and  citizens, 
including  m.iny  colored  persons. 

The  hearse  was  followed  by  the  horse  for- 
merly belonging  to  Abraham  Lincoln.  Its 
iKMJy  was  covered  with  black  cloth  trimmed 
with  fringe. 

There  were  immense  crowds  of  people  in  the 
capitol  to  see  the  procession  as  it  pas.sed  and 
persons  for  several  miles  occupied  the  side 
walks. 

The  procession  arrived  at  Oakridge  Ceme- 
tery at  one  o'clock.  On  the  vault  in  which 
the  remains  of  the  President  and  his  son  were 
deposited  was  a  platform  on  which  singers 
and  Instriimentiil  bands  unitedlv  joined  in 
chanting  appropriate  music.  Including  a  burial 
him  by  the  deceased  Prefident's  pastor,  Rev. 
Dr.  Gurlcy. 

On  the  right  was  the  speakers'  stand,  ap- 
propriately «lraped'with  mourning. 

The  dead  march  in  Saul  was  sung  accom- 
panied by  the  band  as  the  remains  were  de- 
posited. 

Thousands  of  persons  were  assembled  at 
the  cemetery  before  the  arrival  of  the  pro- 
ces.sion.  The  scene  was  of  solemn  Interest 
and  the  landscaoe  truly  beautiful  in  the  light 
of  an  unclouded  sun. 

The  religious  exercises  were  singing  of  a 
dirge,  followed  by  reading  of  appropriate 
portionr  cf  Scriptures,  and  a  prayer  after  a 
bvnm  by  the  c'hoir. 

'The  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard  read  the  last  In- 
augural of  President  Lincoln,  and  next  a 
dirge  was  sung  by  the  choir,  when  Bishop 
Siin.son  delivered  the  funeral  orarton.  It  was 
in  the  highest  degree  eloquent.  The  patriotic 
portions  of  it  were  applauded.  Then  follow- 
ed another  hvmn  when  the  benediction  was 
gronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gnrly. 

The  procession  was  then  reforined  and  re- 
turned to  the  city.

Should  the  rommissary  of 
muster,  and  his  assistant.s  bo  insuflicient  to 
perform  this  daty  promptly.  You  are  au- 
thorize to  appoint  such  additional  sssistants, 
as  you  may  consider  necessary,  and  to  avail 
yourself  of  such  mnst.'^ring  officers  within  tbe 
geographical  limits  of  your  command,  ai  in 
the  judgment  of  the  chief  mustering  officer 
can  be  spared  from  their  present  duties,  and

T.STEPHEN  MILLKR,  Gov- 
ernor ot  the  State  of  Minnesota,  do  hereby 
earnestly  request  the  people  ot  Minnesofci  to 
ol>«ervethe  s;iid  1st  day  of  June  next  in  the 
manner  rcconnuendid  by  the  President  of  th« 
Vnited  States :  "  by  assembling  in  their  res- 
peeiive  places  of  worship,  there  to  unite  in 
solemn  service  to  Almi^^hty  (i<>d  in  memory 
of  the  good  man  who  has  l)eca  removed,  so 
that  all  shall  bo  occupied  at  the  same  time  in 
contemplation  of  his  virtues,  and  sorrow  for 
his  sudden  and  violent  end ;"  and  I  also  siig 
gest  that  all  buiiiiiws  and  libur  lie  suspended 
on  that  day,  s.>  that  it  C;ni  l)e  observed  solemnly 
and  devoutly  by  all  ffood  citt/ens  in  the  usual 
manner  of  fasting  nml  prayer  to  Almighty 
Uod,  to  llie  end  that  he  may  remove  his 
chastening  hand  from  the  Nation,  ami  grant 
unto  us  the  blessings  of  peace,  prosperity,  of 
fraternal  intercotir^je  between  all  sections  ol 
our  beloved  land,  and  the  perpetuity  t>t  our 
irOTemnient. 

In  Testimony  Whfrkov,  I  have  hereunto 
fet  my  name  aud  caused  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  Sute  of  Minnesoca  to  be  affixed 
[i,.  9.]  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul, 
this  Second  day  ot  May  in  the  Year  ot 
Our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-tive.

THE     SDUTH     AND     SLAVERY.

Richmond.  Va.,  April  :.'4,  1SG5. — In 
onler.  if  {lossibie,  to  get  aoiue  clear  light 
for  the  solution  of  the  new  complications 
growtog  out  of  the  mtirder  ol  t'resident 
Lincolo,  1  yesterday  nigbt  sought  and 
obtnined  an  interview  with  that  distin- 
»uish«tl  .Htddit-r  and  leatler  ol  th«^  reliel 
armies,  (ieneral  Robert  K  Lee,  and  was 
pt-rmitted  to  draw  out  Lis  viewa  on  the 
very  impoitaiit  •jiiestion.')  suggested.  It 
is  proper  to  say  that  our  roc-ep  ion  was 
everything  that  could  bo  expected  from 
a  gentleman  who  has  always  been  con- 
sidered a  type  oi  the  once  famous  cbiv- 
alry.  aud  1  had  almost  said  nobility,  of 
Virginia.  Pen  and  ink  sketches  of  f  ien- 
eral  Lee  have  l>een  so  numerousiy  made 
cf  late,  by  newspaper  writers,  that  uny 
attempt  at  this  time  b}-  me  in  that  direc- 
tion would  be  a  work  of  su|iererog.Htioii. 
1  may  simply  say  that  the  firm  step,  the 
clear  voice,  the  bright  beaming  counte- 
nance, the  <piick  intelligence,  the  upright 
form  and  the  active  manner  of  the  (len- 
tral  very  strongly  belie  the  portraitures 
ot  him  whi<;h  arc  so  common.  All  the 
vigor  and  animation  and  ability  of  ripe 
manhood  are  prominently  conspicuous  in 
his  bearing.  His  venerable  white  hair 
and  beard  simply  inspire  respect  for  the 
ma'.ure  ideas  aiui  deliberate  expressions 
that  come  from  Ibis  conspicuous  rebel 
leader,  but  in  no  wise  convey  the  impres- 
sion of  decay  or  old  age. 

IXTRt>Ul'CTION. 

It  was  certainly  embarrassing  to  me,  on 
introducing  the  object  of  my  visit,  to  say 
that  1  intended  to  lay  bis  politicai  views 
before  the  public  as  his  ntilitary  career 
had  already  been  His  reply — "I  am  a 
paroled  prisoner" — at  once  appeal  to  my 
sympathy.  A  fraitk,  generous  man, 
how  far  may  I  properl  v  question  him 
without  touching  upon  bis  views  of  honor 
in  reference  to  his  parole  ?  Bat  when 
be  added,  "I  have  never  been  a  politi 
cian,  and  know  but  little  of  pctiiiial 
leaders ;  I  am  am  a  soldier,  1  felt 
easier.  I  assured  bim  hat  I  bad  no 
desire  to  otiend  bis  aeosibility,  or  tempt 
him  to  violate  any  presumable  obliga- 
tion under  his  parole ;  but  that,  being 
prominently  iikntitied  with  tbe  rebellion, 
bis  views  on  the  questions  arising  outot 
tbe  rebellion  woaid  he  of  great  interest  at 
tbe  present  moment,  and  doubUesa  of 
great  importance  and  influence  in  the  set- 
tlement of  the  troubles  agitating  tbe 
country,  and  with  this  view  only  I  called 
upon  him.  He  replied  that  tbe  prom 
inence  he  held  was  unsought  by  bimsell 
and  .distasteful  to  bim.  That  he  preferred 
retirement  aud  seclusion.  But  was  ready 
to  make  any  sacrifice  or  perform  any  hon- 
orable act  that  would  tend  to  tbe  resto 
ration  of  peace  and  tranquility  of  tbe 
country, 

FXPLAMITOHY. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  relate  the  ex- 
tended conversation  that  ensued  with  any 
approach  to  exactness,  no  notes  having 
been  taken,  and  it  will  not,  therefore,  be 
attempted,  but  I  will  confine  myself  to  a 
record  of  the  views  expressed  by  Gen 
•  Lee  on  several  prominent  topics,  as  I 
understood  him  to  express   himself. 

GENIRAL,  L«E  \nRGlNIA  AND  TUB  KXBEL- 
I-IOX. 

The  General's  attention  was  directed 
to  bis  written  and  spokrn  determination 
to  draw  his  sword  only  in  defense  of  bis 
native  State,  and  the  inquiry  was  rai«ed 
as  to  what  he  considered  the  defense  of 
Virginia,  and  what  degree  of  delibera- 
tion he  bad  given  to  that  expression.  He 
stated  that,  as  a  firm  and  honest  believer 
in  the  doctrine  ol  Stale  rigbu,  he  had 
considered  bid  allegiance  due  primarily 
to  the  Stale  in  which  he  was  born  and 
where  be  always  resided.  And.  al- 
though he  was  not  an  advo4.-ate  ot  seces- 
sion at  the  outset,  when  Virginia  seceded 
he  honestly  believed  it  his  duty  to  abide 
Ler  fortune.  He  opposed  secession  to 
the  last,  foreseeing  the  ruin  it  was  sure 
to  entail.  But  when  tbe  Sute  withdrew 
from  tbe  Union  be  had  no  recourse,  in  bts 
views   of  honor  and  pstriotiam,  but  to 


abide  her  fortunes.  He  went  with  her, 
intending  to  remain  merely  a  private 
citizf'n.  When  be  resigned  bis  «'om- 
mission  in  the  United  States  army  he  had 
no  intention  ol  taking  up  arms  in  any 
othftr  service,  and  least  of  all  in  a  service 
antagonistic  to  the  United  States.  His 
State,  however,  called  for  bun,  and,  en- 
tertaining the  txxed  principles  he  did  oi 
Stati-  sovereignty,  he  had  no  alternative 
lint  to  accept  the  service  to  which  he  was 
called.  When  lie  made  use  ol  the  declar- 
ations that  have  been  so  extensively 
quoted  ol  late,  he  had  accepteil  only  a 
commission  from  Virginia.  Subscquent- 
Iv,  when  Virginia  attached  herself  to  the 
Southern  Confederacy,  the  same  political 
impressions  impelleil  him  to  follew  her ; 
and  when  Le  accepted  service  ander  the 
rebel  government  he  did  so  on  the  princi- 
ple that  be  was  defending  his  native  Slate. 
Anil  yet,  by  the  act  ol  accepting  »u»h 
service  he  was  bound  in  honor  to  serve 
ill  any  part  of  the  Confederacy  where  he 
night  be  called,  without  relereiicc  to 
State  lines ;  and  the  reconciliation  with 
bis  former  avowiil,  if  any  were  necessa- 
ry, waa  found  in  the  tact  that  Virginia, 
standing  or  falling  with  the  older  South- 
ern States,  in  defending  them  all  he  was 
defending  tbe  one  to  which  he  considered 
his  allegiance  primarily  due. 

THK  8IGNIFICANCK  OK  1II.S  SUKKKSPKll. 

A!<  to  the  effect  of  his  surrender,  he  was 
free  to  say  it  was  a  severe  blow  to  the 
South,  but  not  a  ciushing  blow.  It  was 
of  military,  not  political  signiticauce.  1 
asiicd.  was  not  that  surrender  a  virtual 
surrendt^rot  the  doctrine  oi  State  rights 
l>v  no  means,  the  general  replied.  When 
the  South  shall  be  whollv  subdued  there 
will  then  undoubtedly  be  a  surrender  ol 
t'jat  doctrine.  But  tbe  surremler  of  a 
single  arniv  is  simply  a  military  necessity. 
I'he  army  ot  Xorihcrii  Virginia  was  sur- 
rendered because  further  resistance  on  its 
part  would  only  entail  a  useless  sacriti'C 
ot  life.  Hut  that  army  was  iiier.lv  a  part 
of  tbetoiceol  the  .South.  When  the 
South  shall  be  lorced  to  surrender  all  its 
forces,  and  returns  to  the  Union,  it  indis- 
putably, by  that  act,  surrenders  its  favor- 
ite doctrine  ot  sece.ssion  that  prin.'iple 
will  then  be  settled  by  military  power. 

.SrATKKlGlITS. 

On  the  question  of  Stite  sovereignty, 
the  (ieneral  contends  that  there  exists  a 
Ifgilimate  cu.<Ms  belli.  In  the  convention 
that  formed  tb.' orgaiiif  Irtw  ot  the  land, 
the  <}ueslion  of  delininp  ih<'  relative  pow- 
ers ot  thti  States,  and  their  relation  to  the 
general  government,  was  raised,  but  alter 
much  discussion  was  dropped  and  leltun 
settled.  It  has  remained  so  unset  tied  iin 
til  the  present  lime.  This  war  is  ile.stined 
to  set  it  at  rest.  It  was  unfortunate  that 
it  was  not  settled  .ir  the  out^e^ ;  but  as  it 
was  not  settled  then,  and  had  to  be  set- 
tled at  some  time,  the  war  raised  on  this 
issue  cannot  be  considered  treason.  It 
the  South  is  forced  to  subinissioii  in  this 
contest,  it  of  course  can  only  be  looked 
upon  as  the  triumph  ot  the  federal  power 
over  State  rights,  and  the  forced  annihi- 
lation ot  ihe  latter. 

THE  SOUTH  ANXIors  lOK  PKACK  TWO 
YEABS  AGO. 
With  reference  to  the  war  ia  the  ab- 
stract, the  (ieneral  declared  it.  as  Ins 
honest  belief  that  peai-e  was  practicable 
two  years  ago,  and  has  been  practicable 
from  that  time  to  the  prrSent  day  when- 
ever the  general  government  should  see 
tit  to  fceek  if,  giving  any  resoiiable  i  hance 
tor  the  country  to  eseape  the  consequen- 
ces which  the  exaspeiafed  North  .seeuied 
determined  to  impose.  The  South  has, 
during  all  this  time,  been  ready  and  anxi- 
ous for  peace.  'I'hcy  have  been  looking 
for  some  word  or  expression  ol  cou.- 
promi-^e  or  conciliation  from  the  Noith 
upon  which  they  might  base  a  return  to 
the  Union,  'ihey  were  not  prepared,  nor 
are  they  yet,  to  come  and  beg  for  terms  ; 
but  were  ready  to  accept  any  .lair  and 
honorable  terms,  their  own  politii-al  vii-ws 
being  considered.  The  ipiestion  of  sla- 
very did  not  lay  in  the  way  at  all.  The 
best  men  ot  Ihe  South  have  long  been 
anxious  to  do  away  with  thi.i  institution, 
and  were  quite  willing  to-day  to  see  it 
abolished.  They  consider  slavery  for- 
ever dead.  But  with  them,  in  relation  to 
this  subject,  the  question  Ins  ever  been. 
"What  will  you  do  with  the  (reed  people^" 
That  is  the  serious  question  to  day,  and 
one  that  cannot  1  e  winked  at.  It  must 
i^  met  practitiilly  and  treated  intelli- 
gently. I'he  negroes  iuu>t  be  disposeil  ol, 
and  il  their  disposition  can  be  marked  out, 
the  matter  of  treeing  them  i<  at  once  set- 
tled. But  unless  some  l:uinaiie  course  is 
adopted,  based  on  wisdom  and  ('bristian 
principles,  you  do  a  gross  wrong  and  in- 
justice to  tbe  whole  negro  race  in  setting 
them  free.  And  it  is  only  this  considera- 
tion that  has  led  the  wisdom,  intelligence 
and  ('hri.stianity  of  the  South  to  support 
and  defend  the  institution  up  to  this  time. 

rilK  til-;.\KK.\L  A    NATIONAL  .MAN. 

The  lonversation  then  turned,into  other 
channels,  and  linally  touched  upon  the 
prospects  of  peace.  And  here  a  very 
neticeable  form  ol  expression  was  used 
by  the  (ieneral.  In  speaking  of  the 
probable  course  of  tbe  administratiou  to- 
wards the  South,  the  (ieneral  remarked 
that,  "if  we  tlo"  so  and  so.  I  immediate- 
ly called  bis  attention  to  the  expression, 
and  sought  un  explanation  of  the  sense 
in  which  he  used  the  pronoun  "we,"  but 
obtained  none  other  than  a  marked  repe- 
tition ol  it.  It  waa  noli<!eable  tbroiijjh- 
out  the  entire  interview  that  in  no  single 
instance  did  he  8|M>ak  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy,  nor  ol  the  Yankees  nor  the 
rebvls.  He  frequently  alluded  to  the 
country,  and  expresseil  ino.st  earnestly 
his  solieitude  lor  its  restoration  to  peace 
and  tranquility,  cautiously  avoiding  any 
expression  that  would  imply  the  possi- 
bility of  Its  distintegration. 

1  HK  SOtn  H  NOT  YKT  CONQUKRID. 

Throughout  all  tbe  conversation  he 
manifested  an  earnest  desire  that  such 
counsels  should  prevail  anil  such  policies 
be  pursued  as  would  conduce  to  an  im- 
mediate peace,  implying  in  hi.s  remarks 
tbit  peai:e  was  now  at  our  option.  But 
be  was  particular  to  say  that, should  arbi 
trary  O"-  vindicitive  or  revengeful  poli  ies 
be  adopted,  ibe  end  was  not  yet.  There 
yet  remained  a  great  deal  of  vitality  and 
strength  in  the  South.  There  were  un- 
developed resources  and  hitherto  unavail- 
able sources  ot  strength,  whieh  harsh 
measures  on  cur  part  wouM  call  into 
a'.-tion;  and  that  the  South  could  pro 
tract  the  struggle  for  an  indefinite  pi-i-iod. 
AVe  might,  it  was  true,  destroy  all  that 
remained  of  the  I'ountry  east,  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  by  alavisb  expenditure  oi 
men  and  means ;  bnt  then  we  would  be 
required  to  light  on  tbe  othe.-  side  of  that 
river,  and,  alter  subduing  them  there,  we 
would  be  compelled  to  follow  them  into 
Mexico,  and  thus  tbe  stiuggle  would  be 
prolonged  until  the  whole  country  would 
be  impoverished  and  ruined.  And  this 
we  would  be  compelled  to  do  if  exter- 
mination, confiscation  and  general  an- 
nihilation and  destruction  are  to  be  our 
policy.  For  if  a  people  are  to  be  destroy- 
ed they  will  sell  their  lives  as  dearly  as 
possible 

CONDRMNATION       OF       TIIK         AS.SAfi.SINA- 
TIO.S    Oir    PKESIUKNT    LINCOLN. 

The  assassination  of  the  President  was 
then  spoken  of.  The  General  considered 
this  event  one  ot  the  most  deploiable  that 
could  have  occurred.  As  a  <rime  it  was 
unexampled  and  beyoml  execration.  It 
was  a  crime  that  no  good  man  could  ap- 
prove from  any  <  oneeivable  motive.  Un- 
doubtedly tbe  fellort  would  be  made  to 
fasten  the  responjibility  of  it  upon  tbe 
South;  but  from  bis  intimate  acquain- 
tance with  the  leading  men  of  the  South 
be  was  confident  there  was  not  one  of 
them  who  would  sanction  or  approve  it. 
The  scheme  was  wholly  unknown  in  the* 
South  before  its  execution,  and  would 
never  have  received  the  slightest  encour- 
agement bad  it  been  known ;  but,  on  (be

contrary,  the  moat  severe  execration.  I 
called  the  (ienerars  attention,  at  this 
point,  to  a  notice  printed  in  tbe  northern 
papers  pnrporting  to  b*ve  been  taken 
iroui  a  paper  published  in  tbe  interior  of 
the.  South,  proposing,  for  the  sum  of  one 
million  dollars,  to  undertake  the  assassi- 
nation ol  the  President  and  his  Cabinet. 
The  General  athrmed  that  be  bad  never 
seen  nor  heard  ol  such  a  proposition ; 
nor  did  he  believe  it  had  ever  been  print- 
fit  in  the  South  ;  though  if  it  had,  itohad 
been  permitted  merely  as  the  whim  ©f 
some  crazy  pufson  that  could  possibly 
amount  to  nothing.  Such  a  crime  was  an 
anomoly  in  the  history  of  our  country,  and 
we  had  yet  before  its  peqietralion  to 
learn  that  it  was  possible  of  either  ear- 
nest conception  or  actual  execution. 

THE  S«»ITTH  NEVKK     II  VI.F    IN  EARNFMT  IN 
THK    WAR. 

It  was  a  most  singular  and  remarkable 
expression  to  escape  tbe  lips  of  such  a 
man  as  Gen.  1  ce  that  "tbe  South  was 
never  more  than  hall  in  earnest  in  this 
war."  I  cannot  attempt  to  translate  this 
remark  or  elucidate  it.  Its  utterance  con - 
veyed  to  me  the  impression  that  the  South 
was  most  heartily  sick  of  the  war,  and 
anxious  to  get  back  into  the  Union  and  to 
peace.  The  General  added  that  they 
went  oil  after  political  leaders  in  a  mo- 
ment of  passion  and  under  the  excitement 
ol  fancied  wrongs,  honestly  believing  that 
they  were  entering  a  struggle  for  an  in- 
alienable right  an'i  a  lundamental  princi- 
ple ol  their  political  creed.  A  man  should 
not  be  judged  harshly  for  contending  lor 
that  which  he  honestly  believes  to  be 
right.  Such  was  the  position  oi  tbe  vast 
majority  ol  the  Southern  people  now. 
.\n  now  that  they  are  defeated  they  con- 
sider that  they  have  lost  everything  that 
is  worth  contending  lor  in  the  (iovcrn- 
iiient.  They  liave  sacrificed  home,  friends, 
[■•operty.  all.  on  this  issue.  Men  do  not 
make  such  saiTilices  for  nothing.  They 
have  made  tiui  sacritice  from  honest  con- 
victions. 

KXPATKI.%TIOX    .SOHKMK.-^. 

And  now  that  they  h.ave  loslrin  the  issue 
they  ieel  that  they  have  no  interests  left 
in  this  country.  It  is  theopinion  of  (»en. 
I.ee  that  unless  moderation  and  liberality 
b  •  exen-ised  toward  them  the  country 
will  lose  its  best  jieople.  Already,  he 
savs,  ihey  are  seeking  to  expatriate 
themselves,  and  numerous  schemes  are 
slarteil  to  go  to  Mexico,  to  Brazil,  to 
Canada,  to  France  or  elsewhere.  He  is 
call>  d  upon  fretjiicutly  to  tliscountenance 
and  su)>pre.s.-i  micU  tuitlertakiogs.  'J'he 
countr)  needs  these  young  men.  They 
are  its  bone  and  sinew,  il^t  intelligence 
and  enterprise,  its  hope  for  tlni  future, 
and  wisdom  demands  that  no  effort  be 
spaieil  to  keep  them  in  the  country  and 
pacify  them. 

«;knki:-\i.  i,ke's.-*tam>  poim. 

It  was  a  most  noticeable  feature  of  the 
conversation  that  Gen.  Lee,  strange  as 
It.  may  apiiear,  talked  throughout  as  a 
citizen  ol  the  United  States.  He  seemed 
to  plant  himself  on  the  national  platform, 
and  take  his  observations  (roiii  that  stand 
point.  He  talked  calmly,  deliberately, 
earnestly,  but  with  no  show  of  interest 
other  or  different  from  what  might  be  ex- 
pected from  an  honest  believer  in  his  pe- 
culiar opinions. 

TIlK    TERM.S    OKl^ACE. 

The  conversation,  whLh  bad  been 
greatly  [rotracted,  so  much  so  that  I  be- 
eame  iKiei'^y  for  fear  ol  trespassing  on 
lime  that  1  bad  no  right  to  claim,  termi- 
nated with  some  allusion  to  tbe  terms  of 
peace.  Here  there  was,  perhaps  natu- 
rally and  properly,  more  reticence  than 
oil  anv  other  topic.  But  it  was  plain 
lr.1111  what  tianspired  that  the  only  «piea- 
tion  in  the  way  oi  immediate  peace  was 
the  treatment  to  be  accorded  tbe  van- 
qiiislu-d.  Kverything  else,  by  implica- 
tion, seems  to  be  8urrenilere«l.  Blavery, 
.State  rights,  the  doctrine  of  se<-ession, 
and  whatever  else  oi  political  (lolicy  may 
be  involved  in  the  strife  is  abandoned, 
the  only  barrier  to  an  immediate  and  uni- 
versal suspension  of  hostdities  and  return 
to  the  I'nion  being  the  treatment  tbe  na- 
tional authorities  may  promise  those  who 
have  been  resisting  its  power  and  para- 
mount authority.  It  is  proper  to  say  that 
ibis  was  not  ho  stated  by  Gen.  Lee,  but 
is  simply  an  inierence  from  the  conversa- 
tion that  took  place  on  that  topic.  On 
the  contrary,  the  General  seemed  very 
cautious  in  regard  to  teims.  in  order  to 
get  at  hiM  views,  if  possible,  I  suggested 
the  con.servative  sentiment  of  the  North, 
whic'i  proposed  a  gener.il  amnesty  to  all 
soldiers  and  inililary  olHcers,  but  that  the 
politii^al  leailers  of  the  Soulh  be  h  Id  to 
a  .'•triet  .accountability.  "Wouhl  that  be 
jusi:'"  he  asked.  "What  has  Mr. 
Uavis  done  more  tlnn  any  other 
Southerner,  that  he  should  be  punished!' 
It  IS  true  he  has  occupietl  a  promin.-nt 
position  as  the  agent  of  a  whole  peo^de. 
luit  thai  has  made  him  no  more  or  less  a 
rebel  than  ih.;  rest.  His  acts  were  the 
acts  of  the  whole  people,  and  tbe  acts  ol 
the  whole  people  were  his  acts.  He  was 
not  ac(  ouiitable  for  the  commencement  ol 
the  struggle.  On  the  contrary,  he  was 
one  of  the  last  to  give  in  his  adherence  to 
the  secession  movement,  having  strenu- 
ously opjiosed  it  from  tbe  onset  and  por- 
tra\ed  Its  ruinous  consecpiences  in  his 
speeches  and  writings.  Why,  ihereiore, 
should  he  siitrer  more  than  otliersP  Of 
course,  it  was  not  my  province  to  discuss 
these  ({iiestions,  and  as  this  illustration 
discloses  the  bent  of  the  (ieneral's  mind, 
it  was  all  that  I  desired  to  know.

Ill  taking  leave  of  the  General,  I  took 
occasion  to  say  that  he  was  greatly  re- 
spected by  a  very  large  body  of  good 
nitn  at  the  North,  and  that  as  a  soldier 
he  was  universally  admired,  and  that  it 
was  earnestly  hoped  that  he  would  yet 
lead  an  army  ol  United  Stat>^a  troops  in 
the  eid'orccinent  of  llie  Monroe  doctrine. 
He  thanked  nie  for  the  expression  of 
Northern  sentiment  toward  himself,  but 
as  lor  more  lighting  bo  ielt  that  be  was 
getting  too  old;  his  only  desire  now  be- 
ing to  he  )>erinitted  to  retire  to  private 
lib:  and  eiid  his  days  in  seclusion.  It 
was,  I  thou^5'it,  an  evidence  of  painful 
.i^tliK'.i.i  at  heart  that  prompted  the  added 
e.\pr(  -  toil  that  he  would  have  been  pleas- 
ed had  his  life  been  taken  in  any  of  the 
iiiinierous  batlle-iields  on  which  be  had 
fought  during  the  war 

THE    CU.'^TIS  .SLAVE.S. 

While  talking  on  tbe  subject  of  the 
abolition  of  slavery  I  remarked  that  it  had 
lately  been  charged  in  some  oi  the  news 
papers  oi  the  North  that  tbe  Custia  slaves, 
some  two  hundred  in  number,  who  bad 
been  left  in  (general  Lee's  custody  for 
emancipation,  b  i<!  not  been  emancipated. 
The  (lenerr!  ^^id  this  was  a  mistake.  As 
execn'fu  ..I  the  will  he  was  required  to 
eiiiAvi  ii^iate  these  slaves  at  a  certain  time. 
I'hat  time  had  not  arrived  when  the  war 
broke  out.  It  did  arrive  one  or  two  yeai  a 
altetwards.  At^  that  time  be  could  not 
get  to  the  courts  of  the  county  in  which 
Arlington  is  located  to  take  out  the  eman- 
cipation papers  as  prescribed  by  law.  But 
he  <iid  take  out  papers  from  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  in  this  city,  liberating 
them  all,  and  they  are  so  recorded  in  tbe 
records  of  that  court.  He  sent  word  of 
their  freedom  to  tbe  negroes  at  Arlington, 
aud  the  necessary  papers  were  sent  to 
those  at  the  White  House,  and  to  all 
others  that  could  be  reached,  and  they 
were  all  tliiis  liherated,  together  with  a 
number  who  were  either  the  fiirneral's  or 
.Mrs,  Lee's  private  property.

Recruits      for    the    lllinnesota 
Second. 

The   News    of   l^ee's  Surrender. 


Ii*  Camp,  Wake  Co.,  N.  C,  ) 
April   17,    18(55.      S 
Editors  St.  Paul  Tregs  : 

After  beiug  in  camp  seventeen  days  at 
Goldsboro.  we  set  out  on  another,  and 
we  hope  the  last,  campaign.  But  while 
there  we  got  rested,  newly  clothed,  wrote 
and  received  letters  to  and  from  our 
friends  and  correspondents,  and  got  re 
cruited  up  gtnerally.  We  got  plenty  of 
rations,  too,  and  so  lived  well  while 
there. 

In  the  evening  ol  April  3d  Lieut.  Col. 
Uline  arrived  frym  Minnesota  with  thirty 
recruits,  and  on  the  l>th  seventy  more 
came,  and  were  assigned  to  tbe  different 
companies  of  the  regiment.  So  now  Col. 
Bishop  wears  the  "eagle."  Considerable 
drilling  was  done  while  there,  also,  es- 
(lecially  after  the  first  recruits  came. 

On  tbe  sixth  the- news  came  of  tbe  fall 
of  Richiaond,  with  2r>,(XH)  prisoners,  iOO 
cannons,  which  caused  great  shouting  and 
cheering  throughout  the  camp. 

Tbe  following  telegram  was  received 
and  read  on  dress  parade  : 

April  6th,  1S«.5. 
Grant  to  Miprman. 

We  have  Lee's  army  pressed  hard,  his 
men  are  scattering  to  their  homes  by 
thousands.  He  is  endeavoring  to  reaih 
Danvdle  where  .lelf.  Uavis  ard  his  Cabi- 
net have  gone.  I  shall  press  the  pursuit 
to  the  end.  Pre.^s  Jonhston  at  the  same 
time,  let  iis  finish  up  the  job  at  once.

On  Monday  mortiing,  the  l<>th,  we  left 
(loldsboro  aud  marched  fourteen  miles 
northwest  that  day,  and  next  day  eleven 
more  to  Suiithlield,  Johnson  county,  the 
7lh  Indiana  taking  the  lead  of  our  bri- 
gade,skirmisheil  and  drove  the  enemy  be- 
fore us  like  .sheep,  who  lied  across  the 
Neuse  river,  hnrning  Ihe  bridge  after 
them.  We  then  camp  near  the  town  and 
part  of  our  regiment  acted  as  Provo.st 
guard  during  the  night.  The  weather 
was  warm  and  we  sweat  terribly  while 
marching.  Apple  trees  and  lilacs  wen; 
in  blossom,  and  many  of  the  forest  trees 
out  in  leaf.  Next  morning,  the  IJth,  the 
following  olli.'i.il  order  was  read  or  an- 
nounced to  the  dilferent  regiments,  eaus 
iiig  great  shouting  and  cheering  ogam  :

A  little  more 
labor,  a  little  more  toil  on  our  part,  the 
great  race  is  run,  and  our  govenimciit 
stands  regenerated  after  its  four  }ears  ol 
bloody  war.

After  that  was  over  we  crossed  the 
Neu5C  on  pontoons  and  ni.iivhpd  eleven 
miles  to  Clayton,  and  stopped.  In  the 
eveiiiug  a  train  of  cars  came  in  from  lia- 
leigb  with  the  Lieut.  Governor  on  board, 
who  surrendered  the  oity  of  Raleigh  to 
Gen.  Sherman.  N»xt  day,  the  13ih,  we 
inarch  fifteen  utiles  to  Ral'igh,  and  camp- 
ed soulh  ol  the  town,  near  the  Lunitic  Asy- 
lum. The  rebels  left  as  our  advi.i.ce  ap- 
prL^ac.hed,  burning  the  railroad  depot, 
with  a  large  quantity  of  stores  and  pro- 
vinions.  We  iound  Raleigh  a  pretty  place, 
but:  fTohnston's  rebels  had  s.acked  it  pretty 
well  before  leaving.  Next  day  we  march' 
ed  fifteen  miles  west,  and  stopped,  still 
in  Wake  county. 

On  Saturday,  the  15th,  il  was  quite 
rainy,   wiih  thunder   and   lightning,   we 

moved  live  miles  south,  aud  yesterday, 
Easter,  went  about  .s-ven  miles,  and  here 
we  are  about  twenty  miles  southwest  ol 
Raleigh,  and  forty  inih^s  north  of  Fayette- 
ville.  The  weather  is  line  and  warm. 
Foragers  are  bringing  in  flour,  meal,  pork, 
iowls,  molasses,  beans,  &c.,  quite  plenti- 
tut.  Rumors  are  current  all  through  the 
army  that  Johnston  has  surrendered  to 
Sherman,  bnt  we  are  not  certain  that  it  is 
true.  When  and  where  we  shall  go  we 
know  not  at  present.  'I  he  army  gener- 
ally is  in  good  health  and  i^pirits.

of  eighty  cares  and  resporsibilirie^  as  I 
never  had  seen.  And  yet  he  always  bad 
a  kind  word  and  almost  always  a  genial 
snaile,  and  it  was  his  way  frequently  to  re- 
lieve himself  at  suih  times  by  some  barm- 
lei»8  pleasantry.

niS   SYMPATHY. 


A  large  number  of  those  whom  he  saw 
every  daj'  came  with  appeals  to  his  feel- 
ings in  reference  to  relatives  aud  friends 
in  confinement  and  under  sentence  of 
death.  It  was  a  <-on8tant  marvel  to  nie 
that,  with  all  bis  <  :  -r  cares  and  duties, 
he  could  give  so  n.  .eh  time  and  be  so  pa- 
tient with  this  Oiultitude.  I  have  known 
him  to  sit  for  hours  patiently  listening  to 
details  of  domestic  troubles  from  poor 
people — much  of  which,  of  course,  irrele- 
vant- -carelully  sitting  the  facts  and  man- 
festing  as  much  anxiety  to  do  exactly 
right  as  in  matters  of  the  gravest  interest 
Poorly  clad  people  were  more  likely  to 
get  a  good  hearing  than  those  who  came 
in  silks  and  velvets.  No  one  was  ever 
turned  away  from  his  door  because  of 
poverty,  if  he  erred  it  was  sure  to  be 
on  the  side  of  mercy.  It  was  one  of  his 
most  painful  ta^ks  to  confirm  a  sentence 
oi  death.  I  recollect  the  case  of  a  some- 
what noted  rebel  prixoner,  who  had  been 
condemned  to  deuth,  I  believe  as  a  spy. 
.\  strong  application  had  been  made  to 
have  his  sentence  commuted.  AN'bile  this 
was  pending,  he  attempleil  to  escape 
from  confinement,  and  was  shot  by  the 
sentinel  on  guard.  Although  be  richly 
deserved  death,  Mr.  Lincoln  told  Judge 
Holt  in  my  presence  that  "it  was  a  great 
relief  to  bii>i  that  the  man  took  his  late  in 
his  6wn  hands. 

If  the  slightest  occasion  existed  for 
showing  clemericy  he  was  sure  to  improve 
it. 

.Judge  Bates,  in  the  same  conversation 
referred  to  aoove,  said  that  he  had  often 
told  the  President  that  "he  wai  hardly 
fit  to  be  enfru.sted  with  the  pardoning 
power."  "Why,"'  said  the  Judge,  "he 
can  sc  rcely  turn  away  from  the  applica- 
tion (if  it  touches  his  feelings)  of  a  man, 
and  the  tears  ofa  woman  are  sure  to  over- 
come him !" 

A  PAP.DO.N. 

A  touching  instance  of  liis  kindness  of 
heart  occurred  quite  recently,  and  was 
told  me  incidentally  by  one  of  the  ser- 
vants. A  poor  woman  from  Philadelphia 
had  been  waiting,  with  a  baby  la  her 
arms,  for  three  days  to  see  the  President. 
Her  husband  bad  furnished  a  substitute 
for  the  army,  but  some  time  afterwards 
was  one  day  made  intoxicated  by  some 
compauion.s,  and  in  this  state  induced  to 
enlist.  Soon  after  he  reached  the  army 
be  deserted,  tbiniting  that,  as  he  had  pro- 
viiled  a  substitute,  the  g;pvernment  were 
not  entitled  to  his  services.  Keturning 
■home,  he  was,  of  course,  arrested,  tried 
convicted,  and  sentenced  to  be  shot.  The 
sentence  was  to  be  executed  on  Saturd.av 

OnMonilay  his  wife  left  her  home  with 
her  baby,  to  endeavor  to  see  the  I'resi- 
dent.  Said  old  Daniel :  "  hhe  had  been 
waiting  here  three  days,  and  there  was 
no  chance  for  ber  to  get  in.  LiU  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  third  day  Ihe  President 
was  going  thiough  the  back  passage  to  his 
private  rooms  to  get  a  cup  of  tea  or  lake 
some  rest."  (This  p.>i8sage-way  has  late- 
ly been  constructed,  ajid  shut's  the  p<.r- 
soit  pas.'-ing  entirely  out  of  viiwoftbe 
occupants  of  the  anteroom.)  "  On  bis 
wiy  through  he  heard  a  little  baby  cry. 
He  instantly  went  back  to  his  olHce  and 
rang  the  bell.  *  Daniel,'  said  he,  '  is 
there  a  woman  with  a  baby  in  the  ante- 
room?" I  said  there  was,  and  if  he 
would  allow  nte  to  say  it,  I  thought  it 
was  a  case  he  ou};ht  to  see ;  for  it  was  a 
matter  of  life  and  death.  Said  he.  "Send 
her  to  me  at  once."  She  went  in,  told 
her  story,  and  the  President  pardoned 
her  husband.  As  lh«  woman  came  out 
from  his  presence,  her  eyes  were  lifted 
and  her  lips  moving  i.i  prayer,  the  tears 
streaming  down  her  checks."  ir'aid  Dan- 
iel, "  I  went  op  to  her,  and  pulling  her 
shawl  said,  '  Madam,  it  was  the  baby  that 
did  it !"' 

A  TOUCHING  INCIDENT. 

Another  toncbing  incident  occurred,  I 


Mr.  Secretary  Stanton  announced  the 
capture  of  Macon,  Georgia,  in  violation 
of  an  acknowledged  armistice,  and  states 
bis  permission  for  the  federal  commander 
to  rectify  his  dishonorable  act,)  the  fol- 
lowing language  oecurs: 

This  J^epavtment  has  information  that 
the  President's  murder  was  organized  in 
Canada,  and  approved  at  Richmond.  One 
of  the  assassin.o,  now  in  prison,  who  at- 
tempted to  kill  Mr.  Seward,  is  believed 
to  be  one  of  the  St.  Albans  riiders. 

(Signed,;  E.  M.  STANTON, 

Secretary  of  War. 

(The  italics  are  mine.) 

My  object  in  writing  this  is  to  say  that 
I,  as  an  officer  uf  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America,  in  their  be- 
half, deny  everything  which  Mr.  Stanton 
means  b_v  the  .issertion  that  the  "Presi- 
dent's murder"  was  "approved  at  Rich- 
mond." I  assert  that  no  -cfEcial  of  the 
Confederate  States  authorized,  or  was 
cognisant  of,  that  assassination ;  and  I 
make  this  assertion  beeause  I  have  heard 
both  the  President  and  Secretary  of  State 
express  views,  concerning  the  policy  of 
the  Confederate  States  in  conducting  this 
war,  so  uttterly  at  variance  with  the  un- 
manly charge  of  the  federal  Secretary, 
that  1  know  they  neither  prompted  nor 
sanctioned  the  deed.  It  is  my  high  priv- 
ilege to  know  most  of  the  members  of  the 
Confederate  States  government,  and  to 
have  had  fre<|uent  official  intercourse 
with  them.  Anil  for  them  (as  their  own 
sell-respect  will  not  permit  them  to  no- 
tice it)  I  aver,  upon  the  faith  of  a  Christ- 
ian, and  the  honor  of  a  gentleman,  my 
belief  I  hit  they  were  as  little  the  promo- 
ters of  this  murder  as  Secretary  Stanton 
or  Vice-President  Johnston. 

A  few  days  before  I  left  Wilmington 
(a  bioken  invalid),  I  bad  the  honor  of 
conversing  with  the  President  and  Mr. 
Benjamin  ;  and  the  remembrance  of  the 
high,  noble  sentiments  expressed  by  both, 
increases  the  wonder  how  Mr.  Stanton, 
who  knows  them,  and  other  members  of 
Ihe  (Confederate  States  government,  per- 
sonally, so  well,  could  lead  himself  to  this 
low  slander,  when  he  must  have  known 
it  to  be  such.  In  denying  it  indignantly, 
contemptuously,  I  fear  that  I  am,  even  in 
my  own  bumble  person,  condescending 
too  far.  And  I  think  this  dispatch  should 
not  go  uncontradicted  to  tbe  world;  al- 
though, perhaps,  our  past  record  would 
have  been  the  best  rebuke.  Whether 
President  Lincoln's  murder  was  "organ- 
ized" in  Canada,  or  not,  is  a  matter  of 
which  I  am  equally  ignorant  and  careless. 
I  believe  this  statement  to  be  false :  know 
it  to  be  so,  80  far  as  it  involves  any  im- 
putation of  instigation,  complicity  or  re- 
motest connection  on  the  part  of  myself 
or  any  other  confederate,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  extends.  As  the  act  of  an 
individual,  whose  motives  are,  aayet,  un- 
declared and  unlniown,  it  was  a  daring 
one,  concerning  tbe  perpetrator  more 
than  any  one  the ;  and  each  one  may  crit- 
icise it  as  his  feelings  dictate.  But  as  the 
act  of  government  would  be  a  cowardice 
which  1  would  scarcely  have  believed  that 
even  Mr.  Stanton  could  have  charged 
ipon  Ihe  confederate  authorities.  If  be 
has  any  proofs  let  the  world  have  them, 
and  Judge  between  the  two  governments.

JLDGE    M'MILLAN's    RKMARK8. 

Upon  taking  the  chair,  Judge  McMillan  said 
the  circumstances  under  which  they  were  as- 
sembled were  peculiar.  They  were  encour- 
aged by  the  prospect  of  the  rebellion  being 
closed  and  with  its  overthrow  the  great  evil 
which  produced  it  is  destroyed,  and  the  en- 
slaved are  free. 

He  alluded  feelingly  to  the  fact  that  our  joy 
1^  not  unalloyed,  a*  we  have  been  called  to 
mourn  the  noble  and  brave  blood  which  has 
been  shed.  And  even  that  was  not  sufficient 
to  atone  for  the  evil  which  brought  this  war 
upon  us.  A  greater  sacrifice  was  demanded, 
the  head  of  the  nation  must  lie  taken  and  at 
tais  time,  in  another  State,  the  last  sad  re- 
spects to  bis  remains  are  being  paid.  On  bis 
tomb  let  there  be  inscribed  Salvator  patria. 
fbottgh  dead  he  has  letl  the  country  purified. 

The  speaker  then  proceeded  to  protray  the 
charge  that  was  placed  upon  us  by  the  deliv- 
erance of  four  millions  of  people  from  bond- 
age. For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  thb 
work  this  convention  was  assembled.  He  al- 
luded to  the  great  work  of  the  Christian  and 
Sanitary  Commisfllons  duiing  the  war.  and 
said  their  work  was  virtually  ended.  This  or- 
ganization ii  but  entering  upon  its  labors,  and 
the  elforts  of  these  two  commissions  may  now 
be  claimed  for  this  cause. 

Tbaoking  the  Convention  tor  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  him,  and  expressing  the  wish  that 
their  deliberatiotis  would  promote  the  object 
in  view,  the  President  announced  the  conven- 
tion ready  for  business. 

TBS  QCKSTIOX  OF  FOR.MINa    AN    OROaNI- 
ZATION. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Salter  of  Mimmeapolis  offered  a 
motioa  declaring  that  this  Convention  deem- 
ed it  expedient  to  form  a  State  organization 
aaxllUary  to  the  Northwestern  Freedmen's 
Commission. 

The  motion  was  adopted  witlTout  debate. 

KtV.  MR.  JACKSON'.S  HK.MARKS. 

Before  proceeding  with  other  business  Rev. 
Mr.  Jackson  ot  Chicago  a  member  ot  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Northwestern  Freed- 
mens  Commission  was  called  npon  to  address 
the  Convention. 

After  some  preliminary  remarks  during 
which  be  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  noble 
man  whose  funeral  was  at  that  time  taking 
place,  he  proceeded  to  set  forth  the  wants  and 
claims  of  the  freedmen. 

Their  wants  include  everything.  It  is  true 
some  two  hundred  thousand  are  fed  and 
clothed  like  other  soldiers  and  they  have 
shown  themselves  worthy  the  confidence  re- 
posed in  them  when  arms  were  placed  in  their 
hands.  He  spoke  of  the  occasional  escape  o^ 
Union  prisoners  in  the  South  and  the  fact  tha' 
the  only  friends  they  found  were  of  black 
skins.  In  fact  the  only  Union  men  in  the 
South,  speaking  collectively,  are  the  negroes- 
By  force  of  arms  they  are  free.  Thank  God 
that  President  Lincoln  lived  long  enough  to 
issue  the  Proclamation  of  Freedom.  Thank 
God  again  fur  the  passage  of  the  anti  slavery 
amendment  by  Congress  declaring  that  thi^ 
shall  be  the  land  of  the  free  as  well  as  the 
home  of  the  brave.    (Applause.) 

We  needed  to  be  educated  in  the  anti- 
slavery  cause,  and  the  nation  has  and  is  still 
being  instruoted.  Never  since  the  Constitu- 
tional amendment  passed,  has  a  rebel  force 
been  enabled  to  withstand  the  Union  army. 
He  spoke  of  the  progress  that  haa  been  made 
since  the  battle  of  Bull  Run.  Then  we  were 
going  to  fight  a  little  for  the  Union  and  say 
nothing  about  slavery. 

The  object  of  this  Commission  was  <o  pre- 
pare the  freedmen  for  useful  citizens.  They 
were  very  anxious  to  obtain  kuowledge,  and 
considerable  money  had  been  spent  in  sup- 
porting teachers  among  them.  Their  physical 
wants  are  also  great.  We  need  money  .clothing, 
in  short,  everything  which  will  aid  those  who 
have  been  bereft  of  everything.  It  would  be 
a  sin  and  disgrace  to  the  American  people  if 
we  should  allow  these  people  to  go  uncared 
for.  God  has  his  purposes  in  view  in  regard 
to  this  despised  race,  and  we  shoald  fit  them 
to  perform  the  duties  of  good  citizens. 

WORKIMOS  OK  TBI  COMMISSION. 

The  speaker  concluded  his  remarks  by 
reading  the  following  extract  from  the  Second 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Northwestern  Freedmen's  Commission, 
presented  at  the  anniversary  meeting  in 
Chicago  on  the  13th  ult.,  which  shows  what 
has  already  been  done  :

Rev.  S.  Hawley  here  oftereJ  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted  by  arisin»  vote  : 

Retolvcd.  Tha',  as  representatives  ot  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  met  in  solemn  council  to 
consider  the  claims  of  that  large  class  oi  our 
fellow  citizens,  who  have  been  freed  by  the 
decree  of  Abnihaiu  Lincoln,  and  to  be  freed 
bv  the  completion  of  his  policy,  we  Icel  con- 
strained to  pause  at  this  stage  of  our  proceed- 
ings, and  pay  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  that  gie^taud  jriK>d  man,  who,  in  the  midst 
of  his  high  and  ticnign  «>fllcial  career,  ha- 
been  fouily  murdereu  at  the  national  capital. 

Rcsolc-d,  'that,  by  the  murder  of  Presic'ent 
Lincoln,  the  country  has  lost  a  statesman  ot 
rare  purity,  wisdoni.mcHlcratioii  and  iniegrity, 
the  Union  its  restorer,  the  people  of  color 
their  deliverer,  freedom  its  greatest  defender, 
the  Htrn ogling  masses  of  the  word  their 
Moses.  t^leinsurJ;ent^t;lte»  their  truest  friend, 
and  every  citizeii  a  lather,  guardi  in  and  bene- 
factor. 

RECOXSIDKlSATIttN. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Noble  the  motion  declar- 
ing it  expedient  to  form  a  State  organization 
auxiliary  to  the  Northwestern  Commission, 
was  reconsidered;  it  being  deemed  advisable 
to  con.sider  whether  it  should  not  be  auxiliary 
to  a  National,  or  >ome  other  Commission. 

Mr.  Salter  changed  his  motion  making  it 
read  simply,  "that  we  deeui  it  expedient  to 
form  a  State  Freedmen's  Association."  This 
motion  prevailed,  and  the  auxiliary  question 
was  leit  to  be  determined  when  the  Constitu- 
tion was  adopted. 

COM.MITlKK    ON    CONSTITITIOX. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Williams  of  North- 
field,  a  committee  ot  five  w«s  appointed  to 
draft  a  Constitution.  The  President  designat- 
ed as  the  committee.  Rev.  Mr.  Williams  of 
Rice  county,  John  Nicols  of  St.  Paul,  R.  C. 
Mitchell  of  Anoka  county  Rev.  J.  L.  Harell 
of  Washington  county,  and  S.  Hall  oi  Good- 
hue county. 

COM.MITTF.B   ON   RKSOLUTIONS 

Mr.  Wilson  moved   that  a  committee  of 
thr<  e  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions.    The 
motion  prevailed,  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Dudley,  of 
St.  Paul,  Wm.  R.  Smith,  of  Hennepin  county 
and  Levi  Nutting,  of  Rice,  were  appointed. 

RECKSS. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until 
half-past  two. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Upon  the  opening  ot  the  afternoon  se^^ion, 
the  committee  on  Constitution  made  a  report. 
Quite  a  lengthy  discussion  ensued  upon  the 
clause  in  the  fifth  section,  which  provides  that 
the  payment  of  an  annual  fee  shall  be  the 
qualification  for  a  vote  for  Directors.  The 
Constitution  was  finally  adopted  as  reported 
by  the  committee,  and  is  ai  follows 
C*BatllaS*oa  of  th<>  muocaofa  Fropd- 
■svB'a  C«mBil*«ioB. 

ART.  2.  Same.  This  Association  shall  be  call* 
ed  the  "Minnesota  Freedman's  Aid  Commis 
sion." 

Art.  3.  This  organization  will  cooperate 
with  the  Ncrth western  Freedmen's  Aid  Com- 
mission, so  long  as  said  Commission  shall 
pursue  a  p>olicy  satisfactory  to  the  Directors 
of  this  S«>cietv. 

Art.  3.  Object.  It  shall  be  the  object  ol  the 
Commission  to  put  forth  efforts  in  harmony^ 
with  the  operations  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  the  improvement  of  the  Colored  peo 
pie,  who  have  been  or  may  be  emancipated  in 
ou."  country,  by  providing  snpplie-;  to  meet 
their  phv^ical  wants,  and  sending  and  sus- 
taining Evangelical  Christian  Teachers,  to  la- 
bor among  them  for  their  intellectunl  and 
moral  elevation,  and  their  spiritual  wilfare. 

Akt.  4.  Direct  .J  I  i  of  Commission.  The 
Commission  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  six- 
teen nor  more  than  twenty-two  diredors,  in- 
cluding the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  a  director  exofficxn;  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  whom  shall  rcsid>  in  St.  Paul,  or  its 
vicinity,  and  not  more  three  directors  shall 
belong  to  any  obe  religious  denomination. 

Akt.  4  hlection  of  Directors.  The  Direct- 
ors shall,  after  the  first  election  by  a  select 
meeting,  be  cho>en  at  each  Annual  meeting 
of  the  trends  of  the  Comniijsion.  In  the  An- 
nual Kler-tion  of  Directors,  all  persons  hav- 
ing paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  (gi)  durinc  the  year  pre- 
ceeding  the  election,  and  all  life  electors  hav- 
ing been  made  such  by  the  payment  of  twen- 
ty dollars  (#20)  at  one  time  into  the  Treasu- 
ry, shall  Ik;  entitled  to  vote;  and  the  annufti 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place 
designated  bv  the  Directors. 

AST.  6.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Corresponding  .^'ceretary,  who  shall  be  chosen 
annually  by  the  Directors  of  the  Commission, 
on  the  first  Monday  .".fteriheanniial  meeting; 
and  a  1  bnt  the  Corresponding  Secretary  from 
the  number  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  7.  .Application  of  Funds.    The  Com 
mission  shall    faithtully    appiv  all  funds  en- 
trusted to  their  care,  exclusively  for  the  pur- 
poses defined  in  this  Constitution.* 

Art.  S.  Vacancies.  Vacancies  occurring 
by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of 
Directors  or  Officers,  may  be  filled  by  the 
Commission  for  the  remainder  of  the  year : 
provided  that  no  such  action  shall  Ije  taken 
without  previous  notice  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Comm'Ssion. 

Art.  '■).   Amendments.     This    Constitution 
may  Ijc  altered  or  amended  only   on  recom 
mendation  of  the    Commission,   and   at   an 
annual  meetint:,  by  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  electors  present. 

Ike    Pliatform. 
Rev.  J.  F.  Dudley,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  reports  the  following; 

Resolved,  That,  in  dealing  with  the  Freed- 
men, we  should  remember  that  the7.  «n  com- 
mon with  all  men,  "are  endowed  by  their 
Creator  with  certain  inalienable  ri«hts;  that 
among  these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit 
o(  happiness." 

Resolved,  That,  in  our  ""lorts  to  assist 
those,  who  have  come  out  or  the  houce  ot 
bondage,  w-e  should  recognize  their  claim  to 
Justice — that,  in'being  mad.-  free,  thiy  should 
come  into  the  pos^ell>^ion  and  lull  enjo,Miient 
of  their  God-given,  inalienabl   rights. 

Resolved,  That,  the  Freedmen  have  not 
only  a  right  to  their  liberty,  but  also  ii  right 
to  such  treatment  from  the  American  people 
as  will  not  impose  upon  them  such 
disabilities  ami  hindrances  as  would 
prevent  them  from  securing  material  pros- 
perity, moral  and  intellectual  improvment 
and  such  place  in  society  as  they  may  justly 
claim. 

Resolved,  That  as  our  national  calamities 
are  manifestly  owing  to  our  practical  denial  of 
the  doctrine  of  Inspiration  that  '-God  hath 
made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men,"  it  is 
plain  that  our  hope  for  the  Divine  favor  and 
returning  proserity  must  be  founded  upon  that 
legislation  which  recognizes  no  aristocracv,  or 
privileged  clasc,  nor  deprives  any  portion  of 
the  people  of  the  country  of  any  of  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  citizens  under  a  free  goucrn 
ment. 

THE  DISCUSSION— COL.    m'laRKX. 

Col.  R.  N.  McLaren  here  took  the  floor, 
and  made  a  leugthv  speech  on  the  resolutions. 
He  said  that  he  was  in  favor  of  them  in  the 
main.  They  embodied  many  truths,  but  he 
felt  that  be  must  say  something  in  relation  to 
the  pre.iudice8  of  people  on  this  question,  and 
their  bearing  on  our  movement.  The  events 
of  the  past  four  years  fill  us  with  pride  and 
wonder  at  our  achievments.  What  nation 
ever  exhibited  such  valor,  patience,  honor  and 
patriotism,  even  in  onr  dark  hours !  That  the 
rebellion  was  the  offspring  of  American  Sla- 
very, uo  one  can  doubt.  Slavery  was  to  be 
the  comer  stone  and  pillar  of  the  rebel  Con~ 
lederacy.  There  is  biu  one  opinion  now, 
however,  among  all  classes ;  and  that  is  that 
slavery  is  dead — gone,  root  and  branch. 

The  question  now  comes  op  for  settlement.

What  is  to  1)C  the  condition  of  the  freedmen  ? 
For  himself,  he  had  determined,  after  matare 
reflection,  that  they  had  exhibited  many 
noble  and  admirable  characteristics.  He  was 
convinced  from  good  evidence,  that  they  made 
good  soldiers,  and  thus  showed  themselves  to 
lie  susceptible  of  improvement.  He  had  seen, 
in  his  military  experience,  that  a  good  sol- 
dier will  make  a  good  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer, or  even  a  commissioned  officer.  He 
could  not  see  where  to  draw  the  line.  1  he 
colored  soldier  who  captures  a  rebel  flag,  or 
plants  the  stars  and  stripes  on  a  rebel  citadel, 
is  entitled  to  re^vard  and  honor  from  his 
country. 

Here,  ho  was  aware,  we  cnooantcr  the 
prejudices  of  a  large  class,  ))ut  we  should 
feel  compelled  to  do  justice  to  those  through 
whose  aid  we  have  been  victorious.  They  have 
given  their  blood,  their  lives  fVeely  along  side 
of  our  white  soldiers,  and  have  been  of  Ines- 
timable  value  as  scouts,  &c. 

And  yet  how  .shall  we  reward  them — what 
shall  we  do  lor  them  in  return  forthis  ?  I  can 
see  one  thing  we  must  do,  and  that  is  to  send 
te.-.cliers  and  missionaries  among  them.  This 
the  instincu  of  oelf-preservatlon  would  teach 
us.  Four  million  slaves  are  among  us  as  a 
new  element  of  society.  We  must  elevate 
and  enoble  them,  or  they  drag  us  down.  The 
political  questions  as  to  their  sutus  as  voters, 
Ac,  must  be  settled  in  the  States  where  they 
are.  In  a  measure  that  is  taken  from  us  to 
decide.  But  wo  an  given  a  work  full  as  im- 
portant. We  as  Christians  and  philanthro- 
pists must  aid  inchangin^'  their  social  and  reli- 
gious condition.  Our  means  ar^  needed  to  help 
in  this  improvement.  There  are  many  who 
would  give  to  aid  in  this  work,  but  fear  the 
means  contributed  would  l)e  used  for  politi- 
cal purposes  among  the  freedmen. 

In  view  of  this,  we  should  not,  therefore, 
express  our  political  views  in  any  resolutions 
we  pass.  Our  work  Is  not  a  political  one.  It 
is  a  humanitarian  one — and  that  only  to  ele- 
vate these  poor  people  and  bring  them  to  a 
standard  of  uscfulne^^s  and  respectability  and 
happiness  in  our  land.  The  preservation  of 
our  government  is  involved  in  it.  Even  the 
rebels  know  this.  A  writer  in  the  New  York 
Herald  reports  Gen.  Lee  as  saying: 

The  question  of  Slavery  did  not  lay  in  the  way 
(ot  terms)  at  all.  The  best  men  of  the  South 
have  long  been  anxious  to  do  away  with  this 
institution,  and  were  quite  willing  to-day  to 
see  it  alx)lishe.l.  They  consider  slavery  al- 
ready dead.  lUit  with  them,  in  relation  to 
this  subject,  the  question  has  ever  been  'What 
will  yoii  do  with  the  freed  people  ?'  This  is 
the  seriouj  question  to-day,  and  one  that  can 
not  be  winked  at.  It  must  l>e  met  practically 
and  treated  intelligently.  The  negroes  must 
be  disposed  of,  and  if  their  disposition  can  be 
marktd  out,  the  manner  of  freeing  them  is  at 
ouce  settled. 

You  cannot,  he  ssid  in  conclusion,  evade 
this  question.  It  is  the  one  you  must  deter- 
mine. Shall  we  educate  and  elevate  these 
masses  of  ignorant  Freedmen  .'  It  is  para- 
mount to  all  others,  and  until  that  is  settled, 
and  the  work  accomplished  it  is  too  soon  to 
determine  the  political  status  of  the  black 
race  in  this  country. 

REV.  MK.   HALL. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  of  St.  Paul,  advocates  the 
recognition  of  all  tights  which  the  black  mani 
under  onr  constitution  could  ei^oy.  If  we  do 
not  act  on  this  principle,  we  will  do  another 
wrong  to  the  poor  frecdman.  It  is  a  gospel 
principle.  Let  us  not  start  out  in  this  move- 
ment, on  a  fals<>  idea.  We  shauld  heed  the 
lessons  of  the  past,  the  terrible  lesson  of  yirn,' 
that  God  perhaps, inflicted  on  the  nation  for  it^ 
great  sin  of  slavery.  It  we,  in  effect,  still  per' 
petuate  this  wrong  and  its  consequences  on  the 
black  man,  will  we  not  be  in  danger  of  greater 
punishment  -  Do  not  let  us  tear  the  politicians' 
nor  have  anv  t'alse  delicacy  at  taking  righ' 
steps  at  the  start,  on  the  broad  groands  of 
justice  and  duty.  He  favored  the  resolutions 
as  they  are. 

REV.  C.  C.  SALTER. 
Rev.  Mr.  Salter  said  that  we  will  do  the  black 
man  an  evil  if  we  do  not  put  "civil  rights"  at 
the  head  of  [our  banner.  v'^PPlxi^  )  He 
thought  Congress  should  pass  a  law  prevent- 
ing States  from  disfranchising  negroes  who 
have  shed  their  blood  for  our  liberties  and 
free  government.  How  the  Copperheads 
would  rejoice  if  their  association  ignored  that 
act  of  justice.  How  the  rebels,  whom  these 
same  black  soldiers  have  helped  us  defeat 
will  rejoice  if  we  still  trample  down  the 
freedmen,  and  leave  on  him  the  fetters  ofevil 
disability  and  political  thraldom. 

HON.  LEVI    Nt'TTIXQ. 

Hon.  Levi  Nutting  accused  Col.  McLaren, 
whom  he  said  he  had  known  10  years  as  up' 
right  and  manly  on  this  question,  of  tn'nriti^.' 
Early  in  the  war  it  was  said  that  if  blacks 
were  enlisted,  our  white  soldiers  would  lay 
down  their  arms.  Bnt  they  fought  side  by 
side  like  brothers  afterwards.  We  might  have 
failed,  indeed,  without  the  colored  soldiers. 
He  was  in  favor,  as  a  sentiment  of  justice  and 
right,  of  giving  the  blacks  all  the  privileges 
of  citizenship,  and  hoped  the  time  wonld  come 
when  they  could  vote  in  favor  of  our  Govern- 
ment and  our  Country,  as  they  had  fought  for 
it.  (Applause.) 

COL.  m'larex'.s  reply. 

Colonel  McLaren  said  that,  politically,  he 
did  not  diflermucb  from  those  who  had  criti- 
cited  bis  remarks,  as  far  as  bestowing  the 
elective  franchise  on  negroes  who  had  earned 
such  a  privilege  by  their  bravery,  but  he 
could  not  go  so  far  as  Mr.  Nutting  and  mako 
it  a  universal  and  immediate  movement. 
Many  of  the  negroes  were  as  ignorant  and 
savag&as  the  Sioux  on  the  frontier.  Can  we 
give  such  the  ballot  r  Our  question  is  the  im- 
provement and  elevation  of  these  helpless  be- 
ings. Their  political  rights  can  be  more  prop- 
erly expressed  elsewhere. 

ADOPTOIN  OF  THE  RKSOLUTIONd. 

The  question  was  then  taken,  and  the  reso- 
lutions adopted,  with  no  dissenting  voices. 

committee  to  rf:port  directors. 

Rev  Mr.  Noble  of  St.  Paul  moved  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee  of  five  to  report 
names  tor  Directors.

Confession  of  one  of  the  Prisonors 

Our  readers  will  l>o  gliid  to  know  that  the 
perpetrators  of  the  murderous  ns^nnlt  upon 
Napoleon  Heitz,  which  was  fully  di'tailed  in 
yesterdays  Prfhs,  have  been  arrested.  They 
are  John  Chinnick,  a  member  of  the  10th  reg- 
iment but  unassigned  to  an.v  conH>any,  Ser- 
geant Benj.  F.  Di  yton  of  Co  C'J3d  V.  R.  C. 
Isaac  Hubbard  a  discharjTcd  .soldier  and  a  sol- 
dier named  Paine. 

Chinnick,  who  is  bi'tter  known  alxmt  the 
city  as  Curly,  ami  Dayton  were  th:-  principals 
in  the  assault  and  robbery  and  the  others  were 
airested  on  suspicion  of  being  accomplices. 
Capt.  Heck  arrented  Hubbard,  by  direction  of 
the  Chief,  at  the  Old  Napoleon  .saloon,  a  few 
minutes  after  the  occnrrcntn'.  Paine  was 
arrested  at  the  Minnesota  lIou;.e  at 
fi>c  o'clock,  anJ  Chinnick  at  the  Wild  Hun- 
ter on  Jackson  street  at  six  o'clock  yebterday 
morning.  Uoth  ol  these  arrests  were  made 
by  Capt.  Heck.  Dayton  was  arrested  at  the 
Fort  early  yesterday  morning  by  Chief  Turn- 
bull. 

A  stone  about  the  size  of  a  man's  fist,  tied 
up  in  a  pocket  handkerchief  was  one  of  the 
weapons  used.  The  liandKerchicf  and  stone 
were  found  in  lleiia's  room,  the  former  hav- 
ing been  torn  by  tlie  force  of  the  blows  so  that 
the  stone  fell  out. 

Dayton h.is  made  a  confession,  which  we 
were  enabled  to  obtain  througli  the  courtesy 
of  Deputy  Sheriff  Gr.tcc.  He  says  he  has 
been  on  u  sort  of  spree  for  a  week,  and  he 
and  Chinnick  came  down  from  the  Fort  in  the 
stage,  Wednosday  afternoon,  that  they  tvcnt 
from  saloon  to  saloon,  driiikuii',  that  they 
took  supper  at  Joe.  Hall's,  and  tfaqt  Chinuick 
here  brought  in  Tlubhird,  that  the  plan  to 
rob  Helt/.  was  arranged  at  supper,  that  he 
(Dayton)  was  drunk  and  inveigled  into  it, 
that  they  eoutinued  drink  ing  duringthe  even- 
ing, that  when  opposite  Helta's  room 
Chinnick  said  "  let's  go  for  that  old  onss,'- 
that  thereupon  they  entered  the  building,  how 
he  don't  know,  that  he  sat  on  the  bed  and 
Chinnick  gave  him  the  handkerchief  with  a 
stoii3  tied  in  it ;  that  he  disliked  to  take  it,  but 
fioally  consented,  that  when  they  hevJ  Heitz 
coming  Chinnick  told  Iiim  to  stand  by  the 
door,  that  as  Heitz  came  in  Chinnick  seized 
him  and  told  Dayton  to  strike  him,  that 
he  did  strike  once  only;  that  Chinnick  stole 
the  money,  and  that  they  bo.h  ran  tumbling 
Ileii/  downstairs  as  they  went;  that  the 
watchman  broke  in  the  door,  and  they  push- 
ed him  aside,  and  ran  away  separately. 
All  this  time  Dayton  says  he  was  very  drunk 
or  he  wouldn't  have  done  it. 

Chinnick  does'nt  confess.  He  stoutly  de- 
nies any  knowledge  of  the  aflair. 

Blood  wa<  fonnd  upon  thHr  cloth<^s,  and  other 
aviduoce  had  iH'ea  obtained  sudclent  to  cjuvlct 
tb>>m. 

Two  years  ago  this  spring  Chonnick  committed 
highway  rubbery  at  thti  hc&d  nf  Kubbert  Street, 
was  arrested,  tried,  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary 
for  fifteen  moDth4,Tfag  tak-'U  !o  Stillwater  in  De- 
cember, 1801,  servfd  his  tinip,  and  was  released 
last  February. 

Ihey  did  cot  succeed  in  obtaining  Beitz'ii 
watch,  but  th«>y  have  made  way  with  thn  money 
so  that  it  has  not  been  fuund. 

Hr.  Ueitx  has  been  taken  to  the  St.  Joceph 
Hospital,  whpro  hu*  is  improving,  and  II  is 
thought  he  will  recover.

is  otfered  lor  his  arrest.^  Clay,  Ilolcombe, 
Saunderi,  Thompson  and  other  rebel 
refug.'fs  in  Canada  are  denounced  as 
partiv  i^iants  in  the  same  diabolical  con- 
spira.'y,  and  a  reward  of  $25,000  each  is 
offered,  by  thi-  same  proclamation  for 
their  aire^it. 

Thus  Mr.  .JtlTerson  '.lavis,  Lite  ol 
Kiohmund,  Virginia,  rcpudiator,  perjur- 
er. tr*itor,  thitf,  completes  his  hideous 
•list  oi"  ti;les  in  the  last  degree  of  mortal 
wickedness,  as  an  assassin,  and  addr|'le 
blood-red  horror  of  a  private  murder  to 
his  quintuple  crown  of  infamy.  l>y  prc- 
clamation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  this  man's  name  is  sounded 
through  the  circle  of  the  shuddering 
world,  and  will  be  echoed  do*n  with  the 
hue  and  cry  of  outraged  justice 
tirough  all  the  arcLes  of  future 
h  sLory  as  ilie  vilest  ol  the  race,  the  arch- 
etype of  'Tuuioals,  traitor  to  the  best 
govcrnm<  nt  on  e  irth  aiid  chii;f-assjs.'»in 
of  its  best  .^arlhly  rr-presentative.  Wher- 
ever Abraham  1  iucjln  is  remembered 
and  blessed  for  bis  virtues,. I  etfoirson  Ua- 
vls  will  bv-  kr.oj»n  and  execrated  for  his 
crimes.  The  preat  defender  of  the  na 
tiin  and  its  great  enemy— the  assassin 
and  his  victim  will  be  coupled  in  the 
memory  of  a'l  future  generations,  as  the 
antiileti.jl  tmbuibments  of  the  highest 
good  aiid  extremest  evil  ct  their  time; 
the  arih-.in^rl  and  the  arch-fiend  of  the 
great  Armag'-dd.iu  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury :  the  t)rniuzd  and  Ahrimanes  of 
modern  civilisation. 

We  do  not  doubt  that  Jeflerson  Davis, 
late  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  did  incite, 
concoct  and  procure  the  murder  of  Pres- 
ident Lincoln.  Why  should  we?  What 
is  then  in  this  man's  history  to  set  him 
above  the  au.picion  of  complicity  in  this 
lou!  deeil?  What  is  there  in  murder  re- 
pugnant to  the  nature  of  the  man  who 
coolly  contrived  or  remorselessly  coun 
tenanced  the  unspeakable  horrors  of  An- 
dersonville  and  Silisbury  and  Fort  Libby. 
Surely  the  man  whose  fiendith  passions 
inspired  the  massacre  of  tilty  thousand 
fellow  beings  by  the  slow  cruelties  of 
starvation  and  exposure,  whose  Satanic 
wicked.iess  has  drenched  the  land  in  fra 
ternal  blood,  and  whose  single  hfe  has 
compasstd  the  entire  tcale  of  human  vil- 
lauits,  IS  the  man  in  all  the  world  least 
hkely  to  hesitate  at  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoln,  and  the  one  man  in 
all  the  world  in  whom  the  passions  that 
impelled  the  deed  existed  in  their  utmost 
intensity.  So  far  from  shrinking  at  the 
extreme  atrocity  of  the  deed,  he  would 
be  likely  to  relish  it  all  the  more  for  the 
very  features  that  thrill  civilization  with 
horror.  We  have,  indeed,  tvery  evidence 
that  this  awful  crime  was  not  only  not 
repajnaiit  to  that  phase  of  Southern  sen- 
timent of  which  Davis  was  the  exponent, 
but  that  it  was  generally  contemplated  at 
the  South  as  a  laudable  and  heroic  exploit, 
so  thoroughly  does  slavery  pervert  the 
better  instincts  of  human  nature. 

No  one  at  the  South  was  shocked  at 
the  advertised  otfer  to  assassinate  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  Mr.  A.  C.  Richardson 
testifies  that  the  hope  that  be  might  be 
a8.-(a;>sinated  was  currently  expressed  al 
the  South,  among  the  people  i.nd  in  the 
public  journals,  and  bets  were  even  made 
that  he  would  be. 

Moreover,  there  is  evidence  that  a  con- 
spiracy was   long  ago   set  on  foot  by  the 
R.>'bmond  government  for  thf  kidnapping 
or    aisaesinaticn    of   President   Lincoln, 
Our    readers    will    recillect    the    letters 
copied  into  this  paper  from  the  New  York 
Tribune  written  by  a  gentleman  who  had 
been  holdinj.;  a  position  in  the    rebel  war 
olBce  at  Kichmond.   He  escaped  to  Wash 
inwton  wVea  he  revealed  the  details  of  a 
plan  submitted   by  a  Col.  Margrave  and 
approved  by  the  rebel  Secretary  of  War, 
for  the  capture  of  President  Lincoln  and 
carrying  him    to    Richmond,  and   for   his 
asiassination  if  pursued  too  closely.     An 
original  do  ument  from  the   ha  d    of    a 
party  privy  to    the    conspiracy   was  also 
published.     The  recent  assassination  was 
unquestlooably  an  offshoot  of    that  con- 
spira'y.     Doubtless  the  r»overnment  has 
been  able  to  collect  a  great  deal    of  evi- 
dence bearing  on  the  origin  and  scope  of 
the  plot.     As  usually  happens  under  such 
circumstances,  there   are   always  accom- 
plices in  the  plot  from  whose   terrors  the 
truth  can  be  extorted,   and   we    may  feel 
sure  that  it  was    not  without   ample  sus- 
taining evidence  that  the  President  of  the 
United  State«    has    denounced   JefTt-rson 
Davis  under  the  seal  of  the  United  States, 
as  a  party  to  the  assassination. 


bnt  the  forerunners  of  eight  'olher  bands 
of  assassins,  who  were  on  the  sama  errand 
of  murder  and  desolation — has  again  scat- 
tered panic  along  our  whole  frontier. 

Now  that  the  bloody  warning  has  been 
given,  we  may  hope  that  the  vigdanre  of 
the  frontier  garrisons  and  of  the  people 
will  put  a  stop  to  further  depredations  by 
the  Indians. 

Whether  any  greater  vigdance  before- 
bind,  on  the  part  of  the  military  authori- 
ties, or  more  tlVective  dispositions  of 
troops  would  have  prevented  this  ca- 
lamity, we  forbear  discussing  for  the 
present. 

We  think  it  obvious  that  three  times  the 
numt#-  of  troops  at  Gen.  Sibley's  dispos- 
al would  be  inadequate  to  prevent  incur- 
sions of  small  bands  if  they  are  disposed 
to  take  the  risks  of  the  adventure.  And 
quite  as  obviously  it  seems  to  us  there  is 
no  sure  prophylactic  against  attacks  of 
Indians,  except  to  kill  them. 

Annihilation,  extermination  of.all  bos- 
tile  Sioux  is  from  henceforth  the  watch- 
word of  the  frontier.

The  troops  commanded  l>y  these  otlicers  are 
in  line  condition,  not  wurn  IJy  hara.ssing march 
I's  or  battles,  well  tVd  from  a  tat  surrounding 
::juntry.  well  anned  and  equipped  trom  the 
proceeds  of  cotton  sales.  !tnd  more  thin  half 
of  them  e.re  "bom-onhorsebuk."  Toxans, 
with  a  good  supply  of  hor!«c<.  If  this  array 
is  not  dispirited  and  detnorali/.cd  by  the  news 
of  the  surrender  In  the  K.ist,  it  wdl  not  need 
ranch  "rallying"  by  Davis  to  present  a  for- 
mid-ible  front. 

Texas  itself  is  a  country  which  might  tempt 
a  less  umiiitious  man  than  Davis  to  make  an- 
other effort.  That  htate,  with  its237,321  square 
miles,  has  the  urea  of  ten  S  .uth  Carolinas.  It 
is  an  empire  in  itself.  Texas  alone,  of  all  the 
southern  states,  has  not  only  not  sutlered,  but 
has  gnined  wealth,  in  population  and  import- 
nice  during  and  bv  the  rebellion.  From  the 
spring  of  l!s61  till  iiow  there  h.a~  iieen  an  enor- 
mous deportation  ot  negroes  from  Uie  states 
lH)rdering  on  the  Mississippi  to  Texas,  where 
their  latjor  could  be  made  protitatile,  and 
there  was  no  dan>,'cr  of  molestation  by  invad- 
ing armies,  and  no  opportunity  for  the  slaves 
to  run  awav.  The  ma.tiTS  have  followed; 
hundreds  of  new  plantations — c-otton,  corn, 
and  sugar — have  b*en  opened  ;  no  state  loyal 
or  dislojal,  has  seen  so  much  gold  ana  silver 
and  so  little  paper  money  in  circulation  dur- 
ing the  last  lour  years;  and  Texas  is  the  only 
cotton  state  that" planted  a  full  crop  for  18C.5, 
two  months  ai;o. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  suppression  of 
the  rebellion  in  the  t  is-Mississippi  States 
releases  an  army  of  40(),i)0<>  men  who 
have  no  insuperable  objection  to  follow 
ing  Mr.  Davis  "to  Texas.  It  may  be 
doubted  whether  after  the  experience  ol 
Virginia,  South  Carolina,  &c.,  these  com- 
fortable Texan  planters  will  desire  to  in- 
vite an  invasion  of  I'nion  troops.

A  correspondent  a'.  Sauk  Centre,  sends 
us  an  account  of  a  none  too  severe,  but 
very    irregular  punishment   inflicted    by 
the  soldiers  at  that  place  upon  a  Copper- 
head named  Dobbs,  who  had  expressed  a 
fiendish  joy  at  th'i  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent    Lincoln.     He    was    "  kicked    and 
culfed"  by  the  boys  into  a  contrite  frame 
of  mind,  when  "  he   was  taken  to  a  con- 
spicuous position  on  the  parade  ground, 
made  to  give  three  cheers  for  the  Union, 
three  foi  President  Johnson,  three  groans 
for  .JtfT.  Davis,    and  was  then  kicked  off 
the  premises."     We   look'  with  no  favor 
upon  these  exhibitions  of  popular  violence, 
but  if  there   be  any   occasion  wlijh  will 
justify    a   lesort  to    extra-legal  remedies 
lor  outrages  not  within  the  law's  province 
to  redress,  we  consider  that  this  is  one  of 
them.

MURDER  OF  THE  JEWEH  FAMILY. 


The  llorrlbie  Scene  Described 
t»y  an  Eye- Witness. 


Statement  of  the    llalf-Brced 
•  Campbell. 


Again  the  bloody  frontier  welters  in 
fresh  gore, — again  the  shrieks  of  murder- 
ed men  and  women  and  children  bear 
witness  that  despite  all  military  precau- 
tions, ih^  savage  wolf  has  leaped  into 
the  foM,  and  that  nothing  less  than  a  to- 
tal extermination  of  the  hostile  bands  of 
Souix  will  aflord  adequate  be  ;urity  against 
their  incursions  into  our  western  settle, 
menta. 

Despite  ominous  forewainings  from 
Fort  Wadsworth  *that  the  Sioux  w  re 
meditating  mischief  and  the  bloody  visita- 
tions of  the  three  successive  previous 
years— in  themselves  sufficient  warning 
for  the  future— our  frontier  people,  rely- 
ing, perhaps,  on  the  extent  of  military 
precaution,  a  ad  on  the  prevalent  raports 
of  the  paciiic  dispositions  of  the  Sioux, 
bad  rclapjed  into  a  feeling  of  unwonted 
security  ;  the  vacant  homesteads  of  1862 
were  being  re-occupied,  and  emigration 
was  again  flowing  peacefully  towards  the 
wild  lands  of  the  western  border— when 
the  news  that  ihe  Jewett  family,  of  sue 
persons,  had  bden  masacred  at  one  blow, 
at  Garden  City,  last  Tuesday  morning, 
by  a  band  ol  Sioux,  and  that  these  were 


Dispatches  to  General  Sibley  from  Colonel 
Plaender,  say  that  the  lirst  intimation  he  had 
of  the  prescDce  of  Indians,  was  a  dispatch 
from  the  post  at  Jackson  near  .Spirit  Lake, 
stating  that  a  trapper  came  in  duiing  Sunday 
night,  and  reported  that  he,  with  a  comrade 
had  been  attackdd  by  Indians  at  Lake  Tal- 
cott.  Both  had  escaped,  but  his  comrade 
was  so  badly  wounded  that  he  could  not 
travel. 

Lieut.  Sherman  s'.aru;d  out  with  a  squad  of 
men  and  brought  the  wounded  man  in.  The 
trapper  said  that  the  Indians  who  attacked 
them  had  three  scalps,  which  were  probably 
taken  from  trappers  west  of  there. 

In  order  to  atford  further  protection  to^thc 
tronticr,  Co.  E,  of  Hatch's  Battalion,  h:is  been 
ordered  from  Fort  Ripley  to  Forest  City  with 
orders  to  keep  in  motim  on  the  north  side  ot 
the  Minnesota  river  and  outside  the  Big 
Woods.  Co  L,  of  the  Second  Cavalry  leaves 
the  Fort  this  morning  for  Mankato. 

Id  addition  to  the  regular  force  at  the  posts 
there  is  a  moveable  force  going  up  and  down 
the  line  both  north  and  south  of  the  Minneso- 
to  river,  and  daily  communication  is  kept  np' 
along  the  whole  line. 

There  are  n<>w  five  full  companies  of  caval- 
ry operating  on  the  western  line  ot  posts,  be- 
sides 1.50  or  200  infantry  and  artillery. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter 
written  by  Col.  B.  F.  Smith  of  Mankato 

Mankato,  May  3d,  1S65. 
Adjatant  General  Malmroti, 

Dear  Sir :  The  prisoner  taken  yesterday. 
^Jobn  Campl)ell)  has  acknowledged  that  he 
came  from  the  Missouri  to  Fort  Wadsworth, 
from  thence  to  Lac  qui  Parle  to  the  Minne«ota 
river,  by  way  of,  or  near  Wood  Lake.  That 
the  Cottonwood  was  one  point,  but  that  the 
parties  were  to  meet  at  Mankato,  bum  the 
tow  a  and  plunder.  He  says  Standing  Buffa- 
lo's brother  has  sixteen  men  in  his  band. 
White  Lodge's  son  ten  men;  To-ten-ka-why- 
no-ca,  nine  men ;  Black-dog,  six  or  seven  and 
bis  brother  five  men.  He  didn't  give  the 
names  of  the  other  bands,  but  says  they  are 
secreted  in  the  timber  near  this  place.  They 
all  passed  Fort  Wadsworth  on  the  23d  of 
ApriL  • 


The  following  details  are  taken  from 
the  Mankato  Union,  whose  editor  was 
an  eye-witness  of  the   scene  described : 

The  ParticulMra. 

We  visited  Garden  City  late  Tuesday  night 
to  which  place  the  dead  (xxiies  of  the  mur- 
dered family  had  been  taksn,  forthe  purpose 
of  getting  the  full  particulars  of  the  sadaifair, 
and  get  them  as  correct  as  possible. 

■I  he  tirst  that  was  seen  ot  Indians  was  on 
Momlav,  in  the  vicinity  of  Shelby  ville.  They 
evidently  came  through  the  lines  by  way  of 
Willow  Creek,  |und  followed  down  on  the 
east  side  of  Blue  Karth  river.  They  state  two 
horscrt  and  the  neighliors  pursued  them,  and 
pressed  them  so  clo.se  that  they  let  one  of  the 
horses  go. 

«  As  there  was  no  one  left  to  tell  the  story  of 
how  the  Indians  entered  Mr,  Jewett's  h.mse, 
wo  h.tve  to  judge  a  great  deal  from  the  posi- 
tion of  things  in  the  house  some  three  hours 
after  the  murders  were  committed. 

Mr.  Jewett's  farm  is  on  the  reservation,  live 
miles  from  Garden  City.  The  house  is  built 
of  log'i,  and  has  two  doors,  one  on  the  north 
and  the  other  on  the  east  side.  It  was  alKiut 
half-past  six  in  the  morning  that  the  1  dians 
approached  the  house  and  entered  by  the  east 
door.  The  family  had  just  got  through  break 
fa.st.  A.  J.  Jewett  ran  out  doors  into  tlu-  gar- 
den, in  the  direction  of  a  ravine  on  the  north 
side  of  the  house,  where  the  hiied  man, 
Charles  Tyler,  was  at  work.  An  Indian  tired 
upon  him  when  about  four  rods  trom  the 
house,  the  ball  striking  him  in  the  breast. 
From  the  appearances  of  the  ground  where  he 
iell,  it  is  thought  he  was  not  killed  by  the  shot, 
as  it  passed  to  the  right  o!  the  heart.  A 
struggle  took  jilace  i  etwcen  ihem  as  the  Idow 
which  killed  him  was  iuHicted  by  a  toma- 
hawk over  thcright  eye,  which  fractured  the 
kuU.  His  wite  lauglit  up  her  little  boy,  Z  years 
old,  and  ran  out  doors  along  a  path  leading  to 
one  of  the  ncighiiors.  She  was  shot  when 
about  S  rods  Iroiutho  bouse,  the  ball  entering 
close  to  the  heart.  There  were  no  other  in- 
juries found  upon  her  person.  AtH)ut  ten  feet 
to  the  right,  lay  the  little  child,  iusensible.  It 
had  received  a  severe  blow  just  torward  of  and 
upon  the  left  ear,  dealt  by  a  war  club  or  the 
breech  of  a  gun. 

The  hired  man  Mr.  Tyler,  aged  about  twen- 
ty years,  was  at  work  iii  a  ravine,  north  ol  the 
house,  and  distant  about  twenty  rods,  lie 
was  shot  by  a  riile  ball.  In  the  breast,  just 
below  w»ere  the  ball  eutered  was  a  buck-!*o} 
wound,  and  about  the  same  distance  above  an 
arrow  was  sticking  in  his  breast.  When  found 
he  was  lying  on  his  back  in  a  pool  of  water. 

Mark  Jewett,  the  old  gentleman,  had  appa- 
rently just  moved  Iwck  from  the  table.  An 
Indian  shot  him,  the  ball  entering  the  fore- 
head, and  coining  out  near  the  crown  of  the 
head.  This  did  not  kill  him.  He  fell  to  the 
tloor'  and  one  of  the  savages  struck  him  on  the 
head  two  tearful  tiluws  with  a  tomahawk  one 
of  them  making  a  gash  of  live  inches  in  length, 
and  extending  trom  the  top  of  the  head  to 
near  the  right  ear;  the  other  gash  was  an  inch 
forward  of  the  lirst  three  inches  in  length. 
Both  ot  these  cut  deep  into  the  brain,  which 
slowly  ozing  out,  and  running  on  the.tfyor.  He 
was  lyingnear  the  the  table  when  ound,  alive, 
but  unable  to  move.  He  could  talk.  some. 
He  said  there  were  live  or  six  Indians  in  the 
party,  and  that  they  were  dressed  in  Indian 
costume,  and  armed  with  guns  and  arrows. 
He  endeavored  to  tell  more  a))Out  them,  but 
they  could  not  make  out  what  he.said.  Wed- 
nesday morning  he  was  still  alive. 

Mrs.  Susan  Jewett,  the  old  ladv,  was  killed 
by  a  tomahawk  while  in  t>ed.  She  was  in 
feeble  health,  and  not  expected  to  live  long. 
She  had  on  her  night  dress.  The  savages  ap- 
proached the  bed,  and  one  of  them  struck 
her  with  the  liack  of  his  tomahawk,  on  her 
forehead,  just  over  the  nose.  That  portion  of 
the  forehead  was  all  smashed  in.  On  the  top, 
and  to  the  right  of  her  forehead  was  another 
frightful  cut,  made  with  the  blade  of  a  toma- 
hawk.   She  was  killed  instantly.

Mr.  Harlow,  the  nearest  neigfibor,  says  that 
he  heard  the  firing  of  guns  In  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Jewett's  house,  about  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  but  thought  it  nothing  out  of  the 
way,  as  persons  were  hunting  in  the  woods 
nearly  every  dny.  About  eight  o'clock  be  had 
occasion  lo  use-  a  wagon,  and  thought  he 
would  go  over  and  l>orrow  Mr.  Jewett's.  As 
he  approached  the  house  he  found  Mrs.  Jew- 
ett and  the  little  boy  in  the  path.  As  he  en- 
tered the  house,  a  horrible  sight  met  bis  gaze. 
Old  Mr.  Jewett  on  the  floor,  lying  in  bis  own 
bloo«l,  his  wife  in  bed,  her  face  present- 
ing a  gbastiy  appearance,  the  table 
standing  in  the  middle  of  the  floor  with 
the  breakfast  dishes  still  npon  it,  the  chairs 
upturned,  the  chests,  trunks,  bureaus,  cup- 
boards, and  bads  br.  I  en  open  and  ransacked, 
and  their  contents  ihrown  into  the  middle 
of  the  floor.  The  rooms  up  stairs  were  pil- 
fered in  the  same  way.  The  clock  in  the 
house  was  stopped  at  just  half-past  six.  prob- 
ablv  by  one  of  the  Indians. 

Mr.  Harlow  ran  and  told  Mr.  Burgess,  and 
a  messenger  was  immediately  sent  to  Garden 
City.  Maj.  E.  P.  Evans,  who  is  a  brother  of 
old  Mrs.  Jewett,  had  just  arrived  from  New 
York.  He  immediately  went  over  with  a 
number  of  citizens.  Dr.  Wellcome  arrived 
alX)Ut  11  o'clock,  and  dressed  the  wounds  of 
old  Mr.  Jewett,  and  the  little  boy  who  were 
still  alive.  These  and  also  the  dead  Ijodies 
were  conveyed  to  Garden  City.  Mr.  Jewett 
and  the  child  were  taken  to  Mr.  Evens' 
house  and  the  best  of  care  ta- 
ken of  them.  The  Doctor  says  the 
child  will  get  well.  The  old  gentleman  was 
alive  Wednesday  morning  when  we  left,  but 
Dr.  Wellcome  said  he  could  not  live  two 
hours.  He  was  insensible  the  greater  portion 
of  the  night,  but  was  conscious  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  could  not  swallow,  and  his  throat 
was  so  filled  up  that  he  could  not  speak.  He 
answered  questions  put  to  him  by  Mr.  Evans 
by  a  pressure  of  the  hand. 

The  Ijodies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  J,  Jewett. 
were  laid  out  in  the  hall  over  Ray  &  Williams' 
store,  that  of  Charles  Tyler,  was  conveyed  U) 
his  mother's  residence  near  Mills'  place,  where 
we  saw  it  at  3  o'clock  Wednesday  morning. 
The  Union  contains  no  later  news  of 
Indian  movements  than  those  already  de- 
tailed by  our  correspondent.  It  has  fuller 
details  of  the  capture,  banging,  and  con- 
^ssion  of  John   Campbell,   which  we  lay 

over. 
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BSOOTRY. 

Rev  D.  W.  C  Huntingon,  of  Roches- 
ter, New  York,  delivered  a  funeral  ser 
mon  in  that  city  on  the  19th  inst.,  in 
w.  ich,  after  sp«aking  in  earnest  terms  of 
Lincon  as  an  apostle  of  anti-slavery,  he 
went  on  to  speak  : 

"  True,  there  is  one  item  in  his  history  over 
which  we  wish  a  veil  of  secresy  could  have 
been  drawn.  Our  lamented  Chief  Magistrate 
was  shot  in  a  theatre.  It  is  inexpre.-'sioly  to 
be  regretted  that  he  was  at  a  theatre.  A 
theatre  is  a  place  in  which  no  one  would  wish 
to  die.  He  might  have  been  murdered  that 
night  if  he  had  not  been  at  a  theatre,  but  it 
he  had  not  saved  his  life  by  being  elsewhere, 
he  would  have  saved  the  Christian  public  the 
double  shock  of  not  only  knowing  that  their 
President  was  dead,  but  that  he  fell  where 
they  would  have  wept  to  see  their  sons  alive!" 

Rev.  I).W  C  Huntington,  of  Roches- 
ter, New  York,  is  very  evidently  an 
egregious  ass.  Seeing  such  things,  and 
hearing  such  things  occasionally,  we  can 
not  help  wondering  whether  it  is  not  a 
popular  delusion  that  we  are  living  in 
the  Nineteenth  Century.  That  fellow's 
grandmother  is  in  a  dtate  of  extreme 
physical  peril.  He  will  be  burning  her 
alive  for  a  witch.      "In   a  theatre"  '.—

Oextlfjien— I  have  liccn requested  to  state 
publicly  the  measures  which  have  been  adopt- 
ed by  the  Military  authorities  to  defend  the 
frontier  of  this  State  against  the  incursions  ot 
ho.stile  Indians,  with  a  view  of  appeasing  the 
apprehensions  of  the  settlers  in  the  border 
counties. 

First.  It  was  represented  tome  that  the  line 
of  t-taiions  occupied  by  the  troops  last  year 
did  not  sufficiently  cover  the  settlements  made 
and  tonicinplated.  Lient.  Col.  Pfaeudcr  was 
instructed,  therefore,  lo  take  up  a  new  line 
from  twcuty  to  twenty-live  miles  farther  west, 
extending  from  Alexandria  south  to  the  Iowa 
line,  and  the  positions  were  indicated  in  my 
instructions  to  him.  Fourteen  posts,  includ- 
ing Alexandi  ia,  constitute  the  new  line,  some 
of  them  fliteen  or  sixteen  miles  apart,  but 
generally  the  intcival  is  but  ten  to  tweive 
miles  Ik  tween  them.  Detachments  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  men  arc  directed  to  be  stationed  at 
each,  mostly  of  cavalry,  and  daily  communi- 
cation kept  up  along  the  whole  line>  Besides 
those.  Col.  Pfacnder  was  instructed  to  keep 
other  cavalry  parties  in  motion  alongthc  posts, 
north  and  south  of  the  Minnosotn  river,  to 
detect  the  passage  of  Indians  at  any  point, 
and  follow  their  trail,  and  to  destroy  utterly 
any  raiders  who  might  be  cveriaken — taking 
no  prisoners  under  any  circumstances. 

Second.  A  second  line  was  directed  to  be 
formed,  extending  from  Fort  Abercrombie  to 
the  James  river,  by  ihe  way  of  Fort  Wads, 
worth,  to  be  held  by  trusty  scouts  in  such 
force  as  to  cnaJile  them  to  intercept  and  de- 
stroy or  drive  back  any  war  parties  who  were 
on  their  way  to  the  border.  The  positions 
assigned  to  them  are  on  the  usual  approaches 
by  way  of  the  great  water  courses  and  the 
Coteau  de  Praiiia  to  the  Minnesota  and  Iowa 
settlements,  and  if  in  full  operation  it  seems 
hardly  possible  that  any  numlier  of  Indians 
could  penetrate  through  l>otb  of  these  lines  of 
defence  without  discovery.  The  same  orders 
to  take  no  prisoners  have  been  given  to  Major 
Rose,  commanding  Fort  Wadsworth,  under 
whose  command  all  the  scouts  arc  acting. 

It  is  true,  notwithstanding  the  known  vigil, 
ance  and  etticiency  of  the  two  otflcers  named, 
that  one  or  more  small  parties  of  savages  have 
made  their  way,  undiscovered  through  the 
double  lines,  or  havM  tiinied  them  by  proceed- 
ing south  thronfrh  western  Iowa,  and  b4've 
committed  brutal  murders,  which  no  one  i&n 
deplore  more  deeply  than  I  do.  And  it  is  quite 
possible,  that  during  the  movements  of  troops 
&c.,to  their  stations,  these  Indians  may  have 
passed  through  between  them  without  detec- 
tion. And  I  am  frank  to  cimfess,  that  not. 
withstanding  every  precaution  and  the  exer- 
cise of  the  utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  oiW- 
cers  and  men,  small  parties  may  again  suc- 
ceed in  the  hazardous  undertaking  of  reach" 
ing  the  sett  lement.s,  perpetrating  similar  ont- 
rages  to  those  already  committed.  But  I 
would  reasonably  ask  of  those  who  are  ever 
ready  to  cavil  at  and  find  fanlt  with  the 
management  of  alTairs,  to  l>c  good  enough  to 
indicate  a  better  plan  of  defence  liefore  they 
proceefl  farther  in  that  direction.  Every  one 
that  I  known  of,  at  all  acquainted  with  the 
subject,  and  I  have  consulted  with  verj'  many 
frontier  «ien,  has  expressed  an  unqualltied  ap- 
proval of  the  arrangement.  I  claim  therefore 
that  the  military  authorities  have  done  and  are 
doing  every  thing  practicable,  to  afford  protec- 
tion to  our  citizens,  to  ihe  extent  of  the  means 
at  their  command. 

And  now  a  word  to  the  dealers  m  periodical 
panics  who  unfortunately  are  found  in  num- 
bers ahmg  the  border.  If  instead  of  fleeing 
in  terror  at  the  appearance  of  a  few  Indians' 
these  men  would  size  their  muskets  and  show 
a  iKild  front,  my  wonl  fur  it  in  ninety-nine 
cases  out  of  &  hundred,  they  would  t)e  left  un- 
disturbed. A  few  resolute  men  would  suffice 
to  clear  a  neighborhood  of  the.se  prowlers, 
who  lie  in  wait  to  murder  unresisting  women 
and  children  and  unarmed  or  timid  men,  but 
who  are  extremely  loth  to  confront  men  de- 
termined to  tight.  Kentucky.  Ohio  and  other 
western  .States  were  not  settled  under  the  pro- 
tection of  soldiers,  but  rather  by  men  who  de- 
pended upon  their  own  strong  arms  and  un- 
erring rifles. 

The  Government  docs  not  undertake  to 
furnish  a  guard  of  armed  men  for  every 
house  and  farm  on  the  frontier ;  and  I  can 
state,  without  any  violation  of  official  coati- 
dence,  that  it  is  chielly  owing  to  my  earnest 
request  to  my  superior  in  command,  that  I

The  HemlcTt  correspondent  with  Wil- 
son's Expedition,  furnishes  additional 
details  of  the  march  through  Alabama 
and  Georgia,  and  of  the  battle  at  £b- 
inezerChurcb.  He  says  the  engagement 
took  place  at  a  point  called  Kbint;zcr 
Church,  about  twenty-five  miles  from 
Selma.  The  rebels  were  entrenched  in 
woods  and  had  six  pieces  of  Artillery  in 
position.  They  were  about  b,0()0,  com- 
manded by  Forest,  Chalmers,  Armstrong 
and  Adams.  After  considerable  firing  on 
both  sides,  two  companies  of  the  17th  In- 
diana, commanded  by  Capt.  Tayler 
cttargcd  them  with  the  saber,  driving 
their  gunners  from  the  guns,  capturing 
one  battery  of  three  guns,  and  scattering 
the  enemy  in  all  directions. 

While  they  were  thus  demoralizing  the 
rebels,  the  2d  brigade  of  the  ith  divis- 
ion, which  had  been  sent  around  to  the 
left,  arrived,  charged  and  completely 
routed  the  enemy.  Our  Iofs  in  this  en- 
gagement was  about  thirty  in  killed  and 
wounded.  We  captured  about  3"0  rebels, 
and  their  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was 
heavier  than  ours. 

We  captured  four  pieces  of  artdlery 
and  many  small  arms.  Capt.  Taylor  was 
killed  after  having  wounded  Gen.  Forest 
in  the  arm  with  his  saber. 

Our  troops  arrived  in  front  of  the  for- 
tifications of  Selma  about  4  p.  .m.  April 
2d  They  were  immediately  formed  in 
line  of  battle,  the  2d  division  occupying 
the  right  of  the  centre  of  the  works  and 
the  4th  division  to  the  extieme  left.  The 
fortifications  consisted  of  breastworks. 
The  first  line  w.as  a  row  of  palisades  six 
feet  high,  which,  together  with  the  nature 
of  the  ground  over  which  the  charge  was 
made,  rendered  the  earthwork  very  diffi- 
cult of  access.  The  works  were  defend- 
ed by  7,(X)0  men  and  some  thirty  pieces 
of  artillery.  As  previously  stated,  the 
2d  was  formed  in  line,  dismounted,  and 
a  skirmish  line  formed.  A  brisk  firewas 
kept  up  between  our  fikirmi&hers  and  the 
rebels  tilio  p.m., when  at  a  signal  from  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Trade  battery,  our 
forces  charged  down  on  the  breastworks 
yelling  like  demons.  The  rebels  poured 
a  murderous  fire  of  musketry  and  artil- 
lery into  the  ranks,  but  nothing  daunted 
our  troops  bore  steadily  forward,  and 
within  fifteen  minutes  bad  scaled  the 
works,  and  were  driving  the  enemy  to- 
wards the  river  in  a  terribly  demoralized 
condition.  Many  of  them  were  drowned 
in  attempting  to  cross  the  river,  although 
a  few  succeeded  in  crossing  and  escaping. 
We  captured  2. 400  prisoners  and  32 
pieces  of  artillery  in  line,  besides  over  7U 
pieces  in  the    arsenals. 

Our  loss  was  ■•24  in  killed,  wounded, 
and  missing,  and  that  of  the  enemy  was 
equally  large.  Montgomery  surrendered 
without  a  fight. 

At  Columbus  the  enemy  made  a  stub- 
born resistance,  but  our  men  scaled  their 
breastworks,  captured  2,000  prisoners, 
apd  over  70  pieces  of  artillery.  Here  all 
government  property,  areenals,  factories, 
and  railroad  stock  was  destroyed. 

Fourteen  miles  from  Macon  the  rebel 
Robertson  sent  a  message  from 
Gen.  Howell  Cobb,  saying  th}re  had  been 
a  suspension  of  hostilities  granted  by 
Sherman.  Gen.  Micty  replied  he  knew 
nothing  of  it,  and  would  not  suspend. 
Minty  sent  word  to  Gen.  Robertson  that 
he  must  retire  to  Macon  while  he  sent  the 
message  to  the  rear. 

Gen  Minty  ordered  his  advance  to  move 
forward.  In  five  minutes  after  delivering 
this  answer  to  the  rebels,  the  advance 
was  made  and  as  Robertson  and  his  com- 
mand did  not  get  out  of  the  way  they 
were  all  captured.  Macon  was  taken 
possession  of  and  here  Wilson  received 
official  information  of  the  armistice. 

The  result  of  the  campaign  may  besum- 
msd  up  as  follows :  The  capture,  and 
occupation  of  four  of  the  most  important 
cities  in  the  Confederacy  ;  0,000  prisoners 
over  200  guns,  a  large  supply  of  small 
arms,  devastation  of  the  country,  and  de- 
struction of  at  least  $50,000,000  worth  of 
property  directly  or  indirectly  belonging 
to  the  rebel  Government. 

The  casualties  of  the  campaign  I  have 
not  as  yet  been  able  to  secure  but  do  not 
think  they  will  exceed  400  killed,  wound- 
ed and  missing.

Commanders  of  paroled  com- 
panies   will    forward   exchanged   officers 
and  men  to  the  armies  to  whi 'b   they  be- 
long with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

And  I  Arili 
state  in  reply  to  the  charge  of  leniency 
towiirds  these  wretches,  that  if  my  inlluence 
or  appeals  could  have  been  of  any  avail,  all 
of  the  fiends  concerned  in  the  outbreak  of 
1862,  or  in  like  outrages  since  that  period, 
who  have  fallen  into  my  hands,  would  long 
since  have  been  swinging  in  the  air  at  the 
end  of  a  stout  rope. 

I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  wUl 
be  attempts  by  any  considerable  body  of  war- 
riors, to  penetrate  to  the  settlements,  but  if 
such  should  be  made,  I  have  no  fears  of  their 
meeting  with  success  in  any  snch  enterprise.

THE  SURRENDER. 


FARIBA.V1.T,  May  3.  I860. 

Edltort  Et.  P»ul  Pmm: 

My  attention  baa  been  called  to  a  news 
item  in  your  paper  concerniog  the  order 
of  Major  General  Pope  forbidding  the 
location  of  friendly  Sioux  upon  lands 
within  the  State  of  MinnesoU,  and 
though  I  have  never  Ween  much  given  to 
newspaper  correspondence,  yet  as  this 
undertaking  of  mine  was  forbidden  in 
terms  that  implied  censure,  it  seems  l«t 
ju<«t  that  I  should  be  allowed  to  tell  what 
it  was  that  I  proposed  to  do. 

The  proposed  allotment   had  no  refer- 
ence to  hostile  or  condemned  Indiana, 
but  was   only  intended  to  benefit  those 
who    had  proved  themselves  friends   ol 
the  whites  and  who  wer«  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  the  massacrees  of  1862. 
This  would  include — 
(A  )   Those  Indians  who  were  not  with 
the  hostile  Sioux   during  the  massacre, 
or  afterwards,  but  liv*g  with  the  whites. 
(B.)     Those    who  have  been  and   are 
in  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

(C.)  Those  who  by  the  rescue  ol 
prisoners  an  1  other  meritorious  acts  have 
proved  themselves  friends  of  the  whites, 
even  at  the  risk  of  their  own  lives. 

There  are  many  of  our  citizens  who 
can  and  will  thankfully  testify  to  the 
worthiness  of  those  who  would  be  in- 
cluded in  this  last  class. 

Such  a  settlement  would  not  be  large, 
nor  would  there  be  sny  reservation  ol 
land  beyond  that  required  to  assign  80 
acres  ot  land  to  each  bead  of  a  family  in- 
cluded in  the  above  classes.

"Citizens  will  do  well  to  aid  the  officers 
commanding  guards,  paUols,  *c^  in  evenr 
possible  way,  to  apprehend  and  lw«g  to|>i«^ 
ishment  any  thief  or  marauder  who  may  sep* 
arate  himself  from  the  column.  Every  sort 
of  precaution  will  be  taken  by  oo»  ainaei«t<v 
render  the  march  orderly,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  great  terror  that  prevailed  durtng 
active  operations  will  now  cease. 

"It  being  dittlcult  to  transport  sufficient 
rations  for  an  extended  march,  our  officers 
have  l>een  requested  to  discourage  refugees 
from  following  the  army.  The  ability  to 
travel  freelv  in  any  direction  now  exists,  and 
precludes  the  former  necessity  ot  'erugees 
ttccouipanvingor  tollowing  us.

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Indians  would  hold  this  land  like 
citizens,  except  that  the  title  could  only 
pass  from  father  to  son.  Except  to  far 
as  assigning  the  lard  is  concerned,  these 
Indians  would  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Interior  Department,  bat  would  be 
subject  in  all  respecu  to  the  laws  of  the 
^ute.  The  military  authorities  would 
see  that  no  improper  or  unworthy  per- 
sons were  allowied  among  the  number, 
and  the  State  would  take  care  that  th^ 
ohe>ed  the  laws. 

Provision  could  easily  be  made  for 
schools  an  1  religious  privileges,  and  thus 
I  tirmly  believe  we  should  have  advan 
ta^es  for  tustin^  the  inllufnces  of  civiliza- 
tion  and  Christianity  upon  an  inferior 
race — such  as  have  been  rarely  or  never 
before  offered — certainly  never  t}  the  In- 
dians. 

I  admit  that  it  would  be  better  for 
all  concerned  that  such  a  colony 
should  be  planted  in  the  interior 
of  the  State  rather  than  on  the  frontier 
But  the  latter  location  becomes  a  neces- 
sity from  the  impossibility  ot  elsewhere 
securing  the  land.  Instead,  however, 
of  proving  a  detriment  to  the  settlement 
of  the  vicinity  of  our  location,  I  am  sat- 
isfied it  would  rather  be  an  advantage 
I  am.  ready  to  guarantee  that  I  can  bring 
two  respectable  white  settlers  for  every 
Indian  that  I  uke  to  the  frontier,  and 
the  very  watchful  aess  of  the  Indian 
would  olTer  us  an  additional  safeguard. 

This  plan  for  the  benefit  or  reward,  as 
it  may  properly  be  called,  of  these  faith- 
ful Indians,  is  not  only  approved  at 
Washington  but  universally  wherever  the 
facta  of  the  case  are  known,  and  nowhere 
more  heartily  than  in  Minnesota.  And 
it  is  simply  a  matter  of  justice  that  it 
should  be  so. 
See  the  contrast. 

The  Sioux  condemned  to  death  are 
well  clothed  and  fed  by  the  military  an- 
thority  at  Davenport. 

Those  banished  from  the  State  are 
cared  for  by  the  Govemmont  on  Missouri 
river,  even  furnished  with  guns  and 
horses. 

But  those  who  on  account  of  residence 
among  the  whites,  or  meritorious  ean- 
duct  are  counted  as  our  friends  and  con- 
sidered worth  of  a  residence  within  our 
State, are  left  to  roam  about  as  vagrants 
and  as  yet  nothing  is  done^  or  proposed 
for  their  lasting  good  except  what  I  have 
undertaken. 

I  am  no  fanatic  in  regard  to  Indians. 
I  have  only  tried  to  aid  i  heae  because  I 
believed  it  to  be  right,  and  because  no 
one  else  seemed  wil&ng  to  interest  them- 
selves IB  so  small  a    matter. 

I  am  well  acquainted  with  Indians  and 
Indian  character.  I  know  that  manjr  of 
them  are  filthy,  diagnsting,  treacherous 
and  brutal — even  fiendish.  I  also  snow 
that  there  are  as  true  men  among  them, 
as  honorable,  upright  and  iLdustrious, 
aa  are  to  be  found  in  any  natioo  on  the 
earth.  On  account  of  the  crime  of  their 
nation,  we  have  forgotten  individuals  in 
the  condemnation  of  the  mass.  But 
here  as  elsewhere  let  us  have  matdyjuM- 
tice  \ — justice  equally  divided  ;  justice  to 
the  guilty — condemnation  and  death; 
justice  to  the  innocent  and  meritorious — 
recognition  and  reward. 

And  now  after  what  I  have  said  I  an 
not  afraid  nor  ashamed  to  appeal  to  the 
people  of  the  border  among  whom  I  have 
always  lived,  and  equally  with  whom  I 
have  suffered  ircm  savage  violence,  for 
the  justice  of  my  undertaking.  This  ques- 
tion ought  to  be  owt  manfully  and  it  had 
best  be  met  now.  For  surely  it  is  better 
that  these  people  should  have  houses  and 
live  there  like  men,  than  that  tb«y  should 
be  left  to  wander  ai  will  with  no  better 
protection  from  the  bullet  of  the  frontiers- 
*  man\>  r  fle,  than  the  certificate  of  merite- 
rion-  conduct  whi  b  ihey  all  carry  in 
their  pockets.  If  we  are  thankful  to  them 
for  saving  thrs  lives  of  our  women  and 
cbiidreu,  let  our  thanks  mean  something. 
If  not,  then  let  these  Indians  be  at  once 
banished  with  the  rest,  to  the  green  fif  Ids 
— cottenwood  groves  and  white-washed 
houses,  >n  the  upper  Missouri  But  in 
my  opini  )n  it  is  far  mur«  honorable  to 
us,  1  bat  they  should  become  eitixena  than 
tavagtu. 

1  have  asked  Gen.  Pope  so  to  modify 
bis  order,  that  1  be  allowed  to  proceed 
•  r./i  •  n-h  restrictions  a*  be  may  see  fit 
t3  impMC.

The  following  additional  was  received  at 
12  30a.  m.,  on  the  25th,  and  also  transmitted  : 
"  Is  THB  FiBi-D,  April  25,  1865.— M^.  Oen. 
W.  T.  SiiaBMA.v,  commanding  I'.  S.  forces  : 
GentrtU—l  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your 
dispatch  of  yesterday,  summoning  this  army 
to  surrender  on  the  terms  accepted  by  Gen. 
Lee  at  Appomatox  Court  House.  I  propose, 
instead  ol  such  a  surrender,  terms  based  on 
those  drawn  up  by  you  on  the  18th,  for  dis- 
banding this  army,  and  a  further  armistice 
and  conference  to  arrange  these  terms.  The 
disbanding  of  Gen.  Lee's  army  has  afflicted 
this  country  with  numerous  bands  having  no 
mean!)  of  subsistence  but  robbery— a  knowl 
edge  of  which  would,  I  am  sure,  induce  you 
to  agree  to  other  conditions. 
"  Most  respectfullv.  vour  obedient  serv't. 
"  J.  E.  JOHNSTON,  Gen.  C.  S.  A." 
In  replv.  Gen.  Sherman  simply  said  :  "  I 
will  meet'you  at  the  same  time  and  place  of 
the  fprmer  meeting,  and  the  matter  of  which 
yon  speak  will  then  be  considered." 

This  reply  was  carried  by  Lieut.  Fuller,  of 
Kilpatrick's  staff,  who,  having  waited  for  an 
answer  all  night  at  the  picket  post,  returned 
iu  the  morning  with  the  following  : 

'•Gkkensbobo,  April  2C,   18l).>— 2  a  m.— 
M^or  General  W.  T.  Sherman  :     I  will  meet 
vou  at  the  time  and  place  you  designate.    Is 
the  armistice  with  the   stattt  quo  renewed  ? 
"(Siifned,)  J.  E.  Johnsto.n,  Gen  " 

At  two  o'clock  on  the  26th  inst.,  Maj.  Gen. 
Blair  and  Brevet  Ma.j.  Gen.  Kilpatrlck,  aUo 
Maj-  Mci'ay  and  Maj.  Andenned,  ot  >her- 
man's  staff;  Col.  Wherrv,  of  Oen.  Schofleld's 
staff;  Lieut,  .ol.  Strong,  of  Gen.  Howard's 
staff;  Maj  Thompson,  of  Gen.  Blair's  staff; 
and  the  whole  of  Kilpatrick's  staff,  escort,  &.C., 
arrived  at  the  bouse  of  James  Bennett,  already 
de8cril)ed  by  your  correspondent,  who  has 
ijeen  the  only  representative  of  the  press 
present  at  any  of  their  meetings,— five  miles 
irom  Durham  and  eight  miles  from  Hills- 
ijoro  Gen.  Johnston,  delayed  by  a  railroad 
accident,  di'l  not  arrive  till  an  hour  later.  He 
was  then  accompanied  by  Maj.  Gen.  Butler 
and  Col.  Logau,  commanding  a  brigade  in 
McLaw's  Uivislon  of  cavalry;  also,  Maj. 
Prestons,  of  Butler'*,  and  Capt.  Hampton,  of 
Johnston's  stall. 

Gen.  Sherman,  after  a  private  interview  with 
Oen.  Johnston,  and  after  tue  terms  and  agree- 
inant  ot  surrender  had  been  concluded  and 
diawn  up,  called  iu  his  own  and  Johnst<jn's 
generals  to  witness  the  signing.  Johnston  is 
said  to  have  lieen  affected  to  tears-  Mucti 
ireedom  of  disc^ourse  lollowed  upon  the  past 
and  the  future,  tlie  present  state  of  the  coun- 
try, and  the  t>est  policy  to  l.e  pursued  in  se- 
curing the  sou.h  from  predatory  bands — in 
>«hich  discussion  Johnston  and  Butler  took 
an  equ.il  p.irt,  furnishing  !>OLh  information 
ana  suggestions.  Johnston  signed  an  agree- 
ment to  .-.urrender  upon  the  same  terms  as  the 
army  of  Northern  Virginia.  Butler,  in  re- 
ply to  a  question,  answered  that  probably 
not  more  than  4.000  cavalry   remained  to  be 

£nrsned.  The  rest  had  already  left.  Jert. 
Uvis  has  tied  with  a  large  body-guard  of  cav- 
a^ly,  prol>ably  as  soon  as  Sherman's  dispatch 
reached  Goldsboro,  on  the  'i4th.  He  has  prob- 
ably sought  the  mountains.  There  were  in 
all  probability  8,tjOO  in  the  cavalry  corps 
Wade  Hampton  has  probably  leit  to<j,  as  he 
went  to  Greensboro  tVom  Hillsboro  on  either 
the  24th  or  25th. 

Msj.  Gen.  Schofield,  now  commanding  the 
centre  of  Sherman's  army,  will  be  left  in  com- 
mand ol  the  whole  military  district  from  Vir- 
ginia to  the  Savannah ;  headquarters  at  Ra- 
leigh. Brevet.  Maj.  Gen.  Kilpatrick,  now 
commanding  Shernuin's  cavalry,  will  also  re- 
main to  assist,  and  reporUng  to  Maj.  Gen. 
Schofield,  and  holding  headquarters  at  Greens- 
boro. These  two  generals  will  together  sup- 
press banditti  and  promote  order.  As  soon  as 
they  can  be  known,  trusty  men  will  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  county  to  sepcrintend  a  local 
citizens'  police.  This  police  will  have  the 
countenance  of  the  government,  and  receive 
arms  and  rations.  Gen.  Meigs  will  ilso  be  re- 
quested to  supply  quartermasters  with  funds 
to  compensate  country  dealers  for  supplies, 
and  thus  restoic  confidence,  currCncy  and  en- 
terprise. Col.  Wright.  Gen.  Sherman's  chief 
railroad  engineer,  will  at  once  repair  the  rail- 
road l>etween  bare  aud  Greensboro,  when  the 
detailsof  the  surrender,  upon  the  rolls  now 
being  made  out  by  Johnston's  army,  will  be 
perfected.  The  Raleigh  and  Gaston  railroad 
will  probably  be  in  operation  before  this 
reaches  you,  as  there  is  but  one  bridge  down, 
upon  which  Col.  Wright  is  already  working. 
In  consideration  of  the  government  restoring 
this  bridge,  the  railroad  company  will  furnish 
locomotive."*  and  passenger  cars. 

The  right  and  left  wing  ol  bis  army  Gen. 
Sherman  will  march  to  Marylaud  to  be  dis- 
banded. The  troops  will  move  provisioned 
and  without  foraging. 

Gen.  Sherman  has  authorized  paroled  offi- 
cers of  Lee's  army  in  North  Carolina  to  resist 
unlicensed  operations  of  his  own  "bummers," 
who,  evading  discipline,  scout  to  the  distince 
of  thirty  miles  from  the  army,  and  are  an  un- 
mitigated scourge  to  the  country. 

Your  correspondent,  with  only  two  scouts — 
yfm.  Cogner,  Kilpatrick's  chief  of  scouts,  and 
John  Risden— traversed  the  whole  distance 
from  Durham  station  to  Suffolklon  horseback, 
not  only  unmolested,  but  hailed  all  along  the 
route  with  emphatic  hospitality.  The  country 
through  which  I  passed  has  all  the  appearance 
of  being  utterly  subdued.  I  met  numbers  of 
Lee's  soldiers,  mostly  paroled, — some,  how- 
ever, that  had  esciiped,  as  they  claim,  from 
the  st^-render ;  but  all,  with  one  voicv,  seemed 
rejoiced  at  the  capitulation  of  Johnston,  and 
the  close  of  the  war.  No  where  was  my  pro- 
gress questioned ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  ev- 
ery where  was  manifested  a  disposition  to 
help  me  on  my  way.  "  Thank  God,"  was  the 
frequent  response  to  my  news  of  Johnston's 
8n~rendcr.  I  crossed  the  Roanoke  at  Halli- 
fax  Ferry  and  the  Chowan  at  Winton's.  I 
started  from  Durham  on  Thursday,  the  37th, 
at  9i  \.  M  ,  and  arrived  at  Suffolk  on  Satur- 
day, the  29th,  at  6  o'clock  r.  m  ,  without 
changing  horses.  Maj.  Gen.  Burry,  Col.  Poe, 
.Maj.  Nichols,  and  other  officers  of  Sherman's 
staff,  joined  mc  at  Fort  Monroe,  having  left 
Raleigh  on  Friday  night  and  come  up  through 
the  canal ;  also.  Col.  Jones,  ot  the  8th  Indiana 
cavalry,  who  lelt  Durham  station  on  VVednes- 
dav  nignt. 

Gen.  Sherman  h^s  8t.irted  on  a  tour  to 
Wilmington,  Charleston  and  Savannah.  That 
part  of  his  army  destined  to  be  immediately 
disbanded  were  already  on  the  march  to 
Petersburg  and  Richmond  fcy  the  most  direct 
route.  It  is  due  to  him  to  testify  that,  from 
what  I  could  see  in  my  ride  through  N.  Caro- 
lina, meeting  citizens  and  soldiers  of  all  ranks, 
Sherman  seems  to  h  ive  conquered  the  second 
time  by  inagnimimity,  and  so  affected  the  ene- 
my that  those  I  spoke  with  already  coupled  a 
name  once  so  hated  by  them  with  sincere 
honor  and  rcve.-ence.  Sherman,  by  the  south 
at  least,  seems  to  be  rememliered  next  to  Lin- 
coln aa  a  pacificator. 

A  prominent  olticer  who  came  down  on  the 
same  car  with  Gen.  Grant  from  Raleigh,  rc- 
pf)rts  the  following :  Gen.  Grant,  glancing  at  a 
newspaper  containing  the  report  of  Sherman's 
proposed  arrangement  submitted  to  the  Presi- 
dent, u(  conipanied  by  a  severe  editorial  criti- 
cism, said  :  "I  regret  the  publication  of  Sher- 
man's report  at  ti.is  time.  Sherman  has  done 
too  miicQ  for  the  country  to  be  slighted  now 
for  a  single  mistake. — a  mistake  that,  instead 
of  treachery,  which  Gen.  Sherman  is  utterly 
incapable  of,  grew  alone  out  of  sincere  patrio- 
tism. I  chose  Shermau  for  the  western  cam- 
paign l>ecause  he  was  at  that  time  the  only 
one  who  had  developed  sulflcient  qualifica- 
tions ;  neither  has  he  any  other  since  illustrat- 
ed the  same  ability.  Sherman's  success  at 
Ooldbbf)ro  necessitated  my  own  at  Richmond. 
When  Sherman  is  fully  understorxl,  the  pub- 
lic t<me  must  do  him  better  justice." 

Gen  Johnston's  iirmy  are  to  deliver  up 
ibehr  arms  to  the  United  Sutes  authorities 
to-morrow  at  Greensboro,  75  miles  west  of 
here 

The  following  order  has  been  issued  by 
Oen.  Howard : 


Okf  Mol'th  ok  Rkd  HivifR,  April  23, 
11  I'.  M.— At  just  nine  o'clock  this  even- 
ing, the  famous  ram  Webb  ran  out  of 
Bed  River,  and  passing  all  the  gunboats 
and  ironclads  lying  near  here,  entered 
the  Mississippi  at  lightning  speed. 

The  Webb  was  not  discovered  untd 
within  2.000  yards  of  the  Manhattan, 
which  lies  exactly  in  the  mouth  of  Red 
River.  When  first  discovered  the  ram 
bad  not  a  single  lamp  hung  on  ,  and  her 
smoke  stack  emitted  no  smoke.  She  ap- 
peared a  huge  dark  mass  on  the  surface 
of  the  water,  and  it  was  impossible  to 
tell  what  was  the  character  of  the  object 
that  floated  so  noiselessly  an  '  mysteri- 
ously down  the  current.  A  howitzer  was 
fired  by  Lieut.  Ely,  and  the  d  irk  spectre 
immediately  showed  signs  of  life,  putting 
on  steam  and  shooting  by  his  vessel  with 
lightning  speed. 

It  was  then  known  to  be  the  Webb,  and 
two  large  10  inch  turret  gnns  were  at 
once  ready  and  fired  at  the  monster,  but 
probably  without  effect.  The  Webb  was 
now  too  far  on  her  way  to  do  more  in  an 
attempt  to  stop  her,  and  Lieut.  Ely  fired 
signal  rockets  to  alarm  the  remainder  of 
the  fltet.  Lieutenant  Commander  Fos- 
ter immediately  got  under  way  with  the 
gunpoat  Lafayette  and  was  soon  after 
followed  by  the  ram  Vindicator,  but  the 
latter,  owing  to  the  condition  of  her  boil- 
ers, could  not  make  her  usual  speed. 
I'he  ironclads  Manhatain  and  Tennessee 
remained  off  the  mouth  of  the  Red  River 
to  look  out  for  the  exit  of  the  rebel  g'an- 
boat  Missouri,  which  was  now  momen- 
tarlv  expected  to  come  down. 

The  officers  of  the  Manhattan  estimate 
the  speed  of  the  Webb  to  have  been  at 
least  iwenty-five  miles  per  hour  when 
passing  them. 

Our  dispatches  drought  us  the  intel- 
ligence that  the  Webb's  machinery  got 
out  of  order  after  passing  New  Orleans, 
and  was  abandoned  aud  blown  up  four 
miles  below  that  city.  Her^.Tand  and 
destination  are  unknown. 

STATBMENTOFAN  EYB-WITNE98. 

The  daring  and  foolhardy  attempt  of  the 
rebel  steamer  W.  H.  Wtbb.  to  pass  the  gaunt 
let  of  the  Federal  fleet  on  the  Mississippi, 
well  nigh  proved  successful,  but  owing  to 
vigilance  combined  with  good  fortune,  the 
clfort  failed.  The  rebel  steamer  Webb  was 
seen  pjssing  the  city  under  a  full  bead  of 
steam,  Monday  morning.  The  excitement 
was  intense,  and  astonished  crowds  ran  to  the 
levee  to  witness  the  extraordinary  sight.  The 
tifst  we  believe  that  discovered  the  staister 
character  of  the  ram  and  compelled  it  to 
show  its  true  colors,  were  the  officers  on 
board  the  Lackawana.  As  the  ram  rounded 
the  point  some  old  tars,  possessed  of  a  sharp 
lookout  fjr  things  and  matters  In  a  very  gen 
eral  nautical  wav,  squinted  afar  off  a  black 
squall.  "The  otlicers  at  the  same  time  thought 
the  coming  on,  smoking  and  puffing  crait  so 
savagely,  should  have  a  sort  of  passport  to 
suovv  the  honest  intention  of  such  extraordl- 
narv  haste,  and  as  a  sort  of  gentle  hint  sent  a 
ilO-pound  ball,  which  struck  her  on  the  port 
bow,  and  passing  through,  went  out  on  the 
opposite  side.  She  passed  down  still,  and, 
with  the  rebel  lla?  now  hoisted,  appeared  to 
defy  everything  and  everybody  else  in  gen- 

The  only  boat  that  was  actually  prepared 
to  follow,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  was  the  Hol- 
lyhock, Ueut.  Com.  O.  Heradee,  with  a  de- 
tachment from  the  Lackawana,  under  com- 
mand of  Assistant  Engineer  J.  B.  Fort,  on 
board.  The  boat  dashed  after  tke  flying  foe. 
The  race  was  a  tie  and  tie.  The  Weeb,  as  is 
well  known,  was  always  a  last  boat,  and  gal- 
lantly maintained  its  reputation  on  this  tre- 
mendous occasion,  but  the  noble  HollyBock 
clung  to  her  like  an  aveneing  fate.  In  vain 
were  the  efforts  of  the  rebels  to  elude  the  fast 
coming  rain.  Mile  after  mile  was  passed. 
The  boats  throbbed  on  their  tierce  way,  and 
apparently  no  advantage  was  gained  on  either 
side.  Suddenly,  about  twenty -eight  miles  lie- 
low  this  city,  the  gallant  Hollyhock  clo.'ed 
behind  her  near  St.  Claire  Pass.  The  Webb 
found  the  huge  proportions  of  the  Richmond 
looming  up  like  a  lion  of  the  sea  in  her  path. 
The  Webb  turned,  but  when  the  Hollyhock 
dashed  straight  at  her,  she  ran  In  ashore,  and 
the  officers  and  crew  sprang  upon  the  levee 
and  fled  into  the  swamps,  fir-^t  firing  the  ves- 
sel in  .several  places.  Thus  ended  this  strange 
and  eventful  history.  The  U.  8.  vessel  sent 
out  boats,  and  the  Webb  was  boarded  and 
every  etfort  made  to  subdue  the  flames,  but 
all  in  vain.  Upon  enteriuK  the  eagiae  room 
a  man  was  found  lying  asleep,  who  had  been 
cruelly  abandoned  by  his  comrades  to  a  fiery 
death.  Happily  he  was  saved  by  our  gallant 
seamen.    His  name  is  Charles  Preston. 

When  she  passed  the  fleet  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Red  River  it  is  said  ithat  several  shots 
were  fired  at  her  bnt  without  effect.  She  then 
passed  down  unchallenged  until  she  arrived 
in  front  of  this  city.  It  was  here  that  her 
troubles  commenced. 

It  nuiy  be  remembered  that  some  time  ago 
the  Taconv  was  captured  under  remarkable 
circumstances,  and  that  attewards  she  inflicted 
considerable  damage  to  the  fishing  interests 
of  Maine.  Reed  ot  the  rebel  ram  Webb  was 
the  capturer  of  the  Tacony,  and  subsequently 
Sea  Wolf.  Happily  his  last  efforU  has  been 
frustrated. 

The  other  officers  names  are  as  follows : 
Lieut.  Hall;  Assisunt  Surgeon  Allison ;  Mid- 
shipman Scott;  Master's  Mate  John  Lewis; 
Pilot  John  Lewis;  Chief  Engineer  Smith; 
Assistants,  Harry  Lewis  and  Marsh.  They 
at  once  fled  into  the  swamp,  but  there  is  little 
doubt  of  ttieir  eventual  capture.  One  man, 
named  Henry  Hines,  surrendered  himself. 
He  alleged  be  could  not  run  as  fast  as  the 
others.

Speculations   About  the  €abi> 
net  or  President  Jolinsou. 

From  the  Boston  Dally  Advertiser, 

Sheffield,  Mass.,  April  26. — Within  twelve 
hours  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Lincpin,  certain 
'friends"  of  Mr.  Johnson,  to  the  number  of 
about  twenty,  met  in  an  upper  chainl>er  in 
Washington  for  the  pirrpose  of  reconstructing 
the  Cabinet.  That  tliere  was  wine  and  good 
cheer  around  the  board  need  not  Ik;  said,  for 
these  are  always  present  at  political  meetings 
in  Washington.  There  were  two  corner  stones 
on  which  the  new  cabinet,  as  all  agreed,  must 
rest,  viz :  RadiciUism  aiid  General  Butler. 
Whatever  else  should  be  represented  in  the 
Cabinet,  that  opinion  or  sentiment  which,  in 
the  interest  of  the  negroes,  opp6sed  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's plan  of  reconstruction,  must  be  repre- 
rented ;  and,  whoever  else  went  into  it,  Gen* 
Builer  must  have  a  place. 

By  eight  o'clock  of  that  Saturday  evening, 
the  claims  of  rival  men  were  all  settled  to  the 
general  satisfaction  of  this  conclave  cf  recon- 
structionists.  and  word  was  quietly  circulated 
thai  there  would  be  a  change  in  the  Cabinet 
within  the  course  of  a  couple  of  months.  The 
new  Cabinet  was  to  be  constructed  as  follows : 
Secreury  of  State,  Benjamin  F.  Butler;  Sec- 
retary of  War.  Edwin  M.  Stanton:  SecreUry 
of  the  Navy,  Henry  G.  Stebbins,  of  New 
York ;  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Hugh  Mc- 
Cullough ;  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  James 
Harlan;  Postmaster  General,  John  Covode; 
Attorney  General,  D.  K.  Carter,  of  Ohio  at 
aresent  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  programme  also 
Included  the  appointment  of  ex-Senator  Wil- 
kinsou,  ol  Minnesota,  as  Commissioner  of  In- 
dian affairs,  and  of  Mr.  Arnold,  lately  Repre- 
senutive  from  Illinois,  as  Solicitor  of  the 
Treasury. 

Whether  any  of  the  gentlemen  whom  it  was 
proposed  to  remove  from  the  Cabinet,  or  any 
of  the  gentlemen  whom  it  was. proposed  to 
lift  into  the  Cabinet,  were  consulted  in  ref- 
erence to  the  matter,  does  not  definitely  ap- 
pear, though  indications  favor  such  a  conclu- 
sion. Judge  Carter  and  Mr.  Covode  were  in 
the  city,  I  believe ;  and  on  the  Saturday  fol- 
lowing Mr.  Lincoln's  death,  friends  of  Gen. 
Butler  remarked,  very  significantly,  that  he 
had  lieen  sent  for— being  then  in  New  York 
city.  The  General  made  his  appearance  on 
Monday,  sure  enough,  aud  indulging  in  a 
brief,  concise,  pointed  speech,  a  trifle  more 
uncompromising,  even,  than  he  made  on  Sat- 
urday in  New  York.  It  was  frequently  re- 
marked, in  a  quiet  wav,  thit  Mr.  Seward  had 
tendered  his  resignation,  that  Mr.  Stanton  had 
laid  aside  his  supposed  hospitality  to  Gen. 
Butler,  that  President  Johnson  had  ajme  to  a 
full  understanding,  and  would  announce  the 
new  Cabinet  in  due  time— say  by  the  1st  of 
May. 

\Vill  there,  after  all.  l>e  any  immediate 
change  in  the  Cabinet  ?  I  believe  that  depends 
on  the  condition  of  Mr.  Seward.  It  is  plain 
that  the  overthrow  of  the  armed  power  of  the 
rebellion  brings  up  questions  affecting  our 
foreign  relations  ol  such  importance  that  their 
settlement  can  not  be  entrusted  to  any  mere 
acting  Secretary  of  State,  however  able  or  in- 
telligent. We  must  have  the  heart  and  brain, 
and  will  and  knowledge  and  experience  of  a 
first  class  man  in  the  State  Department.  I 
know  no  reason  for  supposinsr  that  Mr.  Sew- 
ard will  either  resign  or  be  displaced  if  he  is 
able  within  a  month  to  rcj^umc  active  charge 
ot  his  business,  'that  ho  may  tender  his  res- 
ignation in  order  that  Mr.  Johnson  can  have 
an  opportunity  for  choice  is  probable  enough 
—as  it  is  probable  enough  that  the  President 
may  already  have  signified  to  him  that  hj 
desires  him  to  permanently  remain  in  the 
Cabinet.  , 

Whatever  doubts  may  have  once  possessed 
the  public  mind  respecting  Mr  Seward's  posi- 
tion with  regard  to  the  policy  of  the  adminis- 
tration, these  later  days  have  proved  that  his 
views  of  expediency  did  not  then  materially 
differ  from  those  of  the  President,  and  that 
his  management  of  our  foreign  affairs  was 
moulded  upon  the  President's  lamous  motto, 
"  One  war  at  a  time."  Late  events  have  pro- 
duced a  kindly  feeling  toward  Mr.  Seward, 
and  President  Johnston  will  doubtless  satisfy 
the  great  l)ody  of  the  loyal  men  in  retaining 
him  iu  the  Cabinet. 

In  the  event  of  his  retirement  who  would 
be  called  to  the  State  Department  ?  NotGen. 
Butler,  I  am  very  sure.  The  Cabinet  was,  for 
months  ut  a  time,  during  Mr.  Lincoln's  Presi- 
dencv,  scarcely  more  than  a  name. 

He  often  took  counsel  privately  with  his 
Ministers,  but  Cabinet  meetings  for  general 
consultation  were  more  rare  than  under  any 
previias  President.  There  will  be  a  change 
in  this  respect  during  Mr.  Johnson's  Presi- 
dency, 1  believe.  One  of  the  conditions  pre- 
ccdei'it  to  frequent  Cabinet  consultations 
must  be  general  unity  ol  sentiment  in  support 
of  the  Presidential  poiicv.  This  fact,  without 
going  into  details,  will  keep  General  Butler 
out  of  the  present  Cabinet,  even  if  changes  be 
made  in  two  or  three  of  its  members.  We 
scarcely  have  a  man  b<-tter  fitted  lor  the  Statu 
Department  than  Mr.  Sumner,  and  there  are 
some  well  informed  persons  who  think  it 
might  po.s8ibly  be  offered  to  him.  However 
that  may  be,  1  doubt  if  he  would  accept  it. 
The  protfer  would  undoubt.'dly  be  something 
of  a  temptation,  but  Mr.  Sumner  means  to 
tokc  a  leading  pan  In  the  settlement  of  the 
great  reconstruction  question  at  the  next  ses- 
sion cf  Congress. 

He  will,  of  course,  be  the  leader  of  those 
who  make  negro  suffrage  thfe  foundation  of  the 
new  Union.  How  numerous  that  party  will 
be,  lime  will  show ;  but  any  one  who  supposes 
it  will  not  be  strong  and  vigilant  and  wary,  is 
doomed  to disapointment.  Mr.  Sumner's  po- 
sition as  the  leader  ot  that  party,  and  as  the 
head  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Foreign  Re- 
lations, will,  I  think,  overbalance  the  Secreta- 
ryship of  State,  if  it  is  not  offered  him  within 
the  next  eight  months.  Charles  Francis  Ad- 
ams will  oe  the  first  choice  of  very  many  per- 
sons as  Mr.  Seward's  successor,  in  the  event 
that  he  leaves  the  Cabinet,  and  the  second 
choice  of  manv  more.  It  was  understood  that 
thefrlendsof<3ovemor  Andrew— such  as  api 
peared  in  Washingt/<n  lust  week— would  ta 
content  that  New  England  should  be  repre- 
sented in  the  Cabinet  by  .Mr.  Adams  in  the 
State  Department,  though  they  justly  believe 
that  the  honor  of  these  States  could  not  be 
intrusted  to  wiser  hands'  than  those  of  the 
Governor  himself.  There  are  some  reasons 
for  l>elievlng  that  the  steamer  of  the  2'2d  took 
out  leave  of  absence  for  Mr.  Adams  with  invi- 
tation to  return  to  this  country  as  soon  asjKM- 
sible.  That  "he  is  called  home  to  take  a  Cab- 
inet place,  I  do  not  t)elieve;  that  he  is  called 
home  for  use  in  possible  emergencies,  I  re- 
gard as  probable  enough.  'The  middle  of 
May  will  not  only  probably  settle  the  question 
of  Mr.  Seward's  retention  in  the  Cabinet,  but 
also  of  Mr.  Adams'  return  to  this  country.

Tiie  Pageant  at  Ciiicag o. 

We  were  not  wrong  in  our  conjecture 
that  the  funeral  pageant  connected  with 
the  remains  of  President  Lincoln,  at  Chi- 
cago, yesterday,  would  prove  by  far  the 
most  imposing  nver  yet  witnessed  in  the 
northwest.  It  is  probable  it  never  will 
be   surpassed. 

President  Lincoln  was  a  resident  of  Ill- 
inois— at  Chicago  he  was  first  brought 
forward  for  the  Presidency,  and  to  Illiooia 
his  dust  returns  again  to  mingle  with  the 
kindred  clay.  Arriving  at  Chicago  it 
seemed  as  if  his  remains  had  reached 
their  home.  It  was  natural,  indeed  inev- 
itable, from  the  feeling  of  Chicago  and  all 
Illinois  in  th  circumstances,  and  the 
sympathy  of  her  sister  Wisconsin,  that 
the  demonstration  of  yesterday  should 
be  unsurpas.-cd  in  numbers  and  in  all  the 
evidences  of  a  heartfelt  grief.  To  com- 
pass it,  however,  in  the  imagination,  a 
whole  great  city  animated  by  one  thought 
with  its  population,  swelled  by  countless 
thousands  Irom  without  similarilv  moved, 
and  that  through  sorrow  of  :i  fallen  chief, 
and  a  desire  to  honor  his  remains,  must 
be  taken  into  contemplation.  The  whole 
city  was  converted  by  outward  and  most 
appropriate  emblems  into  one  va>tboiist! 
of  mourning.  At  least  twenty  tl.ousiind 
persons  joined  in  the  pr..ce88ion,  while 
coontless  thousands  of  others,  silent  and 
respectful,  lined  the  streets  and  filled  the 
houses  through  which  the  procession 
passed. 

The  remains  reached  Chicago  at  11 
o'clock  \.  M.  yesterday.  At  Park  Row, 
where  the  train  stopped  bearing  the  re- 
mains, a  mile  or  mtJre  south  of  the  Court 
House,  a  magnificent  and  appropriate 
arch  was  erected.  Here  the  procession 
formed,  marchini;  up  Michigan  Avenue  to 
Lake,  up  Lake  to  Clark,  and  up  the  lat- 
ter to  the  Court  House,  where  the  coUin 
was  deposited.  At  the  railroad  train  the 
coflin  was  placed  in  the  magnificent  fu- 
neral car  prepared  for  it,  drawn  by  ten 
black  horses.  In  Court  House  sijuare 
the  coflin  was  taken  from  the  funeral  car 
and  carried  into  the  hall  <f  t  <•  ' mirt 
House,  where  it  was  placed  uu  a  mAgi.ili- 
cent  dais,  the  whole  procession  passing 
and  having  a  view  of  it.  'I'he  cofnn  was 
opended  at  i  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  the  remains  were  to  remain  in  state 
and  exposed  until  this  evening  at  7  o'clock 
when  the  coffin  will  be  closed,  and  at  9 
will  start  on  the  journey  to  Springfield, 
where  they  are  to  be  finally  deposited. 

A  number  of  gentlemen  went  from 
he^e  to  join  in  the  obsequies,  and  more 
would  have  gone  had  it  not  been  for  the 
inutility,  in  view  of  the  immense  crowd 
certain  to  be  there.  Among  them  were 
At'orney  General  Winlield  Smith,  Col. 
E.  L.  Buttrick,  Hun.  W  A.  Prentiss, 
Capt.  I.  N.  Mason,  Dr.  Diffendorf,  P. 
Van  Vechten,  Esq.,  and  many  others 
whose  names  have  escaped  us.  fiov. 
Lewis  was  present.  Senator  W.  E  Smith, 
of  Fox  Lake  Dr.  M.  M.  Daws,  of  Apple- 
ton,  and  numbers  from  every  quarter  of 
the  State,  we  I  and  honorably  represented 
our  State,  who  gave  its  confidence  to  Mr. 
Lincoln  while   living,  and  most  siocerdly

James  Gordon  Bennett. 

From  <he  New  York  World. 

The  offer  of  the  French  mission  by  the  late 
President  Lincoln  to  Mr  Juines  Gordon  Ben- 
nett, and  his  declination  of  the  offer  upon  the 
ground  that  he  cnuld  serve  the  country  better 
at  home,  have  been  the  sabjcct  of  comment  to 
all  the  leadingioumals  of  this  country  and  of 
Kurope,  the  Herald  alone  excepted,  and  the 
topic  ot  gossip  and  discussion  in  the  salons  of 
.Sew  York,  Paris  and  London— the  world's 
three  capitols- and  of  society  everwhere  that 
the  news  has  reached.  We  have  not  yet  heard 
from  India,  China  and  Japan ;  but  we  presume 
that  the  papers  and  the  courtiers  of  tnose  re- 
mote regions'  are  equally  engrossed  in  this  ab- 
sorbing bit  of  iuformatibn.  Judging  from  the 
sensation  which  tde  report  has  caused  at  home 
and  aliroad,  Mr.  Bennett  will  soon  have  the 
pleasure  of  beinp  carefully  canvassed  at  the 
extremcst  points  at  which  civilization  extends, 
and  a  letter  or  a  paper  finds  its  way. 

The  journals  and  the  gossips  ol  course  take 
various  views  of  iheotfer  and  of  the  de- 
clination. Some  contend  that  thcolTer  was 
never  made  ut  all.  Others  that  it  was  made 
to  some  other  person  of  the  same  name  of 
whom  the  world  never  heard  betore,  Some 
that  it  was  made  and  accepted.  Others  that 
it  was  made  nad  an  answer  withheld.  Others 
that  the  declination  was  from  that  motive. 
Thus  the  most  contradictory  opinions,  amus- 
ing to  Mr.  Bennett,  not  less  irom  their  variety 
than  for  their  profundity,  have  been  solemnly 
e.\prefc8ed  in  editorials,  llippantly  exptessed 
in  correspondence,  and  wittily  or  charmingly 
expressed  in  the  sa/on<ot  the  three  capiuls. 
In  the  meantime  the  Herald,  which  must  be 
conccedetl  to  have  the  best  sources  of  infor- 
mation upon  this  subject,  has  said  nothing 
whatever  al)Out  it.  A  brief  editorial  from  the 
pen  of  our  old  and  tried  antagonist  Mr.  Horace 
Greeley- the  author  of  "The  American  Con- 
flict," and  the  rival  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
and  his  "Lite  of  Cesar"— has  peen  transtjirred 
to  our  news  colums  without  remark  or  en- 
dorsement, merely  to  allow  our  readers  to  .see 
what  was  said  of  an  event  so  ninch  talked 
about  and  written  about.  Beyond  this,  which 
was  due  to  our  readers  as  a  matter  of  news, 
we  have  maintained  a  persistent  silence. 

The  time  to  break  that  silence  has  not  yet 
arrived,  but  will  arrive  shortly.  The  ofl'er  of 
the  French  mission  was  one  of  the  last  acts  of 
the  great  and  good  man  who  ha.s  been  taken 
from  us,  and  it  will  remain  part  of  his  history 
and  of  the  history  of  the  country.  At  the 
proper  time  the  public  will  be  furnished  with 
all  the  particulars  of  this  offer  and  its  declina- 
tion, with  the  lull  correspondence  on  both 
sides.  It  is  true,  as  hns  already  been  suggest- 
ed by  the  tenor  ot  this  article,  that  the  offer 
of  the  French  mission  was  made  by  President 
Linroln  to  James  Gordon  Bennett,  the  editor 
of  this  journal ;  and  it  is  also  true,  as  stated 
by  Mr.  Honu;e  Greeley,  that  the  otfer  was  re- 
spectfully deeUned  by  Mr.  Bennett,  on  the 
ground  that  at  this  crisis  he  could  serve  the 
country  better  here  than  in  Paris.  This  much 
Mr.  Bennett  is  willing  to  have  stated  in  order 
to  gratify  and  satisfy  those  who  have  devoted 
so  much  time  and  attention  to  the  thorough 
elucidation  of  the  subject.  But  for  the  partic- 
ulars and  the  correspondence  the  journals  and 
the  gossips  will  l>e  obliged  to  wait  a  little  long- 
er. It  is  Iccrtam  that  the  exceptional  com- 
pliment to  an  editor,  to  which  Mr.  Greeley 
called  especial  attention,  was  by  no  means 
unappreciated  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  in- 
tended.

"  Ahe  Lincoln  departed  this  life  August  13th, 
1864  by  the  tffects  of  poison." 

It  is  a  significant  fact,  says  the  Sto(«  Jour- 
nal, that  the  date  here  given  corresponds 
precisely  with  the  intended  rising  of  the  Cop- 
perheads ill  that  State  and  Indiana,  which 
was  exposed  bv  the  arrest  and  trial  of  Dodd 
and  other  lending  Sons  of  Liberty  in  Indiana. 
There  can  sc  irccly  bo  a  doubt  that  Booth  was 
in  the  conspiracy  ot  that  lime  with  Dodd, 
Walsh,  Judd,  and  their  associates,  and  tha^a 
portion  of  their  scheme  was  the  murder  of 
the  President. 

— The  work  of  sending  the  families  of 
rebel  officers  in  Savannah  outside  of  our 
lines  i.x  progressing.  They  are  sent  up 
the  Savannah  river  to  a  place  called  Poor 
Robin,  where  a  rebel  flag  of  truce  boat 
meets  them  and  takes  them  to  Augusta. 
The  rebel  Gen.  Young,  while  acquiescing 
in  the  arrangement,  protests  against  it  as 
"cruel  and  barbarous." 

— Mr.  Kartz,  a  landscape  painter  in 
Boston,  and  Mr.  A.  Ransom,  the  well- 
known  artist  in  the  same  city,  are  recent- 
ly deceased. 


Life  or  Lincoln,  l¥ritten 
by  Iliuiseir. 

Gkokoetown,  D.  C,  April  27, 18C5. — 
As  everything  connected  with  the  history 
of  our  martyr  President  is  of  intense  in- 
terest I  send  you  a  brief  record  which  il- 
lustrates his  singular  modesty  as  a  man. 
When,  in  1858,  I  commenced  my  labors 
oii  the  work  known  as  the  "Dictionary  of 
Congress,"  I  forwarded  to  every  ex-mem- 
ber of  Congress  whose  residence  I  could 
ascertain  a  circular  asking  each  person  for 
information  as  to  the  date  and  pace  of 
his  birth,  the  character  of  his  education, 
his  profession  or  occupation,  and  a  list  ot 
any  public  positions  he  may  have  filled. 
Th  tfe  tiimple  facts  were  all  I  wanted,  and 
in  looking  over  the  thousands  of  replies 
that  have  been  sent  me  since  it  is  truly 
remarkable  to  find  that  men  of  the  grea- 
test ability  have  invariably  told  a  direct 
and  brief  story,  thereby  preserving  their 
innate  modesty  and  writing  nothing  to 
compromise  their  dignity.  The  reply 
which  I  received  from  Mr.  Lincoln  was 
singularly  brief,  and  yet  comprehensive, 
and  you  may  well  imagine  is  now  highly 
valued  by  me,  with  other  friendly  letters 
by  the  same  hand,  as  a  memento  of  one 
who  possessed  all  the  "degrees  ofsove- 
ereign  honor,"  as  elucidated  by  Lord 
Bacon ;  and  who,  like  Begulus  and  the 
two  Decii,  sacrificed  his  lile  lor  the  good 
of  his  country.  The  record  in  question  is

St.  Paul,  Minn  .  May  4th  186^  S 
K*v,  H.  WlCobb. 

Dear  Sir:  — Noticinjf  by  the   public  pre.-^s 
t»  at  the  people  of  Minnesota    are    to-day  to 
meet  (p  convention,  to  take  measures  to  am- 
eliorate the  condition  of  that  unfortunate  race, 
which  wa.s,  innocently,  the  cause  of  the  great 
war  through  which   our    nation    is    about  so 
successfully  to  emerge,  and  which  was  also 
iu  the  hands  of  Providence,  one  ol  the  great 
and  material  means  of  our  crushing  the  wick- 
ed rebellion,  I  cannot  refrain  from  volunteer- 
ing my  humble  teftlmony  after  nearly    two 
years  service  in  our  armies  at    tl>e    South,  in 
encouragement  of  the  great  work  which   has 
been  already  accomplished  by  the-Freedmen'^ 
Aid  Society."    "You,  who  have  Ijeeu  a  faith- 
ful and  successful  laborer  in  thi*  good  work, 
even  amid  the  clash  of  arms    and  horrors    of 
battle-fields,  well  know  that  this,  the  greatest 
charity  that  the  good  men  and  women  ol  the 
world  h:.ve  ever  devised,  U  only  yet  In  us  in 
fancy.    Bnt,  sir,    your  Society   has    already 
made    progress    so  wondertul   that    1    have 
known  even  the  most  prejudiced,  thoughtless 
and  reckless  of  our  officers  and  men,  to  view 
with  amazement,  and  the  most  agreeable  sur 
prise,  the  results.    That  the  negro  can  be  ed- 
ucated, that  he,  who  has  just  emerged  from 
bondage  by  the  extreme  folly  and  wickedness 
of  his  own  oppressors  will,  in  the  next  gener 
atlon  at  least,  assume  the  status  of  true  man- 
hood among  other  men  created  In  God's  im 
age.  provided  our    people  and  nation  are  true 
to  him,  is  no  longer  to  be  doubted,  except  by 
confirmed  traitors  and  copperheads,  and  the 
enemies    of   fieo    republican   institutions    in 
o:her  parts  of  the  world.  Among  the  happiest 
s.-enes  and  incidents  of  my  army  life  have  been 
when  it  was  my  privilege  to  see  the  little  freed 
bjys    and    girls   let  out  of  these   swarming 
schools  at  Memphis,  Vicksburg,  New  Orleans 
and  other  places  South,  with  slates  and  books 
in  hand,  ru.^hing  home  to  their  parents,  buoy- 
ant and  joyful  as  our  own  dear  ones  at  home, 
and  in  all  respects  as  fully  impressed  with  the 
great  work  which  wonld  devolve   upon  them 
M'ben  they  became  men  and  women.    And 
then  to  see  those  who  were  sufficiently  advanc 
ed.     to   instruct   in  the  elenienUry  branches 
their  fathers— iu   many  InsUnces  our  brother 
soldiers— was,  at  least  to  one  of  my  teiupera- 
nient,  a  sufficient  guarantee   that  the  future 
destiny  of  the  "  American  Citizen  of  African 
descent,"  is  already  solved,  if  their  abettors 
and  sympathizers,  (what  the  war  has  left  of 
them)  are  only  banished  from  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  good  people  ot  all  parties,  condi- 
tions, ages  and  sexes,  will  continue  to  uphold 
and  leud   material  efficiency  to    Institutions 
such  as  you  and  your  co- laborers  have  already 
so  fully  demonstrated,  are  practical  and  wor- 
thy of  all  support. 

Hoping  your  life  and  health   may  long  be 
spared,  under  God's   Providence,  to  continue 
the  good  work  you  have  so  nobly  begun.

The  Close  of  the  First  4ct. 


From  the  London  Times,  Aptll  17. 

The  first  act  of  the  American  war  has  closed 
with  a  tremendous  fituile.  For  three  days  to- 
gether the  great  Confederate  General  main- 
tained himself  in  tierce  and  even  doubtful  bat- 
tle against  the  combined  forces  of  his  adver- 
saries, but  at  last  he  8uccuml>cd  to  numbers 
and  resigned  to  the  enemy  the  strongholds 
which  he  had  defended  so  long.  Richmond 
und  Petersburg  ure  in  the  hands  of  the  North, 
and  though  Lee,  even  in  these  desperate 
straits,  has  retired  in  good  order  with  the 
remnant  of  the  army,  it  is  impossible  to  an- 
ticipate that  his  resistance  can  be  prolonged. 
The  South  retained  but  one  .army,  and  that 
has  now  been  half  destroyed,  'fhe  loss  ot 
Richmond  might  iu  itself  have  been,  perhaps, 
sustained,  but,  coupled  with  the  defeat  of  Lcc, 
it  presents  a  veritable  catastrophe. 

The  event  has  been  anticipated  not  only  in 
America,  but  in  this  country  for  some  time 
past,  and  yet  it  did  not  occur  in  conformity 
with  the  prevalent  speculations.  Farragut 
had  no  part  in  it,  nor  Sherman  either.  There 
was  no  flutilla,  no  liombardmuntno  combined 
attack  by  land  or  water.  It  is  due  to  Oen. 
Orant  that  his  niilitdry  abilities  should  be  re- 
cogniiscd  aud  his  success  ackonwledged. 

It  was  his  army  in  the  end  which  captured 
Richmond.  He  did  '■tight  it  out  on  that  line,' 
as  he  had  pledged  himself  to  do,  not  only  all 
through  the  Summer,  but  through  the  Win- 
ter, and  through  the  following  .Spring.  Often 
and  often  was  ho  repulsed  with  dreadful 
losses,  bnt  he  clung  with  unconquerable 
tenacity  to  his  work,  and  never  rela.\cd  the 
grip  which  he  obtained.  He  forced  hi:>  ad- 
versary into  Richmond,  aud  sat  down  before 
its  ramparts  with  the  resolution,  which  he  has 
well  maintained,  that  sooner  or  latter  the 
city  should  be  hi^.  It  is  true  that  he  had  the 
asshitance  of  Sheridan,  and  that  without  that 
CO  operation  the  final  usi^ault  would  probably 
not  hitve  been  attempted.  The  hardest  of  the 
fighting,  indeed,  fell  to  Sheridan's  share,  and 
be  seamed  to  have  di.-^playcd  uiucli  of  th.it 
genius  with  which  he  won  so  renmrUublc  a  vic- 
tory in  the  SbanandoahValley.  But  the  whole 
work,  substantially,  was  the  worti  of  tirant— 
and  It  was  the  work  for  which  he  had  waited 
In  patience  and  conlidcnce  through  nearly 
twelvemonths  of  discouragement.  lie  was 
the  first  General  of  ihe  North  who  refused  to 
recognrze  defeat,  and  the  reward  of  fortitude 
ib  his  at  last.

It  will  require  all  the  federal  soldiers  now  in 
the  South  to  hold  the  country  when  they  have 
overrun  it,  and  the  cost  of  this  will  be  as  great 
as  the  cost  ot  the  war.  If  several  hundred 
thousand  men  arc  to  bo  kept  under  arms,  it 
docs  not  much  signify  how  they  ure  employed. 
Kus.Hia  has  been  able  to  hold  and  ketp  down 
Poland  ;  but  then  llu.-sia  i.s  a  despotic  couiUry. 
The  mass  of  the  population  are  serls.  The 
Emperor  is  .ib-iolutc,  aud  can  do  as  he  likes. 
The  practical  diilicultics  of  dealing  with  the 
blacks  are  only  secoud,  to  tlio.^ie  of  dcHling 
with  the  whites;  so  that,  altogether,  the  real 
dirticultics  liefore  the  North— assuming  the 
confederate  armies  to  be  broken  up  and  dis 
persed — appear  to  lie  just  beginning.

were  intemled  to  do.     Bnt,  lie  thi.s  as   it  may, 
the  opinion  of  tbc  governing  cla.s$es  in  this 
ountry  is  little     swayed  on  great    qiusticns 
either  foreign  iir  domestic,  by    the  personal 
predilections  of  the  palace;  and  when,  suuio 
weeks  ago.  Lord  Russell,  deviating  from  the 
conventionality  observed     in)  parlianieniary 
debate,      volunteered       tbe      extraordinary 
revelation       that    the      late     prince      con- 
sort      hiid,        with        his        own         pen, 
changed  many  important  expressions  in  the 
demand  for  ^ntisfaction  made  by  the  present 

government  for  the  eutrage   committed   by 
aptain  Wilkes,  the  announcement  was  re- 
ceived with  a  hort  of  .sullen,   if  not  scornful, 
silence  by  tbe  peers.    A  less  creditable  con- 
fession has  seldom,  indeed,  been   vouchsafed 
t>y  any   ambitious   or   unscrupulous  minister 
of   foreign  atfair.-^.    Nor  did  it  escape  notice 
that  the  noble  earl,  who  was  two  years  ago  so 
impartially  critical  on  the  motive's  and  merits 
of  North    and  .South,  in  the   same   speech, 
with  a  dodger's  scent- of   change,  designated 
the  weaker  party  for  the  first  time  the  "so- 
called  Confederate  States."    All  this  is  very 
pitiful  and  miserable;  but  verily  it  will  have 
its  reward.    In  the  city,  on  the  other  hand, 
though  tlie  Confederate  loan    has  dropped, 
and  ott;er  signs  abound  of  staggering  under 
the  heavy  blow,  there  is  fur  less  evidence  of 
dejection  among  the  friends  of  secession.    I 
spoke  to  two  persons  tbis  morning,  each  of 
whom  is    likely    to  lie    exceedingly  well  in- 
formed, and    whose  judgment  is  perhaps  as 
good  as  that  of  any  on  tbis  side   of  thcoce.in 
regarding    American   affairs.     Their    notion 
seems  to  oe  that  the  war  will  drift  westward, 
and  that,  even  though   Virginia,  the  Caroli- 
nasand  Georgia  should  ultimately  join  the 
Atlantic  federation,  there  is  a  great  guiuc  yet 
to  be  played  on  the  shores   of  the   Gull  and 
the  bankH  of  the  Mississippi.    I  have,  myself, 
long  entertained  the  idea  that,  in  certain  con- 
tingencies, a  rapprochement,   inspired  by  the 
want  and  the  wish  for  mutual   help,  would 
take  place  between  the  overmatched  confed- 
erates and  the  imperialists  of  Mexico.    Max- 
imilian wants  bayonets  and   brains.     \l^  can 
never  import  them  frofu   Europe  in  sufheient 
quantities  lo  make  safe  his  crazy  throne.

never  for  a  single  instant  entertained  the  idea 
of  susfiending  liberty.  (Ah,  ah.)  She  never

His  acta  of  revolutionary  energy 
or  arbitrary  power  are  not  confined  to  pun- 
ishing; petty  (raitorf),  but  to  tbc  arrest  and  pun- 
ishment of  more  eonspicuous  criminals  in  pe- 
culiar crises  of  alfairs.  His  prompt  removal 
of  Gen.  Butler  and  his  immediate  renewal  of 
the  attack  on  Wilmington,  were  grand  and 
:mcces8ful  instances  of  his  "revolutionary 
energy. 

The  recent  prompt,  but  most  trenchant 
statement  of  the  grounds  of  disapproval  of 
Gen.  Sherman's  negotiations,  show  Mr.  Stan- 
ton's intellectual  force,  and  his  deep  earucbt- 
uess  in  the  national  cause  in  the  l>eMt  light. 
We  believe  the  whole  country  felt  a  certain 
sense  of  relief  and  security,  when  that  mani 
testo  appeared,  at  the  thought  of  two  such 
vigorous  hands  at  the  helm  as  Mr.  Stanton's 
aud  Mr.  Johnson's. 

But  the  highest  glory  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  on  Ihe  page  of  history,  will  be  his  re 
murkable  powers  of  organisation  and  the  en- 
tire integrity  of  his  administration. 

When  we  reflect  that  for  four  years  Mr. 
.Stanton  and  his  officials  have  been  feeding, 
clothing,  arming  and  faking  medical  care  ot 
some  8<X),000  men  each  year,  transporting 
them  with  great  rapidity  thousands  of  miles 
on  the  sea  and  the  land,  and  that  no  instance 
has  Oi'curred  of  short  supples,  or  irregular 
transportation,  or  deficient  clothing  or  arm- 
ing, or  (on  any  large  scale)  of  a  want  of  medi- 
cal supplies,  everything  seeming  to  be  just 
where  it  was  needed,  wc  must  admit  that 
somewhere  in  our  military  service  there  has 
been  a  great  organizing  brain. 

And  not  the  bitterest  enemy  of  Mr.  Stanton 
can  ever  charge  him  with  the  slightest  taint  of 
corruption  or  venality  in  his  high  oiAce. 
Handling  hundreds  of  millions  every  year,  he 
has  never  incurred  even  the  suspicion  of  Ap- 
propriating a  dollar  to  himself. 


— Tbe  Russian  Plague  is  abating,  and 
there  is  no  furiher  cause  for  alarm.  Tbe 
highest  medical  authorities  agree  that  tbe 
epidemic  ia  not  tbe  plague,  but  only  a 
somewbat  more  violent  kind  of  fever, 
arising  from  tbe  crowding  of  an  immense- 
ly large  population  in  tbe  cpotractet}  and 
filthy  quarters  of  the  poor,  from  nnheaUhy 
food  and  tbe  dirty  personal  habits  of  the 
Biusian  poor. 


A  Ctoveriiiiiniil  Scattered  to  Ihe 
Four  W^iiids. 

From  the  Richmond  Whig,  April  27. 

Were  the   Confederate  government  recog- 
nized to-morrow,  and  were  it  possible  for  that 
government  to  resume  its  functions  in  every 
department,  it  would  be  a  government  with- 
oat  a  record,  and  would  spi-edily  arrive  at 
chaos.     Documents   before    deemed  of  the 
highest  importance    are    whirled  aliout   the 
streets  upon  every  gust  of  wind ;  like  leaves 
of  autumn  they  choke  tbe  gutters.    Bundles 
of  records  are  hawked  about  the  streets,  and 
sold  in  the  sutlers'  stores  fur  wrapping  paper ; 
old  ledgers  and  day-lxioks  from  the  Treasury 
aud  Auditor's  otiices,  half-filled,  are  made  lb 
perform  another  service  in  a  conimercial  way, 
in  the  shop  and  counting  room.    Pay  roils  of 
the  Confederate  armv,  paid  and  unpaid,  half 
burned,  arc  bundled  ofl  to  the  paper  mill  to 
lie  converted   into  virgin   paper  again.    The 
Hooding  ol  the  world  in  the  days  of  Noah  did 
not  more  etleciually   drown  out   and  wash 
fway   the   record  ot  tbe  people  living  then, 
than  did  the  evacuation  and  burning  of  Rich- 
mond destroy    the  Confederate    claim    to  a 
government.  The  evaluation  must  have  come 
upon  the  Confederate  rulers  as  suddenly  as 
did  the    flood,  el.se  more  would  have  iken 
saved  and  less  put  out  of  existence.  As  it  is, 
tlie  great  problem  of  a  separate    Southern 
Confederacy,  which  Jeff.  Davis  and  his  clerks 
were  working  out  over  innumerable  reams  of 
foolscap,   has  come  to  niught,  been  dashed 
l>y  the  sponge  ot  fate,  and  nothing  remains, 
if    the   problem    is  to  be   persisted  in,   but  to 
wipe  oat  the  slate  and  commence  anew,  da- 
ting the  Southern  Confederacy  and  its  records 
from  a  new  era  and  a  new  birth.    It  is  an  old 
household  uiaxim   that  "three  moves  are  as 
bad  tu)  a  fire;"    but    with   the  Confederate 
government  one  move  aud  a  lire  did  tbe  busi- 
ucss. 

Letter  Written  by  J.  Wilkef« 
Booth  on  the  Day  or  the 
Murder. 

Form  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer. 

We  present  Ik-Iow  a  literal  copy  of  a  letter 
written  by  John  Wilkes  Booth  to  his  mother, 
and  which  was  penned  early  on  the  morning 
of  tbe  memorable  14th  of  April  (Good  Friday) 
the  day  on  which  the  assassination  took 
place.  The  letter  is  directed  to  "  Mrs.  M.  A. 
Booth,  No.  28  East  Nineteenth  street.  New 
Yorh,"  and  liears  a  Washington,  D.  C.  Post 
odlce  stamp,  dated  April  14.  It  bears  the 
appearance  of  having  l>een  written  in  consid- 
erable baste,  and  is  all  contained  on  one  side 
of  half  a  sheet  of  note  paper.  The  contents 
we  give  without  further  comment;  they  are 
as  follows : 

i%"AHHji.  14—2  A.|  M.— Dearest  Mother:  I 
know  yon  expect  a  letter  from  me,  nnd  am 
sure  you  will  hardly  forgive  me.  But  indeed 
I  have  had  nothing  to  write  about.  Every- 
thing is  dull ;  that  is,  has  been  till  last  night. 
(The  illumination.)  Everything  was  bright 
and  splendid.  Morse  so  in  mv  eyes,  if  it  had 
been  a  display  iu  a  nobler  cause.  But  so 
goes  the  world.  Might  makes  right.  I  only 
drop  you  these  few  lines  to  let  you  know  I 
am  well,  and  to  say  I  have  not  heard  from 
you.  Excuse  brcvitv:  am  iu  haste.  Had 
one  from  Rose.  With  best  love  to  you  all,  I 
am  your  affectionate  son  ever.
